selves, and in their eyetJ milawfuliuud ivieked. The measures hitherto adopted to dis- 
CQuragpe. and prevent such acts have failed of sdocess, rind the Oovemor Cionerul in 
(^uricil ia deeply impressed with the ccmviclion that the abuses in. question oanuiit bo 
infcctually put an eud to, without abolishing the practice altogetliev. Actuated by 
these considerations tlie OoveiTior General in Council, without intending to depart 
from one of the first and most imporlant principles of the system o< British Ooyern- 
inent in Indui, that all classes of the pi'ople be secure in the observance their re- 
ligious usogt's, so lo/ig as that .system can be adhered to witFiout violation of the para- 
mount dictates of justice and hunittnily, Ifas deeiucd it right to estaldish the following 
rules, which are hm eby enacted to be in force from the time of their prornnlgatioii' 
throughout the Territories immediately subject to the Presidency of lort William.

We have the pleasure to present to our readers a full report of the Proceed- 
ings at the Meeting of the Inhabitants of Calcutta, held at the Tovvn Hall on 
Tuesday the 15th December, under tUg following Requisition. 

To JAMES CALDER, Esqiure, 

Sir, Sheriff' of Calcutta. 

Wo the undersigned British Merchants and others, tnhabitanls of Calcut-^ 
ta, request you will be pleased to convtuie a General M- eting at the Town 
Hall, at as early a period as possibly, for the purpose of f^eutiomni' P«irliaiTient 
to throw open the ClnnU and India Trade, and to provide, on the expiration of 
the eMstin'; Charter of the East India Company, for the unfettere^pplication 
ot British Skill, Capital and Industry, to the Commercial and Agricultural re- 
sources of India,

Pursuant to the foiegoiiig requisition, I hereby appoint a Meeting of the 
British Inhalmanis and others, Inliabitaats of Calcutta, to be held at the Towo 
Hall on Tuesday tlie loth day of December next, at the hour of eleven in the 
forenoon, for the purpose expressed by the llequisitioiiists.

The High Sheriff' httving read^he requisition, Mr. John Palmer was called to tho 
Chiut by ftcclarnatioTi, and opened the business of the meeting in a brief address. 

Mr. ,T(jtin Smith sjud, that unaccustomed as be was to address so numerous and 
respectable an asacmbly, he had to claim the indulgence of tlie Meeting whilst he mov- 
ed the first resolution. He dill not wish to see any motion brought forward, which 
tended to change the existing go vernmeni ; he did not desire to see it taken out of 
the hands of tho East India Cora puny, and placed in those of the Ministers of the 
Crown; that was a question to be decided by the Legislature in its wisdom, hut 
whilst he acknowledged the indulgence of that government, whilst he admitted that 
he liiras'df had arrived in this country nearly five and twenty years ago without a li- 
cence and vyas permitted to remain, he thought that no member of it would deny that 
right which is inherent in every mtin, to petition, or object to representations being 
made to Parliament to do away with the regulations which at present exist, against 
the .od mission of Europeans into this country ; to abolish the disgraceful and odioua 
Bvstem of transmission, save in such cases as tho.se, where their longer residence in 
the country mightendaugerthe weal of the State. He said that, that bugbear Colonisati- 
on of which they had heard and seen so much of laic, was not worth petitioning for ; 
for in his opinion the climate would never allow of its being carried to any great ex- 
tent, he thought that the general agricultural employment of Europeans could never 
be far promoted as a system in India. 

Astliis subject would bc^much better comm^mted upon by abler persons he would# 
not intrude longer upon^heir attention but read to them the resolution be intended « 
to propose. 

** That this meeting considers itself called upon, adverting to the pending digeusai- 
ons in the Legislature on tAe renewal of the li. il. Charter, to make known aiM de-p» 
elate unreservedly to Parliament its wishes and views in regard to auch matters at 
more particularly touch the interests and welfare of this Country, whether tbe^dmi- 
nistration qf its Goverument be candi;icted for the future directly by the JUixUtftdia oi 

the Crown, or tluough the organ of the Eaat India Company/' ^

mun and carried unainmouj-ly. 

TVIr.BnArK Fisr said, in Lioving tlie second resolution, it is not mv intention to trou- 
ble you with .many observiitionf, for it is the Cfoiinlerpart of orw^ 1 hud the honour to sub- 
mit, and comment upon in this thill in Tslovember IB!;-'?, Bince wdiieh period nothing has 
ocxurredlo induce me to altiu' tlv* opinions T then d 'ln'or'ed. Tndoed th‘^ propositioosit 
contains are so obviously true, tliat they require no support, bv either illustration or 
argumimt, the only wonder is that at this time of day this communitv should be under tho 
necessity of petitioning Parliament for what is so palpably Ivnefici d to any and every 
country under Brilish rule, “ theiinfettert'd application of British slnll. capital andiu- 
dustry to the commercifd and agricultural resourced of India,” a uecesRity oniv t » bi# 
explained bv the anomalous constitution of the Eist India Oimpany. Us political and 
its commercial interests were in direct opposition, and the latter b ing paiainount, 
tlie Free Trader became the victim of the collision to the injurv ol all parties. To 
no other cause it is possible to attribute the restiictions imposed up'm the resoit and 
residence of F'uropeans in the country, a policy so mauifeBtly absurd, and opposed to 
every liboral and enlightened principle of Govenuiient. 

Mr. 11 r ACKi'M here read the following rerolution which was seconded hy Mr. Mei> 
yiLi.F, and carriechunanimonsiy. 

That this meeting deliberately adheres to the opinions e.vpressed by a similar 
meeting on the fitli November 18^7 in its leading resolution and embodied in Petitions 
to both of ParlianuTit, to this effect “that the Commeicial inlercouise he- 

tween Kngland and India i.s suseejitible of great and indefinite extension, wliich 
is prevented by tlie imposition of extra duties on the Products in liidiii, and by 
** legal obstructions to tho application of Biitish Skill and (/.ipital to the cultivation 
of those Products, and entertain.s a just confidence that the vvisilom and jiialice of 
ParUament will, by the removal of such impediments give nn immediate irnpulso 
“ to the Commercial prosperity of both Countries and incalculably promote tho 
general interest of India.” 

Mr. IjMoNo read the next resolution, which was seconded hy Mr. Willis and car- 
ried witliout dissention. 

“ That it is an obstruction to the industry of individuals prejudicinl to good Ciovern- 
merit, and to improvement, and even attended witli positive meicaniile loss lo tho 
1 loll Tile Company that it sliould continue “ to employ a con udei able poi lion of its 
Territorial llevenue” in the production and mauiifactufe of the diffcicnt articles

Mr. CJ. A. Prixsfp in proposing the fourth resolution, hogged to draw a distinc- 
tion between the present an (1 the meeting of 18i?7 ; he was anxious to do so for the 
sake of preserving his own consistency in going further now (lian he was iticlnied to 
do before. Tii 18‘i7 the pioniineut object of rbe Meeting was tin* Sugin question, and 
it was then thought advisable, by some, to seek for tho removal of other disabilities ; 
but on the same principle tliatt.be Catholic question was not pn'ssed by its advocates 
that Session of Parliament he was anxious that we should not emharrass with impor- 
tunate demands a Ministry lately come with power wdiom we considered our fiiends 
— our friends because we knew them to be liberal men having enlarged views oi'oom- 
inorce. and of the rights and liberties of British subjects. He was therefore inclip i| 
to confi^ much in their protection and that tlu^y should only demand that w hie h wiiai 
the ostensible object of the meeting. But since these rhjugs woreadiffeient.com- 
plexion, every point wms open to them now, for it was generally understood that the 
.Tiulian question on its fullest and broadest basis wms to be brought before Parliament 
during the next Session, a Sessions which perhaps had befox’e this commenced, there- 
fore now or never they should petition. If another reason w’ere wanting, there w’as a 
rumour in circulation tliat the intention of permitting Europeans to bold land Lad 
•■fieon disapproved of at home, a regulation which gave then^p]|rt of what they desired 
‘ this of itself was a sufficient cause but whatever the result of that regulation was, i^ 
was the duty of tho present meeting to come forward and show its thanks to those 
^ ^ho Jiiad been w'iUiug to accord even this favour. ^ 

^ Having said this much in vindication of his motive, ho t^ould next proceed to re- 
lnjark<»pon the resolution which be was about to proposi? ; it touched upon the (Tiinn 
wbifh to be looked upon in two ways ; with Great Britain and with Bengal 
the ttUmr PrcfijUuncics ot Mudin* it nuabt isaid remarked, that tiko iformer 
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ho^eft to if5 advocatt^s at liomf* as ther<? wpre tho«5p in England wLo would not 
Irave tlic c,oviM niueut in ijjnorance ot'tlie rmlits they cUiim ; but it wa'^ for this ujoet- 
ini; to 1^0 into luid oxpose the ar4*iuneuts winch had been usedtin its tavonr. 'idle only 
two Ije had ever heard artvancert wore lst,^h'.U the revenue of th(.* tea trade as it now 
existed vvii'^ "renter and more oasiH „canected. 'j*dly, that in conseiiuenoe of' the pecu- 
liar habits of the Chinese /lul t4ip manners of Europeans in Cliiiui, the trade would be , 
liable to frequent ml rruptioiis. uli leference to the first, nothing in his opinion 
wonlfl injure the fnide except n reduction lu the supply* for if under a din'erent syj'tem 
tiie same quantity of lea was imported the (jovernment li id it surely m its power to 
levy the same amount of duty. Jr didmot appear that in England tliey liixd wanted ;i 
(Supply of that most us<*ful and necessary eonimo^dity, Saltpetre, or that its price had 
been raised since the contract wuth the East India (Company liad ceased. 

With refeience to the seeond objeclton, bad they not the examples of other 
countries trading to Cluiiu , had they not the fact of the Opium trade carried 
on in the teeili of the (I'une'jft law and \ieldmg tho (’ompany an immense 
profit though 1 hey uffected not to kn iw of its exi^’ence. "J lie Ererveh had not 
foniid It ceei^ssary to form a company fiy the regulation of thoiro, and it 
was strange to say that monopoly and a ^mpany were riecessaiy to protect the 
Ihitis'i trade, when the A!ne7i''‘tms did not require Mt1i(‘r, ivhose sailors, as, simu- 
lated to Englishmen, in appearance, intmunuers and hahiis ; vet tlKur trade was not 
tif'qiped so often as the (himpanv’s. But there wis this tact vidiirh showed the inex- ■* 
pedienny of a Company having tdie exclusive trad*', if one of their Shi j^cornmitted'- 
an iiffenee all other lintiBh V<'ss(ds were included all were made acooiintable, tlie tradb 
of all were stopjiHd ; then wh-it was tho natural mfereuce ? whv, that under other 
circumstance's each would hi‘ iri.ido answerable for tlieniselves, and llie general com- 
merce would not then suffer for tlu' oftence of a particular \esse). 

Mr. pRiNSi' e said that with reference te the first branch of Jiis argument it miglit 
periiapsbe left siiCely lu (he hands of those m Englimd, hut he would make a few re- 
m u'Ks on the c iirriiercial lelations of India with Great Britain, ll must be admitted 
by all, thatShqia might lx* much beiiofitted after thoir arrival in Jiidian ports if tliey 
were permitted to rnuke circuitous voyages and be reniemhen'd the case of a vessel ut 
Bombay iii BWi wditcli was off* red a verv piofitiible t argo to Gluna and yet she was 
not allowed a licence because she was not entirely the property of individuals in Bom- 
bay. But the asking forthal liceucv' was a restriction on tbe Merchaats of India, it 
was at least a rnstiiction felt by them U" a denial of their rights and liberties ; but 
what IS tho consequence of such a lesiuctum ; it n ship in the course of a voyage was 
driven into tin* Cliinn seas, withoat it, she was liable to be captured byanyoflfis 
Majesty’s Ships, and lie reniembf^ed the case of tlie SImwfieid wliicb had been so taken, 
as it fiinu'd out illegally arid tlius a valuable property of four hicks of rupe«A was sa- 
W'i(ict‘d though in SOUK* years vif ter an indemniiv was given amounting to sixty tliou- 
Bimd rupees. Was iiof tins sufficient to .show iliat if fJie trade as it existed was opened 
— It would be n beru'fit to the Shipping interest and an advantage to the consumers. 

J‘'rom tile example of the two last years it ma^ be doubtful if tire outward freiglits 
ill the trade between India and Griuit Biituin will not be more extensive than the 
liortipward ; ivhat was then to be dorm vvftth tliose ships wdiicb came out without tho 
certainty of a froiglP to Europe'! and even allowing that they were to be in part load- 
ed, the freight, from competition, must b,* next to uotlinig ; thou how were ships to 
pay would not the expeiic'^s fall in the end upon the consumers? but if permitted 
they could proceed to China and take liome cargoes of teas, and this would give a ba- 
lance in their favour. 

He had hitherto said nothing of the immense profit which the East India Company 
derive from their Cliinu Monopoly, but he knew ofuu act of Parliament which was as 
yet unrepealed and by this it was provided, that if the price of tea in England exceed- 
ed that for wliich it could be procm>*diri anv of the neighbouring continental countries, 
liberty would be givim to import fr- in thence, but tias was denied wlien applied for u 
short time since. He was not a friend to iimoxuticm nor experimentalist enough to 
Wish to see that which was good, though not theoretically so, thrown aside for the 
sake perhaps of improvi^/i but he considered that un extension oi the monopoly of 
the China trade would be^ an experiment — an experiment of an exploded system a- 
gamstthe improved and approved systeius of the age. 

Mr. Prinsep then proposed the following Resolution which was seconded by Mr. 
J, Allan and earned unaniAously. 

y That the throwing open of the ChinaTrade Mnnopoly to all subjects of GreatTflr*- 
tain wdurcsoever jesident, is not less, desirable lor India than for England, inasmuch 
«s it will MHuU ia removing oae ot’tiie greateat obstructions to our Couunorciai inter- 
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course with the mother country, the difficulty of procurinij adequate returns for goods 
imported and will promote the general extension of Commercial intercourse in the 

I^wAnKANAUTii Tacohe in proposing th^ 5th resolution said, altho’ unaccustomed 
to speaking in public and having never addressed an assembly so numerous as that 
•■before winch 1 have now the honour to present myself, yet I feel it incumbent on me, 
in submitting this resolution to your attention to offer a few remarks corroborative of 
the opinions therein Tnaiutained. 

With ref(3rence to the subject more immediatVly before the meeting, T beg to state, 
that I have several Zertnndanes in vaiious districts ; and that I have found the cul- 
tivation of Indigo and residence of Europeans, have considerably benefitted the coun- 
try and the community at large; the Zemiindars hecoiiiing wealthy and prosperous, 
the Rovuts m-nenally improved ill their condition and possessing many more com- 
forts than the generality of my countrymen where Indigo cultivation and inanuloctnre 
is not. ^ urried on ; the value of land in the vicinity to he considerably enhanced and 
Cultivation rapidly progressing. I do not make these statements mendy fioin hear- 
say, but from personal observation and' experience as 1 have visited the places referred 
to repeatedly and in consequence am wclT acquainted with the character and manner 
of tlie Imligo Planteis. , 

There may be a few exceptions as regards the general conduct of Tndigo Planter* 
but they are-fcCXtrcmely limited and comparatively speaking, of the most fnHing impor- 
tance. 1 may be permitted to mention an instance in support of this statement. 

Some years ago when Indigo w’as not so generally manufactured, one of my estates 
where there was no cultivation of Indigo did not yield a sufficient income to pay the 
(Jovemment assessment ; but within a few years, by the introduction of Indigo there 
is now not a Biggah on tlie estate untilled, and it give.s me a handsome profit ; seve- 
ral of my relations ami friends, wiio.se afl*air.s I am well acquaintc'd with, have in like 
manner unproved their property, and are receiving a large income from their estates. 

If such beneficial effects ns tliese 1 liave enumerated, have accrued fiorn tlie bestow- 
ing of European skill on one article of production alone, what further advantages may 
not be anticipated from the unrestricted application of Hritisli Skill, Capital and indus- 
try to the very many articles which this country is capable of producing, to us great 
an extent and of as excellent a quality, as any other in the world, and which of course 
cannot be expected to be produced without the free recourse of Europeans. 

On these grounds I trust that the following resolulion will receive the warmest 
support of the meeting. i, 

“ That this Meeting considering one of the main legal obstructions to the Cofrimer- 
cial, agricultural and manufacturing improvements to consist ni the obstacles which 
are opposed to the occupunev or acquisition of laud by Rritisb .subjects, and against 
their free resort to and unmolested residence within the limits of the Company’s Ad- 
ministration, does approve and confirm the concluding prayer of the former Pen lion* 
to Parliament for the “ abolition of all such restrictions on the resoit of the British 
subjects to, and on their residence in India, are calculated to affect the Commercial 
prosperity of the Country.” 

Rammohun Tiov, supported the resolution and said from personal experience I am 
impressed witii the conviction that the greater our intercourse with European gentle- 
men the greater will be our improvement in literary, social and political affnirsi^ a fact 
which can be easily proved by comparing the condition of those of my countrymen 
who have enjoyed this advantage, with that of those who unfortunately have not had 
tliat opportunity ; and a fact which I could, to the best of my belief, declare on solemn 
oath before any assembly. 

1 fully agree with Dwarkanauth Tagore, in the purport of the resolution just read. 

As to the Indigo planters I beg to observe thatl have travelled throngli several dis- 
tricts in Bengal and Behar and 1 found the natives residing in the neighbourhood of 
Indigo plantations evidently better clothed and better conditioned tlian those who 
lived at a distance from such stations. Tlnu-o may be soin^ partial injury done by the 
Indigo Planters, but on the whole, they have performed more good to the generality 
of the natives of this country, than any other class of Europeans whether in or out of 
the Service. ^ 

DwAnKANAiTTH TAooRt’s Resolution was seconded by trusunath Tagore and car- 
mdEnanirnou.slv. 

Coj-ONKL Young next rose and said the Resolution which I am about to propose for 
ike consideration Uie meotiug, although it does not stand early in the seaes guhuitv 
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led, nevertheless one of the moat imnortant, wliether we resflrd its suhi'ect matter, 
or its bearing remarkable influence on the proceedings of tins day. In much that I 
might have had to oftVikto the Meeting on the great questions of Transmission and 
Colonization, I have been luckily anticiij^ated hy the gentlemen wlio preceded me ; 
the ground has been in a manner taken from under my feet ; but well taken, and to 
good purpose, as we saw by tfte acclamations with which the manly sentiments of my. 
friend on my left (Mr. Smith) were received. Little therefore is now left forme to 
trouble you with, except to enforce the arguments of preceding speakers. 

In substance the/6th Resolution consists of two main branches ; the first part being 
preliminary, and the ground- work of the second, which may be considered in the light 
of an inference from the premises set forth in the beguming. 

it sets out with expressing thanks and praise to our local Authorities for their ge- 
neral mildness and toleration, and for their particular acta of liberality towards the 
British bom classes, who have hitherto laboured under a strange proscn prion as to 
holding liiinls. It proceeds theq, to lament that such heneficicnt dispositions have 
been thwarted by Superior Authority ; and thence inferring that, we can place no solid 
reliance on the best disposition'^ ol local and casual Rulers, it seeks to have equal, 
rights and law's, equal safety for person ntfless than property, secured to all clasaea 
by the solemn sanction of King, Lords, jmd Commons. 

With your leave, Sir. as the resolution is somewhat long and complicated,! shall 
read it as it stands ; and then if I may intrude so far on your patience, offer a few re- 
marks illustrative of the matters it contains. 

I'hat it is a duty we owe to the present Local Goviivnment in Bengal, a duty 
which WH discharge with unfeigned pleasure, to express in the strongest terms our 
satisfaction and our tlianks for the mildness and toleration towards the European part 
of the community which it evinced and continues to maintain to the utmost of its 
limited powers. In particular we aie bound to notice the removal of a national re- 
proach and an ohscacle to improvement, by the recognition oi a great principle, in ex- 
tending generally, the rule of 1H24, for permitting Europeans to Iiold Lands for culti- 
valion of Collee in their own nume's ; but stripped of the obnoxious clauses in that 
former rule, which placed the property as well as the person of the Planter at the dis- 
posal of the local authority. Without perfect security for person and property it is 
manifest that true (lommerciai prosperity” cannot permanently exist nor the nii- 
tettered application ol European Skill, Capital and Industry to the commercial and agri- 
cultural re.sources of India” have place ; w’herefore altho’ we feel entire c'onhdencein tho 
liberal dispositions of our present local Rulers, we desire the esiablisliment of a legal 
right for ail subjects of His MajAty to establi.'sh themselves and remain in this part 
of hi# Dominions subject only to the restraints of just and equal laws duly adminis- 
I^Ted, in open Tribunals.” ( Great ajjphitse.) 

1 do not wonder, Mr. Chairman, that this important resolution is received with uni- 
tersal satisfaction, or I may say with acclamatory applause. The facts it sets forth, avo 
undeniably true ; that the government is mild and liberal in its practice ; that it haS 
done much and would do more for us if permitted ; that its powers are limited, and 
dispositions thwarted ; and riiat we have fio security — no resource, but in an Appeal to 
Parliament, to establish our just rights, our most reasonable pretensions, on a footing 
of solid law. 

In speaking of the local Government I wish to renSer full credit and due honor to 
all its Members for the unanimity w’lth which we have good reason to believe they con- 
cur, in the liberal dispositions winch we acknowlege with gratitude and satisfaction. 
Sugge.9tion3 have been invited from all classes ; opinions from all parties and of all 
kinds liHve been tolerated in writing, in speech and in print ; the complaints of all who 
allege themselves to he aggrieved have been received, and enquired into by the pro- 
per functionaries, or referred to special Committees for investigation and reform. 

But although the measured and constitutional language of the Resolution I propose, 
offers Its tribute of praise to the Government at large, it is impossible for us to conceal 
from ourselves that there is one Individual of the collective Council, who exercises ^ 
more than an individual 3<^ember’s share of influence in its proceedings— who, as he 
bears in the eyes of his country the chief responsibility for the faults of his adminis- 
tration, is entitled, in justice, to a proportionate share of the applause bestowed on 
measures that are deserving®f approbation. » ^ 

I need not say, that the Individual to w’hom I allude is the Chief of the Government. 
But, although w'e foibear from particularising him in our recorded votes and RdBolu- 
tions, through delicacy, or lest we should seem to flatter *, yet is there any good reason 
why in these our discusssoas among ourselves the touguO should be tiedor the laii« 
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of praise witiTheld, w'h<’o praise is justly due 1 kno^of none ; and if I may 

e 'ullow’cd to allude t(> ii^’yseli a.s djeeharpiiij? an office unusual -vvirh me, ihnt ofooiii- 
mendinj; Authonty — jii l^ll]ch, 1 fear, 1 Juive not the pnictjce VV'liich gives perfection-- 
I feel the U-rs restraint in sp'*.ilvini\ out in th#r stiain of eulogv, because 1 have only A 
Tory sliglit p€*rbOna] acqu utifance with Lord W. Bentiuck, uiul because there are iu(‘a- 
'Sttres and features of I i IS Lordship’s administration, wmcli Ido not and cannot ap- 
prove, but regarding whudi opportunities have been ailorded me of expressing dissmit 
with the same freedom that 1 now employ in just praisr*. 

It would be foreign to the present purpose to touch further on the measures +0 
which I allude, and ooiiceniiug which there ate probab y ditVerent opinions among us ; 
hut one observation linubL make*, that the present (lurernoi (jcnoral c.miikO fail to 
d(‘rive a siitisj action from the praises of oiir*< ommnnilv, known to none wh(>^\ent be- 
fore him, niuJ indeed to few men elo’hed witlt sncli terulic powers. II * who submits 
himself and Ins acts to the latitude of public comment, by stamps r al miI'k* on 

the exprrhSioTi of public praise ; and must feel that sucJi is indeed worthy, as well of 
the gi\er as the ieeeiV(‘r. , 

The great Tuea >111 f* of tli<i local fiovernm^ut, to which our resolution particularly 
refers— and in ‘mih the chief cause of our heiug assembled here this day ■ is that 
which recently aUov\ed Liiropeaus to occupy lauds in their owui names. SufiVrmolo 
draw your ar tent ion brietly To the o»jgm uud progress of the ex.islmg sjstem of restric- 
tions in this matter of liolding lauds. 

lu 179;> 1 jo first, and famous Regulation was enacted, forbidding Europeans to b"- 
eome owmc 'sS, o.-cupierf?, fariuers, or even managers of landed propcity. 'I'liis has 
been curiously stvled a self denving ordiuauce— it was no sucIj thing ; foi thosi* who 
enacied and coniiuued it denied themselv<‘K noiliing which they were lik'dy, as (Com- 
pany’s servants, to covet ; its real effecr, at least was to jirevent iiuiuMon and esta- 
blishment of in’erlojinig European settler-' ami laiid-iiolders, who it would set m by 
recent decisions, vv-mld not have been quite so easily ejected or banished from their 
Iree-holds as inigl't be desired. 

Two years afterwards, in the exclusion was extended to Ronares ; notwith- 

btaud,ing reinoubtrauces from unfoi tuuate men who had began to embark 111 agricul* 
tural pursuits. 

After ten years, in lOD,), it was extended to the western provinces. 

In 181B, twenty-five years after the original restriction, the first breach was effected 
in the system, by tlic grant of Saugor Lsland to a bocicty of Luropeun and other capi- 
talists — and what has been the result i that which ivasa desolate wui^le and arm! 
jungle, the ttbmle (»f wild beasts is now lU great part cltu'ued, and covered witli crops, 
cattle, and a population thriving and ord'*rlv, iho' strange to sav they have not a pubiK 
functionary of any sort among them, not even a police inynn.don. 

In 1824, that is after thirty-one years, the (Coffee land experiment was tried; 
and a further breach was effected in the lamport of lesfriciion hut clogged by 
doul)t.'< and timidities, by almost imposBible , conditions ot <:c cupunev, and by claus- 
es wliich for the honour of those wlio ventured on this innovation, 1 will suppose 
were never meant to be onf(<rc<*d , but intt-mled as a peace offering and propitiation 
to the evil .spirit elseT\here , chapses reserving power to tlm Company's Executivi* at 
will and pleasure to annul grants, to break up and de.stroy the property and hopes of 
the industrious speculator. 

At length a better a*ra arrived in 1829 , and after no less than thirty six years of 
foolish restriction, the Resolution concerning ('ofi’ee lands was extended to other agri- 
cultural pursuits. VVe owe this in the first instance to the aclivity of one of the pro- 
EciibedclaBS , t fear to pronounce his nnine, when 1 confess that I believe him to be no 
better lb an a Europmin, even an inteilopei. But his eiidtav urs would liave been of 
guttle avad in lormer times ; ioitunately he had to deal with a new order of men and 
of things; and (iuTerTvinent readily granted the prayer of our Mercantile (Community 
tblet them hold lands, and so to put an end to amass of falsehood, collusion, expenco 
and oppres -ion. f* 

The new Resolution of Government too, 1 apeak it to the honor of Lord W . Bentinck, 
»wasrflivested cf the odiou.-. and absurd connscatory clauses of the old Coffee-land 
^‘Hule. But it w'as still essentially defective; from the impracticable conditionsnn- 
jlexei, of obtaining the incompatible consent of all possible claimants, past, present, 
and future— to the land, to itsient, to fractions of its produce, to theriglit of cultivat- 
ing ; obstacles euUanced by the uluo&t indivisible nature of the actual Laud IW 
't/enue system* ^ 
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To thp solution of those, ns of other neirieuUnrnl difficulties however, it is well 
known that tln^ CTOvein^jr Oeneral was applying himself; and, in the interim^^tracts of 
waste and jungle lauds continued to bo ^borally grunted to enterphzmg Europeatt 
oap]luh,sts. 

Nolhing in short could be niore inviting than tho prospects of the Country, uncMr*' 
tlie dispositions evinced by Rulers who derided the bugbear colonization as it liaS 
been well called this day, and who saw that the true interests of that Country con- 
sisted III the encourngenient of capird, skill and industry, fiom vrhatever quarter of- 
feied ; and in the security of property and person to all classes of subjects* 

'Die tone too of the freqin nt debates of last session in Parliament, w'ere such as to 
eni'ourago the confident belief that every eminent man in Ihigland, connected withtho 
affairs of India, was of the same mind as to the great quosUon of more closely identi- 
fying India with England, tav unrestrained intercourse and settlement ; and so of oje- 
chniiging the precarious tenure of the sword, lor the firmer bonds of common interest 
and close connexion. 

In this satisfied belief, w’e reposed ; everyone who hears me, knows that although 
we were aware of the luipejiding discussions in J*arhainerjt on the uriaugoments t® fol- 
. low the expiration of the present Charlei«of the (yonipauy, no urgent or general neces-* 
fcity was felt, for any furtlier expression of our own wishes, than that which we had 
so compreheribively staled in our Petition two y«‘Hrs ago ; a Petition w'hich mainly 
cotuributed to make Ministers grant a Committee of enquiry, the great object of Mr. 
Whitmore, that talented and disinterested friend of India. We felt assured of obtain- 
ing our prayer-'free trade, fire resoit, free settlement; we trusted to the activity of 
our excellent Agent Mr. Oawfurd to attendto our interests in detail, wliutever might 
he the detennination of the Legisl.ttuie as to the organ through which the admiuiatra-, 
tionol India should be conducted for the future. 

What then was our Kurprixu and alarm, in the very midst of tliis pleasing state 
of secuiity, aiisiug out of tliu known liberality of our own Government, and the sup- 
posed echo if that sentiment among statesmen at Home, wdien wei suddenly learnt that 
authontative denunciatioushad been received by Government, disapproving, annulling* 
forbidding, vituperating all that had been done for Europeans, all that yet remained to 
be done ? If I abstain from giving vent to the strong languago of disgust which rise® 
wjthiu me while speaking of such things, 1 hope 1 shall he believed, that it is not from 
fi elmgs of respect for the authors of the measures, be they whom they may. But 
when Iromiml you that in hours after the purport of the dispatches became gene- 
rally known, the requisition for this meeting, with more than 100 signatures of all class- 
es, was in the hands of the Sheriff, I leave any man to judge how strong and how gene- 
ral was the feeling among us, that we w'ere in imminent peril, and that it was 
mgh time we should trust to or'.r own exertions for the preservation of our own inter- 
ests, in that struggle to keep us back, which iromtlie very circumstance of such a dis- 
patch arriving at such a crisis, was evidently impending in Emglund. 

Let ns then profit by the wholesome lesson of experience which we have now gained. 
Graieful as we fVel to ihe liberal Goverm»ent which has sincerely tried to promote our 
interests and the geuf ral good, we m irk and learn that the beneficent intenlions of Lo- 
cal A iithoiity are comparatively powerless for our protection. Let us lose no tiims 
therefore, in soliciting that protection from the Supreme Authority of the TMation. 
which alone is competent to ensure to all classes, equal rights, just laws, and peifect 
security for property and person. 

Feeble as our distant vioce may bo thought by some, let us remember that unanimi- 
ty imparts strength, and that it is abouiiden duty wh owe to tlie Local Government, 
which has done its best for us, — to do our best, in return, by a tender ofour humblo 
but respectable support at this critical time. 

The above Hesolution was carried unanimously. 

Mr. R. BnowN in a few words proposed the seventh resolution to this effect. 

“ That the unequal duties levied in England upon articles of Indian produce, com- 
pared with the produce of^tker dependencies of the Crown are unjust in themselves 
on the consumer as well aiPthe producer and constitute a great obstruction to the in- 
dustry and improvement of India and to the beneficial intercourse between the two 
countries.'* ^ 

This resolution was secqn^d by Mr. Pbthie and carried unanimously, 

Mr, Lqtmguisvili.k Clarke in proposing the eighth resolution said that those wktcli 
they had already adopted, were rather of a local character, and related to the peculiar 
mercantile interests of the community, but he had now to propose one to them of a 
more extensive and general nature, and which was inseparable from tie public Uber- 
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tiea, from mercantile weal, and from the private rij^hts of individnnls. The ohject of 
tlie resolulion was to se\id forth a declaration on the part of the incotinR, that it was 
th eir desire, that no ordinances or rcgnlatio|s should be enacted for the future, with- 
out giving notice of their objoct and ctfect, to the people tlint were to he the 8a!)j(’ct 
them. ''I’his resolution was etumlW important to tht goverio^d and the governors, 
and involved the best intert sts of both. It was impoilant to the Uoveruors because 
110 axiom could bemoie true, than, that ir w-aa the rerd interest of ev( ry (Joverrirnent 
to aJiniiiister law, so os to obtain the approbation of their subieets. Now u hnt clnince 
wa.s there of the people and th<*ir governors coVicidine;, if legislation was tf» be con- 
ducted without any communicatinn herwtvu thein.^ 'Fhe Goverunieut n)is»ht have the 
best intentions, but might he in the most perfect ignorance, and the people Tiughi lie 
injured, when there was no desire to harm,«iiil('S.'> they had the opportunity of pointing 
out Iiow tlie liarm would arise. No (lovernment who consulted tlieir own intertst, 
could ever w u?h to puss law B without prcvioublv apprising tlie people of the object 
which 'wiiR in contemplation. It was known to most, perhaps all of the meeting, that ihia 
ISovernment posflessecl tlie pown r of pa'^sing certain law's or ordinances by virtue of 
Iwo acts of Parliament ; tin’ fii-'t vvaR*tl»e l.'lth of the late King, by wliich tlie (ro- 
vcrnor in ConiRil was empowered to inoKf' orilinancea .ind regulations lor the good 
order and Civil Goveinment ot tin* I’resulenqy, l ut these could not become law, until 
' they had been registoied bv tlie .Tudgesof the Iviug's ('ourt , nor could tliey be lu'gis- 
tered until tlu y had been openly pubbslied and suepinuled in tbe Court for at least 
twenty tlnys. The Judges also were hound not to register them, if tliey w'ere rcpiig- 
11 ant to tin laws of tlio realm, and as the Meetina well Knew’, instances had occurred 
IS bore tlie Couit had refused. Under thisartof Parliament there w”is notice and pub- 
licity, hut he said tluit w’ as insufficient, it ought to In made through the Newspapers, 
in OTd(*r tu he fiiiffirieutly general, and a longer time was required for so extensive a 
pri’vinee, I'he other act oi I'arliamenl to which he had reteiied, was the j,Srd of the 
late King. Hv this the Goveinmeiit were empowered to make laws lor levying duties, 
rufitoms, end other taxes ; but here their 0»dinanee could not become a laiv unless it 
had the previous sanction of the f^ourtof Diiectors, audthe Hoard of Contiol, and if 
thev endeavour to enforce the Regulation by penalties it was necessary that it should 
1)© Registered bv the Supreme Court. On this Act ot l^arliament is w as uimecessory tor 
him to dwell ; the meeting knew how much it had been discussed in the celebrated 
Stomp question. Pnder this Act, the people had no previous notice of an intended 
law; if uught bo concocti'din f’alcutta with the profoiindrst secreev, an Ambassador 
or a Secretary might be dispatched to England wdilnt, the approhatam of the authorities 
ftt home obtained, and the first notice whicli those wdiom it aftocted could have, wamld 
be the command to yield obedience to the ordiuanef*!' It was to remedy these defects 
that the present Resolution was framed, and he would now tell them the groihids on 
which he called for their support. ^ 

The people in India had a right to demand a previous notice of intended T.nws, on 
principles, inseparable from every goodfbiin ot Government. They liud a right to call 
for it, because they had sulfered, and w'hero now’ suffering, from its not having been 
gi%en to them ; they had a right to claim it,^ because it hud been granted and recently 
grantedto other dependencies of the Oowm. lie had said that the people had a right 
to demand this previous notice on principles inseparable from everv good government; 
but he Avould not detain any assembly of Englishmen, or those wd om ho trusted had 
imbibed their spirit frnrn connexion and interrourse witli Englishmrn, by arguing sueh 
atopic. By their constitution Knalishmen luid a right to sipsist in making .their ow'n 
laws, and though circumstances like those w hich existed in India might compel them 
to forego llieir privilege, tliere would be uo ono hardy enough to argue, that they 
ought not to have notice of intended law's, and aii opportunity of remonstrating against 
flieir enactment. Again he urged that the peopb* had a right to call tor this previous 
notice, because they had suffered and were* still suffering from its not Laving been 
given to them. 

The meeting wmll knew that he w’as alluding to tlie Stamp Tax, and it would 
require but a shoit detail to substantiate his proposition. That 1'ax bad 
been invented and got up in Calcutta, it hud been sentfhome, (os it turned out) 
with sufficiently convincing representations, hut those who were to pay it, 
suffer by it, w'ere sedulously kept in profound ignorance of the measure. It 
confirmed by the Authorities in England, wi^jout being opposed by, or 

ven known to the people in this country. Now V'hen the Calcutta IVtiti- 
on w«s presented to the House of Commons, what was the first confos.'^iou which 
it elicited fr m the funciioiiane.s of tlie Board of ControU Why that the LegiaUitme 
never liad conti^iplated, had never intended to bestow on the India Company tha 
powsr of ualiudted Taiutiuu. Such their avowal, made ia the face of the couu* 
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try and whirli could nof be controverted. Now he sayiiif^ too much when he arl 
Riied, that if the people of ('atcutta had possessed notice of this intended Tax » and 
had called upon the Minisfrv not to permit it— that the Board of Control dare not iu. 
the face of that cull, have i-ranted to the India Company, that^which they allowed the 
legislature never intendT'd to bestow. He believed that with Buch incontrovertible 
tads before him, no roasoriahle man roullst doubt what "would have been the result df 
resistence on the part oi the in|]iibiiafitft of ('alciitta to the Stamp Regulation, had it 
been odered befort* the Autlioniies at home had committed themselves by giving their » 
c'ousent. It was on tins ground he alleged that they had suffered, and were suffering 
from not hiivitig this previous notice given to them of intundod laws. Again he con- 
tended tlKit the peofile. had a right to f hum this notice, because it hud been recently 
grunted to otluT de pendencies of the Cruw'ii. Not a twelve month had elapsed since an 
Act liud passed for regulating the Administration of affairs in New South Wales, and 
he would hardly be accused of stretcluug his argument too far, wlieu he contended that 
the rotniminity lu India were as worthy of privih'ge and protection as the Juhahitaiita 
of New South Wuh's. It was provided by this Act of I’arliameiit, that the Uoveruor 
might frame Jiuws, winch he was to suhmitlouLegislutive (hnjucil.and which was also 
appointi'd by virtue of the same Act. Rut these laws were not to be put in force with- 
out the consent of a M.pority of the Count il, iiar could they ( and here was the impor- 
tant point) be even pruposetl to the Council* vMliiout eight days notice of their object 
and eff»-cl, having been previously given m the public Nt‘wspapers. Such were the 
snfe gum (Is, winch within tlio pres-mt yAr the Legislature Jiad deemed it expedient to 
ensconce tJie Inhabit. aits of New South \V al'*s. and tlie people here had therefore a 
right to upoeal to this Legislature, and demand tlie same ptotecUon which tln’y had 
recently accord. •<! to another settlement of the Crown. It was on these grounds he 
proposi'd the resolution which he would now read to them. He had to ask pardon 
for having detained tlicm so long, but yet before he sat down he would mention ano- 
tlK'r argument in addition, to tlio.se wlmdi he had urged, wliicb bad just suggested it- 
self to liim He alleged that this Uesclution was in full aicordance witli the spirit, 
the lutentiou, and tin- object, of ilie Acts which gave to the local governmeiil the pow- 
er of training laws. 13y one of those Acts a notice was retjuired, for the Regulation 
must be openly publuhod in the Supreme (’ourt for twenty days before it was register- 
ed ; urguments agauistiis Registry on behalf of the people ; had invariably been permit- 
ted. A full ( ourr bitd unanimously determiued that it w'as the ng'/d of the people 
niider the Act of l^arhament to bo lioanl by their Counsel. dVo of the present J udgea 
had denied that rt^ht, but the third had ably contended for it. The question of right 
might therefore be still considered as mooted, so fur as it could be by a divided Bench 
opposed to u unanimous one. Still however whether tlie people had or had not aright 
to be heard, they had under this act a right to a species of notice. Under the second 
Act of Larliament they had also* right to appeal, audit would indeed be trifling with 
legislttiou to say, you may oppose a Law "when ii is made, but you have no nglit to 
ap[)Ose. the mailing of it. It was therefoie that he contended that this Resolution was 
in iicconiance yvith tlie true spirit ot these Acts of Parliament, and this was an addi- 
tional reason for its being adopted. He had now detailed to them the circumstances 
in which the community m India were placed aud which to him appeared particularly 
to require iho measure lie contoinplated , he had pointed out to them the arguments 
by wJuch it could be supported, and h« had only to read to them the llesolutiou and 
submit It to their judgment. • 

“ That this Meeting bearing in mind the circumstance.^ attending the levying of 
Stamp duties and the probable event of that precedent being followed up by other taxes 
fixed upon the Inhabitants of Calcutta without their knowledge even of such intention, 
Sfeks from the wisdom of Parliament some reasonable and constitutional protection 
agiuust tho enactment of Local Regulations which might by possibility render nuga- 
tory all general securuies of property or person and against which they have no means 
or opportunity afforded them of Petitioning or remonstrating lierc or at Home. That in 
some degree such protection could hr afforded them by exlendiiig to India the Regula- 
tions lately made for other remote Dependencies of the Crown, namely, that every en- 
actment requiring previous sanction from authority in England should be promulgated 
by the Local Ciovernment, a sufficient time before it is sent home, to enable thoao whoso 
rights or property may be affected by it, to send in Rre presentations through the [same 
channel, or take such st|ps as they may deem necessary for being fully heard betbro * 
measures are fimilly adopted which may affect their dearest interests.”

aotmexoeptiondblo and axerOisin^ rights sp important in tlT^mselves, and which no 
Community has eVer cxerdiscd with more mbderation. Let us cast our eyes back tor 
a periocboCbut two short years, and consider wiiat has been the result ot‘ our former 
« exertionB. The meeting of the Commercial body in and the petition then agreed 
tipon has given an nnpreeedentedimpalse to public feeling in England , and has brought 
to our aid a moat important abeesston of strength. The meeting of J8ii7 in opposuion 
to the Stamp 'Begulation, was, in that respeft unsuccessful^ but there were other, 
objects sought by that meeting, and objects of no small importance. It must be in the 
TbcoUeetion of all who hear me that a division of dpinion existed upon the Bench res- 
pecting a point of the utmost moment, a point on which rights of property to a most 
abriotta amount, perhaps indeed tiie^ tides to almost every estate in Calcutta depended. 
Lmean the power of Executors to sell the' lands of their testators for payment of debts. 
Jt must also be remembered, that though there was a decision of the majority of the 
Benefi, in confdtmity with the usage which bad been established and had prevailed 
afnee Caleutta Was a British settlement, yet. there was good reason to fear that that 
‘decision might nut be recognised in futuracand it became of the first consequence to the 
interest of mi the Inhabitants of Calcutta to obtain a declaration of the law* That 
Was one of the objects of the meeting of and on that point our efforts were 
crowned with complete success ; on the whole, then we have every reason to regard 
with satisfaCtrOQ our efforts ps a public body. I'he ends we have sought have been in 
tbemsClves grave and important, our meetings have been in a singular degree, undis- 
turbed by disagreement or by party spirit, and each instance of such success is the 
highest encoursg^entto preserverancc. Id revert to tho llesolution now proposed 
for your Consideration ; it seems to me one, that as far as it goes, must meet with 
unanimous assent ; sure 1 am, that no one in this meeting will deny that to so much 
aecurity at least, we ere entitled. The only objection that I cun anticipate is that the 
Ilesoltttioh does not go nearly far enough, and that we are entitled to much more* 
Such objections 1 may well anticipate, for if we lobk merely to what is desirable for us, 
mid not to what is attainable, 1 need hardly say that we ought not to consider that the 
mere previous promulgation of Hegulations which are to have the binding force of law» 
is allthe security which the inhabitants of Calcutta out to desire or to ask for j for be 
from me such sentiments. X hold directly the reverse, l am satisfied tliat for all 
municipal purposes and ibr the end<of sHli government, there exists in Calcutta a 
public body in all respects most competent, and when I look to our Colonial possessi- 
nns and our Colonial polity in general, and see tlie powers of Government entrusted to 
bodies not superior in numbers or in intelligence to «ur owm, md in some respects 
from their reUtive position to large classes of their population disadvantageouslyaaitu- 
iited os com|isared with ourselves, I am but fortified in my conclusions. So much in 
order to obviate mi^onstruction and anticipate possible objections,! have thought if 
necessary to ^y. The question however, for tliis meeting is, not whether it would 
not' be desirable to obtain more (which at some time maybe obtained) but whether 
#bat‘we now ask for, would not be nniihprotement of our condition, and whether by 
aeking so little, we do not ensure its attainment 1 There is another and perhaps a 
weightier reason tlian all. This resolution is* fairly within the spirit and meaning of 
^ereiqttlsitkm.* On some few subjects beyond. it, a difierence of opinion may imtly 
ekis^ and if 1 if ere to talk of'local assemblies or legislative councils, what more likely 
to Create, an matamt division of opinion, to throw a brand of discord into the midst of 
iddeafroy chat unanimity which is our strength ? 1 wish to impress 
oih thoiid.w^ me, my own conviction, that, in confining ouiaelves to a demand at 
stone so . i^aaiAahle, and so moderate, we are ceittow of obtaining it j 1 say certain, for 
I know pot whose interest or whose inclination it can be to oppose us.

atands committed to its approval ? in the latter case the Weight to be npbocne is too 
great and we are unable, (if Ismay use the expression) to lay hold of our own and ol > 
the lever with sudiclent force. In the latter ccso we have all tlia heneiit of a oompu^ 
ratively unprejudiced hearing, and we can at least prepare and organise otjr opposi* 
tion. It is, 1 trust, unnecessary to sayjpore, to induce yo«toe«,ppori^ this Besolution, 
but before I conclude, I must advert to a matter having indirect rcdation to its subject^ 

(I thing which still dwells in rumour, but which even coming to psiu that shape is to 
tlrose who have the strong feeling that I entertain upon it swfiieiently iniportant to 
demand notice on this occHsion.

All 
political theorists, in all times, and, under whatever ^orm of Government they may 
have written, or whatever form they may have jireferred, have ajjfr'eed, that t|io eom- 
plctest separation of the Judicial from the legislative and executive powers, Wim thai^ 
which afforded the be^st security for the inipartiality of Justice. Does this ne^, 
demonstration ? Need I tell you, acquainted as yon are with the state of society hata, 
that in this country above all otlier colonies of England the positesaloU m legislative 
would be the possession of political power 1 The fountain of Justice ahdnld bar pure 
and sacred from all communication, from wi|ljin or from without. But if its stream 
were thus sent to meander through the wide ocean of political advOit<ture who could 
believe that its current would long run pure there* like the fabled stremn of oU 1 wbo 
could say witli a Poet’s belief, ^ ^ 

• Doris amara suam non intermiscaat undatni” 

rfo! those waters would commingle, attd a bitter potion would; .tbeFafforii to thoao 
who had to drink of them ! ^ 


1 foel strongly as I have said, on thia subject, and have so expressed myself, but I 
rejoice that this meeting‘shares tho same sentimenL 1 trust that rumour has deceived 
us and that no such plan has been in agitttion. 1 trust however that if it has, It will 
nnt be abandoned, 1 trust that it will go home, and be there rejeote^* and in anch a 
manner as to prevent its future renewal. 


Mr. E. M. MAnTiNsaid, it la with extreme reluctance that I rise to ex|»rc^s inF 
di^nt to the motion winch has been so ably, so eloquent^ and so ener^seMcally pm^' 
posed to you by the learned Gendeman (Mr, Clarke,) but 1 do so Under th^e impreadton 
that it is wanting in the most essential point namely the birtii right and privilege of

organ in its birth? The learned (jentloinan in moving the present resolution bna elo- 
quently otecl to you th(^bent’fits of the law as at present in force in New South Wales ; 
where altho' the Legislative council are numerous, yet no apartment can take place 
without its previous promulgation in the l^ewspapers of the colony Ibr several (lavs 
prior to its registry, and it is asked, why should not tire same provisoin against abuses 
•be made in India. * 

I must hero observe that the illustration thus brought forward by a gentleman to 
whose opinion I shall ever yield the utmost deference is not substantially coiroet, ho- 
causo in New South Wales, tlie freest (/isiuisgiVufof all public Bct|i is peiinitted in the 
Newspapers of that col my, bounded by no other laws or restrictions, than tlio«e 
which every good subject ai^quiesces in, namely those of the con«.titutiofi of ilio 
British Ernpir*^. (iejitlejneTi, permit me to give you an example of the good effects 
fbbowing fiee dHcii.ision in th(* public prinfs, as it is in allusion to t!u* present motion. 

I’he (Jovei’iiof of New South Wales lu iug desirous of imoosing a tax of four jh^nrr on 
eam y Srirs Paper pubbehed in tin' coloney, for the ostensible purpose of encreasing tlie 
revences of that country, but with the uituvowed intention of checliing the spreial of 
liberty and free principh's among the solonists, the latter instantlv prot(*st(*d in lan- 
guage as strong and even vitupiTalive as^nv over iisod in England against an imposi- 
tion so iniquitous, so oppressive and despotic ; the result of which reimmstnuice was, 
that the very day the Government IlegulatioR was to be in operation and even after 
the Paper had been stamped, tin? government announced that the order “ was prema- 
ture and was Rccordinly suspended.” I ask then, wluit is the use of the pic'^ent mo- 
tion, unless connected with the freest publics di‘^‘cnssion ^ Where would he the use of 
posting up unintended Regulation on the walls of tlic Supreme Court, or indeed of 
posting it any wlu’re, unless it were permitted to the community at large to discuss its 
merits and descant upon the advantages or disadvantages of the proposed enatetruent ? 

1 did hope? that at a coin-titutioual Assembly of Fbigbsbinen, the first thing to bo 
sought for would be their inherent privilege ofcanvasv'ing those laws and regulations 
frami'd by their rulers, but as 1 peiceive tliat ^le sense of the IVlee ting is averse to 
entering on that question, 1 sliall not tiespasg further on your time than by staling 
my dissent from the present motion, on the ground of its being inutile when uncon- 
nected with the/reedoni of the Prm, 

Mr. Clarkl's Tlesolutiou was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Bka rsoN Paid that nil the former Rj^solutious had been carried wdtli such unani- 
mity that he did not anticipate any opposition to the one he w'as about to read which 
WHN to this effect.

This Resolution was seconded by Mr. W. C. Hurry and carried unanimously. 

It was next moved by Mr. Palmer, seconded by Mr. Patrick, and carried unani- 
mously* that a committee be appointed for the above purpose to consist of the geutlc- 
menr who had proposed and seconded the foregoing resolutions. 

like Committee having agreed upon a Petition it was read as follows, by Colonel 
Young. 

THE PETITION. 

That your Petitioners, British and Native Inhabitants of Calcutta and others, are 
animated with seiitiineats of loyalty to the Crown, and anxious to multiply and draw 
closer the ties of interest and affection w hich connect the two countries, by the re- 
moval of those legid obstructions to tlie apphcatioo of skill, capital, and mdus- 

lb*' commercial and agricultural resources of India, which are no less iucompa- 
tible with national prosperity, than repugnant to the laws by which all other BniisU 
Colonies and Dependencies are governed. Your Petitioners prefer no claims to ex- 
ftinfStions, favours, or privileges, ut the expence of any c1*»b or description of His Ma- 
seek no otlmr stiniolus to the advifhcoment of this country in 
weanh, knowledge, and assimilation in all the elements of public strength and private 
bappm&sa, than would result from a fair parucipation in the oaro aod conhdeuee of 
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Parliament, from the reception of its products on the payment of equal kilties, and 
from those judicial safeguards of person and property which have ever been esteemed 
the birth-nght of Engliahmen. 

Your Honorable House must be sotisfief! from the uniform result of experience in all 
jis!:es and countries, tliat trade (V‘**not bo pn'fitably conducted by a Government without 
the urpiist and impMilic advantages of a Monopoly ; and that a (jovernment trade in' 
concurrence with that of private Merchants, must not only be attended with a waste 
of the' public revenue, but be liable to come into unequal competition and injurious 
collision with the o^ierations of iiubi'fdunls. These objections have long bef'n acknow- 
ledged to be applicable to the Indian trade earned on by the East India Company and 
enforce the expediency of divesting that Corporation, while exercising any of the func- 
tions oi Government, of the few commercial estubhsbments which stiil remain to them. 

The degree in which their Monopoly of the tea trade contracts the extent ofeommer- 
cird intei course wulh China, and eiih inces the price ot tea, is equally well knowui to 
your Honourable House. The people of England are thus indirectly taxed more than 
twice as much as they would be directly, if die trade were opened, and the capital 
stock of the East India Company (tln» dividends on which are now paid from tlie extra 
price levied on the consumer) were added to the national debt. Of the ships that 
W'ould tiiere be engaged in importint^ tea into England, some would bring their 
outward cargoes to this country, whence there is at presents difficulty in procuring 
return cargoes but that resource and convenience to both countries is, with many 
others, prevented by the Monopoly. 

The importance of providing reasonable checks on the power of taxation and local 
legislation, when entrusted to an executive Government, can never be undervalued by 
a British Parliament j but your Petitioners content tliernselvos with submitting that all 
regulations requiring the sanction of the authorities in England, should be previously 
published, so that their represenlafiona on matters deeply affecting their interests, may 
be brought under consideration both here and iu England, before proposed regulations 
ttre enacted. 

Your Petitioners therefore pray that your Honorable house will take tlie premises 
into your consideration, and grant such relief as to your wisdom may appear expedient* 

It was moved by Mr. BnACKFN and seconded by Mr. Melville. “That the Peti- 
tion now submitted, be approved and adopted.” 

Mr. Mivcni.v, rose and stated, that the duty of bringing to the notice of this Meet- 
ing the next resolution had been allotted to him, and in proposing the thanks of this 
jMce^ng to IMr. Whitmore, he felt so forcibly the importance of the able and success- 
ful exertions of that Gentleman, in behalf of India, tliat he trusted he should 
have the satisfaction of finding that the resolution he had the honor to propose would 
meet writh the decided approbation of the Meeting. It had, he said bo*' n already re- 
eolved, that the Petition which had been read, should be presented to both houses of 
Parliament, but to secure a successful result to that application, they must mainly rely 
on the strenuous and unwearied exertions of the Hon’ble and inilepeiidaiit members of 
both houses of Parliament, who have already so ably advocated the cause of India and 
pressed on the notice of both houses the imporiam e of the question which will 
fiso shofily bo brought before them on the lenewral of the charter ; amongst this num- 
ber, he might justly be accused of ingratitude were he to forget the name of Mr. 
Whitmore. To him and to his exertions, this country was most deeply indebted, and 
wdien they consider that the motives which have actuated his conduct Iiave been pure- 
ly ciisinferested and liave arisen solely from his anxiety to promote the best interests 
of his country they would be felt assured most cordially agree in the Resolution now 
proposed. 

He said it afforded him the highest pleasure to be enabled, on such an occasion as the 
present, to offer his tribute of praise to the able and indefatigable' exertions of Mr. 
Cravvfurd. In every case, in which the interests of this country were concerned they 
could rely with confidence outlie exertions of that gentleman and feel assured that he 
was ever at his post, readf to afford all tlie assistance and information in his power lo 
obtain. They could nA but hail, with the highest satisfaction the success of Mr. 
Whitmore s late motion before the house, and they know, from the Statement of that 
Honorable Gentleman, tlq^t the Munitions of War, the information on which that ap- 
plication was founded ambwhich was so forcibly and eloquently impressed on the nousc 
bnd been obtained from the stores of Mr. Crawfurd. He trusted he should Im ex- 
cused in offering this tribute of respect to the talents and exertions off Mr, Or'awt'urd 
whilst bringing forward this present resolution, and as so much time nad already been 
expended he would not detain them longer hut merely, read the Ec::olution. 
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** That the thaaks of this Meeting be otTered to W. W. Whitmore, Esti. M. P. for hhi 
dismterestod, perBevernig, able aud at length successful exertions in Parliament on 
our beiiftlf.’’ ^ * 

This motion was seconded by Mr. J. and carried unanimously.

HINDOO TftEISM. 


Several learned and wealthy Hindoos have recently united in purchasing ground 
situated in the ChUpore Road, and erecting a building on it to be ajipiopnated to 
religious purposes. The following extract from the Trust-Deed which has been 
executed, is at least curious if not instructive, as exhibiting the tendcricv of edu- 
cated natives to reject all the estabhslied forms of belief and worship under tbo 
comprehensive tolerance of a umveisal Theophilanthropism. 

“ Upon trust and in confidence that they the said [i/crc follow the imnm of the, Trits- 
or the surviors of survivor of tbem, or the heirs of such survivor, or their or his 
assignees, shall, and do, fjrom time to time, and at all times, forever hereafter permit 
and suffer, the said messuage, or building, land tenements, heiediuiments and pre- 
mises, with their appurtenances to he used, occupied, enjoyed, a})plied aud appro- 
priated, as, and fora place of PubUo Meeting of all sorts and descriptions of people 
without distinction, as shall behave and conduct themselves in an orderly, sober> 
religious, and devout manner, for tlie worship and adftration of the Kternal UnHearch- 
able, and hninutable Being, who is the Author and l*reseiver of the Universe, btt not 
under, or by any other name, designation, or title, peculiarly used for and applied 
to any particular Being or Beings, by any man, or set of men wh itsoever, and 
that no graven image, statue or eculpture, carving, painting, picture, portrait, or the 
likeness of any thing shall be admitted within said messuage, building, land tene- 
ments, hereditaments and premises, and that no sarnfice, offering, or oblation of any 
kind or tiling shall ever be permitted therein^ and that no animal or living creature 
shall w'itbin or on the said messuage, building, land tenements hereditaments, and 
promises, be deprived of life, either for religious purposes, or for food and that no 
eating or drinking (except such as shall be necessaiy by any accident for the pre- 
sent preservation of life) feasting or rioting, be permitted therein or thereon ; and 
that in conducting the said worship and adoration, no object animate or inanimate 
that Has been, or is, or shall hereafter become, or be recognized as an object of wor- 
ship by any man, or set of men, shall be reviled, or slightingly or contemptuously 
spoken of, or alluded to either in preaching, praying, or in the hymns, or other 
mode of w orship that may be delivered, or used iu the said messuage or building ; 
and that no sermon, preaching, discourse, piayer, or hymn be delivered, made, or 
usediu such worship, but such as have a tendency to the promotion of the contem- 
*plation of the Author and Preserver of the Universe, to 4he promotion of charity : 
morality, piety, benevolence, virtue, and the strengthenAg the bonds of union 
between men of all religious persuasions and creeds j and also that a person of good 
^ ^repute, and well known for his knowledge, piety and morality, foe employed by the 
sat(i trustees, or the survivors, or survivor of them, or the lleirs of such survivor, or 
tlieii^rhis assigns, as a resident, superintendent, and for die purpose of superintend- 
ing the worship, so to be performed as is hereinbefore stated and expressed , and that 
such warship foe p^formed dailyi or at icaat as often as once in seven days.’’

ed by the greatei pait ol the more respectable Hindoo population of the Company’s 
Xei atones, who are earnest in the bohet, as well as in the proiossiou of thoir religion* 

Froui time immemorial, the Hindoo Hehgiou has been esUbiished, and in propor- 
tion to Its antiquity has been its ailluence over the minds of its followers. In no reli- 
gion has upostuoy been more rare, and none has lesisted more successfully the fierco 
spirit ot proselytcisiu which animated theliist IVluhoiuedau Conquerors. 

J’hnt the Hindoo lieiigion is founded, like all religions, on usage as well as precept, 
and one when inuaemorial is held equally sacred with the othei. Under the sanction 
of immemorial usage as well as prf cept, Hindoo Widows perform, of their own accord 
aud pl^uauie, uud lor the benefit of their Husband’s souls and for their own, tha 
basriUce ol facU-iinmolaiion ( silled Suttee— which is not merely a sacivd di ly but a 
liigii privilege to her who smctrely hehevea ia the doctrines of her religion — and wo 
humbly submit that any luteiiereiice w^ith a persuasion of so high aud selt-uimilu- 
luting a nature is not only an unjust and intolerant diciatiun in mutters of conscience, 
but is likely wholly to fail iii procuring the end proposed. 

Even under the first JMusselman Conqwerors of Hindostan, and certainly since this 
couiury came under the Mogul Government, notwithsiandiug the fanaticism aud 
intoleiaiice of their religion, no interference with tlie practice of Suttee was ever at- 
tempted. Ssmee that period, and for nearly n Century, the pow’er of the British Go- 
yerniaeut has been established in Bengal, Behur and Gnssa, and none of the Go- 
vernors General, or ihcii Councils, have hitherto interfeied in any manner to the 
prejudice of the Hindoo Kehgiou or Customs ; and wc submit that by various Acte 
of the Barliameut ot Great Britain, under the authority of which the Honorable Com- 
pany itself exists, our leligion and laws, usages and customs, such as they have ex- 
isted from time luimemoriul, are invicilubly secured to us. 

We learn wdth surprize and grief that, while this is confessed on all hands, the 
abolition ot the practice of Suttee is attempted to be delended on the ground that 
there is no positive law or precept enjoining it. A doctrine deiived from a number 
of Hindoos who have apostfttized from the religion of their forefathers, who have 
defiled tliemseives by eatiffg and drinking forbidden things in the society of Europe- 
ans, end are endeavouring to deceive your Lordship iu Council by assertions that 
there is no law regarding 8igtee practices, aud that all Hindoos of intelligence and 
education are ready to usseift to the abolition contemplated, on the ground that the 
praciice of Suttee is not authorized by the Laws fundamentally established and aSc- 
kiKiwledged by all Hindoos as Sacred. But we humbly submit that, in a question so 
delicate us the interpietation of our Sacred Books, uud the aathontygof our reiigioui 
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usages, none but Piindits and Bramfns, and teachers of holy lives, and known learn- 
ing and authority ought fo be consulted ; ®nd we are satisfied, and flatter ourselves 
W'lth tlio hopj>, that yolir LoidHhip in Council will not regard the assertion of men 
who have neither any faith nor care for the memory of theii^ ancestors or their reli- 
gion : and that if your l..ordsliip in CounciCwili assume to yourself the difficult and 
.delicate task of regulating the conscience of a whole ^people, and deciding what it 
ought to believe and what it ought to reject, on the authority of its own sacred 
writers, that sucli a tusk will he undertaken only after anxious and strict enquiry and 
patient consultation with men known and rei^^renced for their atiachment to th® 
Hindoo Religion, the authority of their lives and their knowledge of tlie Sacred 
Books W'hicli contain its doctrines ; and if such an examination should be made sa- 
tisfied we are confident that your Lordship in Council wilhfind our Stafements to be 
correct, and will learn that the meaaurtite will be regarded with horror and dismay 
throughout the Company’s dominions as tlie signul of an universal attack upon all 
Ve revere. 

We further beg leave to represent, that the enquiry in question has been already 
made by some of the most leai ned apd virtuous of the Company’s Servants, wdiosc 
memory ia still reverenced by the Native^ who were under tlieir rule, and that JVlr, 
\Vuneii ffasiings, lute (Jovenioi General, at the request of Mr. Nathaniel Smith, the 
then (Jhairmnn of the Court of Directors (tlni^former being well veised in many parts 
of the Hindoo Religion) having instituted the enquiry, was satisfied as to the validity 
of the Laws respecting Suttees — that a further and similar enquiry was made by Mr. 
W’llkius, who was deputed to, and accordingly did proceed to Benares, and remain 
Iheie a considerable time in order to be acquainted with the leJigion and customs in 
question, that his opinion was similar to that of Mr. Warren llastinga; and that 
this opinion was since confirmed by Mr, .rouathan Duncan, whose zealous and excel- 
lent administration in Benares and other parts of Hindoostau, will long be lemember- 
ed by the Natives wirii gratitude. 

In the time of Lard Cornwallis, some of the Christian Missionaries, who then first 
appeared in tliis country, secietly conveyed to the (’ouncil some false unci exagge- 
rated accounts of the Suttee practice, and first advanced the ussertion that it was not 
lawful— Ills Lordship in Council after enquiry, and by the assistance of Mr. Dimean* 
was satisfied of its lawfulnefcs, and was couteuted to permit us to follow our customs 
as before. 

In the time of Lords Moira and Amherst, a number of European Missionaries, who 
came out to convert Hindoos and others, renew’ed tlieir altack upon thiscustonu 
and by clamour and falsely affirming that by conipulaive measures Hindoo women were 
]throwu into the fire, procured the notice of Government, and mi order wasis^icd re- 
quiring Magistrates to take steps that Suttees might peitonu iheii taenhee at their plea- 
sure, and that no one should he allowed to persuade or use any compulsion. On tli® 
concurrent reports of various Gentlemen, tlien in the Civil Service, that in ull instances 
which had come under their cognizance, the IVnlows went to the funeral piles of 
their deceased Husbands cheerfully, these Goveiiiors General were satisfied, and no 
furtlier interference was attempted. ^ 

The qtislilied measure hist adverted to, did not answer the object proposed, and it 
proved (as we humbly subruit) the impolicy of interfeieiice in any degree with mat- 
ters of conscience. 

The fact was. that the number of Suttees in Bengal considerably increased in 
consequence within a short time, —and in order to ascertain the cause, a refcrenc® 
Viis mjwle to the Sndder Dewaiiiiy Adawlut, who could as'^ign no satisfactory cause 
to account for it. Though it might, perhaps, have occurred to gentlemen of so much 
experience, that the interference of Government, even to this extent, with the prac- 
tice, wa’< likely, by drawing to it the attention of the Native community in a greater 
cl<igree than formerly, to increase the numbqr of votaries. 


Vrom a celebrated instance relating to Suttees that we immediately hereafter beg 
%»vc to cite, your Lordship iu Council will find, that Bn the occasion alluded to, no 
other good was obtuined by an attempt to prevent tbe W'tWow burning with her de- 
ceased Husband than that religion was violated, and to no purpose a Suttee. In the 
time of Lord Clive, his Dewan, Rajah Nohkisaen, euduavouTed to prevent a Widow's 
^rforming the aacrifice by making her believe that l«?r Husband had been already 
^Klirnt, and when she discovered that she had been deceived, oflering her any sum 
money that inhOit be required for her support as a recompense, but nothing would 
satisfy her— starved herself to death. Hi? Lordship then gave orders that no one 
^Quld be allowed lomterfere with the^Hindoo religion or custom. 
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Independf'ht of the roreffoini? statement, rour Lordship in Council will pee that your 

f )r<"deces^ors, after Imx? residences in India, having a complete knowledge of tho 
aws and enstonia of Hindoos, were satisfied as to such laws, and never cama to a 
resolution by wl»i<;h devout and conscientious Hindoos must be placed in the most 
painful of all predicaineiits, and either fojego, in some degree, their loyalty to Govern- 
ment, and disobey its injunctions, or violate the precepts of their Religion* 

Refore wo conclTide, we heg to request your impartial consideration of the various 
Acts of Parliament passed from time to time since the reign of His Majesty (reorg« 
the Third, and which have ever sinc^* been strictly preserved. TJio substance and 
spirit of which may be thus summed up. viz. that no one is to interfere iu any shape 
in the religion or the custoin«i of Hindoo subjects, 'fliese Acts, conceived in the 
|pint of the truest wisdom and toleration , were passed by men, as well acquaintf>d 
at least as any now iu existence with our i*aws, our Language, onr Customs and our 
Religion, have never been infringed by the wisest of those who have here ad- 
ministered the powers of Government, and we trust will he preserved for tho LiLuro 
6a for the past inviolated constituting as they do a most solemn pledge nnd charter 
from our Rulers to ourselves, on the preservation of wliich depend rights inorft 
sacred in onr eves than those of property or life itself -nnd sure we are tliot, whea 
this most ininortani subject has been wefi and inaturelv vt^eighed by vonr Ijordship 
in council, the Resolution which has filled iis and all faitliful Hindoo subjects of tha 
*“ Honourable Company’s (iovernment with concern and terror, will be ohnndoned, ntid 
that we shall obtain a permanent security through your Lordship’s wisdom against tiie 
lenewal of similar attempt.

Affor a conferonoe on the subject of the Petition, Ilis Lordship delivered 
the following reply : — 

The Governor General has read with attention the Petition which has been pro* 
tented to him : and has some satisfaction in observing, that the opinions of thr Pun- 
dits, consulted hv the Petitioners, confirm the supposition that w'idows are not, by 
tlie religious writings of the liindoos, commanded to destroy thr^mselves ; but that 
upon the death of their Iinshands, the choice of a life of strict and severe mornlitv is^ 
every where, expressly offered : that in the books usually corifeidered, of the highest 
aiitliority, it is comnumded above every other course ; and is stated to be adapted to 
a better state of society ; such as, by the Hindoos, isbelieved to have subsisted iu for* 
mer times. 

Thus none of the Hindoos are placed in the distressing situation of having to dis^ 
obey either the Ordinances of the Gov^imment. or those of their religion. By a virtu- 
ous life a Hindoo widow not only complies nf*once with the jLaws of the Government 
and with the purest precepts of her own religion, hut affords an example to the exist- 
ing generation of that good conduct which is sapposed to have distinguished the 
earlier and better times of the Hindoo people. 

The Petitioners cannot require the assurance, that the British Government will 
continue to allow the most complete toleration in matters of religious he! ijf ; anVl 
tlint to the full extent of what it is possible to reconcile with reason and with natural 
justice they will be undistuTb<“d in the observance of their established usages. But, 
fmme of those, which the Governor Genera! is unwilling to recall into notice, his 
predecessors in Council, for the security of human life, and the preservation of aocidl 
order, have, at different time.s, foiimf if necessary to prohibit. If there is «ny one 
which the common voice of all mankind would except from indulgence, it is sorely 
fliat by which the hand o^’asonis made the instrument of a terrible death to ih? 
mother who has horned him, from whoso breast he has drawn the snatenance of 
his helpless infancy. 

The Governor General has given an attentive consideration to all lixat hatbeecL 
urged by the numerous tnd respectable body of Petitioners : and has thought fit to 
make this further statement, in addition to what had been before expressed i^s the 
reasons, which inhia^mmd, have made it an urgent duty of the British Government 
to prevent the usage in support of which the Fetitiou has been preferred : but if thu 
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PefitioncM Bliould sdll be of opinion, that the late Regulation is not in oonformify 
with the enactments of the Inipenal Parliament, they have an appeal to the King in 
Council, which tlie Goneruor General shall be most happy to forward.

My Loho, — With hearts filled vi’ith the deepest gratitude and impre«ised w'ith 
the utmost reverence we the undeisigned Native Inhabitants of Calcutta and 
its vicinity beg to be permitted to apth-oach your Lordship to offer personally our 
Jiumble but warmest acknowledgments ffir the invaluable proJ *'Ction which your 
Lordship’s Goveinment has recently affordedtto the lives of the Hindoo Female part 
of your subjects, and for your humane and successful exertions in rescuing us, for 
ever, from the gross sti«:ma hitherto attached to our character as wilful murderers 
of.females and zealous promoters ol the practice of suicide. 

Excessive jealousy of their female connections operating on the breasts of Hin- 
doo Princes rendered those despots regardless of the common bonds oi society and 
of their mcurnhent duty as piotectors of the weaker sex, in so much that with a 
view to prevent everv possibility of their widows iorming sul'sequeut atlarlimeiits, 
they availed tliernselvcs of their arbitrary power and under cloak of jelij;ion in- 
troduced the practice of burning widows alive, under the first impressions of sor- 
row or despair, immediately after the demise of their husbands. This sy^^eni of 
female desiniction being admirably suited to the selfish and servile dis])osition of 
tlui populace, lias been eagerly followed by them in dotianee of the most sacred 
aulhontie*i such as Oofiufiisliuda or the principal partA of the Veds and the 
Bhugvud Gceta, as well as of the direct comiuundraont of IMunoo the first and the 
greatest of all the Legislators conveyed in the following words. “Let a w’ldow 
coz'tmue till death forjiiviug all injuries, performing ^ustere duties, avoiding every 
Ben?ual pleasure, &c.” (ch.v. v. lo8) t < 

M'lfile in fact fulfilling the suggestions of their jealousy, they pretended to jus- 
tify this hideous practice by quoting some passages from authorities of evidently 
inferior weight, sanctioning the wilful ascent of a widow’ on the flaming pile of her 
husband, ns if they w’ere offering such female sacrifices in obedience to the dictates 
t>f the Shastrus, and not from the influence of jealousy . It is however very fortunate 
that the British Government, under whose protection the lives of both the mates 
and females of India have been happily placed by Providence, has, after diligent 
inquiry, ascertained tha; even those inferior mithorities, permitting wilful ascent 
by a widow to the flaming pile, have been practically set aside, and that in gross 
violation of their language and spirit, the relatives of widows have, in the burning 
of lliose infatuated females, almost invariably used to fasten them dowm on the 
pile, and heap over them, large quantities of wood and other materials, adequate to the 
prevention of their escape ; an outrage on humanity which has been frequently per- 
petrated under the indirect sanction of native officers, undeservedly employed for 
the security of life and preservation of peace and tranquillity. 

Iff many instances in which the vigilance of the Magistrate has deterred the 
(■native officers of Police from indulging their own iiicUna^on, widows have either 
made their escape from the pile after being partially burnt, or retracted their reso- 
lution to burn when brought to the awful task, to the mortifying disappointment 
of tl^e instigators ; while in some instances the resolution to die has been retract- 
pointing out to the widows the impropriety of th^ir intended undertaking,, 
and Ojg promising them safety and maintenance during life, notwithsianding the 
eeve^ reproaches liable thereby to be heaped on them by their relatiyes and 
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Tn ronsideration of circumstances so disgraceful in themselves and so iooompH* 
tible wiih the principles of British Rule, your Lordship in (lounnl fully impressed 
with the duties lequirei^ of you by justice and humanity, has deemed it, incumbeij^ 
On you for the honor of tlie British iiuint^ to come to the resolution tliiit the li\*es 
of your Female Hindoo subjects should be henceforth more ethcienily protected ; 
that the heinous sii^of cruelty»ta Females may no longer be committed and that tbo 
most ancient and purest svstem of Hindoo religion should not any longer be set 
at riouglit by the Hindoos themselves. The Magistrates in consequence are, wei 
understand, positively prdeied to t*xel;ute the resolution of (iovernoient by all poa« 
fiiblti means. 

Wo are, my Lord, reluctantly restrained by the consideration of the nature of 
your exulted situation from indicating ouf inward feelings by presenting any >a- 
lufible olfenng as commonly adopted on swell occasions, but we should consider 
ourselves luobly guilty of insincerity and ingratitude, ifw’e remained negligently 
silent, w'heinirgently called upon by our feelings and conscience to express publ/dV 
the grutifnde W'O feel for the everlasting obligation you have graciously conferred 
on the Hindoo community at large. We, Isowever, are at a loss to find language 
Bufliciently indicative even of a small pi^rtion of the sentiments we aro desirous of 
expressing on this occasion. We must thereforo conclude this address w'ith en- 
treating that your Lordship will condescendingly accept our most grateful acknow- 
ledgments for ibis act of beiiovolence towards us and wdll pardon the silence of thosa 
who, though equally partaking of the blessing bestowed by your Lordship, have 
through ignorance or prejudice omitted to join us in this common cause.

REPLY TO THE HINDOO ADDRESS. 


It is very satisfactory to mo to find, that according to the opinions of so many 
respectable and intelligent Hindoos, Ae pructice which has recently been pro- 
hibited, not only was not required by the rules of their religion, but was at 
variance wnli those writings which they deem to bo of the greatest force and 
authority. Nothing but a reluctance to infiict punishment for acts which might bei 
coiisciehtiously believed to be enjoined by religions precepts, could bare induced 
the British Government at any time to permit within territories under its protection^ 
an usage so violently opposed to the best feelings of human nature. Those who 
present this address are right in supposing that by every nation in the world, ex- 
cept the Hindoos tliemselves, this part of their customs Las always been made a 
reproach against them, and nothing so strangely contrasted with the better fee tures^ 
of their own national character, so inconsistent with the affections which unite fa- 
milies, so destructive of the moral principles on which society is founded, hae 
ever subsisted amongst a jfeople, in other respects so civilized. I trust that the 
reproach is removed forever, and I feel a sincere pleasure in thinking that the 
Hindoos will thereby be exalted in the estimation of mankind to an extent inAPme 
degree proportioned to tjie repugnance which was felt for the usage which has 
ceased. • ^ ^

leave to offer to your Lordship our warmest thanks and conpratulationa on the jiass- 
injr of a Res^ulation for Buppressin^ the inhuman prnctire of bnrnino: Hindoo 
Widows on the funeral piles of their deceasetf'busbauds — immolations which outrag- 
ed the tenderest feelings and strongest ties of ii;dur©, and whicdi l)ad too long been 
the reproach of this country, and the astonishment of other nations. We enter- 
tain no apprehension, that an acc of beirovoleiice which will for ever be commemo.* 
rated, as one of the proudest events in your Lordship’s administration, and as one 
of the most signal blessings which have yet been conferred on India, sanctioned 
as it is by the prayers and applause of the most enlightened among our Hindoo 
and M^ljomedan fellow subjects, can be misconstnied imo a disposition to in- 
fringe the established principles of toleration, or to^ deviate from that candid and 
indulgent respect for the religious and civil rites, usages and customs of all classes 
of tjie Native population, which we trust’* will ever continue to be an attribute of 
the British Government. 

We rather cherish a confident expectation, that it will he esteemed a pledge of 
t1ie cordial interest, which their rulers take in their happiness, and of their willing- 
ness to extend to them, the various advantages which flow from useful knowledge 
and equal laws. 

While British Supremacy at length prevails undisturbed over this vast Empire, 
the objects which remain to occupy the cares, stimulate the ambition, and illustrate 
the history of Government, are the means of securing the stability of that Empire by 
promoting the civilizing arts of peace, thp spread of education, the ]>ros}>erity of 
nsmicuUural, manufacturing and commercial industry, and the improvement of 
judii'ittl and administrative institutions. In prosecuting such enterprizes your Lord- 
ehit) will always command our earnest wishes for their successful accomi>lishment, 
and in whatever it can be most beneficially applied, our humble but zealous co- 
operation.

judgement on the subject, all combined to assure me of the propriety of the reso- 
lution whioh we unanimously adopted to prohibit the practice of Suttee. It is not 
the less satisfactory to receive this additional and powerful testimony in support of 
the views by which we were guided. For the names annexed to the address afford 
ample evidence that the sentiments it expresses are alike consistent with an inti- 
mate knowledge of the habits and feelings of our native fellow-subjects, and with 
the most cordial and liberal desire to advance their prosperity. 

You do no more than ju.stice to the Government, in supposing that its decision 
was influenced bv motives free from every taint of intolerance. And I need not, 
1 trust, assure you tliat the same warm interest in the welfare of the Hindoo commu- 
Itntv which urged us to the adoption of the measure in Ijuestion, will continue to 
immata our exertions in the prosecution and support of every measure and instituti- 
by which knowledge mayjbe diffused, morals improvgft, the resources of the coun- 
trji^ enlarged, the wealth and comfort of the people augmented, their rights seoured^ 
^ condition raised, gr their Hppioe^ promoted.

It is with jrrettt re^vet we hftve to aimounce the sospenBion of pavmetits, bv Messrs* 
Palmer and (’o. of this City. Various rumours are in circulation in regard to the causes 
of this unfortunate eveijt ; but we hav% reason to conclude it is connected with soms 
beary demands on the firm fiom England, the existence of which, it was apprehended* 
might prove prejudicial to the interests of its constituents generally ; and it was deem* 
ed more fair and just to stop payment, with the view of making a rateable dividend of 
file assets, and winch, w^e are led to believe,* are very considerable. 

However unfortunate this event, we certainly consider the ineasurs* adopted moro 
worthy of the parties than any temporary relief, by the appropriation of the secuii* 
ties of the house to any separate creditor. 

Wf also understand that very extensive aid was available, but fears were ent^rtain* 
ed that such aid would have been ultimately rendered ineffectual, and that ns the &s« 
sets of the house were greater at the present moment than they were likely to be at s 
later period it was better for all concerned to take the present step. It is supposed 
that under the management of Trustees the house will be enabled to wind up its con* 
corns with comparatively much less lo&s than might be expected.

Mr. Elliott stated that lus doing so was a matter of duty to those who had appoint- 
ed him their Attorney ; to Messrs. Palmer and Co. and to the Creditons of that firm, 
in cousequence of lepons which he understood were in circulation that Messrs. Pal- 
mer aisd (Jo.’s failure was occasioned by the steps taken by Messrs. Cockerell, Trail 
and Co. To obtain remittances to such amount as w'ould reduce the debt to ^2,10, (HH) or 
Security for sucli amount as would reduce it to ^200,(XXf the credit to which Messrs. 
Palmer and Co. had been limited. 

To effect tins object, it appears, Messrs. Cockerell, Trail and Co. had sent out to 
Sir Charles Metcalfe and the llon’ble Mr. Elliott a power of attorney and letter of in- 
structions, in consequence of which Mr.JSlUott bad waited on Mr. Palmer to consult 
with him on the subject. 

Tins interview led to a correspondence which Mr. Elliott held in his hand but did 
not read, the Meeting preferring that this course should not be adopted. He stated the 
i^ubsfaiice of some of the letters, from which it appeared that Messrs. Cockerell, Trail 
and Co. hud been in the liahit of making laige consignments of goods to Messrs. Pui- 
mer and Co. and not being satisfied with the manner in which the returns were mad« 
tliey had desired, as a measure ol' precaution, to associate a Mr. Spier with Messrs* 
Palmer and Co. as a joint Agent or Consignee. 

One Letter from Messrs. Palm^^r and Co. to Sir Charles Metcalfe, and Mr. Elliott 
stated, that previously to the receipt of the letters informing them of their appoint- 
ment, they ( Palmer and Co.) had been engaged in large shipments of Goods for th© par^^ 
tial relief of their exchange account, (these shipments were detailed) thatnot less iban. 
ten lakhs would have been tiie amount of the shipments by tlie early ships of the 
season, even had they bein unacquainted with the measures taken by Messrs. Cocke- 
rell, Trail and Co. That the Attorneys must be aware that a House so much dependent 
upon credit in the place, coiddnot stand against proceedings w hich affected that orsifit. 
That they ( Palmer and Co?) had no apprehensions arising from the coniMenc© and 
discretionary powers given to Sir Charles Metcalfe and Mr. KlUott as Attorneys, Imt 
that the letter written to Mr. Spier, was calculated to do them harm, as ivell by the 
disclosing of distrust as by the instructions themselves. That they ^therefore sent » 
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copy of tlieir letters to Mr. Spier on the subject, in which they had reftised to abide 
by the conditions prescribed. That if the interference of the Attornies or Mr. Spier’s 
measures should in anyi way endHtiRer the credit ol the house, they would be nndef 
the necessity of resmnini; those tunds and property to inert the crisis, which they 
mii^ht otherwise send home to tlieir friendi^iin London : on thii account they could not 
isay to vrhat extent they would be made during the season. 

Messrs. Palmer and Co. admitted the fair pretension^ of M'^ssrsC Cockerell, Trail and 
Co. to hold security for tin' sum duo to them beyond ,;;^’y0O,( (X) and stated that they 
bad it in their power to grant it. But their^letter to them contains a menace of dis- 
honoring the drafts they might hare draivn intermediately, sliOuld they be heavy 
(which they had been) thev could not in justice to their general Creditors make over 
any property until they knew the issue, which they expectx^dto he sufficu ntly appriz- 
ed of when their Mr. G. Prinst-p’s letters/o one of the Partners of Messrs. C. T . and 
Co. dated the lorh of May, should hare been received. 

The f^ecurities that Messrs. Palmer^and Co. proposed were Indigo Fac tories to the 
Extent of ten lakhs and a claim on Mr. Browririgg exceeding five laks which they weie 
pre pared' to sati.sfy the Attorneys, wa|iri existence, if they w’f're dfcirous of juv^ sti- 
gaiing it and which claim arose out of bad debts to the amount of about 30 lakhs created 
whilst he was in the house. 

Some further correspondence took place in which the Attornies agreed not to inter- 
fere with themannerof conducting the sale of the goods belonging to Mes^is. (/orkerell. 
Trail and Co. then in Messrs. Palmer and Co. Godowns, provided otIiCM- matters were 
adjusted and the sales were so conducted as to render the property equally secure to 
the Consignors ns under existing arrangements, but expressed themselves dissatis- 
fied with the security oflferod for the amount of their debt in excess to in- 

asmuch as thev could not recognize, as an available security for Messrs. C. 'i'. and 
Co. the sum stated to be due to Messrs. Palmer and Co. by Mr. Brownn'gg, now a 
member of the former house. 

Messrs. Palmer and Co. also required, that the Attornies ahoiild agree to a restitu- 
tion of such sum as ipight exceed out of the proposed securities, should 

any o^’tlrdr Bills in Knglnnd be dishonored : Ibis Mr. Elliott stated was agreed to, as 
the Attornies w’ere only instructed to etfuct a reduction to that sura. 

Thus matters appeared to have stood ou the SOtli Dec. • on the 2d .Ian. fSatur- 
day) Sir Charles Metcalfe and Mr, Elliott received notes requesting .tlrtdi atten lance 
Jit a meeting of the tnends of Messrs, Palmer anh Co. to be* held the next niornirg at 
Messrs. P. and Co.’s offic**. At tins meeting they attended .ind Mr. l-hliott declared 
that neither Sir Charles Metcalfe nor himself had, jwevinusly, anv idea of the proxi- 
mity of the distressing event which occurred the next morning, nor were they • avi^are 
of the nature or object of the meeting. 

Mr. Prinsep presented to the Gentlemen present at that meeting n statement by 
which it appeared tliat it would require immediate assistance to the extent oF Jb or :>0 
lakhs of rupees to enable tlie house to proceed. This sum, it was stated, tlie differ- 
ent houses might probably be disposed to advance rather than Me-^srs. Palmer and 
Co. should be ruined, provided Sir Charles J\JetCHlfe >md Mr. Elliott as AUornins lor 
Messrs. Cockerell, Trail and Co. would forego the security demandiut bv Okmu ; and 
consent to its appropriation as a security for the sum to be advanced by the (vulciitta 
House. 

Mr. Elliott stated that before Sir C. Metcalfe and himself could consent to do so, 
they required an assurance that the houses would do what w.is proposed. He was 
induced to make this stipulation because he had heard some of the gentlemen present 
exoress doubts on the subject. Sic Charles Metcalfe aud himself were in consequence 
requested to retire. 

After two hours Mr, Smith of the house of Fergusson and Co. came out to them 
and stated that the Commercial Gentlemen present had come to the resolution that it 
was quite impossible to afford the relief necesLiary to continue the existence of the 
house. Sir Charles Metcalfe and Mr. EllioPthenre-mitered the'rooin, where they were 
told tliat the state of the house was such as in the opinionaof many of the gontlemeu 
present to render its ultimate failure unavoidable : tliat us prudent men, therefore, on 
this ground alone, some of them could not con.dder themselyes as warranted in ud- 
va^jcing the money required. ^ 

Secondly. That the house had already committed an ad^* of insolvency by sending 
their door on the eveaing preceding, a bill wdiich was overdue and tiint under 
otreumstances there was a doubt whether, iu law, the securities which could bo 
would be of any avail. 
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' Tliirdly. 'I'firU tljrre had boen mention made by Mr, Vrinsep, of the possibilUv of 
tho return of rerlfiin bills, under piotesf, n Buppositioa wliich was founded on*so!ntt 
expiession in one of the letters from JMcsftk. C^ockevell, Trad nnd do. (which l)OW- 
ever, Jiad not been prodjjcvid) und (hat some of the Gentlemen. *of the iMeelmg had ap- 
prehensions on this point, appiehensions which other Members as well as Sir Cliarle« 
Afetealfe and Mr. Elliott, endeavoured to Rveiconieby a statement of their own con* 
vietiou that whatever not essitj^ might oocasion, no such intention could have existed 
‘.IS was olatnly showA by the appointment of Sir Charles Metcalfe and Mr. Elliott na 
-Ufoineys, 

Mr. Elliott tlion stated that upon thradefermination of the gentlemen present being' 
thus made known to Sir C. M. and himself. Sir Charles exehiimed “ (iood God ! 
cannot this calamity be avnufod by any sacrifice on our parts the answer was, No f 
it, cannot , as prudent men \vc cannot advance the money and wathout it the house 
must slop. • 

Air. Elliott (hen appealed fo tlie meeting to say whether in the proceedings of 
JMessrs. ("ockerell, 'i'ruil und (/O. wdiich had been eoniiucted by himself and Sir 
< 'liai'les Motcalfe there appeared any thing which could he supposed to have led to the 
hnliire of the liouse. He asserted that such was in i-eality not the case. Thai he ap- 
pealed to those Gentlemen vvho attended Meeting and many of wiiorn he saw be- 
ioi(p him, to say wiiethm he had staled the proceedings and smiiinients of the Meet- 
ing fairly , if he had not done so, that h? hoped thi'y w'ould correct him sliould lia 
liave unintentionally misreprpRented any thing ; but, that if lie had not misrepresent- 
ed iJie case, and if the Gentlemen who were present and to wliom he looked tor a con- 
lirmaijon ot wliat he liad said, did so confirm it ; he put it to the Meeting to decide 
whether Messrs. Cockerell, I'ratl and Co. and Sii (’harles Metcalfe and himself ih tlieir 
Agents, liad not heem laid under u most cruel and injurious imputation for whicli no 
just ground existed. 

IMr. Smith spoke in con firm ati on of the correctness of what had fallen from Mr. 
."Elliott, and declared that he lead never seen, nor could ho even conceive it pos.siblo 
lor any Gmitlemeii to iiave acted with greater kindness or more delicate consideration 
towueds all parties conceined, than Sir Charles Metcalte and the llon’hle .lohn Elliott 
ipis done upon the occasion udverted to. He for one had no hesitation in expressing 
lus own conviction, that the immediate stoppage of the firm of Halmer and Co. had 
become inevitable fiom the pressure of other difliculties, even had no such Power of 
Attorney ever boon executed, ami this he believed to be the reason why the Goutie- 
jtieii present had declined making the loquiied advances. 

Air. Bracken deemed it scarcely necessary for him after what lias fallen from Mr. 
Smith, to state his entire concurrence in tliat gentloman’s report of the fair and con- 
sidenge conduct adopted by iMr Charles Aletcalfe and Air. Elliott, on the late imfoitu- 
tial<‘ evmit , but lie tlioiiglP it right to make u few observations regarding tlie decision 
which tiio mercautile gentlemen wore reluctantly compelled to form, on the applica- 
tion from Mc.ssrs. Palmer und (^'o. 

It was on Saturday tlie 2d .lanuary, that several gentlemen from the Agency Houses 
att<Mided at their olfice, and All, Piinsep placed before them a paper purporting to ex- 
hilnt tlie assets and obligations of the h^ibe for the ensuing twelve months, 

Bv this there seemed a deficiency of about thirty Lac of Rupees, but Air. Prinsep 
informed them there was a peculiarity in tiieir present situation, inusuuiob as Messrs. 
Cockeiell, 'I'lail and Co. bad sent out Pow ers of Attorney, tlutborizing Sir C. Alet- 
calie and Mr. Elliott to cull upon them for security on account of their London Ex- 
rliuuge Account to the extent of 20 Laos of Pvupees or to mttke early renuttuiices to 
the amount of about lo Lacs. 

Mr. Pnnsep added, that the T.ondon House had intimated that (key might be under 
the necessity of returning bills drawn on them from Calcutta. 

After consiilerable diBCussioii during Saturday, the meeting was’ adjourned until 
Sunday morning ; und Sir C. Al. and Air. E. were, at the suggestion of some of tho 
Alercantile (ientlemen, invited by Alessrs. Palmer and Co. to attend. ^ 

At this meeting, it was deemed improbable, with miy hope of ultimate success, to 
afford the relief solicitedlj and he understood the majority were influenced.

In tJjo first reason iMr. T3raoken stated tijttt he did not participate, as he never be-* 
lieved Mossi'd. Cocken-U, Trail aud Co. mtouded to protest the bills drawn on them. 

Mr. Hrown addressed the Meetmcf with reference to and in cortirination of what 
had fallen from Mr. Klhott and iMr. Smith— but w'e were unable to carcli liis meaning; 
as much noise prevailed at tho time — he spoke^in u lo^ tone and we were beliimi him 
at the time. 

Mr. Hogi; after an eloquent speech, to which w'o are iinkble to do justici*, conclud- 
ed by proposing that file Meeti ns; do forthwith decide on the names of those they 
wished to he appointed Assignees. ^

Those who were pr^ent accepted the office and all tho creditors present signed thA 
Petition which was immediately iorwarded to the Court. 

The oclition of tho Creditors Imving been pre<;ontcd to the Insolvent Court, thi 
Chief Justice remarked, that he corisid<*red the nnmherof A'-signees mentioned in the 
list handed to him was inconvenienf, and the Court had m consequence thought it ne- 
cessary to have It reduced to thirteen ; he was glad howev’er to see, tiiiit a selection 
had been made with a view to the interest of the diiT'rent classes ot creditor-?. 

'I’lio name of Mr. Palmer appeared at the head of the list, ii’id the eornpliment, ob- 
served his liOrdship, (with mucli feelingj thus paid him by the creditors, was most 
flatt' nnc, but there was a legal objection to his becoming one of tlie Assignees ; it was 
in fact making ansssigumeut from himself to himself. 

With respect to Uuggoo Ram Gossnin, he was the head Raniaii of the House, and as 
in all probabiUty the Assignees would find H nece'ssary in the diacharge of thou* duiies 
t'> have rccour.se to legal proceedings, he would be the person most likely to render 
them all material information, but if be were appointed one of the Assignees he would 
be made a Plaintiff, and so w'ould be incajiacitated from becoming a witness. * 

Mr. .f, VV Hogg was an officer in the Suprorae Court, and as he had ilie conducting 
or rather supoiintonclence of all Kquity proceedings, his name should be left out. His 
I,or(Uhip, after a good deal of il«'suitory conversation had taken place on tho duties of 
the Assignees, reniarked that they should be particular in investigating the efiects of 
th<? finn and sending in the certificate, as unless it appeared that tho'e were available 
assets to the amount of half their debts, the Coraft would be unable to give the petition- 
ers the relief contemplated. 

It was ordered that the Common Assignee together with the Piditioners should as- 
sign to the undermentioned Gentlemen who have been appointed Assignees by the 
Court all the Eata te and Effects, which was done accordingly,

THE KING against hajkissore dutt for forgerv, before jwr. justice RVAN* 

• 

28t/i December^ 18;29. 

The Indictment coritninetl twenty-foar counts, in wb-ioh the prisoner Hajkissuri^ 
Putt was chnrj;o(l, with having oii the <i:id of June 18^9, foiged and counterfeited a 
J^romissory Note of tljo Uni ted Company, No. 388, dated 1st of October ty‘^. 7 , for 10, (KK) 
rupees, 111 favour of Messrs. Mackintosh and •Co. signed by authority of the Governor 
Gene al in Council by E. Malorty, ActiHtg Secretary to Government, with intent to do- 
fraud EUint Mucknamrliten and tlie United Company ; and with issuing it knowing 
it to be forged, with intent to defraud the same parties. 

The ciicumstaiices which led to this indictment as stated by counsel were princi- 
pally these. In the latter end of I8i^> or begiimiiig of 18i2!6. a new Bank was esta- 
blished in Calcutta called the India Bank, the partners of which wore said to be, the 
pnaonor at the Bar, llajkissore Dutt, and a person named Raja Buddinath Iloy. 

In 181^8, Mr. E. Macnaughten had deposited with him, by the prisoner, Government 
J^eciuitios, upon a loan, to the amount of 40, (XX) rupees. The term of the loan having 
e.xpired it was renewed in June last, wiieii a further advance of 10, ()0() rupees was 
added and then the Company’s Paper, tho subject of the present Indictment was 
deposited as security. 

A number of notes of the Honorable E. 1. Company’s Paper, alledged to be forged, 
were produced by the Counsel for the crown, the whole of which had been found ia 
the prisoner’s possession. 

Three Papers for sicca rupees 1^,000 each, marked 538 of 3495 of 18354826, marked 
C, A «ind B were put in evidence before the court, C was said to be genuhm 
and \ mid D forgeries. A bad been deposited with Mr. McNaghten, for the loan 
of sicca lupees 1(),0(X). D with Major Campbell of the Artillery, and C was paid 
into the hands of an officer of the Supreme* Court, m a case, in which PajUssorc 
Butt w’as defendant, which papers were all/cic smiles, 

Goonooi’fcusA ijo Bosk who has held a very responsible situation in the Bank of 
Bongul binoe 1814, sw ore, that^he knew tfic prisoner at the bar, and when he first knew 
him he the prisonei was in the habit of buying Horses and Carriages at auctions, and 
selling them ; this was about six-years since ; cannot say whether or not his dealings 
W’ere extensive. lie subsequently cairied on the business of a mercbani, and wituesa 
heard that the prisoiior pin chased a vessel ; within the last two years he carried on 
the India Bunk, llajii Buddinalh was ostensibly th^ prisoners’s partner. The Bank 
was earned on by Bwarkenaih Mittor, who conducted Hajkissore’s business. 

This witness proved IVlessrs. Borin and Glass’s signatures to nine papers said to be 
forgeries. Both gentlem?in he said had filled the otfice of bi'cretary to the Bank of 
Bengal. He believed all to have patsed through the Bank. He also proved Mr. Holt 
Mackenzie’s signature to some of them. 

The witness believed the aignature-s of Mr. Holt Mackenzie, Mr. Morley, Mr* 
Secretary J’linsep and tlie W. B. (,for William Oxborough, the gentleman who examines 
the Company’s Paper iu|thc Accountant GeueraBs Ufiice) to be correct. 

Witness stated hiiusolf be well acquainted with Company's Paper, as he bes a 
great deal to do with it ia kis situation in the Bank of Bengal, and that ha rends uad 
writes English. • 
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Mr* Oxborou|tfh the Heud Asgistant in the Accountant Goneral^s Office swore, 
that when the Company’s loan was opened in 18^25, there were during a pressure tor 
about I ivo years ^ twentp wje« employed m filling up” Company's l^uper, not moie 
than ei^aht of whom coiild sit in the room with hwn, and that Ke could not say whetlter 
one Gourmohun Cbupraasee, who is in the Accountant Geiierurs Office, was ever em- 
ployed in filling up the notes. 'J he Govermneiit Paper used to be sent to the Go- 
vernment Secretary in a box to which there used to berm) /cei/, (aifd wbeu there was a 
jkey tothe box It /e/i hi /t) by a Peon, who delivered it to the Jemadar of the 
Peons. There w^as no list Aept of the number of l^apers, wdiieh were sent to the Secre- 
tary to sign. Sometimes only o/ie or iuo w ert* sent and soinetimea U), IH) or ,30 to- 
gether. The box remained tor several days at the Secretary’s Office, and then the 
hon was sent to see if the papf rs had been signed. All. X.lxboroiigh added, that Air. 
JVI®loiiy*a signature on the paper marked A, .^aid to be a torgery for Ks. 
appeared to him gcnuuie, and he wo ultl pay money on it, it he had cash of Mr. 
Moiony ’s in his hands* 

Mr* Huttman, the printer of the Company’s Paper looked at A T) and C ; and said 
he should pronounce C (the Paper said to be genuine) as not having been printed by 
lum, and A and P decidedly not. He stated that the forru for the Company’s Paper 
has been altered about three times siiA^e he became the printer of it, viz. in 1823. 
Some might have been printed in 1824 in anticipation qf the five per cent, loan, “ I 
judge that they were not printed by us from the appearanece of the type and discre- 
pancies in the head line. A discrepancy may be occasioned bv the drawing out of a 
letter in the printing and by its being improperly placed again.” 

“ I received no instruelion from Mr. Wood as to any words or letters. Rince .Tuly 
1829, we have accounted for the paper but not previous. The Ciodown Sircar gives 
out asmiich paper as I murk copies on the proof ; ail that he gives outdoes not go to the 
Treasury as there may be a few bad .sheets.” 

Mr. Iluttman added, that, 7'he penons trho attend at the press mightt it was possible, 
rntroduce a few sheets into the heap and Inhe them out ivhen printed • 

Mr. Morley the Accountant General, thought it impossible^ that interest could have 
been paid on the Government Papers A, C and D, and said that interest had only been 
paid on (yne. 

He also stated that at tiie opening of a loan the Sub -Accountant General had a great 
dealt!) do with these papers. 1 may have had forty at once ; thttre may be sometijuea 
two or three hundred at once by accumulation. Ibave no recollection of ever having as 
] supposed signed all papers in the registry, or ofthe^NagreeMooushe bringing one or 
two back saying that 1 had omitted to sign them. I do not remembor its ever having oc- 
curred, but I do not say it may not have occurred j my inind is free from any remem- 
brance of it. 1 should hope t h a vo been alw’ays very careful in business. 1 should 
tkink the word Tt^ has been getierally printed but 1 attach no weight to that. Air. 
Oxborough keeps the blank printed forms. A, C and D bear the Company’s water 
mark. Tliia paper is sent out for the general purposes of the offices in Calcutta. 1 his 
ie the endcraement of interest on the back of botli these papers as paid. J cannot say 
on which of them interest has really been paiit. J.vmks at A, C and D. On these I see 
three receipts for the payment of interest, with my initials. 1 cannot say on which of 
them interest was paid. 

Government uljowcd Mr. Oxborough to receive payment of one rupee fur searching 
the registry. 

The registry was in sheets sewed together, and if the person who keeps them was 
to abstract a sheet and place another instead, the most vigilant atteiiiion would not 
detect him. 

Mr. II. T- Prinsop one of the Secretaries to Government stated, that he was Acting 
Secretary during the whole of the time of the now loan. In consequence of com- 
plaints, I had a piece of paper on which the hour was wiitten in pencil at which the 
% papers left t^ treasury to procure my signature. ’Pho duftree brought them to me in 
hi8 hand, I cast my eye over them, looked at the number and amount. 1 cannot 
having ever signed a note which had not been^signed by the Treasury 
? They were generally sent to me in the evening. 

1 if whenever they came. I did not give or requift any receipt for the num- 
of papers. 'I he duftree kept the^key of the box ^ 1 was one morning angry because 
It wtts open* 
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t remember sending t paper back to the Accountant Genetnl'a Offieii lterb^se tlid^ 
name of a peraon was spelt wrong. 1 do not remember sending back any othef. 

To many of the t>apers* Mr. Priuscp could not Swear positively to his signottire> ia 
fact he was not quite certain as to any. 

Afr. Oakes the Df^uty A ccoiAi tan t General, looked at the Company's Papets markc'd 
A, C. and O. and said that the signatures to them appeared like bis, but recollecting^ 
the checks of offiro, he thought, that he could not have signed the three notes ; he did not 
know however which wms his sicnatnr# nor winch was the Secretary ’s, Mr. Oakes 
stated also that the (’ompany’a Paper went from the 7'reaBiiry in an OpeA box to the 
Secretary and remained till he signed them; that lie did not know what check the Se-» 
cretary liad to prevent him from signing two notet. of tlie b<i7ne numher. lie would pass 
in the course of business the signatures atfi.^ed to the several notes ; those of Mr. Mor- 
ley, Mr. Mackenzie, Mr. Prinsep, and Mr. Molony. The icgistry which is the prin- 
dpal check, and where all the papers are entered is first compo&*.'> p^‘ '■'ii'sn or twelve 
large sheets of paper, which aie aftenvards bound togetht^r in a volume* 

Mr. R.Udney, Assistant to the \ccountant General stated, T have been six years and 
a half in the Treasury. 1 was assistant tilf August. In one or two instances when 1 
•have as 1 supposed signed all the pupeili brought to me with the Registry, the faativfe 
has returned to me.saying, 1 had signed the Registry but omitted to sign all the Papin'S, 

1 applied to the Accountant Geneial to know if I should sign them and he said f might 
do 80 . ( J.ooh (it his signature to nupers. ) I sliould have passed these as my sig- 
nature hut looking at on(i> I think there is some diderence in that of Mr. l)orin hut I 
should have passed it. 1 think lie should ho better able toTjndge of his own signature 
than 1 am. 1 also ace Mr. Glass’s signature on them and should puss it as his. 

1 have snid, that after 1 had signed as I supposed all the papers, one has been brought 
back to me; this did not occur frequently. 1 never signed three copies of the same 
paper in one day, 

Mr. J. Dorin said, I was for a long time in the Treasury: I know the proceedings 
♦here well* 1 have seen very great alterations in the C/Ompany^e printed notes, i, 
have Inui notes m my possession ot a very imiifferput kind of printing. 1 cannot take 
upon rnyseif to say wliether the covenant«-d oiheer may not have, through the impro- 
per conduct of a clerk, signed two notes of the same number and amount. I can- 
not say but that 1 may have signed duplicate notes. If I found the note and tlm 
section (or Register) unsigned, 1 signed both, I have fi*equontly rieeh the section 
nearW filled Up when brought tft me by Mr. Gxboroiigh. He is generally much , in 
advance of the ofiicer who signs ; this is when a loan is first granted. Thdre is nothing 
to prevent the ahstruh- tion of a leaf and the BuUstitution of another. 

Atr. Molony, Deputy Secretary to Government, stated^ I am the last of tW Govern- 
ment officers who sign, 1 never sign without seeing that nil the other officers have 
signed, I hove signed ,oO, GO or UX) papers a day. The papers were generally brought 
to me by my Duftroes J suppOvSO he received them at the head of the stair-caso 
Irom the Accountant Generars Peon. ^In the first instance there was no fixed tirao 
for their coining. In consequence of complaints of delay, I ordered, that when the 
papers were hrouglit they should be laid in my view on the table ander a weight; 
before that 1 boheve they were not bi ought into the ror)m as soon as they came. They 
were never brought to me in a box, always m the Duftree’s hand. 1 have signed 200 
in a day ; they siddoni come more than once a day, except under special oiroum- 
Btances ; there was no list or inventory came with them, I gave no receipt for the box 
or the papers, 1 did not return them with any list to the Treasury 

I considered the signatures of the other officers as my voucher, I took no note of 
their numbers or dates. 

I wrote my signature rapidly ; the signature would vary according to the number of 
the papers 1 began to Rijn at the top of tlu* heap and they were withdrawn by a maa ^ 
tis soon as signed, another paper would be placed on the top of the former one befox^n 
the Ink was dry. I 

Mr. Beeby said, I know the prisoner, he W'as never employed by ua, we have 
bad some transactions wifli Inin. 1 have been examined at the police, KajkisaoreDatt «* 
end Dwarkenath Milter called at iny office 5 or 6 years ap and proposed prfiting 
Bilk of laiding or any other httle jobs, i desired him to brias me A muster which 
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Dwarken$uth Mitterdid afterguards; I considered the printings so inferior that I did 
liot employ him, ^ 

f look at these papers. 7'heso four hare the signature oV Mr. Prinsep, I always 
look at the signatures of the Governmejj|f ofhcers before J take (^i npany’s Paper. 
1 should as a inercliant Imre taken all these papers ; 1 know that Ivajkissor is not a 
good penman. ] nev<'r saw him wiite any thiuii l)#lt Jjis nauKi'. The speeinien of 
printing was so bad, tliut 1 would not employ him even for printing Bills of lading. 

Mr. Holt Mackenzie Secretary to Gov eminent deposed. Ihepape s are brought 
to me in a bo^c by niy duftree; soin tmu'S in his band. 1 have signed several hundred 
in a day. 1 sometimes begin at the top, sometimes at th6 bottom, 1 always looked at 
the signatures of the other otlicers ; that was my warrant. 1 have signed 100 at once. 
If 1 could not sign them all ia one day they have remained with me for some days; 
S, 5 or more. 

The prifitiug was not always in the present form, it has been altered since the last 
percent. loan, 1 have seen papers about which I had no suspicion printed carelessly, 
that is lightly. Twenty thousand may have been struck oft &ince this new form 
was adopted* Had these papers been presented in the current business, more espe- 
cially if there had been a press of busimess, I should have signed them ; there is 
nothing ia the printing which would have made me stop. 

]Mr. C. K. Kobison, o magistrate, said, that he detained the prisoner when brought 
to him on his uvirrant, from the rlttth .luly to the 5th August, m a room ni'^ide his 
own in the police office, that he forbad any person having access to him , tliat he does 
not believe the prisoner was tu’o days ui/koi/t food, wlnic shnt up in hh uwm , and that 
the Aiioniey of llajkissore Dutt, iierer applied for leuie to see him. That Iheie is no 
standing order at the police office to prevent persvons seeing their friends whilst under 
confinement there, and that Bajkissore told him he came forward to tell the whole 
truth and exculpate every one else. 

Serjeant Major Maf^Jan sw ore that the Prisoner's Att(rrney did apply to Mr. Robison, 
to see Rajkissore, that ho w as in tlie room and heard it. Tluit the prisoner was confined 
ill the Town (huird and not in the room us stated by M. Robinson, 

The principal part of the deposition of Rajkissore Hutt at the police was as fol- 
lows ■ 

Prisoner's Examination, Hook at ten papers marked from A. to K, Promissory Notes 
of Government, They all bear my signature and wer^ deposited by me with varitms in- 
dividunla. These ten papers are not genuine, they are all forgevK s. Tliey wer^ tar- 
nished by laser Gliunder Rudder. The name of Hob Mnekeuzie was written by Isser 
Chunder Rudder; he also forged the signature of IMr. Moiley and others. I was in 
the habit of getiing a genuine paper, and he brought me as mauv copies as 1 wished. 
'The writing in the bod V w as executed by bim. He did this at his h luse. I’hese pa- 
pers are all copies of genuine papeis which belon;.v^d to Uuudni.ith Roy ; the origin.ilfj 
relonged to me, and 1 renewed them m the name of Buddirr.ith Jioy, bei.nu.'.o he 
became a partner. 1 mean a partner to the fiank of India. I'iie h ceipt.^ for interest 
fire all fictitious, and aie copies of what weie wntteii on the jm nunu' paper. Tlie 
signature of Buddinath Roy was wiitten by Issci Cliund<'i BudthT 1 did not gee hjin. 
After getting these papers ] used them as deposits. All tlu se ton papeis have been 
signed by me. Isser Chunder Rudder shared with me in tlie profits. No one else 
did; my 8on-in-l.nv did not, he was manager of mv busintss in the Rank, and JShip- 
pnig clerk, he got lOO Ks. per month. It wms chielly through him that 1 cairied on 
busmess. Resides these papers now before me, there are five or ten lacks elsewhere, 
'i'heae are all in different per.soiTs hands. The genuine papers are also deposited, 1 
particularly look at three papers with the signatures of Mackintosh and Co. 'The 
getiuine papers are pledged. Ruddniath Roy signed the genuine paper, and Isser 
Clmnder copied the others. 1 redeemed the others and also the genuine note hetore 
interest was due, so as to draw it myself, Tlie certificates are not forgeries. 1 found 
thattbi' first twai or three papers that went to thel’reusur^ escaped detection. J look 
Hi thirty oiher papers from h to I and R to Q ; they aie not tenuinc iioteg ; they are 
copii's of dillerent notes winch 1 have had. 1 do not know where tiie genuine papers 
uremow, 1 uttered the. whole of these as loans ; they amouLt to four lacks and iiiuety- 
six hundred rupees. The same laser CUurtder Rudder executed all 
tbeA* forgeries. The first endorsements are oil forgeries, the subsequent are ail 
genuine, isser CUuudet Buddei executed the siguature of Mackiiuosh and Co/' 
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tlipsp t(*n and the tliirtj' papers mentioned, there are from fire to ten papers 
more, nil foi^Hiios, in the hands of different individuals. I do no^ think there ore more 
than fifty n I together. • 

On his third examination of the same da^j^SIst July, at the police, the prisoner stat- 
ed “ I decline auhvserin^ any furthei qnei^tioiis, what J stated before was not true.** 

Bisseticlmnder TVlTttre, an Accomplice, swoie that the prisoners son-in-Iaw, 
PwarkeiiHiitli Mittre and a )\Jr. Giaham who v’l as tiansported, used peneially to wnto 
the siLMiaiuies totlie folip'd jiapers, tlia^theie u as a pjess at which these papers wero 
printed at the Hada Ijazirt', at Rajlsissme i)iitt 's odice. 1 have setm papers piiiucd there 
similm to tins. J doiit know where tins paper was printed. 

1 have seen the payier ponn!* fresh from the piess, I have seen JO, 20, 30 damped 
for the pin pose of tieuig printed, and as imhiy wine printed oil in a day ; the person 
who printed them deliveied tliem to llajkih.-oie Dutt. vdio on receiving them, folded 
them up, put them lu his box, and took them home, Orahain and Dw-arkermush 
IMifter tilled them up and wnde the indortsmiients on them. 1 have seen this done 
luirli at the oftice and iiajkissore Giitt’s housi^; iMr. Giahani only was at the ofifice. 
Wlien 1 say filbng up, I mean llie body of the note ; when this was done the ciurw ans 
used to be present sometimes ; tliere was n# partic ular time for it. Hurr^; Sing and 
twp others, J Jiirw an s w^ere present, (italiam and l)>varkenauth used, to make tbe 
indor.st'inents for the interest ; Jlatkissore was present some times, at others he 
not. 1 do not confine myself to the iudersements for interest but to every thing 
which rvas on the baek of tlie oriajinal, be it A\hntit may, Ihe signatures used to bo 
obtaiiH'd from tiie treasury, pievious to the filling up. 

'1 lie body was filled up before the signatures were obtained; Dwarkenuuth after., 
waulto wrote the signatures of the officers. Rnikjs.st)rc Dutt may have been pusi rit 
on some occasions ; uheu or ueut suddenly in, in urre jnesent. 1 hooO signatures of tiie 
(government Officer^ were' rsadc by Dwaikcmautli ...cmetimcs be u^'od a glass with a 
light placed under it, but nftei he got the ccinmand ofliis hand, he wrote without the 
aid of a glass. 'The pa it of the pajier to which he us< d the light w'as both for the in- 
dorsements, and the signatures of the Govcmmeiit officers but wlien Im got the com- 
niand of his hand be did so no longer. I have deposited tins paper myself and seen 
entries in the books to ihal eii'ect, 1 cannot i.a> that I have taken the pap>er which I 
fcuw' so Idled up to the Treasury to bo exauiiiu d b> Mr. Oxborough. 1 think it w^as 
bad, because they gave me » letter wnth it *. there would have been no occasion to 
f ive a letter had it bteu gcu.d. lli.^Miinmth and Mookcem were the two printers. 
India Hank Notes and cheeks were also primed tlsere. There xvere three presst's, 
two iron and one wooden. 'I'lie^hree presses rveie in two ro(*ms. T'he press for the 
iTKha.Bank Notes, was kept in tiie same room as the press at which the Company’s 
Paper was jirinted. 

On hib cross examination tlie following evid^mc'* W’us elicited wJlh regard to Gour- 
mohun Chuprasijee, who is stated to bo employed under iMr.OxborougUin the treasury* 

1 absconded from (’alcnttu. 1 came and gave mvjself up, and a person has been 
rewarded, Hammolniii Dutt ; he is u kinsiuun and a friend of mine. Rainmohun imd 
spoken to IVlr. ('alder nnd then tame tf> me ami sind, 1 wms a poor man and it w'ould 
be very right to gi*e in y self up ; he lia^ tiikim pains to make me give myself up 
and tiufetove he got the leward. My yoiingf r brother had preM'iited a potitioii foJMr. 
Culder, and lie said, if I would state all th.it was true, it would hi' for my benefit , on. 
seeing Mr. (’aldi'r’s oider, vriiicJi w’tis sin wn to me at my Jiouse, J gave myself up, ex- 
pecting I w'ouhl not be prosecuted if 1 told w’hut Avas true. 1 fold all the tiutli bt'forn 
the magisl rate, luul I answe red such questions us he put to me. 1 have said to-day, 
that 1 Jinve seen Mr, Graham fill up, and Dw arkv-ii.iulli wriie the Secretaries* ruime.s. 1 
have said so to the mag stiafes. 'I’lii'y used fir.st to take a juircel to Gouritiohuu 
Chuprassee, who after keepmg them fo or 3.> davs used to bung tiiem back, signed* 
1 have seen Imu take tlii ni a.' ay and bung them back. 1 havi* setm him take 20 or 40 
nt a time. J have seen him do it more than once or twice ; so ofleii that I cannot tell. 11« 
used to do so }ireviMus to the last two years, but since, has not done it so lioquently. 
During tlie Lust tw’o >i'ars, ife may have taken pupeis in this manner .) or 6 times and 4 
or 0 at a lime. 1 cuiinat state AVith precision the latest period at which h(< took^them 
iiAvuy. 1 have been so,' employed tor 4 years from a period ot 4or 5 months after 1 
entered Ins service. • „ 

Rajkis.sore Dutt, did no? at first admit me into his confidence ; he told me these were 
papers which he had printed tor Boyd and Beeby and for Bagshaw and Co. and tlnftia- 
ja. 1 did uot know Company’s Pupor, 1 afterwards did know it* luaedtobft 
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at th#! offic^e till 9 o’clock in the morning. I sow them print these pa^Ser# 
three months after joined Rajkissore. Three months after 1 joined his service he 
C5)tisedme to give n Rond to Thoma$ DeSouzft. J broufiht rion<^y from ten or twenty 
phices, w'here money wns to ho borrowed, hut when 1 told Rajki’isore Dutt, I was a 
poor man and should gel into trouble, wh^V. it was found what was going on, he told me, 
not to put my name to any l^aper which had not been exaniiiied^hy Mr. Oxborougli. 

J had not charge of the papers which w'cre brought by Gourmolmn : they took them 
and delivered them to Ti»e us tliev tliouglit proper. I have said Gourniohnn was in tire 
habit of taking aw'ny papers and bringing tlieni, but I dont know that papers w^ere pre- 
pared at llfijkissore’s in tlie manner m winch ! iuivc stat,cd, hut there was a person of 
the name of Isser Rudder w hom 1 was told used to do so. 

Sir K. Ryan in suming up thus observtfd, as to the cheeks at the Treasury. Gentld- 
men, I uow como to comment on that part of th" rvulenee which is called tho 
checks, ns to these papers which the officers of tlie Treasury sav sue forgeries. The 
firs’.t exAminatimi of the paper is hy a native; we have no account of the manner iii 
wdiichat is conduct! d except hy Mr. Oxborousch, for that native is not called. The 
whole check d(‘peijtls on this, that tlie genuine paper, the genuine errtihcfsfe, and 
tlie registry are sent up to the officers aluhe time they grant a new paper, which tlie 
native diiltree places before them ; a false o«e inav be made, these f'upers may both 
be forged, and 1 think the conclusion, that it is impossible to ohtfdn duplicate papers, 
cannot be safely druivn. ^ ou have not these nativeb before you, it is singular they 
w'cre not called hni you are not on that account to suppose that any thing wrong 
occurred. It is for you to considiT whether there is evitlence tliat there are. such 
checks as would prevent the possibility of three copies of tho same pap(*r issuing 
fit once from the Treasury ; from the evidence of Mr. llalstain, and Mr. Morley, it 
is impossible that interest could be paid more than once. 

His Lordship commented at great length on the cxidence of Mr. Prinsep, and the 
jury retin'd at nine o’clock and returned a v^erdict of “ Guii/i y of uttering a forged 
paper knowing it to be lorged.’^ 


THE KING against raja BunniNAinH roy, for ronoEUY, refouk mr. justicb 
RYAN ANU A SPECIAL JURY. 

18t/i Jammy, 1830. 

The defendant was indicted for a misdemeanor, in having on the Sfith of Februaiy, 
1829, forged, and put aw'ay knowing it not to be genuine, a certain alledged Govern- 
ment security Mo. 3699 of 1823-26 for 20,000 sicca rupees ut 3 pei cimt. interest, with 
intent to defraud Archibald GoUoway and the United Company. 

He was also charged xvitli having forged a re^f’eipt for inteiesf on the back of tho 
paper, purporting to have been paicl by a set of Riils upon tlie t’oiirt ot Directors. 

The indictment contained 48 counts. * 

The Raja, the Advocate General said in his opening speech, wnis a man of rank and 
of great fortune, ard much looked up to in society, lie soinetmic since ]oined Rajkis- 
Rore Outt in the establishment of the India Rank. Up to that period Rajkissoie Dntt 
was a man of low rank and poor circumstances and until his connexion w’lth the Rajuh 
he was not admitted into the society of respectable natives. Fioin this period he rose 
to opultmce, but what was more extraordinary this Ihuik xva.s established, nor for 
commercial speculations, but for the purpose of facilitating the putting away of /ufse 
Compam/^ Papm^m security for loans raised, 

Tho .lury would he told b> witnesses, that immediately after the establishment of 
this Bank, the sv^temof toigery began. Presses and tvpes xvere puiclnmed, and a per- 
son of the name of Issurchiiuder Dudder was found capahlctof imitating and forging the 
necessary sismatures, but he was not found sufficiently expert and was soon succeeded 
by the defendant, and here he (the letiind advocate) would d^iw their attention, most 
^ijicularly, to one circumstHiice xvhich he considered of vast iinportHUCe. KajkissorB 
putt, was nisahle either to speak or xvrite English, in tins n^pect ho w’as illiterate, but 
V‘*®.contvary the Rujawns a man of education, and could both rend ami write Einglisb„ 
if not in a manner which could do credit to an EugUsbinan, at least in a manner which 
iwo native of this country need be aslimned of j he wrote and read in a manner not un^ 
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Vcomiiiij nn English gentleiimn. They soon picked up a man named Bwarkenauth 
Aiirter, and here he would tell tht^ Jury, that tin’s man had become an Informer, aud 
that II great part of the circumstances of the case would be uuir.^ed to them by him ; 
tliathis evidence must be lecejved and credited with caution. That he was an accom- 
plice not to be believed without coniiimatioi|, but iflie v\ as coiiliinied m part by other 
witnesaes, he was entitled to belief m all Jus evidence : if credible. For if it wera 
otherwise Informers svculd be ul’ no use ; li it were necessary to confirm the entire 
of their slntement by other testimony, then, the aeeomplioe would be usidess ; this was 
the law, and if he was misstating it, he in the judgment of the court. 

The Advocate General said, that Dwarkenouth JVJitter would tell the gentlemen of 
the Jury, that for a long lime, tins system ot forging wuis earned on by him anti 
others, with the assistance of the Uaja. That the press w’as used and these tiilse pa- 
pers printed off, on Sundays and otheis days, •when olliccs weie aenerally shut, and no 
persons w'ent to the liank. 'I'hatwheu Rajkissoie Diitt aiu! others w'ere present, ha 
was called upon to uffiv: the necessary signatures to these papers, 'flial tlie defendant 
w'as in the habit of selecting tliose sufficiently well exoculOd to avoid detection, 
carrying them away with him and destroying tluv'c»t. 

Mr. II. T. Prmsep was called and examine#; his evidence w'as of the same nalura^ 

that given on the former trial. • 

Dtrarkenauth Milter fhamined.—l know the defendant. 1 first became acquainted 
w^ith him live or live and a half years since through Uajkissoiti Uutt, whose son-in- 
law 1 am, I remember the eslablishiuent of the India, liunk j the defeudaiu and Kai- 
kiSBore Dint w'cre thepaitners, tw o other names were used hut were fictitious. I 
was employed at the Bank ; tlmt, and the house of Bajkissore Dutt and Co. were one 
concern. 1 knew Issur Budder, fust about o years ago ; he was a servant of tho 
house of Rajkissoie Dutt and Co., he ivas never employed in the Jiank nor for the 
Bank. 1 was employed in ihe Jbmk duiiug its entire continuance. My duly was to 
call upon different gentlemen, collect, pay and receive money ; write letter.?, and 
execute other coiniiiLssinns. There was n press in the house for the printing of notes 
and other purposes. I’here wer<- two or three presses ; the others were used to print 
Company's Paper ajid Bdl^ of Lading. 1 first knew of Company’s Paper being print- 
ed, about 4 years since. 'J'wo persons weie emsdoyed to print the Company’s F^aper 
(Bissonmith and Mookeel) on Sundays, or such days as offices were usually shut, I 
and Rajkissoie Dutt and otheis were present at tunes. This practice contiruied up to 
the time we absconded. When the Company’s Paper was printed (1 speak of at 
first) the names, and other things used to be copied from an origiual paper. Issur 
itudder used to do it Ho was di^hargcd and theu J, Mr. Graliam and Bistochunder 
used tb do so. INIr. Graham, 1 have heard, has been transported ; he w'lote such 
names as 1 was unable to ivrite. Bistochunder wrote the Persian, Bengalee, and 
Naugree names, 1 wrote the names on the face of the paper, and to the receipts 
for interest, d’his was carried on to a great extent. Rajkissore and others have been, 
present when I w'rote the mime.s. The defendant used to compare the copy with the 
original, to see that both were alike. VV hen 1 wrote the signatures, 1 did so to 
many papeis and they were then filled up. Those that he, the defendant, found well 
done he put a«ude and destroyed the rest.* They used to be left with Rajkissore DiUt. 

1 used to fill up the b Ian Is s, and when lequircd they u.sed to be cairied out and 
pledged. 1, Bissoiiauth Cliaukei butty, Muddoosoodeu ISeit, and Bissonauth JVlitteiv 
used to pledge them by orders of Rajkissore Dutt. 

The Bank and the House were one. 'I’he defendant had a 15 anna share and Raj- 
kissore Dutt the other 4 anna share. The fiiiida were procured from the defendant 
and the original papers puu;ha.sed with his funds. 

I have had the dse of pen, ink and paper in the .Tail to write the name of the 
Deity. I could write all these names on the Papeis ui a room by myself but not 
here, my hand would tremble. 

Cross-esamined I cam# kom the Jail this morning wdiere I have been for two or 
three months, 1 went there from the police, and was brought to that place from Boite- 
pore. 1 could not ropy# Mr. Pearson’s signature unless! learned it. Ishurbadder 
taught me to write these names, 1 practised under him foi five or six months. 1 leatjji- 
ed five signatures. 1 did nof write the letters CM DAG and ENTD CP well ; not to 
my satisfaction. I was apprehended at Boite-pore by Mr. Harvey’s people, 1 had bqpa. 
guilty of all these> evil acta, and I fled for my life. 1 urn willing and my conscience^ 
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would allow me to gire exidence against others to save myself, as long as it was tliA 
truth I told, 1 never had a 'wish ro lell an untruth ou mlh. 1 had a to tell the 
truth always ; the i^hole (ruth without reserve. I did j,iot wd^h to give evidence 
against my fathor-in-luw as it was not propei, and 1 spoke to Mr. Pearson and to the 
court, and I was Jet i>o down from thcftwitness box at his trial. From the time I 
thought of giving evidence 1 inictided telling the whole truth. I w'as told I would ba 
allowed to give evidence after I had been b or 7 d.ifs in ./ail, *I was told so by my 
elder brother, ftli. Calder's people were sent up the country for me. On iny w ay 
down I met a servant of mine at Sulkey. I nit-t no Brarains on the w'ay wdio came to 
me from CnJcutta. Issm* Chatt^Tjee cooked uu- me in the Jail. 1 got a message from 
rny servant who met me on tJ\e ^iilkey load. 1 know that I will not be here excused 
for perjury, whatever 1 may he excused for that 1 have confessed. 

The first conversation lhad about conf^^sing, wms wdfh my older brother; Rajkissore 
Dutt WHS present. I sent i'or my biother and said, I luive uot into f)ii«» disaster. He 
said, What ia to be done '* 1 said * will t/oa see if / cannot hccome a Ki>n]'s ci idence.’' ? 

1 kul-'tti 'ivlrtit a King’s evidence was, for m a tonner ca.se J*arhatty ( 'burn Hose was 
admitted King’s evidence and got off# He came back and said he liad spoken to Mr. 
('olher w'ho l\iul promised to speak to Mr. Pearson. At first I intended to give evi- 
dence ngainst Bajkissore Diitt. Air. f’olher told him that IMr, Pearson said, if I 
could write all these names and give evidcifce to that effect, he wn'iuld speak to Go- 
vernment and get me off. 1 said if t was excimed fiom giving evnh^iue against Kaj- 
kissore Dutt 1 would tell the wdiole truth. 1 know it w'aa expected tliat 1 should 
jirove that these signatures of the officers in llie J’n'asury w'ore forgeries, or rather, 
that I slunild (ell all I knew. The understanding with i\lr. Pearson was, that Kajki.s- 
sore Dutt’.s trial should come on first, and I should not be eji.arnined except on t/irs trial 
1 h' Ord there was evidence enough against him without me. My elder brother first 
Bpoke to me about the aigiiatuies of the officers ; he told mo that Mr. (Ollier said the 
Advocate General could not believe me unless he saw tlie ■signal ures, and then ho 
would erdeavour to get me admitted as King’s evidence and if he could not, ho would 
iiotsliow them atall. I was to get off by writing tht'se signatures. Tiie Slionff cHtim 
to me with a magistrate at the police. I did not then w’liie the names from appre- 
hension ; the promise was subsequent. One day while I w as at the police, iVIr. CJalder 
and the magistiate asked me to sign the names of these officers. M either Mr. Calder 
nor Air. Robinson asked me to wTite these names ; after I got the communication from 
Air. Pearson i wrote the names and sent them to the magistrate, 1 w'rote them looking 
at a paper of iiilK) sicca rupees which my elder brother had brought me. 1 could have 
done so by giiesa. 1 wTote the names of Holt Alackenzie, 11. Prinsep, H. Udney 
and C. Motley ; all were not on the paper before 1 had a notion of Mr. Aiacken- 
aie’s signature hut no copy. When I sent these signatures in, they were satisfa,ctory, 

.! stipulated that Rojlvissore Dutt’s trial was to come on first and I should not be ex- 
amined upon it. J so stipulated with Mr. Collier. J afterwards reiieived a paper from 
Air. Pearson to that eftooT. 1 cannot say how many days after, I do nwt wish ti) speak 
by guess or to be entrapped ; perhaps tour days. Along tiino after 1 had received 
that letter I w’ent before the Grand Jury. After I had sent the specimen of the 
names, iVlr, Collier and Mr IMoUoy ralh*d at the .fail and leluawd the paper, saying, 
it would be more satisfactory to write befou' them. 1 did so. I'he next, day, Mr. 
Alolloy brought a wlnde parcel of papers and said, you have not w'ritteii J\lr. Malony’s 
signature, do so 1 i could not write tins from my notion. Rajkissore was not present, 
but X told him 1 had done so, VVe were upon intimafe terms notwithsriinding j there 
was no (Impute between us because 1 rohl him 1 siipulated not to give evidence 
against him. 1 was sworn before tlu-Giuiul .fury in tin* ease ot lUjkisaore Dutt to tell 
the whole truth and 1 did so, 1 wms exumiued principally us to facts, not to persons* 

1 have answered all such questions as they put to me. 

I know Juggerchunder Chow^lry, he wms a sircar in Rajkissore Diitt’s employment, 

I never took him to such places as you allude to ; it would not have been becoming 
in TU", for he is only a sircar. J never met him in such places. 1 have sworn that I 
dill not know a man of that name ■ lie was confioiited with me and I said, this is not 
the man ; 1 meant aiiotluM- man of that name. J said I dii^tvot know lum, 1 had a<;ea 
hmi but once. Hisnochunder was examined at the iimc and said wb weie well 
acquifinted ; if you ask me my opinion 1 say, that is fqise. I was married to 
Jimkiiisore Dutt’s daughter, about (> years ago. X began to do busiues.s at 11 but not 
foi^eries, I know Rajkissore l)utf.s family to have li^en respectable and very 
I know that Hajkis'iore hud three vessels *nud a deal of mercantile 
Rangoon, autl 1 have been told he made a great deal of money, 1 da

hoi know when tlie five per cent loan was opened, I do not know that ho pai<l 
1,50,000 rupees in 4 per cent, papers, and 1,50,000 rupees in cash, but I know cash 
Bud paper were paid in. • In May 18i?8, the India Bank was opened. In the books of 
tile merchandize of the Ilousc there were no false entries. 1 cannot sa 3 r that all tha 
entries were genuine on ilie books, as to the papers I tliink they were false. X do 
not know that it is usual for the terms of partnerships to be set out in the beginnios 
of the books. • • 

I began the study of forging in iSSfi-Sfh Four or live days after 1 had the knowledge 
of his having been engaged in forgeries, IsserBudder began to instruct me. 1 had been 
accustomed to write English previous to this ; 1 used to write checks and invoices. I 
never forged any of them nor the proceedings of the courts iu the Mofussil^ it would 
not have been productive of any good. I practised at all the names, till I could write 
them pertectly. 1 cannot recollect how Oian^papers were forged in any one year, 1 do 
not know whether or not I was engaged in 181il6. 

The first paper 1 forged was for 7000 rupees. 1 do not know whether it waf? sent 
out or destroyed. 1 believe 1 must have begun ^ have perhaps forged JOd 

br 150 papers. The only sum so large as 10,000 rupees that was everobtained on forged 
baper was from Dr. flalliday. A large loai# was negotiated for Knjkissore at the 
Bengal Bonk about two months previous So our fijght ; good and bad j^BP^i’Used to be 
deposited there. 1 Was tt servant to the India Bank, 1 signed Bank b»otes and gavB 
myself out as Secretary and Treasurer ; they so advertized me. 1 began to sign notea 
two months previous to our flight, after an advertisement to that effect had been pub-* 
hehod. I did not know that in JaiiuarylB"^9, the lluja wanted to get out of the Bank. 

I do not know that the partners had a quarrel, but Lam aware that it was referred to 
counsel to know if the Kajah could sign the notes and not be responsible, ilHjkissoro 
Dutt giving a paper stating that he had no interest. A few of the notes signed by the 
Kajah were out when we flew , he had signed about 50,(X)0 Rupees worth. I never 
knew or heard that the Haju.whenever he signed notes, got a ddpoaitof Company ’s Paper 
to the same amount from Kaikissore Dutt. i have said the Ra}a was present when 
I signed the names of the officers to the papers j it used to be at night i no pei*son ac* 
compauied him -, he used to come in his buggy. 1 do not now remember the last timo 
he came. In February the last paper was .signed, I signed no more since March, when. 
J heard of the new felony ;ict. 1 do not know of any respectable person who saw the Raja 
in the house On such occasions ; such iictsa.s these are acts of secrecy and not dona 
openly. When he camo on such bu.siness he allowed no person to accompany hira, 
but when he went to the house on invitation, lie went with his usual attendants. The 
Rajah is an English scholar ; he can read and wriie Kuglish well, I have seen hini' 
write a letter to Mr. Saunder-s. • 

I received wages ; a hundred Llupees a month, and whenever 1 wanted an hundred 
or two hundred rupees from Rajkissore Dutt, 1 got it. That was all 1 got for my 
services. The Rajah put confidence in me because 1 was Rajkissore Dutt’s son-in- 
law. 1 did not know it would have turned out in this w'sy. 1 thought they would 
have only raised money upon the paper. 1 got laterly t(Kl sicca rupees per month. 

1 remember i!5,tK)0 rupees having been coined at the mint into quarter rupees for the 
fihrade of the Rajah’s mother, I took thf money to Mr. Saunders, 1 took the money 
from Rajkissore Dutt. 1 do not know that there was ony aettlemeat of accounts ia 
J uue last, there w'ere bonds given. 

My belief is that if I tell the truth, no matter whether the Rajah ia convicted or acquit^ 
ted, 1 shall be saved, and 1 have no desire that any one should be sacrificed for my 
safety. With reference to the blot : I asked to see the original paper, as if one papet 
had a blot and another copy was to be pledged, it used to be blotted in the same 7tay 
that people might not detect it j as foi instance, if one was to be pledged at the Bank 
and the money paid, and it returned, if the counterteit hud not a blot it might lead 
to detection if afterwards pledged them. 

At the time the Bank was established, the firm of Rajkissore Dutt and Co. consisted 
of Hsikissore Dutt and RajahdLjuddouautU Roy. 1 speak of before the Bonk was es* 
tablished. The money I have spoken of as deposited in the 5 per cent, loan, was the 
property of that firm. Bijfeonautli Chukerbutty, who I have spoken of as negotiating 
paper, was the manager for tl^e Rajah who did not attend olfice himself. The defen* 
riant was at the house about tfji days previous to our flight ; he came at night. There 
was a noise in the Bazar about the end of 1827 or beginning of 1828, 1 know that both par^ 
ners knew of it. Raj kissofe said tu the Rajah, evil reports have been raiBed against me» 

»(asch,1830. 2 3 , 
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He said I knowofit, bot what are you resolved upon 1 Rajkisaore replied, it is diflicuU 
tbcarry on buisness as people are suspicious and will not take paper in my name as de- 
posits, but if they are diade out in your name, we can take diiphcataa and W'e can deposit 
them without suspicion. The Rajah said it would do well if he was kept out of harm 
«nd Kajkissore replied ; there is no doubt IJI keep you clear, for if not, how can wo ex- 
pect to be safe. J will get this renewed in your name, and after the noise is over w® 
will open a Bank and make plenty of money. This cc^pversation ,was before the Bank 
was opened. Kajkissore took the Bonds to the Raiah, 

The Rajah gave money to the House as oct^nsion required it, sometimes S:.'>,000 and 
eometimes even 5(),()(X) Rupees. The largest sum he ever gave was 5i),000 Rupees; 
eometimes there was that sura m his favour v.'ith the hrrn^ 1 saw no Company’s Paper 
€>f the Rajali’s in the House. Tliere were papeis in Kajkissore Hutt’s lumds and also 
in the Rajah’s ; 1 do not know to what uipoiini. Kaikissoie Dutt and Co. never drew 
»ny interest on paper belonging to the Rajoh himself. 1 heard from Hajkissore that 
prolits would accrue from these transaction, lean form no estimate of the profits an- 
nually, nor was theie any final adjustment of accounts. The Rajah had the greatest 
eiedu vi'ith tiie Company. I do not know the extent of his credit with the Bazar 
IMerchauls. 1 know that Kajkissore Butt executed and granted a paper to the Rajah, 
but he gave nune in return. ^ 

The jury here requested tliat the witness* might be allowed to write the forged 
aignatures* w^hich he did, apparently to their satisfaction. 

Looks at three papers (the Bonds given by Rajkissore to the Rajah.) Two are dated 
the 10th June. They are w^ritten by me and by directions of Raj Uasore Hutt. Ido 
not know when they we^e delivered. All along, such papers were given to the defen- 
dant. These Bonds were given for tli^* sums advanced to the House, that he might 
not appear a partnef. One is for 87, (KX) rupees which was given to the House : these 
are papers, mentioned as deposiied. They w'ore deposited as no person would make 
a loan to him without a deposit and so it was mentioned. Some good and some bad pa- 
pers were deposited with thedefendaiit. J’he defendant knew that some were bad. This 
bond was given for fear of any disaster, that the defendant might came down as e cre- 
ditor, 1 look at No. this was given ibr the same reason.^ No. 3, is dated the SJ3d 
July 18‘J9, two days previous to the brealdng out of tins busine.ss. It is signed by twm 
witnesses, friends of the Rajah’s. These bonds used to be drawn up for the bslauce 
in the books. 

The witness swore that he had turned King’s evidence for the purpose of sav- 
ing himself, aud that the Government had promised he should not be called to bear 
witness against his father >in-law, Rajkissore l)utt, but that he was to endeavour by a 
true statement to convict Kajah Buddinath Roy, wAo he said was in partneiship with 
bis father-in-law both in the coiniiierciat esiahlishment and in the Bank oi India, the 
former holding a 1^2 unnas and the latter a 4 anna's share. 

The witness swore to the Rajah’s having been present for the purpose of examining 
and seting aside such papers as w'cre well torged, and thstt he destroyed those that were 
not, the Rajah used to go at night alone to Hajkissore’s house in his buggy. Dw’arke- 
naut Mittre stated that the first paper he himself forged was for Rs. 7,0(H\ and that he 
forged about 1.W papers, iMr. Graham, and oUiers used also to forge diflereut signatures. 
1’ho paper was printed at the indiu Bunk, generally of a Sunday. 

— The sums lent by tlic defendant will appear in the books. I do not 
know where the books are ; they were shown me at the Grand Jury room. 1 do not 
know in which book these transactions are mentioned. 1 saw a book relative to Com- 
pauy’s Paper, I cannot say the amount of papers out at the time of our flight. There 
was mention made of the papers deposited with the defendant. The papers deposited 
with him were entered in the same way as those with other people. The Rujoh’s 
books were shown to me and 1 said, 1 cannot speak as to books. 

To the Jtmj. — ^These are two bonds dated the 10th June. When this was written, 
the date was not alhxed to it,— 1 speak from the difl’erence of the ink. About this time 
there was a danger of these fog erics being discovered, ^in consequence ofPronkisno 
Iloldar’s conspiracy. Sometimes bonds were drawn up to a larger extent. When 
1 say these were given for fear of any thing happening to tlje House, 1 mean any dis- 
c^wery of the forgeries. The papers used to remain promiscuously with both partners 
gid then Hidolls came to negotiate loans, they used to be told, that papers would be 
HItmght from the Rajah's and that gave the transactions peater weight. The Rajah 
had many papers in his hands, at the time of the flight , he has got more B^an the 
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amount of tho*© bonds in his possession now. The greatest circulation of the notes of 
the India Bank was :^0,(XK) or 30,000 rupees. # 

Mr. G. I/, /fwftman**— Sometimes two, sometimes three men are engaged at a 
press; ahead native superintends them.a No person superintends the press except 
the head native and myself, l^ossibly a fbw extra copies might be struck off by souKi 
of the pressmen. •I'ho forms lire kept standing. 

Mr. Boriw.-- -I now examine all papers sent into the Treasury ; before they wero 
Bent to Mr, Oxboroiigh , he used lo cer|ify them by putting his namo in the corner ; 
these were certified by him, I examine now myself, as I found that ho was not correct 
and so deceived me. Four lacks and twenty tliou'^and rupees wovtli of paper were 
rejected by the Treasury aftt-r the flight of Rajkissoro Dutt, all of which liad beeii 
examined and passed by Mr. Oxborough. » 

Mr, C. ffegg.—I know the defendant, I remember seeing him on the S8th of July, 
at about lO A, M., (I had not seen him on the 27th) on his coming to my office with a 
large bundle of what purported to he Company’s Paper, which he said had he'^m de- 
posited with him, by Rajlassore, for money lept, and which had turned out forgeries, 
and ilmt he was a looser to the extent of twolaks of rupees and upwards. lie opened 
the papeis and put them into my hands, together wirii three I*romissory Notes for 
which the papers were pledged as a security. lie said Dwarkenauth I’agore had called 
upon him the previous evening, to speak to him about papers deposited with my 
brother and which had his endorsement. He then asked me what steps he ought 
take. Ho produced this slip of paper, W. and 1 wiote on that paper “ Buddeaauth’at 
endorsement” opposite those papers which he said boie his endorsement, as I thought 
it might be beneficial to my brother’s interest. He tlien put this slip, X into my 
hand containing a list of papers. He said that a duplicate of one of those which he 
said bore his endorsement, was in Major Campbell’s hands. 1 advised him to go to thri 
Tieasury, take the papers and state to the 'J'reasury Officers all he had stated to me and 
to facilitate in every way he could, the apprehension ot Rajkissore Dutt. 1 had never 
seen my brother’s paper for 20, (Kk) ropess. He at once agreed to go to the Treasury 
and I accompanied him lu his carnage. Mr. Morley asked him to leave the papers 
there and he agreed, Mr. Morley asked me to make a list of them, and he, or some ono 
in the Treasury would give a receipt. The defendant then desired me to take a receipt 
and wont down to bis carnage for the purpose of accompanying my brother as a rna-* 
gistrat© to his house. I then rotuiued with the papers to my office and a clerk of mine 
made a list in my presence which I compared and then returned to the Treasury and 
saw Mr. Morley who desired me to take them to Mr. Oxborougb, wdiich I did, and ha 
compared them with the list and gave the receipt I required ; they were sealed up 
and I left them at the Treasury, f afterwards saw them opened by Mr. Robison and I 
gave him the receipt. This is the envelop. It was in the same state then, as when I 
aaw it sealed up, except a cut half round the seal wliich appeared : as if Mr. Robison, 
bad intended to open it but had thought better to do so in my presence. 

Major Campbell.— I am acquainted with the defendant, I have known him fdr 10 or 
11 years. I am not acquainted with Rajkinsore Dutt, 1 know him by sight, 1 have had 
no dealings with the Indian Bank. I have had dealings with Rajkisaore Dutt, and th© 
defendant. No deposit of paper with ihl^ latter. 

The Rajah has constantly told me he supported Rajkisaore Dutt because his family 
and his (the ^ Rajah’s) ancestors, ^were acquainted. 1 have Impressed upon him thri 


The Rajah seemed to say, that their families Lad been acquainted and he seemed to 
consider him as a dependant. This was long previous to these discoveries i about tho 
period of the establishment of the India Bank. A bout the time oftlie absconoing of iiuj- 
xisBore. 1 had perhaps twenty papeis which purported to be good securities ; they 
were delivered to the Treasury. 1 saw some subsequently at the police. 

Looks at M 5. 1 received this on account of Kajkissore Dutt on the 12th November 
1828. On the evening of the 27th July and on the morning of the 28th, the defendant 
gaw this, as well as all the papers deposited with me by Kajkissore Dutt. N 3, wag 
given to me by Lord (Airnwarth, and subsequently by Kajkissore Dutt. On the 
morning of the 28th, the defendant looked particularly at all notes in his name in iffy 
possession and took a memcrandum of them. ^ 

Looks at six papers* For these 1 received new notes in the name oftlie.Earl of 
Carawarth and one in my own name. Fox thoie that went to policei 1 got no new notes* 
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The defendant looked at all and examined those in his own name. On the evening of the 
jlTtJi j at about half past 8 o’clock he came to my house with a downcast air. On see-* 
ing him, 1 informed liKn that he was snspeoted of being concerned ami urged him to teH 
me tlie truth as 1 had been a great auffei or. In reply he told me he had been a looser 
and shewed me a bundle which he had brought^ purporting to be Government Securities 
to the amount Ilupees deposited with In in on account of transactions with 

Raikissore Putt. He stud they arose out of a serie^, ot transactions m signing notes 
for the India Rank. Ho said he was in the habit of leceiving (Company's Paper to the 
amount of the iioteslie signed. On the morning of tlie he took amemoranduin of 
the notes in my possession with reference other papers in the possession of Mr. 
Bogg and others. Pwarkcnaiith Mittor was the person with wdiom i was in the habitg 
of dealing* The Rajah said Hwarkenauth was a most clever boy. 

Cress-eiamined. — The notes 1 pointed ont to day were the cancelled notes. 

JBy the Advocttle GeneniL — Looks at L 1> i never saw this before. 

Cms ftivinune/i— Lord Carnwartli delivered tlie papers to me about tlie time he waa 
going to Madras. The loans w*ere renewed on Istof July last, witli Rajkissore, by 
me and Mr. Glass : I took the, papers to Mr. Glass, and they were eximuiied. I did 
not think that the defendant was in the ejitest interested in the notes but on the con- 
trary, the defendant told me that Kajkisaore Uutt’s tamily were highly respectable 
and he therefore, supported him. I remember the defendant’s expressing his annoy- 
ance at the use made of his name in an advertisement in the papers by Rnjkissore. 
I never understood that he was in the least interested in the Bank, 1 understot^d him fa 
he his partner and lending money on lowinierest and taking security j that T fancy is 
usual amongst rich natives. On the morning of I38tb, lie came about 9 o’clock and 
;told me, he was going to Mr. Hogg, he may have come on tho‘^?tb, as 1 before had 
Ulgcd him to give we early notice if any thing was likely to happen Raikissore Dutt ; 
this was perhaps two or three months previous. 

In the course of communication it was a matter of conversation, whether or not tlio 
defendant should compound his debt wuth llajkissore. The defendant stated that he did 
not know wdiere h© w'as, but just as he was stalling to come to me, he had received a 
uote from him which he had left behind and in wdiich Rsijkisaore stated, that though 
he had fallen into difficulties, he the Ha, tali, need nor b'nr loss as none of his notea 
were due so no one could seize his property and proposed to assign it all to the defen- 
dant. On this the conversation was, whether he ought not to compound and Kisino- 
hun Borroll said if he got fid ,000 rupees he ought to bui n the paper ; to this the defen- 
dant observed with great emphasis ic/ide Z bnve life / irUi never hum” Mr. Anley waa 
present. Rajah Buddenuuth left my house about ll<p’clock iviih my advice to go totha 
Treasury with his paper. That paper consisted of 14 notes j ho showed them to me 
J said 1 did not think tliey were worth a rupee. I had been tliat day at the Treasury 
both morning and evening ; in the marning my papers were declared to be good and 
in the evening to he bud, 1 understood HjijhU Biiddenauth Hoy to have supported Kaj- 
kissore w-ith money for many year, 1 do not remember when the India Hunk was es- 
tablished, 1 think it W'as about two or two and u half years ago. I was applied ta 
take a chare in it. 

do not remember the defendant telling mo, that he had lost by any 
other papers. Be complained of Rajkissoro.'s having discredited him hy an advertise- 
mentTsince then ha continued to support him. lie appeared to tlnrik it was au offence,, 
not thathe would have objected to his name being used, but that u was unauthorized. 
I understood that he lent money at low interest to Rajkiesore and bo has toldme h» 
took security for tffe notes he sigaedU He lias never said where Hajkissora could get 
security. 

Court * — The letter from Rajkissore, the defendant brought over to my house and read 
the Bengalee and explained it to me, I might know that letter again ; he took it away. 
The address was written badly iu English; he seemed to ^nk it was written by 
Lwarkenauth Mitler^ 

Jvry*^l have seen the advertisement relative to thei^ establishment of the India, 
Bank unci notes signed by the defendant, but still I think he was not a partner, but 
rather lent money and gave the use of his name. J bad tran^otions with Kajkissore, 
that 1 thouglit the defendant wsis responsible, but I knew he w^as supported by thft 
oef^Uant, and 1 felt confident, that if any thing was goifk wrong, I should have had 
from the defendant. The defendant stated, that wnenever he signed notes, h# 
l«Qk paper as security and I understood that the notes were cash for that security 
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The paper bearing the signature of the Rajah, amounted to /5ys tacks of riN 
^ pees. The proceedings in this case, were very similar to thos^ on Kajkissor Butt's 
trial. ^ 

Sir E. Hyanin Uia charge to the jury stated that their verdict must entirely depend 
upon the evidence of the informer Dwarkenauth Mittre, and aftei citing an extract 
from the charge of Lojd EUenbor|ngh in the trial of Colonel Bespand for high treason» 
as to the evidence ot accomplices, the learned judge thus suraed up. 

His Lordship read ovei;, the evidence ^oi Owarkenauth Mittre and remarked, that 
though Disaenchunder had not been called, suU tlie counsel for the defence could have 
examined him ; particularly, if as it had been stated, lusnamewfjs upon tlm back of tha 
indictment, a fact winch his Lordship was ignorant of, or he should have undoubtedly 
put him in the box hiiiKielf. • 

Much stress his Lordship said had been laid upon that part of the evidence which 
went to show, that the funds of Kajkissore Butt could have been made available to 
the establishment of such a system of forgery. Owarkenauth had said, that he Ivad 
none, save that furnished by the defendant, and this was confirmed by the statement 
of Rajah Buddenauth Roy to Major CampbelX 

• 

His Lordship remarked, that the evidence of the accomplice, if credited, had mndo 
.out the chai’ge Mly, for he stated, that the defendant was present when he forged tho 
name of Mr. Holt Mackenzie upon the paper. With reference to siome papers he said, 
that the defendant assisted in Hie forging and selected those best executed and least 
likely to lead to detection, and to others, he said they were forgeries to wliich he attach- 
ed his name and part of those turned out copies of some taken by him to the treasury* 
To all he said, they were printed at the office of Rajkissore Butt, aud one was depo- 
sited with Lolouel Galloway, and he was accornpunied by the son of Gooropersaud 
Boso. In both facts he was confirmed ; in the one by the printer of the Government 
Gazette, in the second by Shrenaut Bose. 

His Lordship felt bound to say that nothing contradictory appeared to him in tins 
evidence of the informer, tliough he iiad listcupd to him wnth great attention, while ho 
had been tried in a variety of ways and been cross-examined at great length, but whe- 
ther or not he was the witness of truth, was for the jury to say. 

His Lordship made a few comments on the evidence of Dwarkenanth Mittre and said 
there was nothing extraordinary lu the defendant telhnig Mr. Hogg that the papers ho 
took to the treasury were forged, /or he had been so informed by Major Cam pbclL 
but his remark when recommended to destroy them, “while 1 live I will never burn,’* 
was of great importance. 'I'uUiag it by itself, it was the conduct of an innocent man„ 
but the jury should consider it, coupled with that part of evidence of Bwarkenauth, 
where he said, these papwrs and the bonds w'ere given, that in case any thing happen- 
ed, the defendant might be held clear ; they would see wliether it was not reconcila- 
ble with tliator whether ii was the conduct of an innocent man;, they would also taka 
into consideration his conduct at the time the forgeries were first disco vared. 

Sir E. Ryan, next remarked upon the feslimony of the officers in the Treasury, and 
as to the inipossihility of getting three papers of the same number and date through 
that office, or procuring payment of interest twice on a paper of the same amount, and 
said, that if the jury believed, that the signatures to all were the genuine signaturea 
of defendant, it would be difficult to suppose he had not a guilty knowledge* The 
witnesses who had been called to prove them gciiume had said, it was now difficult. t<l 
speak to signatures, hut they believed them to be his and tho defendant had coiled no 
evidence to show they were not. 

Hia Lordship in conclusion said, he had now commented upon those circumstances 
which liad presented themselves to him, if there were any which he had omitted he> 
was sure the ingenuity of the jury would suggest them to him. If they believed tbp^ 
evidence of Bwarkenauth Mittre the charge was proved, but if they thought he was so 
contaminated with the gpilty knowledge as not to bo worthy of belief, it was there du^ 
ty to aci^uit him. On the contrary, if they were of opinion that he had spoken con- 
sistent with truth, he hadahown him to be a guilty participator, and without reference 
to what might be the consequences or whatever their feelings might he, they ought tA 
find him guilty. • 

The jury retired at half past nine p. m. and at thirty minutes past ten 
Mowing verdict, whiclt wm read by Mr. Alesender^ the foreman 
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We do QOt think Dwarkenautl Mittre's evidence by itself sufficient to convict 
lieieudfuiCf and givic^ him the benefit of this opiniooi we iind him NOT GUILTY*^’

3\Iv Lord, — W e have the honor to submit for the favourable consideration of yout 
Lordship in Council, the circumstances under \vhich loans were advanced by the 
33aak of Bengal on Deposit of Company’s Papers, lately declared at the Treasury to 
l)e forgeries. 

About September 1828, some forgeries of Company’s Paper had been discovered, 
and to protect the Bank from imposture or loss from such a cause, Mr. Wood tJien 
the President, made the following minute which was approved of by tlie Directors 
present, and entered on the proceedings of tlie Bank of the 2tlx of October, 182B : 

** With reference to the Forgeries lately discovered. Ordered that all Company’s 
** Paper tendered for the Bank to take, be sent to the Head Assistant (uncoveuanted) 
** at tlie Accountant General’s (>fiice, for him to examine and certify, or that he be 
** allowed one hundred rupees (Sa. l(K)) per mensem in lieu of the fees which 

would be at the rate of one rupee each paper, fot his trouble with the same. 

(Signed) H. Wood.” 

Your Lordship in Council will please to observe that when this minute was made 
Mr. Wood, was both Accountant General, and President of the Bank, and may be 
considered as tlieii representing Government both at tlie Treasury and the Bonk. 

From the date of the above minute, no money lias ever advanced on deposit of any 
Government Securities, until such securities have been scut to the Treasury and there 
examined and certified in the maimer preicribed in the minute. ' 

About ten weeks ago, some Company’s Papers were tendered for deposit by Raj- 
kissore Dutt, and sent in usual course to the Treasury where they were examined 
and certified : the Secretary to the Bank (Mr. Dorin) on receiving these Papers thua 
verified, thought he perceived some peculiarity in the printing which excited his sus- 
picion, and lie sent the Papers hack to the Treasury, requesting that they might be 
more carefully examined : tliey wiTe returned a second time with as assurance that nil 
was right, and Mr. Dorin tliiuking that further objection wouW be unjustihable, 
received the Papers, It is the practice of the Bank, when there is any pressure in 
the Money Market, to allow parties to renew their loans, granting fresh bonds t in 
feuch cases, as the paper has been once verified at the Treasury, it is not sent again 
on the day when the order for renewal is passed, but ou*tho foUowhug day, and before 
Vie new Bond is executed. In conformity with this usage, the loan of I’lssonauth 
Chuckerbutty a Sircar of Rajkissore Dutt, was ordered for^’enew^al on the Otli July, 
ina on the atiernoon of that day Mr. Dorin, retaining his suspicion, oanied the 
J^pers to the Accountant General’s Office, where he suteuitted them to tlie exami- 
i^uonot the Treasury offieera who said, they entcrtaittijid uo suspicions respecting the

U>e papers and believed tbem to be true and genuine. Mr. Dorin brought baob the 
papers to the Bank and on the morning of the 10th, they were sent to tlm Treasury 
in usual course, and verified befort‘ the Bond was executed by tlie party seeking the 
renewal. Mr. Dorin coufd not have ventured to pronounce bud, any Covomment 
Securities that were considered genuin^and|riie at the Treasury, but on the lOlh he 
retained his suspicions so strongly, that he'sent for renewal one Paper for 25,000, and 
this l\aper was receirad for that jpirpose, on the J3tli he carried to the Accountant 
Goneral’s Office all the Papers respecLing which he I'ntortaiiied any doubt and requir- 
ed a renewal of the whole : hut some fears were then eriterttinied at the Treasury 
and only two of the Papers were received. On the 1 1th, the whole of the remaining 
papers wiiich he considered suspicious, wore again sent, but the Accountant General 
would neither renew the notes,, nor declare them bad, nor would the l^easury Offi- 
cers give any answer until the 2fth when the duplinito notes turned up. Tim# 
Government Secun.ies to tiu* amount of nearly live liiklis lay for 13 days before the 
"i’rcasury officers who were unable to state wheih<‘i iliey Were genuine or forged. On 
the lOib Mr. Dorin wnit^.d on Mr. Hogg who is a Bank Director and also a Magistrate, 
and communicated to him his suspicions adding that the Government Officers believ- 
ed their sigmtiures to be genuine, 

Mr. Hogg staled that he would immediately secure Rajkissore Dutt and Ins Papers, 
if any pu)>lic officer would declare tliat he believed his signature to liave been forged, 
blit that ho would not expose liimsolf and defeat the ends of justice bv apprehending 
e man for forging a signature which would be declared genuine, by th(^ individual whoso 
signature it purported to be. Mr. Hogg saw Mr. Mackenzie on the following day and 
learning from him that be (Mr. MncKenzie) and the other public oflRicers believed the 
signatures to be genuine, it was determined that nothing could then bo done. 

At the next meeting of the Bank Directors on the 16th, Mr. Dorin produced the 
papers and stated all that had passed. Tlie Directors said that it would be vain to 
attempt any proceedings unless the security could be declared bad, ami at the same 
time d<*tenniried not to embarrass the Public Officers, by insisting on a renewal of the 
papers, particularly as they considered the interest of the Bank protected by the 
veiification of the Paper at the Treasury. 

Having mentioned in detail tlic circumstances which preceded the detection of the 
false paper, we now beg leave to state the grounds, upon which we rest our applica- 
tion to your Lordship in Council, to he saved hairnless from any loss the Bank might 
sustain from having advanced loans on the Securities, said to he forged. We submit, 
that the examination of the Paper at the Public Treasury by an Officer appointed to 
discharge that duty and aulhorized^o require a fee for his trouble, is a verification of 
the Paper binding upon the Government, and that if it were otlierwise, the examina- 
tion would be an idle form, tending only to deceive the public and to require from 
them fees for which no service was rendered. 

It will, we premuse, be conceded that every individual circulating a negotiable se- 
curity ,*(is bound to state on application whether or not any such security is genuine 
and a public body is equally under an obligation to ali'ord such information when 
required. ^ 

A Merchant about to purchase or receive a Bill of Exchange can apply to the Draw- 
er or Acceptor who would bo bound by regard to his character and credit to admit or 
deny his signature and would be bound by his admission. 

It is not so when sneurities are issued by the Government of the country : no indivi- 
dual can apply to any Member of the Government to ascertain the genuineness of any 
public security. He must apply at the proper office, and there he cannot dictate the 
mode of examination nor the per.son by whom that examination shall be made. lie 
pays the fixed fee, complies with the prescribed forms, and having had his paper exa- 
mined in the manner fixed by the proper authorities, rests in perfect security. 

The Registry like any other book of account is kept for the information of Govern- 
ment not of the public. It matters not to an individual how* a paper may stand in the 
llegistiy, or how any other Government book may designate it. All he wants tO 
know is, whether or not the paper is genuine : and if he applies at the only place 
where that information call be afforded and pays the fixed fee, we submit that the Go- 
vernment are morally bound to save harmless iJiat individual who has advanced hiS 
money on the public faith. »We say morally, because we wish to avo^ allusion ^ 
mere points of law, feelingi satisfied tU&t your Lordship in Council will determintf 
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public credit. » 

Your Itordship in Council will observe thut the Secretary to the Bank considered 
the exiunination at the 7 Ve usury so concjusiv^s, that he received the papers bo exa- 
mined* although his own suspicions conUuued in full force : not deeming it right to 
act on his own vague surmises in opposition to e detyiaration of Vie Government Trea- 
sury. If Government gliould repudiate the acta of their Officer on this occasion, we 
declare we know not how the public can e' er feel safe in any transaction ; where the 
Government do not personally intervene, nmess the prescribed duty should be per- 
formed under the provisions of an Act of Parliament, or under a Government Regula* 
tion. We believe that all the Treasury Officers will admit, that the papers now de- 
clared to be forged, would all have been renewed in ordinary course if they had been 
sent to the Treasury without un iutimatidu from Mr. Dorin of Ids doubts, and we beg 
respectfully to submit for fhe consideration of Government that it would be most in- 
jurious to public credit if it should appear that nearly live laokhs of Company’s Pa** 
per had been at the Treaaury for 13 days and that no public Officer or Clerk could say 
whothoi it was good or bad. 

We have already mentioned that Mr^Dorin’s suspicions were not excited by any 
doubts respecting the signatures of the Secretaries and other Public Officers but by 
the general appearance of the printing, which Ije thought more faint than usual, and 
particularly by a peculiarity in the letter ‘‘ N” in the word “ until” and in the letter 
“ L” in the words *' Accountant General.’* The duplicate papers were discovered on, 
the STth, w'hco the greatest alarm and consternation were Spread. Almost every per- 
son who had paper m deposit hurried to the Treasury to have it examined and on that 
and the following day neatly thirteen lukhs of false p-jper, were produced. Some of us 
were present when the papei'S were brought in for examination* and w'e can state that 
the TrejiBury Officers did not attempt to form any opinion from tlie eiguotures but 
were guided sole ly by the peculiarity in the printin|» which we have mentioned. We 
beg of Governinont to consider the situation in which the public are placed when the 
signatures of the officers wdiose names authenticate the whole Indian debt are aban- 
doned* and a trifling peculiarity in printing is resorted to, as the test of authenticity, 
Forgeries to a considerable extent have frequently been practised and individuals de- 
frauded and mined, but they have always been detected when they reached the public 
bodies, or individuals whose securities they purported to be, and we believe that this 
is the tirst time that negotiable paper has been issued cither by a public body or pri* 
vate individuals where the pai'ties circulating the securities have been unable to ascer- 
tain tJje verity of their own paper. 

We do not take the liberty of imputing blame of negligence in any quartet, hut if 
tliere has been negligence and incaution, whereby multitudes liave be'ou plundered 
and ruined, wO earnestly submit that any loss arising from such improvidence ought 
to be home by those who were thus devoid of ordinary caution, and fiuglit not to fall on. 
individuals who had no control over the form or mode or issuing the paper, had 
protected themselves from imposture by every means tliat humaii piudenc# could 
suggest. In tilt case of individuals this argument would be powerAil, but, when 
addressed to the Government who issued siqffi securities we trust it will be deemed 
eoftclusive. 

We have reason to believe, that interest has been paid on several of the papers 
stated to be forged, and we submit, that fhe payment of interest is a recognition of 
the i^aper as genuine, and binding on the GoveniTncnt. It is a declaiation by the 
public officers, acting on behalf of Government that the paper is wbat it purports to 
W, aUd all who issue negotiable securities are bound to know their own signatures. 
If a person whose name had been forged on a Bill of Exchange as the acceptor, 
ahouhl admit his hand-writing in error, he would still be bound to make good the 
amount to the person who advanced money on the faith of that admission, and fur- 
ther if a man should accept a Bill purporting to havi* been drawn by another whose 
name had been forged, that acceptor would be bound, and could not avoid payment, 
bj? shewing that the signature of tlie drawer had been forged, because a merchant ia 
hound to know not only his own hand-writing but that hiS conespondent. These 
■ principles have not been fixed by any arbitrary enactment, they have been deduced 
from experience, ns necessary for the maintenance of publitP faith and fair dealing# 
iind as such only we urge them in illustration. TUo papqr circulates on tlie credit of 
Oovernment, and it would ill accord with that credit, iI»secorities were proclaimed 
™d one day, by the payment of interest and afterwards repudiated as forgeries by , 
the very authoritica who had pronounced them good and genuine. Thus far my Lord, 
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have addressed ourselves to (jovernment as if the signatures ^ad been forged ; but 
it iji very g(*iitruljy beli€‘vo(l, and ui that belief we concur, that the signatures of the 
l^uhlic Officers are genuiifb, but have been surreptitiously obtained, and we under- 
fitund tlml this is tJie opinion of the Magis^ate who has investigated the case. If 
your Lordbhip in Council should be of the surne opinion, we presume no objectioa 
would be made to puy^aiiy secun^y signed by the Public Officers authorized to per- 
form rhut duty on behalf of the (governor (Jeuetal in ('ouiiciL From wliat we have 
already staled, it will be seen, that the Ijjjiiblie OHieers all believed their signatures 
to he genuine, even alter susincious hud' been excited, and we will venture to add 
that almost every individual in Calcutta, acquainted with their signatures will state, 
that they Ixdieve them to be reak AVe have heard that some of these ofRcers now 
begin to ent^rttttn doubts, hut such doubts were never expressed or entertained until 
after the duplicate papers had turned up ; and although we confide implicity on what 
tliese gentlemen State, we cauuot exempt them from the iidinnities and prejudices m- 
cident to human nature. 'I'he atmosphere through which they now see is impregnated 
with doubts and suspicions and must tend to deceive tlieni ; their very anxiety will 
serve to perplex them, and they must have a predisposition to hope and believe, tlnst 
the sigmitures are forged, and that the frauds have not occurred in the offices in 
which tliev themselves preside. We think ft will he concedetl that any upmions 
tlicy irwy.now give are at least iieutraliztdl by those they have already expressed 
wdieii they judged trom the character of their hand-w'^viting only, and not from extra-^ 
neons circumstances. In the ubsenco of positive proof, it will be tor your Lordship in 
(louncil to decide upon the probabilities : whether it is more probable, that one Ben- 
goki' should imitate the Hignatures of many Public OlHceis, so perfectly, as to defy 
detection, and deceive the parties themsolves, or, that some subordinates in the Public 
Officers may have been corrupted to lend tludr aid in a fraud sufficiently productive to 
admit of paying many aecoiiiplices, Sui>posiug that constant practice could enable a 
person to counterteit the siguatuie of another, beyond the possibility of detection, 
how can we account for the unnecessary variety of signatures ? Why should thenumesi 
of Mr. IMacKcnzie, Mr Prinst'p ami Mr Molony he iudiscriminately forged 1 whereby 
difHculties were nee(Uo.ssly accumulated and detection greatly facilitated. It w’ould 
liuve miually served tlie porpo.ses of the forger to have selected paper.s beai’ing the 
signature of some one aecictary, and the variety can only be account for by beleiving 
the signatures to be gemiine. On most of the papers signed by Mr, MacKonzie there 
is an impression on the tiank arising troiu his habit of signing tlie lowest paper in a 
bundle first and dropping the next paper on llie .signature while wet. This same 
peculiarity is on the paper stated to be forged; it miglit perhaps be replied that such 
a mark would not escape the e.ye of an uccornplisbed forger, and wx; admit tliat this 
niiglit be fairly urged if afl the /alse papi rs bore tJie impression. 13ut it is not so* 
Some have the impression and others have it not ami w'e understand m about the 
same pioportiou as in the true papers. 3 'here is another remarkable circumstance 
to wliu'Ii we beg the attention of your Lordslap in Council. I'h ere are three copies 
oLoiic umper for i!{0,(K)0 lls. ; the original pujicr has not the iinpressidu alluded to, 
wnile Ipe tlnee false papi rs, hav<* it ; and w’o contend that thfs is wholly irrecoucile- 
able with the belief w'«- might aimost say with the possibility of the BiguUtures being 
forged. It cannot l>e supposed that this cpnsumute imitator would put upon tlie copy 
wJiat did not appear upon tin ojiginal. and the cncina^tance cun be accounted for on 
no other ground, than that tlie signature* are real. Frauds have often been committed 
in Public Offices both Iiere, and at home, and such an occuirence however to be 
Juiuented, is not very unfrequenl, and therefore not very improbable, on the other 
hand tin' history of the world aftbrds no example of an individuul who could imitate 
u variety of signatures on u gieat number oi papers without a single failure and 
perfectly as to deceive the parties themselves, and such an occuirence having never 
yet happened it is extravagantly improbable if not impossible. 

We have, stated the circumstances that led to the detection of this extensive and 
extraordinary fraud, which would still be in full operation if it liad not been arrested 
by tiie vigilance and perseverance of Mr. Dorm ; we have mentioned the grounds oUi 
which we trust, that fjoveriiment would be pleased to order payment of tlie 'securil^iea 
even if they should consider tbein forged. We have also stated die reasons whiohi 
induced us to believe that tlie signatures are genuine, but have been fraudulently 
obtained, in which case wJ felt assured that Goveniment would not be disposed 
contest their liability the individual suffers from these frauds are unwilling to trouble 
Government with separate P^ftitions and await with intense anxiety the result of thiir 
application to which we respectfully solicit the early attention of your Lordship in 
Council, , we have not udverted to legalliabiUty and know not how m we should bo 
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justifiKi in doinf; ro, })«it we feel Ratisfied that tlie decision of vour Lordship in Coati*- 
cil will rest on hroader principles and will be such us shall be deemed best culculaLed 
for tlie preservation of ii;ood taith and the maintenanoc of pKhiic ciedit.

— We have the honor to acknowledge the retseipt of Mr. Deputy Se- 
cretary Tilglinum’s communicution in reply to our letter of the Jiidth ultimo, stating 
that your Lordship in Council lelt compelled to leject the claim made upon Govern- 
inenl,’’ but not further noticing the undisputed lacts ptatod in our letter, nor tho 
grounds on whicli we rested our application ; we have only to regret that our Memorial 
was not deemed worthy of more 5’avorable considefotion and of a less abrupt rejection. 

The Deouty Secretary in reciting the purport of our letter alledges tliut we hud 
prayed tnat Government would take upon itself to make good the loss the Bank w^as 
likely to sustain in its transactions with Kajkissore Duti.’^ In a mutter of such mo- 
nient, it is fit, that nothing should be misunderstood or misinterpreted and we must 
disclaim having ever preferred so unreasonable u Petition. VV e beg to state 
fuUy, but contulently, that our letter is not liable to such an intrrprctatitfi. 'nib 
purport of our application was that Goveruuient under iho very peculiar circumstances 
feet forth would order payment of securities issued in tiuur name and at one time ac- 
knowledged at the J'reasury to be genuine, but now alledged to be forged or fraudulent. 

As the interests of otliers ore entrusted to our cure, il is incumbent upon us to seek 
redre>ss through every channel and by all laivful means. \Ve have therefore to request 
that your Lordship in Council will be pleased to toiward our letter of the26tU ultimo, 
ii>r the coiifeideralJOD of the Honorable the Court of Diiectors. 

We take the liberty of sending for the peiusal of your Lordship in Council, the 
opinions of C'ounsel which were not obstined till the 1st instant. 

If the Law Officers of Government coincide in opinion with the Council for the 
Bank, wo feel assiu'ed that Government would promptly grunt all that legal proceedings 
could obtain and in this confidence we abstmii for the present from adopting measures 
to brujg the matter before the Supreme Court. 

We uuderstaiid that the individual sufferers are proceeding by Petition to Parliament.

Mr, Uirhens opened the pleadings* It was an action of Assumpsit brought 
upon thirty-tbree Counts, to recover tho interest due upon five proinissorv Notes. 
1’he yilaiiit was filed on the dtli lloccmber ltW9. Harnagea were laid 600,000 
rupees. 

Mr, Com}>tnn instating tlie case, said, itwms an action of Assumpsit brought by 
tho llengal Dimka IxmIj corporate against tlie United Company another body cor- 
porate to recover thelnterest duo upon live promissory notes of the Fast India Com- 
pany, all of which the Bank of Deugal claimed, US having been specially endorsed 
to (hem, and as counsel for the plamtiffs, it would be his duty, as briefly as possibla 
to lav before the court, an outlineof the case he wished to ofter, together with the evi- 
dence lie intended to prmluce, and such suggestions in law as appeared to him ne- 
cessary. It waft an action of Assumpsit, to recover the interest upon five pro- 
missory notes, but the real question was to ascertain, wdiether or not tliev w ere 
genuine, and how far the defendants were bound to discharge the amount o{ them* 

Before he attempted to sketch an outline of the case, he could not help acknow- 
ledging, that ho felt the great importance of tho question which in some degree 
emban-assed, and perhaps in a gi eat measure prevented him front doing it that 
justice, wliioh if less embarrassed is an ordinary case he might do, but ho 
felt It was of importaiico to the government of the country. It was a case of 

f portiincc to the governinsnr, ihat public faith operating upon public oonfi- 
ncjlll^hould be pveservml, for in this case, if it was net entirely obstructed, it 
w'oum be much shukcu, :md therefure he likely to destroy the stabiUty of the go- 
vernment. It was ofimportauce to the governed in juiUi positwn to the governors, 
as these securities were a p'lrt of the public debt, and for which the revenue of 
this vast empire was appropriated, ami it was of importance, that the recovery of 
those securities sliould not bo clogged by any unnecessary difficulties. 

The r.harao'er of Government was involved; Ihoii reputation wois at stake, as pub- 
lic hnth should he observed ; and it w^as of importance that tliM (piestion between tho 
Gorornment and the public should be decided. The sums claimed were part of tho 
debt due by Government and th»3 welfare of this part of the Umpire rested on tho 
good faith of (jovernment with its creditors, and wdiut would the public say when, 
they heard, that the payment of the public debt was thus obstructed. The question 
now was, whether they hail a right to refuse payment of these notes, than which 
none w^ere more clumsily executed ; printed on common pnjier, with type which 
could be purchased in the bazar; without any watermark and even without tlie 
simplest precaution used at home, to ensure tho public against deception. 

It was also of iraportarfee to the officers of Government ; they had much at stake,,^ 
much to consider and much fo apprehend. If the Government were not held liable", 
the public would have much to complain of ; if they were, the Defendants inigWr 
consider, that their servants had not used due and sufficient precaution, for if they 
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bad papers of a doubtful description, such as tliose on which the claims werff 
now made, would not, have been pass<^<l or vciified in ihe Treasurv. lint ke 
thought they were genuine, for if otberwifeie, wlint must bij the situation of tl»ose 
wliobad invested their all in securities ol the kind, on the faith of those ap]>oint(ut 
to examine them and who had taken ever'Jr precaution to ascertain their validity. 
What would be the situation of those individuals, who alter ^^eaia of honest itu 
duatry were to find themselves thus ruined by being informed to-day that they 
were genuine, to- morroiv fictitious 1 

He, Mr* Compton, was so strongly impressed with tlie importance of the case, 
arising out of these considerations, that he felt inuchmoio eihharraasmeut in hvy in 
it before his Lordship, than he would in .an ordinary action ; hut wliatevei the result 
might be, he felt confident his Lordship iwould give it every consideration, discus- 
sing its merits as if it W’ore between private individuals and apidving to it tho^o- 
principles of law which he should oflVr, if he consnlered them ilcserviiig of any 
weight. With these observations he would proceed to lay the case before his J^ord- 
Siiip, dividinn- bis remarks into four beads ; first, pointing out the difficulties thuovn 
in biS way : secondly sketching out Ihe hnw of evidence h« intended to offier; 
tliirUlr, making such observations on theliAv as he considered applicable and fourth* 
Jy imticipatmg the line of defence likely to bo offiered. 

Mr. Compton said there were several difficulties in his case wliicli he hoped to he- 
able to surmount j one difficulty which he had to contend witli was tbe enormity of 
the sum involved in this question, whereas it nothing was to result from the present 
action but the recovery of the amount claimed, ho tliought in all probability there 
would have been little resistance on the jiart of Government ; that they would not 
have appeared in Court at all as defendants. The next difficulty to which he al- 
luded, was the connexion of this with recent cases ined before his LonUhi)) and 
two juries ; on which occasions a number of papers had been produced said tube 
forged. The principal witness on those occasions, was an inftiradus wreicli whom he 
hoped would not be again brought foi ward and it would perhaps, have been belter that 
tbisactionbad never been brought, than thatsneha villain should escape with impu- 
nity. This was another of the diHicultres, for had the present trial come on first, it 
would by no possibility have been supposed, that the jiapers on w hich the present 
action wasbrouj;ht, were part of tho.se spoken to by that villain, ihe im])ressjon 
would not then have gone forth, that they were not geniiine, that they had not been 
signed by those authorized to sign them. Such^an impression he had no doubt 
was a greut disadvantage but it would have been obviated had the present case lieen 
decide^ before those statements had been develo[»ed. If it Imd been fo, be sliould 
have had none of those difficulties to contend w^ith and he should have no hesitaticm 
as to the result, but whatevc*r might be the issue of ilie present case, lie had ojjm cof(|| 
eolation j that there were others still beliind of the same natuio, wliuli neitlicr the 
wealth of the iVeasUry, nor the ingenuity of hia karned friend would be able to 
overcome. * 

The Bank of Bengal Mr. Compton said, w'as a body corporate established by 
act of rarliameut and it would be idle in liiiu to contend, that ihev^ could not sue 
and be sued. They were in the habit of negotiating notes and gniiiting loans and 
in the course of business a.s a JUnkuig concern, rook or discounted the notes upoia 
which the present action was brought from llajkissore Hutt of w hom the Court 
bad heftrd so much. In the course of business at the Bank, when a paper was 
brought in, it was handed to the (iuzuntie (a native treasurer) who examined the 
endorsements, marked It with his iiutials and then made an entry of it in a book 
and dS^Uvered it to the Podar who took it to the office of J\lr. Oxborougli, an un- 
covenanted assistant in the Treasury, who [lurported to say whether papers of the 
kind were genuine or not, and wffio he should conlend^waa an agent of the Compa- 
- ny, whose duty it w’us, to exiuuine the notes and place his initials on them as a 
voucher for their authenticity. To those m question be affixed his init ials, and they 
"^n?i?ere returned by the Podiu* to tlie Cazantie who look khem to Mr. Dorin the Secre- 
^ry, who made a more particular entry, and then th«^ loan was made upon the 
supposition that they were genuine fter such exauiination. 
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ffp apprehend Oil, he should he able to prove that these were the papers thus 
passed by the Government Officers and the question then waw what weight tJiat 
would give to the easel* 

This being the outline of the case he wt^uld next state his view of the law and 
to avoid all mistake, he would road it from d paper which he held in his hand. 

Mr. Compton here Itated his view of the law on the case. 

/le would liave to cite a few autljprities but he would not make any parade 
nf cases or do more thin show hiis view of the law, as in all probability the 
case would not rest here ; whatever might be his J.ordship's decision the matter 
would come before him again in a more solemn form. 

Mr. Compton here cited a number of authl^rities in support, of the law of the case 
ns read by him. 

Mr. Compton said it was for his fnend to show, that this was not the law ; ho 
Mr, (Compton said it w'asthelaw, the law of England, and if a person acknowledged 
a Bill, whether it was Ins hand-writing or not, he adopted it and made himself to 
all intents and purposes liable, as much as if^ie took liis pen and made a fresh en- 
dorsement. But who he asked was the'^arty who became liable in this case 1 tlio 
(jmted Company established as a body corporate, who had authority to draw 
promissory notes ; they did so, and they sent them out subject to the law of pro- 
missory notes. As they woie, lie .said, a body corporate they must unavoidably 
act by agents j so every thing which could be done must be effected by agents. 
Who he would ask was it that pa.s 80 d these papers and gave them the credit with 
which they went fortli to the world 1 could it be doubted that it was done by 
agency riie Governor General in Council were the agents of the Company and 
they in turn had, under agents and it was those agents who put the pa])ers in cir- 
culation and what would bo the consequence if every jiersoii was bound to look to 
the authority of eachl In case of war there must be a loan, said iMr. Compton, there 
W'as agency in respect to thatloan whether it was received in the Treasury, in the coun- 
try, or in the other Presidencies and what he would ask would be the consequence, 
if the persons lending were to look to the authority of each person 1 of the Governor 
Geneial under seal, or the written authority of those who granted the receipts for the 
money i» the Treasury, What did the public know of the authority of each they 
dealt upon the faith of a great public body. The public made- no «uch enqiimes 
for they could not have a suspicnili ihat such a great body as the iion’ble Company 
would turn round, and by a ([nibble or any otlier .similar artifice ruin the public 
creditor. They would not believe it and as for himself, an old servant of the (\uii- 
pany, he could not credit it *, yet such was now the opinion of the public and be 
Ijelieved the defendant s would yet have to regret, that they had thrown such diffi- 
cultielin the way of the present case. All he said was Agency ; every thing done to 
fabricate and mature ihese papers, was doueby Agency. 1 Keo^rtificate was taken to 
the Treasury where the paper was gran Ped, examined and registered by Mr. Oxbo- 
rough who passed it, that [uiper was examined and signed by two assistants, all A- 
gents anditivas then taken for the signature of the Secretary, another Agent. 

It was nothing to the public who signed the papers ; the Secretary did no more 
than the Automaton m England that playgrd at chess ; an Automaton which could 
be taught to write would answer the purpose just as well as the Secretary, and if ho 
should hear that the Secretary had any list or check, other than the names of the offi- 
cers of Government on the paper.*?, he should believe that business w as carried on in 
the Treasury different from what he had been led to suppose. The fact alone of adop- 
ting the paper through the official officers of Government, made the notes their own. 

If a person who had his all in a paper of this kind and did not know the signature 
of the officers, was there no ^rson to whom he cobld apply t To whom he would ask, 
should he go for informationl If there was any person, he should like to be informed 
who. Could he go to tBe Hon’ble Company ? if he did he thought he would have 
long journey. Could he go^to the Governor General, but he thought not ; if be di3r 
go with his paper to the Cd'lincil Chamber, he would naturally be referred to the 
cietary. Could ho go to the Secretary I he believed Messrs. Mackenzie and Prinsep 
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had some else to do than answ^or snrh questions, ITow* much of the public bxr* 
siness, ho sluiuld liko to know, couhl they transat t if every person who held paper of 
this kind, was to refer tx> ibeni. Then he said there must bo some person to give thff 
required information. His learned friend would no doubt say, it w'hs impossible to 
obtain the genuine signatures to these papers ; that tlie beautiful machinary of Sec- 
retary’a oflico was so complete, that it was inipossildo to etTert ‘.pi imposition, but lio 
should bear in mind the possihilitv, of the coutidenoe reposed in inferior officers be- 
ing abused. IJ« knew of its having been a,tused and what has happened may hap- 
pen again. 

He Mr. CnOqdon was old onough to recollect numero’.is abuses in public offices, 
particularly at Madras, and he would ask why similar frauds might net have been 
practiced on Mr. Holt Mviekonzie and Mf. Thobv I’rinsep ; Ins friend would no doubt 
sav that ther could not have been signed by these gentlerncm, but his belief w'as, 
that they were ^orieptitiously obtained. 

Here the learned gentleman stated a case of fraud practised at IMadras upon a Mr, 
Cassamajor when his signature was obtained to paper in quadruplicate. 

Mf. Comj)ion said, a similar cheat mi^t^asily have been practiced in (hdciitla, SvS 
there was no precaution taken. Number of papers w'ere sent at once to the Secretary 
for signature, and what was to prevent Rafkissore l)utt, from bribing the subordinates 
ami surreptitiouslyslipping into the box false paper to obtain real signatures, and ho 
had no doubt the officers of Government bad been so imposed upon. How were tho 
public creditors he would ask, to know, whether the notes were good or not; who 
were they to apply to ? If his learned friend put either Mr, Mackenzie or IMr. Pnnsep 
into the witness box, they could not speak with confidence, ‘Ab to whether they w^ero 
their signatures or not. Then if the Secretaries were not the persons be applied 
to ; who were He sliould like to know if Government had appointed any particular 
person to convey information to the public as to the authenticity of those papers ; if 
not, he should suppose the head of the Accountant GeneraTs Office, was the proper 
person and from him it was to be hoped the required information could be olitained, 
for he, Mr. Compton, could not but suppose, that there existed some means of ascer- 
taining it. Would his friend say there was on person or that it was left to every per- 
son ; but he would contend if there was any person, he must have been an agent from 
the nuuire of his employment. If there w»s no person would not an individual re- 
q^ui'ring information naturally go to the headof that^ffiefe where the money was paid; 
but would the head of that office, who was in Court, come forward and say, he had 
even <,iven such information^ Would hislearned friend say that, that gentleman, or the 
Sub or Deputy Accountant Genera! was even held out to the public as the person who 
would do sol Then if not, was there any agent, covenanted or uncovenanted, so 
held out I was there any person wdio did give the reipiired information I did Imrdo sO 
with the knowledge of his superiors, for he would conreud, that if ho did so act with 
the privity and assent of his superiors, he vjas to all luteuts the agent of the Com- 
pany, and whoever had that dutv to perfo^ni, if be adopted the notes by deputation, 
he adopted them for the KoiTble Company"; his act was that of tho defendants. 


It was intention, Mr. Compton said, to prove that Mr. Oxborough did under- 
take to say, w’hetber notes of tins kind were genuine or not; that he was the pei son 
deputed to perform that duty and he must have been officially authorised, because 
he was recognised by the superior officers of his department. Could Mr. Oxborough, 
ho would ask, have thus acted without authority '? would lie dare to perform this 
important duty without the sanction of his superiors ? certainly not. If it then was 
true that Mr. Oxborough was held out as an agent of the Company, his acknowledg- 
ment of those papers was the acknowledgment of the defendants and if therefore he 
was accredited as an agent, his acts were binding on his principals. 

jifr, Compton said, that applying this to the present case, he would contend ho waa 
the Company's agent. He admitted being employed to examine the validity of Com- 
"yany's Paper and he would have an opportunity of acknowmdginghis initials before 
Court, and he, Mr. Compton, did not suspect he i^uld shrink from the truth. 
3t would be proved that tho papers were sent to him for examination and this evi- 
Idence he thought w'ould be conclusive. There could, ha said, be uo doubt that the pub^ 
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11c were lead to place confidence in tbe judgment of Mr. Oxborougli, lield out as he 
was, the ostensible agent of Ctovernment, ami if any person wfcsto suffer by his neg- 
lect, It was Lis employer^ and not the innocent holders of the notes. If a person, he 
said, were to go to Mr. Dorin as treasurer of the Bank of Bengal for the purpose of 
ascertaining the validity of Jiis endorsement on the hack of a paper^ would not the 
Bank be held liablef though itjnight ultimately appear false? So he thought would 
the lliuted Companv ; both were corporate bodies and could it be said that there was 
one law for the Bank and anqther for thriEast India Company ? The Bank of England 
was held liable for their paper ; why not the East India Company ? If tfien the signa- 
ture of Mr. Priiisep, and Mr. Mackenzie were affixed to tliose papers and if they 
were recognised by Mr. Oxborougli, the emyiloyors were liable and arty excuse of his, 
as to ignorance or misapprehension, would*be ferule, lie Mr, Compton did not 
think the paper bad, but if they w^ere false, who he would ask was to suffer by the 
blunder of Mr. Oxborougli ? Why was the innocent holder of ilie notes to suffer for 
his want of conception. He would ask? the Court to apply to this the rule ofequity, 
that were two innocent persons are to suffer, it must be him who either has done 
or neglected to do the act. Did it signily l^e would ask whether or not these papers 
were forged ; if forged he did not care,, for Mr. Oxborougli, the accredited agent of 
the Coinjiany by passing them, gave afresh value and his principals were liable ; for 
if u were not so, the principle of law as to employers and agents had been carried 
too far in cases he had citea. 

Mr, Co?npto?i here in reply to an observation from the Judge, admitted that ho 
should be obliged to proVe the signatures of the makers and endorsors of the papers, 
and he admitted that he would be unable to do so on more than three of them. Ho 
here also cited several cases where the responsibility of a principal for the acts of 
Lis agent were determined, which he contended yi'ere applicable to the present case. 
He lurther cited a case where Lord Holt laid it down, that if a servant wa.s in the 
habit of purchasing things for his master, the ma.ster became liable to whatever 
extent he might go, so that if Mr. Oxborougli merely acted on one occasion in the 
examination of paper by the authority of his superiors, his employers were clearly 
responsible to whatever extent he may have gone within the scope of his authority. 

Air. Compton said, he next came to the last branch of his argument and he did not 
think till yesterday, that the defendants would have availed themselves of any 
leohuical objections, but that the Company would have wished to have the present 
question considered and decided* upon its broadest grounds. I'he first objection he 
had understood was, that the Bank of Bengal could not sue the East India Com- 
pany, as the defendants were theinselvos shareholders. But he apprehended his 
learned friend wmuUl not be able to sustain this objection, even though he read all 
the books before him. First be must rend the seal from off tlie Bond, for if his 
friend insisted upon this or could piove it, there would not only he an end of the 
Bank of Bengal, but a speedy termination of the Company also. For if they could 
not be sued, neither could they sue ; Vhal then w^ould be the consequences ? But 
in his opinion both had an individual a^well as a corporate character and if it were 
otherwise his friend should go the length of contending, that they could not sue or 
be sued by any individual who has an interest in the Bank j both wrare corporate 
bodies and equally liable to fulfil their engagements. 

There was another objection he understood which w^as, that the Company denied 
that these were promissory notes. It was true there w'as no limited time at which 
they were to be paid, hut they had themselves so called them and promised to pay, 
though it was probable they never would be paid, but l^e would bo rather surprised 
if they denied their own promises. It was his opinion however that they never 
would pay, at least they were taking a long step to convince the public they never 
intended to pay. » 

But another objection which he anticipated his learned friend would avail himaelf 
of, was, that Mr. Oxboi^ugh had a written authority which did not authorize him to 
go as far as he did, but that it allowed him a fee lor searching only the registry 
the Government loan. His doing so might be of great use to the officers of tlfh 
Treasury, hut what use was it to the person who went to the Treasury to ascertain 
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tlie validity of his paper? If he were told only that a hote of the same number and 
amount was oiit, he Was as far from the mark as ever. But this objection be said did 
not bear upon the question, fur if a as of no consequence td the public whether the 
papers were rep:istered or not , they were taken to a certain office and it was asked 
whether they are crenume documents amf Mr. Oxborou!?)i said they were. After 
such an ncknowleilgment he would contend that .the opposite counsel could not 
attempt to prove that tbev were not genuine hut if they did, he hoped it would not 
he by such a iiiiscreunt as Dwarkeiiath Mitftre, He begged his learned friend to 
reflect before he railed him as a witness, for it he appeared in that box under all th© 
cucurnstaricea of hisinfaiiiv, to support the cause of the Ilon'ble Company and if he 
again outraged that Court by acknowledging forgeries which he had not before 
spoken of, ho would be liable to a prosecution and should meet that punishment he 
deserv ed. 

Mr. tlmnkod his lordship for his patient hearing and stated that there 

weie iiiHiiy Individuals similarl situated with his clients who would be driven 
to this court for that redress which they were hopeless of receiviug elsewhere. He 
was ajiprehensive it wouhl not be in hia power to prove the indorsement upon two 
of the notes, those however upon the other’three securities hewould establish. 

Merrchmider Alt^ . — X am in the employment of the Bank of Bengal, as deputy 
Treasurer, and have been so for the last live or six vears. I know" the practice 
of the Bank as toreceiviiig the Government paper. When a person wants to bor- 
row" money he brings a Government paper as a deposit j it is first brought to 
me if 1 am in the way, if not it is brought to the Treasurer. On delivering the 
paper tlie person makes a written application to the Secretary. It is my duty care- 
fully to look over the indorsements that may be on each paper and affix my name to 
them. I rhea delivorthem to the Accountant’s department in the Bank. A bond 
is filled up ami the amount and number of the paper mentioned in it j the practice 
was diilerent previous to October 18si8. (Seveial promissory notes w'ere heie 
handed to the witness), I know these papers (marked B. C. D. li.) They bear the 
signature of the Bank Secretary and my own initials. On referring to my memo- 
landum book 1 find, tlfat 1 received the paper marked B ; it was brought to me on 
the ‘JBth March, ; it is one of nine papers amounting to seventy ci^ht ihouband 
seven hnnJi^d rupees, these papers were seiii to be examined, 1 gave them to See- 
huo }'ndar, who took them to Mr. Oxborough for the purpose of being inspected, I 
believe tins to be one of those jiapers, the date is fiie same as in my memorandum, 
Seeboo Podar brought them buck tome on the same day, wrhen returned tJiey 
each bore the initials of Mr. Oxborough. 1 then compared them with my memo- 
randum book, and directed the Bond to be drawn up. 

All Company’s Papers presented to the Bank of Bengal, are in the habit of being 
sent for examination to Mr. Oxboiough in consequence of an order received to that 
purport from the Secretary ; this is not uoig the case. Previous to October 18^9, 
the Bank was in the habit oi lending money on Company’s Paper without exami- 
nation, but since then they hai e all been sent to Mr. Oxborough for inspection, 
— I meant to Iiave said that this custom took effect fiom October HiijJB, and not 
1829, it was occasioned by Rajkissore Dutt’s forgeries beconmig public. 

1 received the paper marked C. upon the 23d January 1829; it has been twice at 
the Bank, the second lime on the 28tli of April 1829. It was on both occasions sent 
to Mr. Oxborough for exumiautiou. I know it, from having a memorandum of 
the fact. 

I received the paper marked T) ; it was brought to the Bank on the 20th .Fanuary 
1829, and a second time the 23rd of April. It was on both those days taken to Mr. 
Oxborough for examination by Seeboo Podar, saw it aft^r it came from Mr. Oxbo- 
rough upon both occasions. {Here Mr. Smmilt produced several papers from ttie 
vjffiee of the clerk of the crown.) I received the paper marked T on the 24th April 1839, 
-ii was sent to Mr. Oxborough by Mocormobun Ool, for examination and was brought 
.llAck to me the same day. When the paper went from it had not tbe letters W. 
0, upon it, but when 1 yuQeired it fcftisk it bnd } tkefld we tbe initials of Mr, 

O^iforougU, - 
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On tho 28th April, I received eijjht papers amounting in all to^eighty-eigQst' thou- 
sand eight hundred rupees* Twelve papers on the 12tli of tlie same moiirb, amount- 
ing to one hundred and seven thousand, two hundred rupees* On the 28lb Mlarch„ 
nine papers, amounting to seventy eight tjiousand nine hundred rupees. On tho 
23d Januarv. 18 'J9, four papers, amounting to tii'ty thousand four hundred rupees,^ 
and on the 29th JanueA-y five papers, amounting to fifty-two thousaud eight hundred 
rupees* 

Seehoo Diitt eramiu ‘d by Mr. Clrtand. — T am Podarof the Bon gal Bunk, and on recoiv-* 
irig directions from tlio cashier. I used to carry Coiiipuny’s paper to Mr. Oxborough 
for inspection. The person who gave me the papers, used to make memorandums 
of them in a book. Wlien I took away papers^ 1 signed the book which was ke}>t by 
Met*rchu7tder J/Zy, (memorandum hook handed to the witnens) this is the book whicli I 
signed, I see the 28tli March inserted in it. I took on tlmt duv to Mr. Oxhorougli. 
several papers, but T do not recollect the number. L delivered them to Mr. Oxho- 
rough. On some occasions 1 handed the papers person all v to bun, and requested 
liim to examine them, at other times I gave them to a Peon who delivered them to 
him. On receiving them back from Mr. (Aborough they were considered taiifa- 
mount -to- good paper. On the 28th of Ape’ll I took papers also to Mr. Oxhoiougli^ 
I gave them to him at the Treasury. After I brouglit the papers back I soinctimos 
gave them to the Treasurer, and at other times to Muddenmohun Dut^ or Tnrrachurn^ 

Mnddenmohun Dur examined hy Mr, Dickens. — 1 am a Sircnr of the Bengal P>unk^ 
and have carried Company’s Paper to the Treasury. Ou the 2dth of Ajiril 1829, I 
took twenty-one papers, and three papers, and one paper to th€< I'loasury to Mr. 
Oxborough for examination. When 1 received them at the Bank, I signed a memo« 
raiidum book. On my going to the Treasury I gave them to Mi. Oxborough who 
examined them in my presence and returned them to me. He was at the time la 
the Treasury and he compared the papers with a book. 

•Mr. Dorin examined hif Mr. Primep . — 1 am Secretary and Treasurer of the Bank 
of Bengal, I have been in the situation for the last year, and acting for u v-mc and 
half prior. Tn the beginning, of 1829, when Company’s Paper was brought to the, 
Bank, it was taken to the Native Treasurer in the first instance, and the indorse- 
ments examined; if correct he put his initials. He then entered the number of, 
pieces, the amount and the name of the paity applying ; he aftenrarda delivered 
them to the Podar for the purpose ^f being taken to Mr. Ozborough for examination, 
the podar signing a memorandum of the number of pI^‘ces>. The practice of sending 
them to Mr, Ozborough took place in October 3 828, in consequence of an ordei 
received from Mr. Wood the Accountant General ; this system continued until the 
end of September 1829. During that period it was the rule to have all paper of 
this description examined by Mr. Oxborough. From my own knowledge, I can only 
speak from March 1829. 1 was previous to that period Deputy Civil Auditor. 1 

was acquainted with Mr. Oxborough ; he is the Head Assistant in the Accountant 
Genornl’s Department. The person in the Treasurv to whom reference was m-ulo 
relative to the correctness of ('ompany’s paper by older of the Accountant General 
was Mr. Oxborough. P'rom the time I came to the Bank, Mr. Oxborough, was iho 
examiner. His brother is an assistant in the same Department, I recollect tho 
circumstance of doubting some of tlie papers, and requesting Mr. Oxborough to 
examine them a second time, (seneri papers were handed to the witness.} There is somo 
of ray writing upon each of these ; my signature is upon the paper marked B. £ 
applied personally for a new note in hea of it but was refused, 1 made this appli* 
cation about the 13th or 14th of .luly. I now examine the pa])ers C and D tiro’ 
same indorsements appear on each ; they were sent about the l4tb duly, I never 
received new notes for them. , When I look them to the I'reasury they were pre- 
cisely in the same state thev are in at present. 1 am sure T shevved them all to Mr. 
Prinsep, and I am nearly sure that I shewed them all to Mr. Holt McKenzie tbm 
was about the end of July? IVjir. Mackenzie is Secretary in the Territorial Depart- 
ment. I went to him to asce^i^ain whether his signature was genuine. I took them 
to him because I suspected they were not precisely what they should be. I also 
called on IMr. Prinsep to ascertain whether Uio notes were geattino, and I think I- 
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«lipwed them to him. The papers I allude to are these marked F and B they* 
’t\'ere iu the Bank. 1 think I showed them to ISlr. Prinsep, who did not give anjr 
opinion about them. Tins papei with hlr. hlolony’s name on it. J showed to Mr. 
McKenzie and Mr. Prinsop. Helatire tq the ])aper marked C) indorsed in tlie name 
id’ Messrs. Bovd, P-eeby and Co. I called upon one of the firm. I think it w’ag 
after 1 w^as refused new paper that 1 saw Mr. lleeby. The Signature on the back 
fifthe paper seems very hke the handwriting’ of Air. lieoby. I asked bun whether 
it was his sififnature and ho replied, asfarjiti 1 rocollect tJiat it was his. T examined 
au indor.semeut on the paper marked II. the sijrnutnre of Air. Glass is on it; lie 
vms formerly Treasurer of the Bank. On the 11th of .July T took the papers to the 
Treasury for new^ notes, and eave them to Mr. Morley, Tlie whole of tlio papers 
were returned to me, but I could not o\>taiii new’ notes. I pointed out myself some 
ohjodjons to the paper, I think upon tho 9th of July, which raised suspicions, and 
<)je new' notes were refu.sed, 1 took one of the notes to the Accountant Generars 
Oftice and shewed it to Mr. Morley, to ascertain whetlier it was genuine or not. 
Air. Morley said he thoin»ht it genuine. The doubts of their being genuine oiigi- 
Hated with myself, 1 see my indorsem(>nt also on the papei marked B. 

CrosH-eiamined by the Advocate Geriend * — 1 speak of the custom of the Bank from 
having inspected the hooks. Mr. Wood was President of the Bank from the time 
Air. Mackenzie went up with Lord Amherst until iy!^9. The president of the Bank 
ia elected from the directors. The Bank had previously taken these papers, which I 
shewed to Messrs, Prinsep and Alackeuzie, some of them a considerable timebe- 
fore 1 look at these five papers, they are Jac similes the same number and amount. 
They all appear alike and from my knowledge of the Accountant General’s Office, I 
do not believe all those to be genuine. 1 think it not possible, that they all can 
1)0 genuine, l.ookiiig at the signatures, J would not take them to be forgeries 
Imt the number o( juc si makes them suspicious. 1 was for many years in 
the Accountant General’s Office, (Looks at tw’o other papers C and N 1, of the 
frame amount and number and says,) in the course of business they could not re- 
gularly pass through the Treasury, hut 1 think it is possible the signature of the Se- 
cretary might be obtained in as much as they wrere sent m an open box. 

The forms adopted in procuring paper, is to receive a ceitificate from the Sub- 
T'leasurer for money , paid in, w* hi ch certificate is taken to Air. Oxborough where it 
is entered, and a blank form of (’ompany's Paper# filled up. The certificate must be 
g:i\ cn before the paper is drawn out. The Register, cancelled certificate and new' 
promissory nolo are then examined to find it they correspond, they are afterwaids 
taken to the Deputy Accountant General, w’ho signs the certificate as cancelled 
and also signs th»' new promissory note. The cancelled certificate is then handed 
ot Air. Oxboi:;ough,and the register and new promissory note are taken to the 
covenanted assistant or in his absence to another covenanted officer. The note must 
lie examined by a covenanted assi-stant whe signs the Register and the note and tli© 
paper afterw’ards goes to the Secretary. 1 think it impossible considering all these 
cliecks that four notes fuc similes could find their way to the Secretary. The paper 
No. 7, 1 pronounce genuine the others aie false (d*(> and letter D.) 'J he papers 
marked wdth the letter B and No. 8 and 9, are Jtu’ smules aho. No. 9 is genuine, 
the other two are not. The papeis marked No. 10 and letter E. are fac semiles, 
they are not genuine. The papei marked No. 11 is genuine but the other marked 
F is false. ^ 

Air. IVtOiani Oxhorough. T am head Uncovenanted Assistant in the Accountant 
Geiierurs Office. Air, AJoiley Accountant General, is head of that Office. Ho has 
been so for about twelve months ; he succeeded Air. Wood, w’ho had been Ac- 
countant General for about A years. There are employed in that office, Deputy and 
t’lub- Accountant Generals wdio are Assistants all covenanted officers. At the com- 
mencouieut of 18‘19, Air. Alorley was appointed Accountant General, he liud been, 
■ before that Deputy and Air. Oakes was Sub and Air. U^ny, and Mr. Fitzgerald 
I, Mere at diflVrent time.s Assistant. On Mr. AVood’^ retiring, Mr. Oakes became 
Deputy Olid Air. Glass Sub-Accountauf General, ana Air. Udnoy was appointed 
Lead Assistaut. Ah. Dvum W tlio AcQVUuUut CuneraTg Office* 1 receive 
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iceven Lundred rupees per month as head Uncovenanted Assistant. 1 register all 
certiticatea issued for promissorv notes ; all promissory notes that come in hx* 
division or consolidation ; all Bills <lrawn on the Court of Directors and I super* 
intend the General Books, accounts required for the home authorities and super- 
intend all finance accounts and the answeiiiig of all letters relating to all account® 
that come for adjustment before our otiice. 'J'bose accounts relate to the Public 
Debt. I'he Bengal debt amounts now to about i30 crore of rupees. There is 
no five per cent, remitabl^ loan. ThAe was a five percent, loan opened the other 
day, which will be called the loan of ldt29‘«10. That opened in 1823, is calloA 
the loan of 1825-2b. That amounts to about 10 crore of rupees, 1 registered 
nearly the whole of that loan. The first yart of that loan was received, halt in cmh 
and half by transfers of a former four per cent, loan , the rest was received by snh- 
scriptions all throughout India and Princes ot WuleT Island, and also at the Trea- 
ury here. When money was received, the party receiving grunted a certificate 
in the terms of the loan which entitled die holder to receive a note on presentiin^ 
it at the office of the Accountant General. 

The Collectors, Kesidents, Paymasters ’and all officers in charge of Public Trea- 
SurtesTvere authorized to grant cenificates as well as the 'Treasury at Madras and 
Bombay. I mean ail those who had accounts w ith the Company'; these Officers wero 
all Seivants of the Company. 'The certificates were received in the t)ffico of the Ac- 
countant General and have been registt*r('d, hut some aie still out, for which m> 
notes have been granted. When tlie certificate comes from the Sub- Treasuri'r'sj Office 
to the Accouutani GeneraTs Oilice, it is registered b}' me and marked off in the 
Sub' Iheasuier’s Book which accompanies it, by affixing the niirnbor of the note a|: 
registered in our registry against entiy in that Book. 1 receive it through the head 
ot the natives who make out the Ihomissoiy notes, I then register it m the Ge- 
neial Kegifetry. U then goes back to the same person who has a promissory noto 
made out, agreeable to the r<*gistry and the certificate. I make the maik in the Book 
of the Sub-Accountant betoie the note has been examined by the second Assistant, 
my brother. VV hen the ceitificate fir&t arrives it is taken into the inner room to 
llamchuiider Roy who signs a receipt lor it which goes back to the Sub- 
I’roa&iueCs Office. 'The ceitihcate is brought to me with the (ieneral Registry of 
our Office, kept in my liaud w’riting. i enter the certificate in that Book. U tboa 
returns into the same room and IS then handed to Kamchunder Boy to prepare a 
note, who has a note piepared according to the Registry. The Sub-'Treaurer's Re- 
gistry , the ceitificate with the General Registry and the note, then come to mo 
again and 1 mark the number of our Registry m icd ink, in the Sub-'Tieasuijr’a 
Hegislry, The whole then goes back to the same room and up to this stage of tho 
proceeding tho*'e is no signature of any officer of Government on the note. The cer- 
tificate IS then cancelled by the word “ cancelleiT’ being written on the certificate by 
Kamchunder or one of his esiahhshmenr, with the number of the note granted'. 'Tha 
certificate, with the note and General flegistry then goes to be examined by the se- 
cond assistant, my brother, to see that they all agree. After his examination he puts 
h/s initials to the cancelled certificate, and all are returned to the same loom ; ho 
does not put any mark upon the note. When a certain number of notes are ready 
for signature, they are sent up with the Sub-'Treasurer’s register, and the certificatea 
to the Deputy or Sub-Accountant General* His duty is to examine and see that 
they all agree, and then to sign the piomissory note as having examined it, and 
affix his name to the cancelled certificate. All are then returned down again by Nun- 
dooloU into the same room ; he has been m the habit of currying them for these !.'> 
or 1(3 years to ray knowledge. The General Registry and the notes are sent up to 
the Head Covenanted Assistant, who sees that they agree, and if so, puts hijf 
initials on the Registry, and^then signs ibo promissory notes. 'They then come tlowix 
to the same office ; then the notes are put into a box, and sent for signature to the SeJ 
cretary ; the Registry does not accompany tliem. It is the duty of the native assistant 
to take the notes out of fhe Jiooks, put them in the box and let me know when they* 
are going to the Secretary 1 generally desire the Dufterry to call a peon, whe* 
takes them to the Secretary to Goveriiraent in the Territorial Department, It has- 
been usual for the Societary to sign securities of this kiud siuce about 1793« 1 send 
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for sifU'aaiure to that f^entJewan as sacb is the custom of the oSic0, Mr* JVfo- 
lonv vas Ooptitv Secretary, and wdien acting* for Mr* Macjieuzio sig'iied notes, as 
did Mr. H. T Prinsep. Thereg-uhir Secretarr now* is Mr. H. Mackenzie. The box: 
with the papers was sent to the Office of 0e I’erntorial Secretary j either Nundoolol 
or llamchunder i{ov])Iaced thepa]»ers in the box. I did not examine the notes when 
sent j they were sent in (Quantities, seldom siiifrlv^ ; jnerhapsone 6Y two liuudred were 
sent at a time, sonieiunes even as iew as six papers. There was no precaution 
taken as to the conteiir^. of these boxes ; th^y were not secured in any way. No 
communication was made to the Secretary as to the number of papers sent for signa- 
ture. 'Die Secretaries had no way of ascertaining the gerimiieness of the paper 
■except from the signatures of tlie oflicers at the Accountant Generara Office nor did 
^ny nieiuoranduin accompany the papers f^xcept when papers were ui gently required, 
when a note to that Gflect has accompanied them which did not specify the numbers 
.or the sum. I used generally to send a peon over to tlie Secretary’s Office, and if the 
papers w ere signed he brought them back either to me or my brother. They were 
^p'neTAlly taken out before me and )daced upon my table where the}!* were kept, or 
in a chest, till the perstuis who claimed «them call, when my brotlier generally deli- 
vered them 10 the different individuals. A component Note is a subdivision of aq- 
other note, our Registry is called a component Registry though in truth it is a con- 
solidation. When a note comes in for subdivision it comes to me and goes through 
the same proce<is as a new note, except that the promissory note is cancelled instead 
of the certificate and our registry used instead of the Sub-Accountant’s. When 
notes are to be consolidated, they are brought to me, and entered in a component 
Hegistry and then go through the same process, except that more not. i than on© 
are cancelled. If a note is renewed, it does not come to me, but the Kegistiy is al- 
tered to the name of the person, in wdiose name it is renew'ed. The Dejiuty or 
Sub' Accountant General know that the alteration is made, and signs it. If a per- 
son wants interest by Rills oii the Court of Diiectors, the note is brought to me 
tlien handed to the person, Bhohen Mitter, wdio draws out the Bills, when the 
Bills are made out they are brought to me uud if 1 see the notes correct, 1 register 
the number and name of the person claiming, and the interest he is entitled to re- 
■ ceiVG. Previous to this they go to the check registry office, to see that the periods 
for which interest is due, are actually due. They are then marked oil m the checlt 
registiy againsl their respective number, and ihe period of which interest is due, 
'and they are then brought back. If the interest^has not been paid, the notes aro 
returned to Gobeon Mitter and the Bills having been made out in trijdicate, ui© 
examined by three examiners, Blechington, Galloway and Cdiristiuna, to see that 
'they agree with my registry wdien they are sent up to the Deputy Accountant Ge- 
neral with the registry of "Bills, and he signs as having examined them. He signs 
the Bills as having examined them and puts his initials under the receipt for inter- 
est on the baok of the paper. They aie then brought down und the Bills are sent to 
the Secretary. When a paper is first brought in for thi'^ purpose, no other examina- 
tion takes place other than what appears from the check registry, which only shows 
that interest is due upon that note. The native endorsements are examined by the 
native, Bobeen Mitter, the others by me, and 1 calculate the interest. Tt is the 
duty of the Deputy Accountant General to see, that the notes are genuine. 1 always 
satisfy myself of the genuineuess of a note befoie I calculate the interest. 

The Bills were sent to the office of the Secretary precisely in the same way as 
the notes were, I generally leceived the Bills when returned from the Secretary, 
They are generally sent in the same box as the new note. Looks at B C D 12 
and F. 1 have seen these papers before, when L certified these 1 believed them 
ermine, they bear my initials of examination. Looked at B. 1 examined this on the 
jidth March, and again on the i;i9th .luly 18ii!9. Looks at C this has been before me 

on the ii3d Jan. and again on the l28th of April 1829, D. This has been thrice 
examined by me on 4th November 1828, 20th Jan. and 28th April 1829.

sucb paper, 1 know there was an imrliority to Mr. Wood on the subject in writing 
under which I conceive the Accountant ^ieueral issued his orders to me, I’bere 
was a copy of a letter from Government to tlie Accountant General hung up in my 
office, i received Iny orders ifom the Accountant General long before that was 
affixed in my office, ^ 

To Mr. Compton.—l examined papers for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
they were genuine or not, under the verbal orders I received Ironi the .Accountiuit 
General Mr, Wood in 1 have received notes from him witli papers loi my 

examination. With tlie exception of ni\* brother 1 know' of no per.s.oii emjiloyed 
tocertifv jiapers. The heads of otiice have luviinahly sent jiajiers, w’heu forw'iirtied 
to them for exainmatioii to me. After 1 had received orders from iMr. Wood, 1 think 
in September t8i24, for the first 15 months, 1 examined 14 or 15 j/apers per month. 

1 received a fee of one ru]»ee for each paper examined, from the person who brought 
it for examination. Before 1 received the ^rder I speak of, 1 have examined paper 
Jbut never affixed my signature, I never ^ixamiued any unless w'hen sent to me with 
a direction to examine them from Mr. Wood ; those w ere papers sent in to him for 
examination. The fees subsequent to the 15 months and down to July last amount- 
ed to 4f> rupees a month, exclusive of what 1 received from the Bank. 1 received 
hundred a month from the Bank from Oct. 1828 to Sept. 1829. That ananpement 
was made with the Accountant General. Belore that 1 believe paper bad not been 
sent to me from the Jlank. 1 believe in Oct. 1828 there wms a forgery of paper dis- 
povered ; since when enquiries as to the validity of paper became more frequent. 
The ariangement as to the Baitk w'as first communiciitod to my brother ns 1 wassick 
at the time. 1 should suppose that arrangement was known to all my sujieriors 
in Office ; it was known to tbera that X received a fee of one rupee for examining 
notes. In jiursuance of the regulation I have spoken of, 1 received a fee of a hundred 
rupees a month Irom tlie Bank up to the 30ih of Sept. last. 1 have examined notes 
sent to me from tlie Bank frequently, Romotimes one, sometimes two, sometimes 
ten at a time, I'hey were iirouglit to mo by the Podars of the Bank. I kept no 
luemorandum of the numbers of the notes* 

On the 20th January 1B29, 1 examined 14 notes which were sent to me from thO 
Bank ■ on the 28d Jan. 29 notes ) on the 20tb March 17 ; on the 9th A}>ril 29 j on the 
24tli April 26 on the 28tb April 16 ; ou the 9lh July J8. 

Looks at B C I) E and P. These are some of the notes sent to me on those occa- 
sions from the Bank lor the jniqioso of examination, and when I fixed my signa- 
ture to them, 1 believed them to be genuine. 1 returned them to the Bank as good 
notes. I always looked more paiticularly as to signatures than tO any ibiiig else 
as 1 w'as perfectly acquainted with them. I had abundant experience in them. 
If I had seen those notes with the signatures of the officers of the Treasury only 
on them put in the box for the signature of the Secretary, 1 should have considered 
them good. I considered the signatures of the officers quite sufficient to have passed 
them. If it had been ray duty to affix my signature to them, I should have hod no 
hesitation to have done so, looking at the signatures of the officers. The Secretary 
to Government and the Accountant General jirepare tlie form of the notes w’hen Qi 
loan IS opened and the Accountant General directs me to have it printed off. The 
hotes are generally printed off 5oO at a time ; w’e sometimes send for a 1000, when 
the demand is heavy. It is the duty of the Deputy Accountant General to sign th» 
indent for the notes upon the superintendanl of the JVess, They are brought from 
the Press by a Peon and reckoned by a Duftoiy and Ramchunder Roy by whom 
tliey are kept. He keeps ipi account of the expenditure of them w’bich is checked 
by an account kept by one of my accountants, a native, 

CmsA-eromirtfid.'-I Inye the general superintendance of the Books and it is upon 
my balancing that they are ^signed by the Accountant General, X have the keeping 
of the Registry. When f examined a paper to see whether genuine, 1 examinea 
file Registry to see if the signatures there agreed with those on the note ; I also 
looked to tfee whether the eigiietures were correot* 1 aecertaiaed the aocureoy 
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of a sij^oafure from pfeneral appearance. This is the paper which was afiiTred in 
Jiiv office for some years in the room in which I sit inyaelf- Tt was affixed hi my 
office in the same way as other papers relating to loans; not in a very conspicuous 
situation. It nii^ht be seen bv anv' pers*on who come into my room. 1 have read 
it myself. I considered that when the notes were sent down from the Accountant 
General, as the word used were “ for examination,*' that it was for the purpose 
of asceitainiiis whether or not they vvere g^ood. I put that construction upon the 
word from communications. 1 had with Air. Wood and his frequentU'^ writiiipf to me 
“ have these pauers examined,*’ and his calling!; me ui» to do ^o. Since these forsje- 
ries have been discovered I have looked much to the prinfmij of these papers. I 
look at this 1' and with the knowledp;*^ I have of the matter. 1 should with the 
names of tlie officers of (jovernment attached to it, have ihoupfht it ht to be sent to 
the Secretary. 1 look at the word “ uutilV* that mighi have escaped me. If 1 saw 
it T should have compared it with other papers. From other circumstances t 
should now say it is not j^ood, but looking- at the signatures alone I should sayit 
Was genuine. 1 say the same a.s to E in every respect. I say the same of B C I). 

Mr. Pfinson was here proceeding to put into the hands of the witness genuine 
and forged papers in discriuiinutely to which Mr. ("oinptou objected. Objection 
overiuled. 

Mr. Compton wished the Clerk of the papers to take down his objection in case of 
an appeal. 

Sir E. liyan said that it would appear from the notes of the Judges, 

Mr. Cleland said it had been the practice of the Court for the Clerk to take down 
the objection. 

Sir F. Pi^an said he knew it had but it was irregular and as long as he sat in 
Court he would not permit it. 

Mr. Oihoroi/^^h looked a number of papers and distinguished those that were 
genuine from tliose not genuine. I never knew a note delivered without the money 
Laving been paid for it. I never knew of Duphcates or rriplicates of for^eiies in 
the box ; if such had been there I should have discovered thorn. The signatures 
are in the usual style of the writers j that of the Secretary is as likely to be a 
forgery as any of the rest. s 

Coor-'opeTsaud dose era mined hy Mr, Priw.vp.---T am liead native accountant in tho 
Bank, 1 have been so since 1814. I know Kajkissore Dutt and liis handwriting. 
The note wliu li h.is now been banded to me m-arked with the letter B is indorsed 
by him. I have no doubt it is his liandwrituig. 'I'ins second paper marked D is 
also indorsed by him. The paiiei F is indorsc^l in the hariclu ritiiig of [{ajah 
Biiddtnaulh Hoy, 1 believe it is hi!> liaudwnting , the sik-oiuI indor-etuent is that 
of Hajkissore Dutt. This note is for ‘2B,0(){)*rupecs. 'i’he paper mmked H bus also 
three indorsements m the handwriting of Hajkissore Dutt Ko. 1 l‘J8, 23 and 
nine thousand and four hundred rupees, 

Mr. Compton here applied to the Bench for leave to strike out all the indorements, 
except the Lr.st upon one particular note us he was unable to i»rove some of the sig- 
natures. 

The Advocate General opposed this, and in support of his argument quoted from a 
leceut publication pubUshed by Danson and Idoyd, page i:T2, iieadcd “ Bill of Ex- 
change 1 udorsement/' by which it appeared that if the ftrst indm smnent was m blank, 
the subsequent indorsements were special and limited. The learned Advocate cpioted 
many other cases to prove, that the plaintiff must prove a title before ilie ludorse- 
ments could be struck out. 

Sir E. /ti/ffn observed that there could he no doubt upon the subject, and indorse- 
Hsaent in blank entitled the beaver to payment. His Lordship*'quoted several cases m

Case for iiik Ditencf. 

The Advoraie Generalin commencing his address said, that the case had been open* 
ed by his learned fiiond in a manner which left his clients nothing to complain of, 
for assuredly, a speecli more clear in (he detail of facts, and more learned in all jioinia 
of law, It had nevei been Ins lot to Ir ar ; 4‘ut lie lioped he should he able to show 
tliat those points of law w’ere inapphcaWe to the present case, and the sinceutv of 
liis observations were not to he cpiestioned, because be thus dilh'red v^ith bis learn- 
ed friend, who had done all he could for his clients, but more than even he could do, 
was neceasarv to make out acaseforlhe Bengal fiank. Ihs learned Iriend hudfound 
fault with him for taking obj< ctions of a captious nature, but whether he ajjfteaied 
on behalf of the Cornpanv or ait)^ other client, he felt it was his duty to avail hiinaelf 
of every proper objection both in point of law, and us to merits ; tiiflino details of 
practice in the present instance he should throw' aaide, if he met bat with eijua! can- 
dor, and to convince his friend or the truth of this, ho would at once tell linn thatha 
held 111 his hand a non-suit. W hen his Lordship saw no less an array than four 
learned gentlemen on the opposite side, he w'as sure lie would not now fiermit them, 
to call fre^b witnesses iii support ot a tottering cause. Jlis learned friend hud said 
that It was an action oi assumpsit for interest due on promissory notes, which in- 
terest the defoiulauts promised to pav to certain persons or their order at the Ge- 
neral Treasury in Fori William. Hud such a demand, he asked, been made ] bad 
it been proved? no. Then it be were the advocate of a firivate individual he would 
at once claim a Non-suit at his Lordship’s hands j but he >vould be willing to act 
for the Government in u manner lliat be* would notact for an individual , bo would 
willingly wave (he Non-suit, it his friend would undertake to wave any objection 
he bad to the evidence he intended to call and thus give the case a full and clear in- 
vestigatiou. He wnmld wait Ins friend's reply. 

Ml, Pearson here .sat dowm for a few moments and then rose and said, iny Lord, 
my friend does not leply, 1 can therefore proceed no further. 

Sir E. Rtjan said, there certainly was no proof of demand, he was inclined to 
think it necessaiy and ho felt surprised the case should have closed without any. 

His 1-ordship here suggested the propriety of Mr. Pearson’s proceeding in his 
case reserving the fioint ot law. 

Mr. Pearson, said he did not complain of his friend’s mating use of what he had 
said relatn e to the oljectious lie, J\jr. IVurson, had.-iatt'd it was his intention to 
take, but he thought he had some Tight to comjdajn, tlial Ins triend had not stated 
fully wdmt accompanied it— his willingness to w av4’ al! ttobuical objection, if his 
tnend ahandoned his objections to tin* €»\idonce he might call to prove these papersi 
forgeries. He was suipiisod bis Inciul, who appealed for a public body, should 
find fault Mth anv evidence he should wish lo call, and yet he objected to the fullent 
iuvestigntioii. He bad said much ol public taith ; that the character of Governmeut 
was inipIuuLed and (hat a^es^ch ot tunh on Us part, struck at Us stability. Now 
he, Mr. l^earson, did not agree that it was so materially involved in the present 
question, but sure he tfas that the Government w'oiild be obliged to his learned 
fneiid lor lii.f> care and soi^?itude lor their w'elfare. 'J’hey had used him well, anffc 
he assuredly had deser\eu it, and he, Mr. Pearson, was conhdent, the head of that 
6overiimt»ut w'Quld imd >vould mt. fiul lu chunk huu in u muuuer vvhicU 
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Mr. pearsOil, would not undervalue by anticipating if. He would however tSell 
liis learned friend, tlfat in his opinion there was no daager. The British power 
Tndia bad been frequently assailed both from without and Vithin but it had wjth-^ 
stood every attack, and frustrated every attempt, by arms without, by wisdom with- 
in, and he believed it would not be now^fuined nor swept out of India, though sa 
heavy a calamity should hajjpen as a nonstnt. But what did bis learned friend 
mean when he talked about tlie public being satisfied 1 yet such was the language 
he used iu a public Court. Was he afraid iLat his speech would not be sufficiently 
long, or was he seeking popularity or anxious to excite 1 why did be introduce 
extraneous inatrer '} A jury which could be prejudiced for the sake of popularity 
was, thank (Jod, now a days seldom heard of, and a judge of the kind, was au 
anomiilv for which there was no name. <lle would not follow bis learned friend ^in 
(Such a strain for when he entered the Court, be felt it was his duty to speak for 
lii^ clients alone, and only to the Court and be was tiusted the public would be fully 
aatislied, as they always should be, with the verdict of the Court or of an honesty 
jury whatsoever it might be. 

His friend had divided his arguments into fact and law and the facts into two 
points, first, coniending on the one hand that the papers wore genuine ; secondly, 
if not, on the other baud that the East India Company were bound to pay them m 
consequence of Mr. Oxborougb’s acknowledgment, if his signatures were valid. 
In order to show that the signatures on the papers were genuine, his learned fiiend 
had called two or three witnesses. First Seboodut who said he had taken the pa- 
pers from the native treasurer to Mr. Oxborough, who examined them in his pre- 
sence, and also Mr. Dorm who bad given very clear testimony. From the evidence^ 
of that gentleman it appeared that there were various checks in the several depart- 
ments of the I'reasury through which paper passed ; thOvse checks were on his lord- 
fihip’s notes and he would not trouble him with a repetition, but the result of hi» 
evidence was, that more than one of these papers could not have regularly passed 
through that office and if that gentleman were not present, he Mr. Pearson, should 
express himself warmly as to the truth of his statements and the judgment he had 
exhibited in coming to that conclusion, 

5ir E. Ryan here remarked, that he considered the subject of forgery of little 
consequence ; what the Advocate General had to get rid of was, the question of 
agency, for if the plaintiffs took the papers upon the acknowdedgment of the defen- 
dant's agent that they were good, the defendants were bound, and in common sense,' 
in common honesty and in common law the plaintiffs weie entitled to recover; but 
if Mr. Oxborough was not an autliorised agent, then there was at once an end of the 
case. 

JIfr, Pearson said that before he sat down, he thought ho should be able to show, 
his Lordship the importance, and even th(tugh he knew the power of his learned 
iViend in reply and should give him that advE^intage, he felt he should be deviating 
from the proper course, and not doing his duty to his clients, if he did not produce 
evidtenoe tosUow that the papers were forgeries ; his learned friend wishing to show 
them to bo genuine had called no witnesses as to hand writing. From the evidence) 
of Mr. Dorin it appeared, that these papers ivere not genuine and though Mr. Ox- 
borough had admitted liis signature to them, he did not hesitate to say that they 
were forgeries. He, Mr. Pearson, meant to insist upon his right to have these 
documents read and put upon record, if only in case of an appeal, that they might 
be laid before the Lords of the Council, and he trusted he would hear of no further 
objections from liis learned friend, for to prevent his putting them in, came with 
very bad grace from one who had taunted him with unwillingness. 

h'ir E. Hpau here suggested, that the only question was the fact of agency. If 
Mr. Pearson got rid of that, there was no case as the Pfaintiffs had not proved tlio 
validity of the paper or the band writing of the framer. ^ 

< • Mr. Pearson said if such was his Lordship's opinion^ itVould in some degree 
j^orten the case and he should not trouble the Court by^^alling all the evidence he 
*Md interided and this would enable his Lordship to dispose of it sooner than he ex* 
Jested* howevep* otlmwifte it would Lave heea l»a duty 4o uroduce^ that ijsdividuay 
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Mittre who would acknowledge haying hi!n3elf forged the|>|ipfs. 
With reference to that person, his friend had obserred upon fhe extraordihal^ 
hibition such an individual would make and said.it was the first, and he hoped 
would be the last time, he should hear of such an odious character being put into, tho 
witness box and he absolutely threatened, \hat if such a step wore taken, he should 
be prosecuted* Bn^it was noj the first time he, Mr. Pearaon> had seen a foloa 
brought up as a witness in a civil case in a Court of Justice, but it was tlie very 
first time that he had heard a hint thrdWn out by counsel, that if evidence waO 
given, prosecution would follow; it was reserved for the Bank of Bengal and bin 
learned friend to hold out such threats. 

His learned friend had used harsh words-when speaking of Dwarkonatb Hittro, 
for whose character he, Mr. Pearson, had no great estimation, but notwithstanding 
aurh language he should have called him. Mr. Compton had branded him a villain* 
U wretch, a miscreant and he would not quarrel with him for those expressions, but 
he should remember the old adage, “ hard words produce no injury or in homliec 
terms break no boues” ; he was welcome to use such language, but notwithstand- 
ing he Mr, Pearson would sit down in thp most imperturbable composure. But ha 
coulii not help remarking upon observations of his friend, when he said, thera 
could be no doubt the endorsments w^ere in the hand>writing of Raja BuddenautU 
Roy; that he, Mr, Pearson, admitted, but he could not help recollecting the argu- 
ment of his friend on a former trial when he took such pains and laboured for hour* 
to prove that they were not genuine. Did be forged, that he the said they were for- 
ged by this same Dwnrkenath Mittre ? He Mr, Pearson ought not perhaps fof 
^quarrel with his friend about inconsistency in an advocate, he was aware that they 
bad always to make the best of a cause and perhaps those who dwell in glass house* 
should not throw stones. He did not forget the remark of as ingenious a counsel 
ns it had ever been bis lot to hear about the harlotry of bis profession, but be could 
not forget the want of modesty in his friend ; had he no regard for the jury h* 
lectured for hours'! 

Mr. Pearson said, as to the matter now in question, the agency of Mr. Oxbo- 
rough, it rested upon extraordinary evidence. That gentleman had said, that he bad 
no authority in writing for the examination of the paper and all rested upon that ex- 
pression. There was an authority hung up in his office, authorising a search of tho 
Registry, but lie said Mr. Wooddiad given him authority verbally and by noteSi but 
no Butburity in writing specifically addressed to himself. He Mr. Pearson did not 
stand in court to repudiate that testimony but it was his duty to comment upon th« 
evidence and did not that answer he would ask*^ preclude the possibility of his show- 
ing the reverse '! did it not show the unwillingness of Mr. Oxborough to give a plain 
answer. He, Mr- Pearson, imputed nothing; his words bore a plain meaning. It 
was the object of Mr. Oxborough to bear himselt clear from blame ; to show that h« 
did not take upon himself more autboriVy than he was authorised to take ; such wa» 
no doubt the nature of man. But from whom did he receive the authority ? From Mr* 
Morley ? No, no, but from Mr, Wood ; he charged a man who was absent in England 
and could not defend himself ; he charged Mr. Wood who was 16,000 miles front 
Calcutta, and who would not hear of the present proceedings till they were forgotten 
in India. 

Mr. Oxborough said he kept the Registers and examined papers previous to th* 
authority being hung up in his office, so it was clear that such authority waa only *- 
modification of a pre-existing usage ; but Mr. Oxborough understood, that the 
structions of Mr. Wood authorised him to examine papers and certify their authen- 
ticity. That person had never said the words used by Mr. Wood went further ihati 
** for examination'* and then for the sake of vindication, he had put upon those word* 
an interpretation which they'*did not bear. Construction his learned friend well Imw 
was not evidence ; the woids used were for the Court and the jury to decide 
for if otherwise the witness would be patting himself in the situation of both. Why 
he would ask were not the/otes which accompanied. the papers from Mr. Wood proj 
daced? Who commnuioated those messeugers 1 why were they not produced f 
They might have givo* evidaooe quite diifojtftAt to that of Mr* Oxboraogn* Coul4

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Ilia LordaKipiho iwked, beliere 'I that it was the intention of the Gorernment to au« 
tborize Mr. Oxborou^h to g:iTe an opinion as to the truth or not of thoir papers ; that 
thef intended he should declare upon tbeir responsibility ; ns to looking at bta 
former evidenoe the innumcruble checks of ofhce and the signatures of the geiule* 
men at the Treasury and afterwards the luguature of the Secretary were they to be 
considered as useless. Could it be supposed, that tj^ey would i?llow all their papers 
to lay at his mercy ? that all the machinery connected with this system should be 
overset at once by an uncovenanted servaii^ 1 That the Government would invest 
forsooth in an individual like Mr. Oxborough, who his Lordship had seen in tlio 
witness box, not remarkable for acuteness, all the respoiisihiUty of the Treasury 
department? Could such an absurdity be for a momt^nt credited? 

Mr* Veanon said that a fee of one ruple was paid indiscriminately for all papers 
and ho would here state that be was not going into the law of insurance but endea* 
Touring to ascertain the intention of the parties, and could any one he asked, 
believe ? that for one rupee the defendants would undertake to certify paper of one 
hundred or one thousand ; from a hundred to a hundred thousand rupees, indis« 
crimiuately. g 

His learned friend was shortly to return to England where he wished to God it 
was in his power lo go and when be deposited bis well earned hoards with hi« 
Banker, let him said Mr. Pearson tell him of the existence of a company, who for 
two shillings undertake indiscriminate to certify the validity of a paper of one hun- 
dred or one hundred thousand pounds and he will not be credited, if such a com- 
pany did exist they would be htter for another place. 

Your Lordship, said Mr. Pearson, has said, that these papers are not proved to ba 
genuine, so they must be considered as false. What then, he asked, was the form of 
action brought? for though he w'ould refrain in a case like the present from taking 
advantage of technical objections, yet ho fell he would be betraying the interests of 
his clients, if he did not avail himseif of that which arose out of a fair construction 
of law. It was he said an action of Assumpsit, and Assumpsit required consideia^ 
fion to be shown, ao taking it for granted that the notes were forgeries, that the 
aignatures of the Secretary were forged by some person not connected with the Com- 
pany, there was a variance in each count which became fatal, for the plaintiffs under-v 
look to show, that they were genuine but if false no consideration could have been 
given for them end his Lordship, he said, would sge the bearing of this remark, for 
he, Mr. Pearson, would contend that these papers were diifereut from Bills of Ex- 
change. 

^fr. Pearson said that he would prove, that it was the custom of persons to send 
in their papers to the Treasury for examination. Mr. Oxborough had said, to ascer- 
tain their vadity but he, Mr. Pearson, said, to see whether or not they were cor- 
srectly registered. Huch examination gave the holder the advantage of seeing, that 
the notes he held had been correctly issued ; that there were papers of the same num- 
bers, and amounts in exi:?tenue, and was not that he would ask, security worth one 
rupee t But it did not pledge the Government to more than that such papers bad 
been issued from the Accountant General’s Oltice. Mr. Oxborough had aaid, that 
previous to this order for examination, applications to him were not so numerous, 
but he, Mr. Psarson, had evidence to show, that they were found too numerous and 
the fee of a rupOO> which was not paid to the defendants, but to Mr. Oborough, was 
only hxed, that the time of the latter should not be engaged when he could be other-i 
wise emploTed* In consequence of that fee his wages were not reduced, and wa# 
it, he would ask, likely ? the Goverument would take upon themselves such a res- 
ponsibility without any consideration and they could not have taken such a step a« 
to entrust ono of their inferior oiiicers and such an officer* with the charge of all the 
papers in the Treasury. • 

Mr* Pearson said, he now came to the authority given to Mr. Oxborough, 

^ Mr. Wood's letter to the Governor General in CouncilWvas here read, advising the 
publishment of a fee ot one rupee for comparing each^aper with the Registry at 
^ equivalent for Mr. Oxborough's trouble. The answer of the GoYtmor General 
in Counoil was also read complying with Mr, WoodV r^uest* 
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•' SacU Mr. Pearson said was the authority given and no more, and Mr, Oxborongh, 
knew of its existence when be undertook to say, he acted under do written «utboxity» 
and he found on the back of it another letter composed by Mr. Oxborougb and 
declining to search the register because the fee ^f one rupee h|td been annulled; 
but it was immaterial, for he contended r)iat even the Acconntaiit General had no 
right to verify papy in such a way. He would show that no change waamade m 
the wages of Mr. Oxoorough ; tli^t no part of that fee went into the public Treasury ; 
that Government paper was invariablv signed by the Secretaries to Government^ 
whether Bills of r>xchange gr Promissory Notes, 

Afr. Pearson said, he now came to the law as cited by his friend and the cases ho 
had c]uoted, but they all referred to Bills of Exchaoue, and the acknowiadgment sf 
the acceptance by a person or one authorized as agent. 

Sir E, Ryan, The principle is the same. 

Mr. Pearson did not think that in all cases it was the same, for a Bill of Exchange 
could be accepted by parole but a note could not be so made. So the writing oa 
a note could not be considered in the same light as a new indorsement on u Bill of 
Exchange. b 

Mr, Pearson her© cited authorities in support of his view of the law and concluded 
by observing that no act which Mr. Oxborough could do would go to the extent of 
making a fresh acceptence. 

He next came to tlie part of his learned friend’s argument as to general and spe- 
cial agency which he had gone in to very minutely, lie must say a great part of it 
Was gratuitous. If, said Mr. Compton, “ my servant takes my horse to the fair or my 
iccok goes into the maiket to purchase provisiod, f am bound by their acts.'’ This 
he said might be the case if they acted in their proper capacities, but he, Mr. Pear# 
eon, would put a case more analogous. If his cook took his horse to the fair or hi» 
groom went into the market, or the sweeper of his banking house should presume to 
accept Bills, would he, Mr. Pearson, be held responsible 1 The order to examino 
the Registry was in English and the partijes had nothing to do but open their eye* 
and see the authority of this person. The Bank of Bengal be presumed could read 
English, be meant the individuals who composed it, not the corporation, for in law 
it bad neither eyes nor conscience and it would seem so from the measures adopted 
by bis learned friend. Mr. Mackenzie and Mr. Wood had been Presidents of the 
Directors and if they could haae read their own charter they could also have read 
the direction of the Governor General in Council, and then they would at once 
have seen the authority under which Mr, Oxborough acted. What then he Asked 
became of all the hardships of which his learned irieiid had complained of? Let 
him not, said he, speak of the hardships that may accrue to natives, for there are 
no natives in the present case and sufiicieiit for the day is the evil. His friend had 
cited Mr. Pailie but he Mr. PaiUe, said, they ought to have enquired, so said hOp 
Mr. Pearson, and so said the law. • 

. His friend he said had argued the present case as a question between two private 
Banks or individuals, but he thought there was a vast difference, for he forgot that 
the Company stands in two characters ; that by Parliament it has not only been 
invested with the character of a Trading Company but also of Sovereigns of a vast 
empire* If private stock companies, assembled by their own voluntary will, or n 
private establishment should come to ruin, it would be no very heavy loss in the 
ffceat mass of the public, but it was different writh the East India Company. The 
government it was true was delegated, but the sovereignty rested with the King,, 
pud the Parliament of England occasionally interfered to regulate their proceedings. 

The learned Advocate here cited passages from the Company’s charter relatiti'g 
to the debt of the East Jndha Company ; the appropriation of the Revenue end thp 
pianaer in which Company’s paper was to bo issued and executed, 

Mr* Pearson said t?iat in conformity with these regulations the papers under 
consideration, which did^*uot relate to any private company or commercial specu- 
iation, but to the debt of the East India Company, were signed bjr the SecretariJa 
end by order of the Gorenmr General in Council, in conformity wRh the kw as h» 
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4<id just now statod it. Whore he asked was the authority of the deputy of 
’^ncorenantod eerranti how be would ask could bis learned friend substitute Mr. 
**03tborough for one of the Secretaries 1 Would he not be eijually fustided in frivihg 
the authority to his groom or book as to suppose Mr. OxborougB could be substi- 
tuted for, one of the Secretaries of Government. Had Mr. Oxborougb the power to 
draw a note of this kind or issue any of the Company’s papyri be would contend 
be had not. If he could not draw a fresh paper, he could not recognize its 
ralidity ; hut if such an authority did e:fist, how could it be exercised to make a 
forgery a valid instrument. 

He asked his Lotiiship not to confound these papers with Bills of Exchange, and 
in the cases cited be would find, that the ground on which they were decided waa^> 
that where persona recoguized the validity of a paper, to decide in any other way 
would be to cripple the interests of commerce. Aiimitting what he, Mr. rearson, dis- 
puted, the whole extent of all his learned friend was ready to wish for, he asked bad 
the Government power to transfer its authority to Mr. Oxborough T The public reve- 
nue was appropriated to pay the public debt and Company’s paper could not be com- 
pared to any private transaction, for it was public security. He could not dispute 
that East India Company were a commercial body, but they had also another charac- 
ter ; they were the government of a great country, recognized by the King and Par- 
liament of Great Britain. They had been driven into extensive wars and could not 
support them without contracting a great debt. The revenue had been specifically 
apportioned to certain purposes, one of which was the liquidation of that debt from 
jwhence Mr. Oxbotough or Mr. Oxborough ’s superiors could not divert it, nor even 
could the Governor General in Council divert it from the channel to which it had 
been appropriated by the Statutes. If he did, be should say, he was exceeding his 
powers. 

- Mr, Pearson said he had now done, and hia Lordship would observe the grounds 
upon which he went. He did not go into any proof of the forgeries and as he had 
not troubled his learned friend with the evidence of the informer, Dwarkenath 
Mittre, the wretch, the villain of, whom he had spoken in not very measured lan- 

f uage, be hoped he would liowsj^re and not prosecute him. He had endeavour- 
d id urge a distinction between Bills of Exchange and these Notes but be feared 
^th no great effect and that no parule acknowledgment could make a person liable 
iqpOn a Note. He bad stated that the papers in question ^ere a part of the public 
deb^ and not any part of tbe Conpnorem transacticAm of the Company, and that they 
^puld not be made without an order from tbe Governor General in Council, and requi- 
fad the signature of the SecTctary, and that even the recognition of tbe Secretary 
would not be binding. But his friend bad said that the recognition of Mr. Oxborough 
iraa binding, that he was the representative of the East India Company. W’ hat 1 Mr. 
Oxborough ; the person his Lofdship had seen in the witnesses box, the representa- 
Government who swayed lo0,0000 of people ! ! ! Could any thing be 
redieulous. • 

wished to know whether the Advocate General meant to rely 
upon tbe b|>jetmn stated by Mr. Compton, that tbe Umted Company were sbare- 
bolders ibe and so could not be sued. 

Mr» that when he did not meet with equal candor on the opposite 

eide^ ba meant to rely upon every objecuon tbe law allowed him. He wondered 
Ilia learned fiieiad who bad said so much for the public, did not slate bow many 
widows, and orphans would suffer and appeal to tbe feelings of a sympathizing 
public on this occasion, but had tbe popular feeling been excited, had these persons 
suffered, be should have received instructions from tbe proper quarter and he would 
have acted as best suited his feelings. 

Mr. Pearstm here closed a very eloquent address by thanking his Lordship for tha 
patient hearing he bad given him and apologizing for the warmth of his feelings and 
Wianner of bis delivery bat hit early habits of addressing jitries, would he trusted 
fkad bis excuse. •

Cross Exa7nined by Mr, Cmnjttm, I am^not aware of buying a Promissory Note 
from Bajkissore Dutt, I never sent such note for examination to Mr. Oxborougli# 
I never purchased paper, I relied implicitly upon my sircar. I don*t recollect sexid» 
ing my sircar to Kajkiasore Dutt. 

* Examined by Sir Edivard l^yan. 1 have no knowledge of any authority being vested 
in Mr. Oxborough to examine Company’s Paper, except by inspecting the. Register. 
1 am not aware that Mr, Oxborough was in the habit of receiving a rupee for each 
paper he examined. I don’t know that any other of the Company's Servants oi 
Members of Council were aware of that practice. Previous to August last, and to 
the receipt of the letter produced, I had no knowledge that Mr. Oxborough had been 
in the habit of examining l^aper. 1 am not Ware whether the Governor General* or 
the Members of Council knew it, 1 canilbtcall to my recollection any conversatiott 
I had with Mr, Wood on the subject of the examtii^ation of Company’s paper. Mr** 
Oxborough was employed to examine the paper : that ia, that he was to see that the 
paper bad been issued to certain parties and that the interest had been paid or not 
paid and in cases of transferred loan to ascertain at the application of the parties front 
what loan and trom what parties it had been transferred. Mr. Oxborough was in the 
Accountant General’s Office. He received his directions from the Accountant Gene^ 
ral* No written orders were ever communicated to him from Government. 

Questioned by his Lordship ^ at the suggestion of Mr, Compton.— I was not acquainted 
with the fact of Mr, Oxborough ’s examining the Company’s Paper at the time of 
Prawnkissen Holdar’s trial. 1 had been President of the Bank of Bengal before Mr* 
Wood’s appointment. ,, 

By Mr, Compton. I'here ia a book kept at the Bank where the orders of the Prpsi* 
dent and Directors are inserted. I have looked into the Book and know what orders 
have been passed. ( Book handed to witness.) This ia the book* 1 see Mr. Wood^i 
writing, i read this resolution or order ; it bears Mr. Wood’s signature. I saw it 
after the discovery of Kajkissore’s Forgeries when it becaiue s question at the Bank 
what authority Mr. Oxborough had to examine papers. Mr. Wood was Accountant 
General at the time. I did not kifbw Mr. Oxborough received one hundred rupees n 
month for examining papers, before I saw that order. Has no doubt the order was 
submitted to the Directors, as he is one of them. The order might have been made 
out in witnesses’ absence, it merely required a sufficient number of directors. It is 
not customary to communicate those orders to absent directors. The book lies on 
the table. 

By the Court. — I was. not aware of the order previous to Rnjkissore Dutt’s fbrgeries^ 
(A paper here shewn to witness.) Thalsis signed by the Secretary to Government. 
1 know of an application made by the Bank to Government on the subject of being 
^refused renewal of their notes. Tliere was an answer returned (papet shewn witness) 
this is signed by the|| officiating Secretary to Government in reply to the application, 
of the Bank. 

j This being the ease for the defendants, Mr. Compton shortly replied when Sir 
Edward Ryan said, the facta were simple and he thought it better not then go into 
t^e ouestion of law, but he would direct a verdict to be entered for the plain tiffiy 
with liberty to the defendants to move for a Nonsuit. 



MEETING OF THE CREDITORS OF MESSRS. PALMER AND tOi

iR*CHABtEs Metcalfe, Bart, having ’takea the chair at the unanimous reques 
of the Meeting. 

Mr. Palmer stated the object of assembling the Creditdraof the firm, and drew 
attention to the proceedings at a former meeting of the priucipai native Creditors which 
took place on the Slst ult. at which ther had expressed their willingness to allow six 
years for the discharg-c of all claims in full, with 5 per cen.. per annum interest. 

U had however, on careful consideration and examination of the affairs ofthecon- 
<ferQ, been con^.idored impracticable to effect the liquidation of the debts of tlie firm 
under eight yeais, and the principal object of this meeting was to ascertain if tha 
Creditors were disposed to allow that term, if they were he would most cheefully de- 
vote himself to the accomplishment of th|jt arrangement and he hoped that, although ho 
was now upwards of <53 years of age ana cpuld not expect to live many years longer, 
he might be spared until he had discharged every claim against the firm. 

Mr. Palmer added, that he individually laboured under a heavier and more dis- 
tressing Tespo’hsibihty than his partners, in as much as he, in his capacity of Trustee 
and Executor to a great many estates was personally responsible for their funds wdiich 
)ie had placed ui the House and for the recovery of which he was anxious to devote the 
iremHider of his life. 

Mr. G. A. 1’rtnsep seconded Mr. Palmer’s proposition and expressed his desire 
also entirely to devote himself to the interests of the Creditors. 

Colonel Gallowav regretted that he could not agree with Mr. Palmer in his view 
of the practicability of paying the debts of the firm, m full, in eight years. Th^ meet-» 
ing must be aware of the difficulties that would attend the efforts of insolvants, how- 
ever anxious they might be to accomplish so desirable an object. The firm being 
insolvant, its property belonged to the creditors, and was in the possession of Trus- 
tees for their benefit, and until they were solvent, or in other wards able to pay nil 
demands against them, tJiey could not act in their own behalf, or make any successful 
effort for the benefit of their creditors. He thought the most adviseable method would bo 
for ^he creditors at once to give up much a portion of their claims on the bouse as would 
make it solvent. As an assignee of the estate he had had ample means of acquainting 
himself with the state of its affairs, he had aooordingV with a view to this proposition, 
made calculations which enabled him to say, thatiftue Creditors would give up 
per cent, or 4 annas in the Rupee it would make the firm solvent and enable it to pay 
the remaining 75 per cent, in seven years with five per cent, interest. I’he question 
appeared to him to be simply whetlier the Creditors (of which Col. G. is one of the 
greatest) will at once give up 4 annas in the Rupee, in the well founded expectation of 
receiving the remaining 12 annas, in the manner proposed, or whether by tlieir refusal 
fheV will keep the firm in a state of insolvency, under the management of the Court 
with no prospect of realizing even eight amia^n the Rupee. 

Colonel G allow A\ pioceeded to substantiate his view of the affairs of Messrs.. 
I^almer end Co* by reading from a paper of calculations he had made, the details of his 
plan, from which we could only collect the following particulars, as the statement was 
long, and extracts merely from it read to the meeting.

upon which sum interest to be paid at the rate of 5 per cent, or per annum 9,37,000 
U was expected, that 10 per cent, might be realized on good debts (estimated at 
1,92, 00, (XX) and 2 per cent, m commissions, which would give on annual income of 
^3,04,000. • 

With respect to security, he thought the creditors would be well protected by the 
moral security, they would possess, from the confidence tliey reposed in the members 
of tho firm ; and by unshackling their bands and relievii^ thorn from their present 
d^^culties by giving up 25 per cent, fbf*i|Cla>ms. « ^ 

Colonel Gallowav concluded by moving resolution to tlie eflfect that the Credi- 
tors were disposed to coupede 25 per cent, of their claims should that amount be found 
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necessary to place them in solvent circumstances and to wait 7 years for the remain- 
ing 75 per cent.— receivirig in the mean time interest at tlie ratfa of 5 per cent, per 
annum, 

TJiis motion having been seconded by Brigadier Tombs, was carried by a large ma- 
jority. , 

Mr, G, A. PdtNaKi* begged to explain that, as it appeared from the details of Coh 
Galloway’s proposition iliat there lyould be a surplus at the end of the seven years after 
paying 7.5 per cent, with interest at the rale of 5 per cent, per annum — neither hitnsoU 
nor his colleagues wished to derive any Imnefit from such surplus— their solo desire 
was to labour for the benefit orthe creditors and not for their own individual aclvauiage. 

Colonel Galloway, explained that the 25 per cent, deduction was only proposed in 
the event of that amount being necessary to place the firmm solvent circumstances and 
that if less was sufficient for the purpose and then* remaiuded a surplus, he, as an as- 
signee and creditor would take care that it was appropriated to the benefit of tlic credi- 
tors. 

Mr. pALMF.n begged it to be understood that there was no impatience, of restraint 
on the part of himself or his partners. He considered the property in assignment moro 
secure than in the hands of the members of the finn,^he was desirous that the salutary 
control of the assignees over the property of ttbe estate should continue until the solo 
object, of his anxiety -‘the iiayment of the# dents of the concern was accomplished^ 
There might be, there certainly was, an objection to the great number of assignees, as 
it was difficult and occasioned much delay to get the sanction of so many persons td 
the necessary forms for transferring paper, giving powers, &c. this was however the only 
objection he thought the assignment ought to continue until all debts were discharged, 
althougli a less number of assignees than 13 might be deemed sufficient. 

Much miscellaneous discussion took place. Col. Galloway’s motion was considered 
by many, as too comprehensive and not sufficiently clear — there appeared no objection 
whatever on tlie part of the European creditors at once to relinquish the proposed 25 
per cent, if it would place Messrs. Palmer and Co, in a state of Rolvency---the Native 
Gentlemen did not appear to like the proposition, principally we believe, because, they 
understood their own better— ‘many were absent, and those present were desirquil 
to consult the absent and to liave another meeting-— they seemed to prefer giving 
time and relinquishing inUrestt to an immediate sacrifice of 25 per cent, of the principal* 
It w'as argued however, with great justice, that many individuals depended entirely 
upon the interest and had not desired and were not disposed fo touch tlie principal i to 
them an abandonment of the interest would be an abandoned of the present means of 
existence in exchange for a remote advantage, , 

Mr. Pickens stated that it was not his intention to have offiered to tlie notice of the 
meeting ; he came merely as an assignee, with a view to ascertain the sentiments of tha 
creditors ; as however bethought the course recommended not likely to be productive 
of any benefit to the creditors or the insolvents, unless it was first ascertained what 
the Court would be likely to do, he desired to say a few words on the subject. He re- 
minded the meeting thatthe estate was in the hands of the Court, not of the creditor 
—that the assignees ulthougli recommended by them, were appointed by the Courl^ 
and that until its disposition was known, it was useless to discuss the motion pro- 
posed by Colonel Galloway. He recommended the creditors and the insolvents to 
join in a Petition to the Court to the alTove effect— -which was the first and most ne- 
cessary step that could be taken, 

' Col. Gallowav explained that it was the object of another resolution which ho 
meant to propose, to provide for the difficulty alluded to by Mr, Pickens, but ho 
thought it necessary that the sentiments and disposition of the creditors should be first 
ascertained, as he thought the (Jourt would not act upon an hypothetical proposition, 
whereas if the creditors petitioned the Court and stated their willingness to make the 
sacrifice he had recommended, he was satisfied that the Court w^ould agree to the pro- 
position and in fact go hand in hand with the creditors in so desirable an arrangement* 

Mr. R. Browne felt great pain in throwing cold water upon any proposition, hav- 
ing for its object the benefit of the creditors or the Members of the firm, but he thought 
it premature to ask the sanction of the creditors to the proposed measure until the opi- 
nion of the Court was ascertained ; which opinion could, he thought, be easily ob- 
tained. He recommended Riatasthe assignees were now ready to make such a report 
as would enable the Coutt to grant the relief contemplated by the insolvents— tha 
creditors and the insolvents should jointly petition the Court— stating that they have 
reason to believe that if th% Court would ^anatipn the measure, the creditors would 
willingly make certain taeiifices— and praying the Court to authorize the assigneea t# 
carry on the several coaceras of the firm as may be most beneficial for the interests of 
the ereditors* 
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' Colonel Yqvko thought Colonel Galloway was mistaken as to the main point for 
the consideri^tion of the meeting. The amount of sacrifice was not the real matter for 
discussion— to that nobody present objected, all would wiHm|;ly give up per cent, 
of their claims to secure the remaimpg 75 per cent. The important question was, 
will the Court agree under any circums|ances to allow the business of this Concern to 
goonl The assignees were exceedingly desirous to be relieved from their very 
fatiguing and responsible duties and should be most glad to* see the present or any 
airailar arratifeioent established. He seconded Mr. browne^s proposition. 

The following resolutions were then unfinimonsly carried. 

Moved by Mr. Browne and seconded by Colonel Yoonc^ : 

I. — Resolved, 'I'hat in the opinion of this Meeting it is desirable that the general 
-business of the firm should be carried qn by the late partners under the superinten* 
dence of the assignees oir of persons appointed by the Court until the consent of the 
creditors be obtained to the proposal which is about to be submitted to them for the 
adjustment of their claims, and that with the view of effecting this object a petition 
be presented to the Court by the Members of the late firm and the creditors jointly 
praying its sanction to the measure. 

Moved by Colonel Galloway andsqt^onded by Mr. E. Trotter : 

II. — Resolved, that whereas in the presSnt state of commercial interests, disturbed 
as they have been by the failure of a Firm whose concerns are of such magnitude and 
adverting to the tirne which must necessarily elapse before any Dividend can be 
made, it is the opinion of this meeting that it would be highly prejudicial to the in- 
terests uf the creditors to proceed to immediate sales of property, especially of In- 
digo Factories which form a large proportion of the assets, a petition be presented by 

creditors and the Insolvents to tlie Insolvent Court praying that the Court will bo 
Pleased to take into its consideration all circumstance affecting the property of the 
Insolvents with a view to authorise the postponement of sales and that such part of 
the funds as shall be necessary may be employed with the coocurrence of the as- 
signees in keeping up and managing the said Factories and concerns until favorable 
obpbrtunities occur tor gradually disposing of them. 

1'he following Resolution was suggested on the part of the assignees- to remove a 
technical difficulty in the recovery of debts by process of law. 

XIX.— Resolved, That the creditors do' authorise the Assignees to institute legal 
proceedings against all debtors to the Firm and to recover and receive the full amount 
Of the debts due by them as per list annexed. 

Moved by Mr. W. Bird and seconded by Baboo Rooplall Mullick, 

JV.— Resolved, That the thanks of this meeting be given to Sir Charles Matcalfe 
for his able services in the chair. 

A resolution proposed by Baboo Hurrochunder Lahory and seconded by Baboo 
Sibohunder Doss, to limit the number of assignees to three, was withdrawn onsE 
explanation that its object was provided for in the first resolution.

Mr. Privsep stated that lie was instracted to present a Petition from certain ere* 
ditois oi Messrs. Palmer and Co. whobe cJfaims amounted to twenty-two Lnks of 
Kujiees, accompanied by an aflidant of Mr. l*almer verifying the amount of their 
Tespeciive claims, its object was the postponement of the immediate sales oftho 
factories, shijis and other durable pTO|verty of the firm, and tlmt the same might b6 
kejit up ^^^tb the assetts in the hands of the assignees till a gradual and beneficial 
isale could be effected, and also to have the iresent inconvenient number of twelvo 
assignees reduced to four, two of ^hom^to be native gentlemen, and that they> 
with part of the members of the firm should digest, and submit to the Court for 
sanction, a plan of temporary management, such as would be most advautageouft 
for the benefit of the creditors at large.* 

The documents, having been presented and read by the officer of the Court. 

Mr. Proiicp added that he did not feel it necessarv to enlarge on the expediency 
of the measures suggested by the Petitioners. Their chief objects were, in tha 
first place, lo defer tlie saloB of Indigo Factories and other property, which they 
«ould not but consider as highly injurious to their interests, and secondly, that a 
plan should be digested, and submitted for the sanction of the Court, for carrying 
on those concerns for the purposes already stated. Even with prudence and caret* 
it would retiuiro many vears to wind up the extensive affairs of the unfortunate 
firm, and by none could ii be done with so much advantage, as by the members 
themselves, who weie the persons most intimately acquainted with its nfiaira. It 
was not necessary to dw’ell on this point, for it must be manifest to every one who 
hud at all considered the subject. 

'1 he magniiud© of the business of the firm made it quite impossible to proceed 
with effect as in un individual caj;# of insolvency, and placed in a prominent point 
of view the defects ot the new Law as applied to commercial failures. On that 
account, a clause had been inseitedin the Petition, praying that the Law hero 
may be placed upon the footing of the Bankrupt Law's in England. I'he appHca^ 
tions of law to cases of lliis kind, Was quite new in this country, and this part of 
the Petition was therefore jinneipally addressed to the kind discretion of the Court. 
The Petitioners were deej>ly inteiested in ihe affair, aud others went along with 
tliem, hut from absence and other catises»they had been unable to sign, and it wa* 
only the very pressing nature of the occasion that led to the Petition being pre- 
sented now. Sales w’ere already advertised, and wlien it w'as remembered that 
upwards of four thousand accounts existed on the books of the firm, it became 
obvious that a short time w’ould not sufiice to obtain the assent or dissent of every 
creditor to ihe measures proposed. Any creditor W’as in a position to come to the 
Court, and to call for the exercise of its discretion, and reibiring to the 49th and 
both Clauses of the Act, it was not, he thought, too much to ask for that which tb« 
Petitioners required. He need not remark that it was the duty of assignees to 
realise all property with the utmost practicable speed, and hence arose the neces- 
sity of applying tor the exercise of the large powers vested in the Court by tho 
clauses before referred to. The most extensive discretion was by them given to 
and it was obvious that a failure of this magnitude was a proper occasion on wbicin 
to exercise them. 

The present state of the money market too was such, as to make it manifest that 
sales could not be carried into effect without great loss, if precipitancy tvere not 
most carefully avoided, and flo therefore begged the Court to restrain the asaigneatt 
from proceeding to immediate or peremptory sales by an order niri, or such 
other course aa it should think proper* An aihdaTU that isuch saloa woro oontdm* 
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pUted was n6t ireqiyred, in his opinion, because the Court would presume the assi^ 
nees to know their duty, which wos to proceed to sell, unless otherwise directed, 
and the object of the Petitioners was to show the injury they would sustain in 
consequence. The relief pra3'ed for could, of course, be modified, as the Court 
should see fit, nnd as this class of caseli, and the law itself, were ■'hotb new to this 
country, he hoped it would not be too much to ask the Couit to do so. He was 
told that his Iriend on his left held a similar petition, praying, no doubt, for the 
same objects. 1 he Court could not go bl^ond its powers, but those fiowers were 
ample, and considering the circumstances of this great and commercial city, and of 
the case before it, the Court could not do better than to *shape its course with 
^ference to the bankruptcy hiws at home, and so as to do justice and equity to'ali 

A J muted, and smaller number of assignees was also very desirable, and tliia, 
principally, with reference to the circumstance of many of the assignees being 
tocinhera of the other houses of agency, wherein the probable purchasers of such 
propel ties as those which belonged to the late firm would be found, but in con- 
«e(|nence of their being assignees, the|i were incapacitated from bidding, and if 
they a ere excluded very few bidders (indeed w ould be found. The enormous 
inconvenience of such a large number of assignees was remarked upon by another 
Jenrned Judge at the time of appointment, and the inconvenience was the more 
obvious, as all of them must join in every conveyance, and document of every 
description, and in every application to the Court, which might be necessary. It 
was hardly to be expected, that in this country and climate, at all times, all of 
them would be in Calcutta and able to attend, and it would be very unsatis- 
factory that they should act by their Attornies. Many had other public and 
private duties to occupy their time, and other, and sometimes, adverse interests 
to attend to. But no formal act could be done, no conveyance would be good, 
unless executed by every one of them in one of those ways or the other. But the 
greatest objection, in his opinion was, that the principal persons likely to be pur- 
chasers were disqualified, and that in all cases. There were upwards of seventy 
Jndigo }!actone$, in which the late firm was interested as proprietors, sharers or 
mortgagees, besides ships and other property, which could not be purchased by 
any ot the assignees, or their partners, without applying to the Court. Mr. Pnnsep 
observed that be ought also to remark upon the difficulty of going through the ac- 
counts with so large a body of assignees, of wj'om it would rarely be possible to 
procure a full attendance. Many, it was true, might attend at first, but zeal and 
even interest would slacken, and after a short period a concern which w'ould 
require the attendance of parties for years, would not be looked after with that 
minuteness it deserved. It was therefore advisable the number should be limited, 
find that that limited number should be kept up by Supplying such vacancies as 
might occur, 

Mr, Prinsep addresswi other observat^ns of a like nature to the Court, and 
ctonoliided by expressing his conviction that what was prayed was fully within 
the competency of the Court, and that it was for the cominou benefit of all par- 
ties concerned* 


Ml*, C/eMnd then presented another petition which being also read, he stated, 
that the Petitioners lie rojiresented had claims to the amount of nineteen lakhs of 
rupees. 1^0 Petition was signed by creditors or their Attoriiies, and the amount 
of claims Verified by the affidavit of Mr. Burrow, a clerk of the late firm, and now 
employed by the assignees, and a schedule was annexed to the Petition of the 
particular factories and concerns of which it was praved the sale might be post- 
poned. Mr. Prinsep had already stated the grounds upon which the Petitioners 
prayed that sales of Indigo Factories and other property should he deferred, and 
the conduct of the business be left with the xnerobeis of the firm, under the con- 
trou\ of the assignees or other person appointed by the Court. He should ibeiefois 
Inerely present the Petition and pray the Court for its favorable attention. 

Sir F. %an said, bethought it impossible to the Petition of the parties 
.«ow before the Court, but as mistakes seemed to piefail regarding the law as ap- 
position of the Insolvents and the assignees^ he deemed it neceseaij 
-ioemermtoaosae length of remark# . 
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eighteen in number bad been chosen by the creditors tl^emBelves» 
and thirteen were appointed by the Court, under a Petition ^gned by sixty per- 
•oiis. It was true, no proof of these parties being creditors had, as was the case 
to-day, been furnished to the Court. But the latter number was fixed upon, in 
order that the interests of the Civil, Militsfry, and Commercial parts of the commu- 
nity might be all prt^perly protected. It was to be presumed that the assignees sO 
chosen bad conducted matters n't they ought to do, and there appeared to be no ap- 
plication on their part to be relieved frcAi their duties. 

Jlfr. C/e/and remarked that -Sir C. Metcalfe and Col. Galloway, both assignees, 
bad signed the petition, and, 

Mr, Prmsep, observed, that as Attornies for numerous other creditors, Messrs* 
Alexander and Co. would have done so, had they been prepared with the requisite 
affidavit. 

Sir £. Ryan, The I*eiitioners begin by stating that they “ heard with surprize 
and regret, that according to the law as recently established, and now in force* 
no such arrangement or compromise, (as that contemplated by the Petitioners) 
can be recognized as valid, or acted upon bn this Court.’’ Ulie Petitioners had beoa 
correctly informed ; — no compromise cou\4 ' d© acted upon or recognized as valid by 
the Cbtfrt. 

The Petitioners go on to state, " that they are desirous of some amendments of 
the law in this particular, whereby it may be made uniform wiih ibat of Great 
Britain, and of the other Colonies and Possessions of the British C'rown, and 
humbly hope for the aid and countenance of this Court in speedily proem iug sucU 
amendment.” 

Now he really did not know to what the Petitioners alluded. If it was to tha 
Bankrupt Laws, as they are administered in England, no comps omiso at all could 
have been made by a Bankrupt until after the dth George 4th was passed, and tiiis( 
improvement was borrowed from the Scotch Law. J3ut this was altogether inap- 
jplicable to the position in which the parties here were now placed, for under the 
Bankrupt Laws, even as now modified, no Bankrupt could compromise his debt® 
until he had passed his final examination, and until nine-tenths of his creditors^ 
in number and amount, bad agreed to accept of the compromise offered, of which 
twenty-one days notice was to be publicly given. And even then, another meeting 
was to be held to decide finally on any such proposition as might be offered, vshea 
if nine-tenths of the creditors, -who had proved their claims concurred, the Lord 
Chancellor may then supersede the commission. 

The Act then goes onto the mode of voting, and provides for the absence of 
parties. Debts below ^20 are calculated by their value, and not by tlieir number* 
and to every creditor of above o£’50, residing out of England, such notice of the 
meeting and its objects must be given, as will enable him to appear either person- 
ally or by his attorney, properly appointed. 

Therefore, if the Petitioners refer the Bankrupt X^aws, a» administered at 
home, it would be quite impossible there to grant their request, if an act of 
bankruptcy had been committed, as no doubt it had, in this instance* The debtors 
must have waited till after their final examination and the meetings to which he 
had now referred, and he mentioned these circumstances that the Fetitioners may 
be convinced of their mistake. 

This point being disposed of, he came to that part of the Petition, where it is 
stated that in the mean time it is necessary forthwith to concert some effectual 
plan of temporary management of the said large Estate, Effects and Concern, that 
the same may neither be lost or wasted by neglect nor sacrificed by precipitate and 
unnecessary sales.” 

I’he learned Judge did not know whether the creditors thought that procee- 
dings under tlie Act, as it ejtisted mthis country, were more precipitate th^ they 
were under the Bankrupt Laws in England, hutif they did so, they were mistaken, 
for there, if all the creditors except one, consented to defer a sale, that one could 
compel it. His Lordship c^ed a case from Eden’s Reports in confirmation of this 
position. But an enlarged power was given to. the Court here, not possessed by the • 
Courts at home, and the Court could order sales to be deferred. The application for an 
mmeudnifint of tho Law as applied to this oouutrjr was theiofoxe^out of the quesuon^ 
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The Petfiio^$r«hprjOc^Bd to observe : — . . , , , 

That in th© pre4i?nt depressed condition of the Money Market of this ProfiiV 
dency, it will ruinous to the Creditors at large to bring to immediate sale the 
numerous and valuable Indigo and other Works and Concerns, Lands, Ships, and 
durable Properties of wliicli the said Partners were either Proprietors, or Mortgagees^ 
or wherein they were beneficially interelted. 

That inasmuch as by reason of the extended l>ealing8 anA Transactions of tha 
said Firm in. many and distant parts of the World ncy distribution of the said Kstate 
and Effects, or of the proceeds theieof can be made, and no Dividend declared for 
ifeverftl Months to come, and it is expedient for the common benefit, that the 
available Sums and Assets in the hands of the Assignees should in the mean time be 
pioduclively employed, it appears to your Petitioners, that the same cannot be more 
properly or more beneficially invested than in the mamtenauce and keeping up of the 
said Factories, Works, aud Concerns, until the same can be gradually and dehbe-^ 
lately dispost^d of.” 

Now this proposition should be presented to the Court in every individual instance 
which may arise, for no general rule could be acted upon by it, because, as before 
stated, no creditor was bound by the act of the general body of creditors. 

With regard to the argument adduifed that the assignees were deprived of tbs' 
power to purchase the property of the Estate, he would ask, how could the Court 
tie up these immense concerns at the instance of some creditors, while others may 
come in, and claim their dividends, saying that they are more valuable now thuix 
they will be hereafter, and insist on a division. U he maiority of the creditors 
saying that such a particular course would he beneficial could not be listened to, 
when any creditor could come and insist upon a present sale. It might be nioie 
important to one person to receive a dividend immediately, than the debt in full at 
a distant period, and by the terms of comptoinise suggested in the Petition, a long 
period of six years was proposed to he given to the partnership. 

The Petitioners then refer to the number of assignees, and state : — 

That, it further appears to your Petitioners, that the present number of Twelve 
Assignees, the whole of whom are necessary parties to every act of Sale or Compro- 
mise, and every act or proceeding in this Court, is highly inconvenient, and in many 
respects injurious to the interests of your Petitioners ; and of tlie Creditors at large. 
That some of the said Assignees are fully occupied in other Affairs, I*ublic and Pri- 
yate* others are desirous of being released from the duty of Assignees, and several 
are Members of the different Agency and Commercial Firms of Calcutta, which aia 
thereby disqualifted, as your Petitioners are advised, from becoming bidders or 
purchasers at Sales of the said Factories and PropA^ies without the special sanction 
of this Court. 

And that, it is expedient that the number should forthwith be reduced, and 
limited to Four Persons, all Creditors of the said Fiim, and Two of them Native 
Creditors/’ 

^ Your Petitioners therefore humbly pray, that tliis Court will be pleased to 
propeed forthwith to the Appointment of the limited uumber of Four Assignees of 
the Estate and Effects of the said Insolvents, such Assignees to be chosen from 
amongst the Creditors of the said Insolvent Firm and two of them to be Native Sub- 
jects of tha British Territories in India ; and that the said Kstate and Effects may, by 
order pf this Court, forthwith be assigned, conveyed, and transfered over to, and 
vested iri Sj^ch Four Assignees, and that it be referred to such Four Assignees, by 
order of this Court, with the aid and assistance of the said Partners, forthwith, to 
prepare^ and dig^^'St & plan for the temporary managemout of the said Estate, Effects, 
and Concerns, by the said Insolvents, under the inspection and coniroul of the said 
Assignees, apd subject to the authority aud direction of this Court, and to report and 
submit the same to this Court, for its consideration and sanction ; and that, in the 
mean time the sale of the indigo and other Factories, Works, and Concerns, Lands 
and Properties of the said Insolvents, other than such as are of perishable nature^ 
may be delayed and postponed by order of this Court, and for such further orders 
us to this Court shall seem meet in the premises. ^ 

** And your Petitioners shall evet: pray, fitc. 

The Court would bo anxious to listen to this part of the Petition but this wasno^ 
the proper time for presenting it. There was no statement of the assignees praying 
%to he released from the irusis reposed in them, and first thing to be done was 
to file the schedules, ai^d let the case come on for hearing^. For until then, it could 

fox at present the Cxeditoxehed tbe powpx tg 
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iisp'fite their own accounts and those of each other. It was also usual in cases of 
this kind, that the parties proposed to be appointed, should be *riamod, and their 
concurrence in writing produced, which was not the case in the present instimoo ^ 
The prayer regarding the partners ot‘ the yirm could not be complied with, for 
the assignees in this case, have a right to tlmi services of the members of the Kirm. 
liutthe Court could n(^t vest in the partner^ a Siscretioiiur}^ management until they 
Lad passed their tinal examination* Every creditor had, at present, a right to object 
to their former management and if so, lio\# could the Court entrust theiii with the 
duties in question, After their final examination and tlischarge, which itiin‘ihth6 
presumed they would obtain, this atrangement might take place, but it could not do 
so now. The assignees weie peisons of the highest respectability and luiik in the 
place, and well acquainted with commercial affairs. 

As regards the disqualification of the assignees to purchase, the general principle 
was well known. It existed under the Bankrupt Laws, and lulrusts. In fact 
nothing was more firmly estahlisiied than the general rule, hut the paities interested 
may sanction a depaiture from it. Lord Eldon thought the power lay t,with the 
creditors, and the Vice Chancellor confiriued^tbis opinion. It was not absolutely 
impossible for the assigness'to be purchasers, for they may petition w ith the consent 
of all parties to become so. I'heir nurabeis might hereafter he reiluced, if ))ersons 
could be found who would devote their whole time to the duties tliey hiul to per- 
form, but at present tlie number of ihe assignees must compensiiie for the want 
of that willingness. After the final examination and hearing, it would ho time 
enough to lay down a plan of management, and some one, no doubt, would ha 
found to undertake it. 

6’ir Edward lelt it his duty foremarkon the manner in which some signatures were 
Annexed to the Petition “ I. Palmer for the parties.” Notliirig was looked n])OU 
vrith so much jealousy by the Couitof Chancery as any unerferente on the part 
of the bankrupt in the choice of a.ssigneGs, and it had been often considered as 
sufficient cause for removing them, ^'ow this appeared to have been done bylVIr* 
Palmer. 

Mr, Cidand observed that the Petition from the European creditors which La» 
presented, and to which the signatures referred to, were attached, did not refer lo 
the number of assignees, but only to the postponement of sales and management 
of the concerns by the partners. 

Sir E. Byan concurred. 

Mr. Cleland stated that Mr. Patfber’s name appeared there because he was written 
toby the parties, of their own accord, to act for them. Mr. Pnnsep added, that the 
Partners had become parties to the Petition in pursuance of the Resolutions of a 
General Meeting of the Creditors. 

Sir E, Ryan bad already slated, why he could not grant the prayer of the Peti- 
tioners, and he thought until the Schedules had been prepared, they should not 
Lave been presented. 

Mr. Prinsep remarked that a long time must necessarily elapse before they could 
be filed, for in many cases, owning to changes, it was difficult to say who were the 
jetties beneficially interested. 

Sir E, Ryan * — The Court has given two months only to prepare them. 

Mr. Prinsep inquired if he was to understand that in no case the Court would— 

Sir E* Ryan (Interrnpting him ) — I am not here to answer questions, Mr. Prinsep# 
If you are not satisfied with what I have done, you can appeal to the Supreme 
Court. 

The learned .Tudge afterwards cited a passage from a hook on Bankrupt Laws, 
(ISicbols we believe) in confirmation of the strict rule, that no assignee could 
become a bidder or purchaser. 

ESTATE OF MESSRS, PALMER AND CO. 

[fllOM A CORRESPONDENT.] 

Oup readers will doubtlesf^liave perused with much interest the Report, given in 
our columna of Monday last, of the proceedings in the Insolvent Court, relative to 
the affairs of Mesars»^ Palmer ii&d C o< Xt is impossible to entertak a shadow of doubt; 
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that Die liiimed sale of the t’accones and concerns of the bouse, by public nuctwtf;^ 
to the hi ghestluddelf*, must be ruinous in the extreme. It is equally indisputuble, 
that the assets can no otherwise be made the most of, than by the exertions of 
the late partners themBclves , acting under the controul of the assignees : and the 
great inconvenience of the large number of assignees, has been apparent on too 
many occasions already ; to say nothing of the injury that m^y arise, and the want 
of confidence that we know* to exist amongst the nnrUve creditors, in consequence of 
a large proportion of llivit number havin^no stake in the concern as creditors, and 
having inconsistent duties and interest as members of other houses of agency. 

It seems that thef’ourt was influenced by the considcratiorf, that, according to tho 
Bankrupt Law of Kngland, any one creditor may insist upon a present sale, notwith- 
standing the wishes or votes of all the rest. JSuch a right is rarely enforced m 
practice, but, admitting the law so to be in bmglsnd, surely, where no one creditor 
bus expressed such an unreasonable intention, it is too much to pre.sume that there 
is any one that will do so, and to act upon that presumption, without further en- 
quiry, against the declared and unanimous desire of a General Meeting of the credi- 
tors at large. We should think it the more natural and equitable course, to grant to 
the Petitioners a conditional order, ta operate as a public notice to all parties to 
come in and oppose : and, if no single voice was raised against the postponement 
prayed for, — to presume that all are consenting to the prayer of the Majority. Be- 
sides, there is here no such rule of law : the new Insolvent act, however defective 
in other points, is full enough in this. The Court is to be guided by erpedience 
^tone, and when satisfied of that, has no need to wait even for the opinion of the 
Majority. Yet, if we understood what, fell from the learned Judge, the rigid 
and inconvenient rule of the Bankrupt law was a principal motive of the rejec- 
tion of the postponement, applied for by the creditors. ' 

Another ground of rejection was, that the petition camefrom the Creditors and not 
from the Assignees. Inis is nut correct to the full extent ; — one of the petitions bore 
the signatures of the two principal Creditors amongst the Assignees: indeed, we 
believe of four of the Assignees ; and we are informed, that very few, if any of the 
other assignees, are creditors on their own account. But with due deference to the 
learned Judge, the creditors at large may be fairly presumed to know their own 
interest, at least as w'ell as the assignees. The obvious, wish of creditors must bo, 
to make the most of the assets ; while assignees will naturally wish, to be speedily 
Tid of trouble and responsibility, and doubtless, by a proper exertion of activity, 
the whole assets of this enormous concern mi^it speedily be liquidated. 'J'lie 
factories might he put up to sale on the Monday, and knocked down to the highest 
bidder, though but one bidder should offer. The ships and merchandize on the 
Tuesday, and the numerous debtors of tlie firm might, with due diligence, in the 
course of a term or two — be taken in execution for their debts, ot diiven to avail 
themselves of the benefit of the same Insolvent ("ourt. But how would this des- 
patch be relished by the creditors'? or w’hat could result from it, but a lament- 
able diminution of assets, that might, if properly husbanded, go far to satisfy 
debta in. It was observed by the learned Judge, that, to many Creditors, 
a small dividend promptly paid may be of more value, than full payment, at a more 
distant date* True : but we are for leaving each to choose for himself. A Cre- 
ditor who is himself pressed, may generally either sell or discount his claim: no- 
thing is more common than such a proceeding ; and nothing more rare, than to 
find a Creditor, doggedly insisting on bis right of immediate sale, against tha 
declared sense of the majority. 

But what we confess ourselves mo.st startled at is, the avowed determination 
of the Court, to make the filing of the Schedule of the debts and assets a preliminary 
to the consideration of any plan of temporary management. In the common case< 
ofan individual debtor, this may be a proper rule. *The debts and estate are all 
within compass, and must be within his personal knowledge. But we cannot 
understand how it can be applicable, to cases of commercial failure ; where many 
of the^ansations and dealings must be m progress o^ly, and most of the accounts 
both intricate and voulminous. In cases of much le|s extent than the present, 
months may be requisite to enable the most diligent trader to compile a Schedule 
•-^complete in all the minute particulwa reiiuued by the 31 Sec^ of our Inaoi* 
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'fMit Act ; and to file an incomplete one — frould be to expoae the estate to all the 
delays — and fees of Court, Attornies and Counsel, that each amendment might ran* 
der HecQSsaiy : to, say nothing of the fresh notices that would be required, after each 
amendment. We have only to refer our commercial readers to the perusal of the 
Section itself. First there is to be set forth^n exact list of the debts, specifying tho 
amount of such debt claim, the objections, if any — the true description of the 
creditor or claimant. Then a “ true and perfect account of all and every the estates 
' and elfects of the Insolvents, real aiid 4 >ersonal, in possession, reversion, remain* 

* der, or expectancy*/’ and o( all “ rights, dues, claims, cboses in action and inter* 
*>est and of all “ trusts and powers, which can in any way be available for the 

* benefit ot the creditors.” Further more,— 'U full and true statement of the name 
‘ and place of abode of every debtor to the Insolvents alone, or them jointly with 
‘ others;^ — ami of any person against whom they have any claim in fight of action ; 

‘ and of the witnesses to prove such claim.” A truly formidable array we fear this 

last will be, iu the instance of the firm now in question ! It is no uncommon thing 
in England to enlarge the final examination of the Bankrupt for two or three years j 
nay, some times it has been enlarged wider :^and we take the filing of the Schedule 
in Insolvency, and the hearing thereupon, lo be a substitute for final Examination 
in Bankruptcy. We have heard it stated* on good authority that the accounts of 
IVlessrs. Palmer and Co. amount in number to some thousands : many of them of 
course unsettled, and embracing an infinity of details, and sets off, and disputed 
items. Any man unaeqaited with commercial accounts, must perceive at once th* 
enormous labor and difficulty of making such a schedule as will satisfy the requisi- 
tions of the statute. And when at length filed, and finally adjusted, the hearing 
must be further suspended, till the creditors in^any part of British India have had 
the opportunity of examining and objecting to it, not only in respect to their own 
accounts, but "in respect to those of every other person figuring on either side of 
the account— Our own sight is hardly long enough to see our way out of such a 
labyrinth. But this is clear ; that long ere it be threaded, every item of the estate 
will, in the present way ui proceeding, have been brought to the hammer. Isthera 
to be no plan of management in the interim 'i and is the Court to shut its eyes and 
ears to the representations of the creditors and of the Insolvents themselves, and to 
reject all applications for the purpobes of common benefit 'I We hope we have mis- 
taken the learned Judge in this matter, for we can conceive nothing so extravagant 
to have been ever contemplated by the legislature. 

Had any thing been wanting 1^6 complete our conviction of the utter inapplicable 
lity of the present law, to the necessities oi a commercial country, the proceedings 
of Saturday, would have been to our minds conclusive and, notwithstanding the 
apparent preference of the learned Judge for some of the provisions of our Insoh eut 
Act, as contrasted with the Bankrupt law at home, we do not hesitate in joining the 
Petitioners in their wish to have the latter introduced here without loss of time. By 
the B^inkrupt law, a compromise is not only permitted, but is frequently carried into 
effect, It is quite out of the question inPour Insolvent Court. In Bankruptcy, as- 
signees are chosen in a formal and deliberate manner, by suchTCreditorsJonly as have 
proved their debts : instead of being, as here, in the arbitrary nomination of the 
Court. The Mercantile Books of account, which a Bankrupt Assignee is required to 
keep, are infinitely cheaper and more complete, than the formal schedule attached to 
an Insolvents Petition j they are made out at the convenience of all parties, may be 
corrected without cost to the estate and are accessible at all times to the inspectiou 
of creditors. The Schedule of an Insolvent can only be amended by order of Court ; 
and every amendment makes it a new schedule. Assignees in bankruptcy, have a 
discretion to sue or defend iu actions at law, without reference to the creditoril at 
large or to the Court ; but by the new Insolvent Act, according to our own con* 
atruction of it, the power of Assignees in this respect is so limited, as to be utterly 
in competent to the enforcement of debts and claims at all ; and if it be not speedily 
amended in this particular, the debtors to this estate may set them at defiances* 
These are some of our grounds of preterence of the English bankrupt system tn com* 
mercial cases: and to us th’ey seem so conclusive that we cannot too strongly urge, 
upon the trading part of our lesidcxSf the fieceseity of an immediate applicatiosi to the 
legislature in this matter. 
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Notwitliafftnditijr the result, tlie partners of the late firm, in this, as incleed in the 
whole of their conduct, hare shown a laudable zeal for the interests of their credi* 
tors. They saw the assets about to be imprudently and unneressardy sacrificed, and 
they haveiione their part in attempting to rescue them. The responsibility is with 
the Assisjnees, and the Court ; and whrf’ieirer diminution of the dividends, the pre- 
cipitation of sales, in the present condition of the market, may^bccasion, the partners 
themselves will stand fully acquitted in oublic oihnion of any share in the hlatoie. 
I’hey have protested, and the erediters Lave protested, against the proceedings as 
improvident and ruinous, and, if the sales go on as advertized, it will he with aful( 
knowledge of the dissent of the creditois, and W'lih full vvarning of the probable 
Consequences. 


SCHOOL BOOK SOCIETY, 

proceedings of the General Meeting of the Calcutta School Book Society, February ?4, ItkIO, 

Agreeably to the notice given in thrf'papers, the Bublic Meeting of the Calcutta 
School Book Society took place at the Town Hall, on Wednesday the ‘ikth of Fe- 
bruary, at 10 o’clock in the forenoon. The president, the Hon’blo W. B. Baylev, 
Esq. having taken the chair, commenced the business of the Meeting by reading; 
the Be port. 

Aft^r the reading of the Report, the following Resolutions were unanimously 
passed:— 

I. That the Report now read he adopted, printed, and circulated under the direc- 
tion of the Cotnunftoe. 

That this Meeting desire to express their unfeigned sorrow for the loss they 
have sustained m the deatli of one of their Vice Bresidents the late Lord Bishop of 
Calcutta ; and that the present Lord Bishop be respectfully requested to accept lire 
same olfice, and co-operate w'lth the Committee in the objects of the institution. 

,S. 'J’hat tlic thanks of this meeting be presented to the Ofticers and Committee of 
the Society for tljeir attention to its interests; and that they he requested to continue 
their services. 

4. That Mr. A. Ross, Mr. W. H. Pearce and l>\varkanath Tagore he appointed 
Members of the Committee, to supply existing vacancies. 

5, 'I hat the cordial thanks of this Meeting be presented to the Honourable the 
Preteideut for his constant and zealous efforts to promote the welfare of this Institu- 
tion from its commencement, and for his kindness ift presiding on this occasion. 

II. iVlArKi.>j/.TE, Esq, moved the first of the above Resolutions, and in doing so 
Stated, tJiat he was fully sensible that it was unnecessary for him to say one word in 
support of the proposition : the Report would best speak for itself. He could notj 
however, resist the opportunity of bearing his huinlde estiinony to the great and 
gratifying change iu the state and prospects of Native Education, which had occurred 
since the Society was instituted, and to which it had powerfully contributed, 
'Without looking back to the period of its institution, one could not adequately esti- 
mate the necessity which hud suggested the plan, or the beneficial effects which had 
fesulted^^from it. The very faciiiiies it bad created might otherwise lead one to 
undervalue its utility. Foi, greatly as means were still wanting to supply the enlar- 
ged demand for Instructive Books, their present condition w'as that of wealth com- 
pared with the Slate of destitution winch must recur to the recollection of every 
one who jouied this Society at its origin. The contrast was abmidaully striking 
to those who looked merely to Calcutta and its vicinity. Bengal, indeed, had al- 
ways been disunguished, among the provinces subordinate to the Presidency, for 
the number of its schools : but his Native friends, who were present, would sup- 
port him in asserting, that ilie matter taught in their seminaries was miserably limited 
and barren ; and when they reflected on what they bad but a few days since witnessed 
in that. Hall, — he meant the astonishing progress which so many Hindoo youths hod 
exhibited in the science and literature of Europe, — the change which a few yearn 

' bad produced might almost be deemed miraculous. Fertile as India had been of 
triumphs to England, ther^ was no triamph more glorious than that which they had 
thus gained, through tlie co-operation of their Native friends, in the cause of trutii 
^snd sound kttowl<*iige : and of that triumph this Society* might justly claim to itseljf 
share, since it hod chiefly supplied the weapdlns by which it had bdCti 
,, achieved. But the advantages to be derived from the Society impressed the mind 
; more strongly , when one couteuplated the proviaees itt which its laboom wart 
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in y«t ^pnined wttbin narrow limtta. In ibo oonntnea to the Went he he^y not loitf 
traveled extonsire diatricta dlied with « popolttion which weuld, he rentqred to 
i»y, he found e(|uaUy ready to t^ive and capable of improving knowledgey Vet 
exhibiting, in the way of inatruotion, little beyond a lew ill conducted, ill attenued 
Schoolt, m which nothing was taught but thb moat beggarly elements of the know* 
ledge;^ i-equired for the moat sordid purpodea of life. Bven in aeminariea of tho 
highest preteneiona. tim course generally pursued seemed to be calculated rathet 
to fit! the mind with the lumber c/f useless learning, with vain imaginationSf With idle 
aubtletiea, and With bigot pride, tlian to stwead abroad the ehementa of aocial and 
practical wisdom* The contemplation of such a state of Uiihga forcibly demonstrated 
that Ute Society had still a vast held before it. The contrast of the spectacle wWch 
met one's return to the Presidency not less powerfaliy evidenced the aucceas of Us 
labors in that portion which it had already ocoupted. He rejoiced greatly to hear that 
the Committee proposed to extend the sphere of their operations in Hindoostan » 
and thought’ there, as every where, the main and ultimate object ought to be tlio 
diduaion of English, (for by community of lant^uage we could alone hope to attaia 
eommunity of sentiment and of interests,) they judged wisely m not neglecting the 
Hindee* it was by, workain the lociU dialects, conveying the elements of European 
knowledge, that the road was paved for introduction of our language, hterature, and 
amence. The language, would readily follow when the ideas, on which it was form* 
ea, became familiar : and thpse who tasted of the remoter streams naturally sought a 
purer and deeper draught lU the fountain head. Experience had accordingly shewn^ 
thatjust in proportion as the Bengalee books of the Society had been dld'usedand 
relished, was the desire excited ior the acquisition of English* He trusted coaft« 
dently that results not leim satisfactory would soon be exhibited in our remoter pro- 
vinces, where already there had been manifested in various places a similar anxiety 
for instruction in oitt Innguage, The object would, he hoped, ha materially pro- 
nmted by the puhliostioo of tlie aeries of works now in progress, under most exceUeut 
direction, with the jqiut support of the School Book Society and of the Committee 
of Public Instruction* As a Member of that Committee, though debarred by cir- 
oumstauoes from taking an active share in its labours, he could bear ample testimony 
to the justness of the Society's claim to the support of every friend of Education: 
for, from it every Institution under the Committee's care had derived inestimable 
edvanta|es* A^lid to tlie general acceptance of sound and various knowledge by , 
the people of India, nothing seemed wanting but instruments lor ooinmunicating it, 
teachers, and (tlie best instructors) books. He earnestly, therefore, hoped that the 
Society would receive that support which the Committee claimed : and though it was 
much to be regretted that a larger number of those interested in the cause, and 
espeoiaUy of our Native friends, had not attended the Meeting, he trusted that the 
lieport being widely circulated, i^^uld, with all whom it might reach, supersede the 
iieceesity of other advocacy. 

This motioa was seconded by H, Hauu, Esq, who stated, that though he had not 
words at command fully to express his views and feelings, yet he must say thatho 
knew of no Institution more calculated to benefit the Natives of India than the 
Calcutta School Book Society ; and that in saying this he was expressing the senti- 
ments of the great majority of the Native Gentlemen of Calcutta, with whom he was 
in the habit of constant and familiar intescourse. 

When the second Resolution had been unanimously passed, the Bishop rose and 
expressed his approbation of Uie objects of the Seoiety, and his earnest desire to 
promote them to tiia utmost of bis power. 

In proposing the last Resolution, Sir E. Ryan thus addressed the Meeting * 

GENTtEMEN,— The resolution which 1 have the honour to propose will, I am sure, 
be most cordially received by the present Meeting. 

The statement which you have heard from Mr. HoU Mackenzie, of the good em»cta 
which have already resulted from this Institution, is in truth, the strongest eulogy 
which can be passed upou your President, it is to his persevering etforts wd 
unwearied industry in the promotion of the interests of the School Book Society that 
vre are indebted for those beneficial results which have been detailed to us by ono 
whose extensive knowledge of all that relates to tlus country gives a pecuUu weight to. 
what may fdl from him on such a subject. ^ . 

This Society was* instituted under the auspices of yottlr President m 1817, and at lU 

drat commencement it received the liberal support of tha.public* Ihe list of aubsori- 

bera for the years 1817 and 1818, numbers fOO persons, of whom no less than 80 ar« 
Native gentlemen, 1 regre^o say that from the last Report it appears that your 
numbers have fallen off to teas than an lOD, and that amongst that 100, 1 find the 
muDsea of o^y lO Natiye gentlemen* lu proportion as your numbers have dunuushed^ 
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$0 hare the xeal «nd aotirUy of your Preaident moreased ; end I may ivith the greateit 
truth eayi as baring, in your Committee ample 0 {>portumty of knowing the fact, that 
nothing is done in thia Society, but under his vigilant and active superintendance* X 
cannot, however, help calling the attention of our Native fnends to the statement I 
have made, it was for their interest, their improvement, and their happiness, that 
this institfitioii was founded. The nulheroua works we have printed in the native 
language, the adaptation of those we have printed in our Q)vn to the wants and 
wishes of the Native community, are the, strongest, pledges we can give of our single 
and simple desire to afford hooka the peru,»al of which may be means of advaucing ia 
the scale of civilization all the inhaoitonts of tlie British territories in India. X 
request, then, that our Native friends, who by their presence show more strongly than 
they could do by mere pecuniary contributions, the warm interest they take in our suc- 
cess, will plead our cause,. not our cause indeed, but their own, to tlieir native friends 
who are absent. 

Has not 13 year’s experience shown our Native friends that we have kept our pledge 
to the letter^'} Namely, that the object of this Society is ** the preparation, puo- 
hoation, and cheap or gratuitous supply of works useful in schools and seminaries of 
learning which, without interfering with the religious tenets of any person, are ealcu* 
lated to enlarge the understanding and improve the character V’ If, then, the native 
community flocked to us in such numbm at our first institution, when we had only 
a pledge to offer for the future, why have*we not their support at least in the same 
degree, after having fulfilled our pledge to the letter I 1 am sure our appeal to their 
generosity will not hein vain, especially when you inform them of what we have just 
heard from our Report, that the desire for knowledge is increasing in all parts of 
India ; that at Delhi there is a considerable demand for English books ; that from 
Agra and Allahabad large demands have been made on this Society for bcmks in the 
native languages. And to one fact 1 would call the attention of the Meeting as abovb 
all others indicating the feeling of the Natives; namely, the large iporease that ha« 
taken place in the sale of our publications since the last Report. \ye have sold books 
within the last two years, amounting to 9,744 Rupees, exceeding in amount the sale of 
hooks for any similar period of time prior to tliis, by 3,400 Rupees. 

We have not the rands to accomplish all we desire, or to answer the increasing 
demands upon us. It is but just that those for whose exclusive advantage tlus Society 
was instituted, should step forward and help us to supply the wants of their country- 
men who are Bursting after knowledge ; anal am confident an appeal to them from 
you who are present, and know what we have done, and are doing, will not be in vain. 
J cannot sit oown without expressing my great regret that thia is the last public 
o^caslbn on which we can hope for^theprmience of our President : that his loss cannot 
he easily supplied, we are deeply sensible. 

* J am sure. Sir, that upon yoar return to your native country, whenever your thoughts 
Tecurto India, you will lookback with proud satisfaction to the establishment of thi# 
S^iety : and when you hear, as 1 trust you will, of its increased prosperity, and that 
hy its means knowledge is spreading widely through the East, you will receive the 
jreal reward of yoUr labours— the consciousness that to your exertion is mainly owing 
the inofeaslng happiness of a people in whose welfaim you have ever taken so 
ddep ati interest. 

The Resolution having been seconded and unanimously carried, the President rose 
hud stated; that while lie felt deeply obliged by the favourable opinion entertained and 
exprei^d hy tlm Meeting as to his past exertions on behalf of the Society, he owed 
it to theCJommittee generally, and particularly to Messrs. Pearce and Yates, by whose 
active services the business of the Society bad been conducted. He at the same time 
expresked his hope, that the remarks made by Sir £. Ryan, as to the deficiency of 
auppOrt ftotn the Native gentlemen, would induce those present to exert themselveg 
in pressmg the adbiect on the attention of their countrymen. 

Previous to the Meeting, application had been made to bis Lordship the Governor 
General tobeoofoe the Patron of the Institution, but the answer did not arrive in 
town to be then oommunioated. It has since been received, and we are now most bappy 
%> announce his Lordship’s gracious compliance with the wishes of its fideudg and toil 
wiUinguess to become ttm Patron of the Calcutta Sohool'^Book Society. 



MEDICAL AND PHYSICAL SOCIETY,' 

At a meeting of the Society held on the 2d January, the annual election of ther

The following oommunications receired since last meeting, were submitted by 
the Secretary; viz. A oaae of Hernia, successfully operated upon, by Dr. A* B*' 
Webster. • 

Observations on the cure of Intestinal Wounds, by Mr. T. A. Wise. > 

Mr.Haleigb’s notes of a oaae of poisoning, and Mr. Spry's case of luxation of tbo 
Femur, were then read and discussed by the meeting. 

The subject of Mr. lUlefgh’s case was a respectable person, who, as it afterwards 
appeared, in a fit of des]|»ondency, swallowed a quantity of acetate of copper. Ho 
Was carried into the General Hospital, in a highly apoplectic state, at 8 o’clock in the 
evening of the 7th May last, under the following circumstances. He was quite co* 
tnatose — breathing stertorous— pupils dilated to their utmost extent — pulse slow';, 
hard, and labouring, but not full — countenance bloated and purple — foam issuing 
from the mouth-- •skin warm— breath smelling of peppermint. All mental and volun* 
tary powers were completely suspended. No information could be obtained respect* 
ing him. A vein in each arm was immediately opened, and 45 oz. of blood drawn^ 
which reduced the pulse considerably. Whilst the blood was flowing, the stomach 
was completely evacuated, and washed out by means of Weiss’s stomach pump, and 
three drops of Croton oil were placed far back on the tongue, &;c. 

Soon after the bleeding, the pulse became small and soft, but rapid ; the pupils were 
contracted, and appeared slightly afiected by the light of a candle, and the breathing 
gradually became more natural.^ After twenty-five minutes the pulse fell to one 
hundred, and the surface of the body was covered with perspiration. At nine o’clock 
the head was shaved, and thirty leeches were applied to the temples. At ten o’clock 
the pulse was 154 — pupils contracted — stationary — and unaffected by the light of a 
candle. At eight o’clock next morning he became perfectly sensible, and complain* 
ed of head-acbe, pain, and severe spasms of the stomach, with unquenchable thirst, 
and occasional cramps of the lower extremities. It is unnecessary further to follow 
the active and judicious treatment of th^ desperate case, which was rendered tedi* 
ous by a peculiar state of languor and constitutional irritation of a distressing kind 
—which however gradually yielded to sedatives and nutritious diet, A,c. 

Dufing Ignorance of the actual cause of the disease, the symptoms under Which 
the case presented itself^as Mr. Raleigh very justly observes, justified a conclumoa 
of its being apoplexy, in all probability induced by drunkenness and exposure to 
Sun. Soon after taking the poison, the unfortunate man states that theuneariimss 
of tlie Esophagus and stomach became intolerable, and repenting of the rash act hd 
had committed, and with the hope of occasioning instantaneous vomitting, he siyaU 
lowed about an ounce (a most enormous quantity ! ) of essential oil of peppermint^, 
nnd became insensible. Mr. Raleigh concluded his interesting case by remiwkingi^ 
that the advantage to be derived from the use of the stomach pump, , cannot be toA 
highly appreciated, in all cas^sof extreme determination to the head, accompanied 
With a distended stomach, and particularly where we have reason to believe the excij 
ting cause to be contained in that Viscus, as in that affection so prevalent in this 
country among newly arrived^oldiers, sailors, and recruits, viz. Apoplexy from drun- 
kenness and exposure to thcaintense rsys sun. 

The subject of Mr. Spry’s case was a Cavalry Syce. In returning home after wa- 
tering a troop horse, the animal beoame restive, reared, and fell over with him* In 
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tli8 f«ll A* IcttM Wig prggsed inwgrdg. The man was carried to the rejtiotental hog* 
pital, and on exam'iaation was found tdliare sustfuned a dislocation of the head of 
the thigh bone into the Iscbiatic notch,^. e. upwards and backwards. I'be great too 
tho distorted limb was resting against thb base of the corresponding^oneg the foot 
being turned inwards and fixed. The Igmb could not be rotated outwards, and iu tho 
brect posture was three quarters of an inch shorter than its fellpw. The proper steps 
being taken, the limb was reduced, whei^the beadcof the hone returned into its arti- 
culated cavity with an audible snap. Lit'de or no after*treatment was rendered ne- 
cessary, in consequence of the absence of that inflammatory excitement so common 
among Europeans ; mid in less than a month the idnn had the perfect use of his limb, 
and left the hospital. His age wa.s about tbirtv*eight, 

A Meeting of the Society was held on the fith February, when Dr. T. Stewart, of 
Che Bombay Establislitnent, was elected a Member. 

The Secretly submitted to the meeting an account of the bite of a snake, commu- 
nicated by 'Brigadier Wilson, comrnandiog at Nusserabad. 'rbis account, together 
with Dr. 'Wise’s observations on intestinal wounds, and Mr. Dempster’s case of 
Tumour in the leg of a Native, were then read, and made the subjects of discussion. 

The case of snake bite happened t^* a Bearer. An empty palankeen was being 
carried away, about ten o’clock, p. m. whfn one of the bearers who had taken off his 
shoes, trod on one of that species of snake called by the natives a Karrattia, or 
Karaf t, which bit him just above the great toe of the right foot. The reptile wag 
pursued and killed. It was full grown being about two feet three inches long, and 
pros extremely active. * I'lie man who was bitten did not appear much alarmed at 
prat, but in less than five minutes he became very much so, and in leas than ten 
minutes after being bitten, he sunk down unable to move, and appeared like a person, 
to use a homely phrase, dead drunk, the pulse being feeble and irregular and the 
breathing laborious. A tea spoonful of JEau-de-luce was immediately administered 
in a glass of water-^Snd friction on the bitten part with the same, and spirits of 
hartshorn was had recourse to. The Eou-de-luce becoming exhausted, hartshorn was 
freely administered, and in about an hour the man recovered his senses. He com- 
plained of great pain in his foot, and seemed very uncomfortable, the limb being 
quite cold, and darkly mottled hero and there, some way above the ancle. He grew 
very sleepy, but the pulse had become regular, though rather slow and weak. At 
two oMock A. M. he was pretty easy, and at three— he was allowed to go to sleep, of 
yrhioh he appeared to stand much in need. Much tbin blood flowed from the wounds 
made by the fanga ; and when the man (a stout young Caliar) awoke, about eight 
o’clodls, in the morning, the leg uhis enormously swollen, from the toes to the mp, 
but not attended with very severe pain. Thin blowd ran from his nose and the punc- 
tures in the foot all day, and vesications of the skin took place below the knee— and 
All over the foot. As thoae became worse, they degenerated into bad sores, and 
several weeks elapsed before these local effects were removed. It is remarked by 
the gentleman who describes the case, that in all probability the effects of the bits 
yyere rendered earlier manifest, from the circumstance of the individual having been 
III active exercise. 

Dr. Wise’s paper is m a subject of great surgical importance ; but its details 
|Vould bq uoincely intelligible to the genera! reader. The subject of Mr. Dempster’s 
bas^r w,jss a Bramun, a trooper, who dated the origin of his disease so far back as the 
drat aSeji^e of Bhurtpore, in 1805, where he was struck by a round shot which pro- 
duced a dbmpodnd fracture. Whence arose a consecutive tumour on the Hmb that 
imputation necessary , which operation was accordingly successfully per- 

^ ’ Tlmra aire ievera] points of scientific interest, upon which we understand the Com- 
mittee of the Society are anxious to obtain information from our resident members. 
Such as^whetber suicide, by poison, is frequently resorted to by the natives, and 
if so what poison^ (vegetable, animal, or mineral,) and in what quantity 1 The anti- 
dotes, if any psuofty resorted to. Well authenticated details concerning the bites of 
.penomoas,semetits form also a desideratum in our Eastexu medical literature. A 
panii^lar ^mw^ipfion of the reptile called '' Bis-copra,'’ and believed by the Natives 
to be deadly poisonous, would be also desirable— as vfell as a description, and weU 
authenticatea partioulam of the Cobra Manilla, fleo. 
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At « meeting of the Committee, held on Wednesday, the f7th Januaiy, t&d 
President, Sir Edii^ard Ryao, in the Chai#., 

A letter was read lirom Captain Franklin to the President, giving the results of 
liis late Geological Researches i^i CentraL^ndia. 

With reference tO‘ the birds (nboot twd^undred in ntimber,) collected and pre- 
nerved by Captain Franklin, for the Society (whose property they are,) it was agreed 
that they should, for the greater convenience of elnssilication, &c., accompany 
Captain Franklin to England, together with all the drawings end notes respecting 
them — the latter, however, to be returned to the Society, should but very few of the 
specimens turn out to be new to Ornithologists. 

Five papers on certain birds of Nepal, from Mr. Hodgson, were read, eacb being 
accompanied by an excellent coloured drawing. The first was on the Aquiia 
’NepaUnsU, a noble bird, among the first of the Eagle race, being fully two feet 
eight inches long, and six and a half feet wide, with weight, strength, and vigour 
in proportion. The talons are exceedingly Arong, large, and much hooked. The 
eyes haVe a strong brow, froxtk^^tt&der the shade of which they glance terrifically, ^d 
the colour is superficially of ah uniform pale brown with the great feathers paling 
to white nearly at their extremities. It inhabits that part of the Nepal mountains 
equally removed from the vase Himalaya on one hand, aud the small hiHs confining 
the plains of India, on tlie other. The second paper was on the Cirrael^tm Nepalensis, 
a compact, powerful, and well-proportioned bird, though considerably less than the 
true Eagle just referred to. The subject of the third was the Bhuchang, or Dicrurus 
Indicus. This bird is commonly known to Europeans in Bengal, by the name of 
the King Crow, and by the Hindoostanies Bhuchang, from a fancied resemblance of 
its whistling notes to these two syllables. It is very bold, frequently pursuing 
crows and kites that come near his perch~~aud such is the rapidity of its flight, thnt 
it can overtake the kite when he uses his best efforts to outfly it. When up with 
him. it darts at his h^d continually from above—^but never— so far as Mr, Hodgson 
has seen— -strikes him. All birds seem afraid of it, and It of none* It is very 
vivacious, darting about all day, and all night too, when the moop shines. The 4th 

S gave an account of the red-billed Erolia, and the 5th of the Banhmico, ot 
aba Nepalenais, a very elegant species of the dove, which is found exclusively 
in the wild state. It is very shy, seldom or ever entering the cultivated fields 
for the purpose of feeding, but adhering almost always to tiie woods, and living 
upon their produce— such as grass, seeds, and berries. 

A letter was read from Mr. J. G. Gerard to Captain Archer, dated Monastery of 
Ranum, I5th November, 18fi9, describing his excursion to the hills in the vicinity 
of Ladak. 

The trip was one of disappointment |nd distress along a most dreary toiite, but 
interesting from the grandeur of its desolation. He lost several of his people from 
the severity of the climate, and, considering that be was himself affected by indis« 
position, he was fortunate in having escaped. The first disaster in his camp, wati^ 
in crossing the Puralassa, at a height of 10,500 feet. The poor man perished at 
noonday with his load on bis back, and the sun shining fiercely on the surrounding 
enow. The next accident happened in the passage of the range that bounds the 
Sputu valley on the east-«-it being no common trial for the stoutest of the party* 
They had slept at 16,700 feet elevation, in the bed of a stream, and began the 
ascent under a temperature as low as 17*--without a glimpse of the sun to warm, 
them. The Coolee could not overcome the pressure of the fatigue, cold, and sick* 
ness, and he perished on the snow. Mr. uerard^s Mussalcbee al^ perished— hip 
was speaking and even laughing a few minutes before he becaoib a oorpse««-aiijl| 
breathed his last like a person going asleep. 

Mr. G.’s failure in reaching Leb, principally arose from the jealousy of thW 
government, which etoppe^ him on the threshold of the inhabited country, where 
the Wueeer had, in anticipation of bis arrival, crossed the last intervening ridge. 
,Our traveller found him at an elevation of 16,000 feet, surrounded by Tartara in 
black tents, horses, and dogs ; while upon the elevated aoclivi^ea of neightorp 
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ing moaatBwg, wgn berJa of yaka »lnd shawl poets, ell in the luiorianee of life, 
in a ragioB which’ Tbeoriaia had placed fu mthiff the domain of eternal snow. 
The WuJseer and himsaJf wefe sooti upoo iritfjdTy ti^nnB with each other, dranc 
tea, ate^ he^a and smoked. Hie official ernmd ftad nor apparently warped his 
private feelings, yet though be evinced)* neither jealousy nor vigilance, he se^ed 
ira patient to get the traveller fairly out of hia sight. He aoeppted of many things 
presented to him — and was very anxiAUS to hawe a musical aaulF box— a toy 
which Mr. G. unfortunately had not prodded himself with, not wnceiviag that 
suoli an article could have been even heard of, mu^h leas valued in these wildst 
During the nights the cold was intense, the thermometer, the day previous to the 
meeting with the Wuaeer, standing at sun- rise at 13 

On crossing the l^itche-Long range, the next after Paralasaa, Mr. Gerard found 
some sbella at a positive height beyond 16,500 feet. 'Fhe table land of Rodpshoa 
offered few, objects of scientific research, except its physical configuration and 
stupetidoua altitude — the only inhabitants being pastoral tribes who live in black 
tents amongst the valHes>, which are there upon a medium level of 16,000 feet# 
The whole aspect of the country was, mountainous, and no expanse of level was 
visible, except that of the lakes, the loil undulating in heaps as far as he could 
see, till .bounded by a snowy chain, wliioh he o<iia^iShi4*d defines the declension 
of the streams towards the Indus. On the 20th September, he lost his way upon 
the shore of a salt lake, and passed the night in a sheep^fSld, without any sort of 
shelter or food..—** Next morning (he writes) we were covered with snow, from 
which we were'^ afraid to extricate ourselves till the sun began to melt it. The 
Camp was discovered in a gorge, at an elevation of 16,000 feet — ^and here I found 
my situation most alarming, being confined to my bed, and all around white with 
anow, and our rear and front intersected by enormous mountains — the lowest level 
being Lake Chumorerell, which it still upwards of 15,000 feet. This is a beautiful 
sheet of water, our route lying along its margin for a day’s march of nine hours# 
Another lake was covered with wild fowl, acreaming like sea gulls announcing a storm. 
Their borders were speckled by the black tents of Tartar shepherds, who migrate 
from pasture to pasture with their flocks — what they do in winter, I cannot con- 
ceive. During the day we bed to contend with scorching sunshine, and at night 
with a temperature varying from 16® to 18® — once 13® in the tent, at an elevation 
4>f 17^,700 feet. Herds of wild horses n^ere frequently close to us, but tbejr would 
not allow us to approach sufilciently near to fire at them with any effect. 1 hey are 
a siiigular species, between the mule and the ai^, and in colour (being spotted) 
they. rMepible the deer, as also in their habits, for they gallop off to the cliff's with 
ks much agility. 1 am inclined to think them a kind of Zebra. The limit of the 
anow was very lofty in some places, not under 20,000 fret, yet on my north-east 
|here appeared, at intervals, white tope of the most transcendent grandeur and alti- 
t^ude, indicative of scenes where the mind wanders with emotion, the more 
heightened from the undefined nature of the objects. My nearest appulse to the 
was only three days journey— and 1 shall always regret tie cireumstance of 
my sitpiatlpn, which deprived me of the gratification of beholding that desolate, and 
ahdoet ttpappft’n^hable river — but 1 durst not attempt to deviate from the high rOa<L 
^ayabe which carried my camp being hired, and our provisions for twelve days 
already faihng us, which obliged me to sacrifice several pretty shawl goats for food 
to my people# 

At one spot, uiader the Chinese government, Mr. G. was closely watched, and 
kept in restrailLt, which was the more irksome as the soil was covered with fossils# 
-^>At another spat, but under Ladak, he was more fortunate, and pursued his objects 
undisturbed. He managed, during the trip, to make a splendid collection of sheila 
and shell-rock, gathered at elevations between 15 and 16,000 fret. His route down 
the valley of Bputu was far from uninteresting. He visited several monasteries and 
entertainments of Lamas, partaking of their greasy tea and beer. The situation 
of the Monastery of Eanum, whence his letter is dated, he describes as delicious, 
|fter the bleak and gelid regions of Ladak— «with grapes, apples, and other fratfr 
# m frund, a glowing temperature during ^e day— ‘but ghill nights. M. Csom6-dw* 
l^droa, he states, was just above him, and they met daily# His works, Mr. G, addsv

C« K, EOBlSON| Sccji, Agr, and JSorl, Society^ 
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By Professor Bafa's communication, it Appears that the attention of Northern 
Aniiqiiarians has bean, of late years, particularly turned towards Scandiuavian and 
Icelandic Inatory and hierature—^nd that,^y old Manuscripts, the fact of the Inba* 
bitanis ot the North of Kurope having, long belore Columbus’ time, (as early as the 
eleventh century) visited Aiitericu — at least its Northern countries and coasts — is 
placed beyond u doubt. 'I'he accounts of the old t^candinaviao voyages of discoveiy 
to Noith America, be adds, have lately gained hesh conhimation fiom a stone with 
a Uuaic inscription iound in lyjid, on the Island Kiiigiktorsoak, 73? N. L, on the 
West coar>t oi (ji't'CTiland. " 

’I'he account of L>r. Kichard.son’s visit to Laos, given in Major Burney’s Letter, is 
a mere outline, derived tioin conversation with that gentleman, but wdiich, in tJio 
absence of the more detailed report he was preparin',;, is very interesting. About 
BIX months ago, a Laos Chief sent a party of men to Moiilmein, with a letter to Mr. 
Maingy, tlie Civil CommiaMOuer, inviling ISin to send a f3ritiBh Olbcer up to Land, 
and iVIr. IMaingy availod himself of such iPfittiug oppoitunity for obtaining gome 
iufonnHiron respecting that country, by sending Di. Richardson (a person appaiently 
excellently qualified for the task ) on a Mission to the place. 

Accordingly, Dr. Kicliardsou proceeded up the Salueii River for four, days, and thoa 
travolled in an L. N. L. daeftion. fie wag altogether forty-four days on Ins jour- 
ney, hut of these be was lu motion twenty-seven days only , and he w as absent al- 
together about throe months. The Laos men whom he accompanied, frankly told 
him that they could not think of taking him by the easy and direct route ii) their 
couiitiy, as he miglit heieafier guide an Buglish army to them, and that for tins 
reason they thougiii it right to miive like an Elephant over a difhcult road, to feel 
W’ltli the trunk lirst—and ascertain that it will be safe to move the body forward.” 

Upon arriving at the residence of the Laos Chief, Dr. Richardson immediately dis- 
covered, that the invitation sent to Mr. Maingy was intended only as an empty com- 
pliment, the Chief at' nil g upon the implicit belief that no English Offacer could, or 
would be able to uiMieiiake and get through the journey. The arrival of the A «/« 
Pfiyoo, or WMiite Stranger, therefore, excited u gieat sensation throughout the coun- 
try, an old prediction being current there, as among most other Indo-Chinese nations, 
that they are destined one day to be conquered by white men. What added to the 
dread of the impression produced by the White Stiaiiger’s arrival, was the circum* 
btanceof the Luos country having, duiiiig the past year, iieen subject to u great inun- 
dation — and when the waters subsided, white fish, a white crow, ( mra ovis in fern’s,) 
and several oilier u hite uuiinals having been found ! 

In spite of all these teriible omens, Dr. Richardson Bcems to have been treated 
w’ith sufficient kiudness. I'lie Chief and people however expressed great apprehen- 
sions of the British power and intentions. Tbe]^ were pa^^ticularly struck with tlie 
circumstance of our troops not having been afraid to go in open day-light to attack 
Martaban-— although, they said, ‘ it would have been belter to have gope at niglit’ — 
and been able tlius to burn uil the inhabitants in their bods ! On l)r. Richardson 
expressing that tlie Briti.sh had no desire to inteifere with other people, if they were 
let alone— and that we were u hlraighi forioard race— they answered “ that is the veiy 
reason we aie so afraid of you, if you would advance slyly, or in a serpentine line, like 
a Bunuah, vi’e miglit hope to avoid you, but there is no resisting you— when you come 
butting on, like a powerful animal ” 

The place to vvliicli Dr. Richardson went is called, by the Burmese, Laboung. It 
is situated about half a day's journey fiomthe capital of Northern J.aos, called by 
the Siamese and l^aos men, Ch’haiug-mai, and by the Burmese, Zemee, and by the 
Portuguese and English travellers, Juiiguma, fkc. Its latitude does not appear to 
liave been perfectly ascertained— -but lies, in all probability, between 19deg. and 
SOdeg. The best description of it is given by Fitch- an English traveller, who visit- 
ed tlie Bpotm 1587. He says, he was twenty-five days travelling to it, from the city 
of Pegu, shaping lus course N. E,, and that he passed through many pleasant and fruit- 
ful countries. Dr. Richardson found the road difficult and mountainous, and saw few 
traces of habitation— and besides the town ot Laboung, (tlie population of which he 
does not think exceeds two^housand live hundred souls,) only some small villages. 
'The Chief has the same tuiie civcn him by his people, as that applied to the King of 
Siam--*' Lord of life.” The Chief and people took great pains to assure Dr. R. that 
they are uot tributary to Siuai« aud that they only occasioaaUy send eome teak timber 
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down to Bangkok. Major Bnrnf‘v, how'ever, from what he ascertained himself at 
the latter place, and from all stated by Dr. Ilichardsoii, seems saUslied thai this part 
©I i\(nthern Laos is sul)jt*ct to Suuu. 

The momeni Dr. R. uriivcil at Labouiig,, on express was dispatched to Bungkok, 
l\ir.]\Iain;;y’s presents were also Iorwar<led, and much anxiety was evinced for 
mi answer— -I>r. R. was n<»t allowed u visit /emee. He describes ilm coMiiiry as 
abounding in elephants and cattie. iie saw* no wheat, and the pvm’ipnl gimu used by 
tlie people is a gelaienous kind of iice. He suwmic iioator snow-— bin ihe tlierxno- 
!iiet(‘r ftt eight a. m. w-as so low as -Ul d^^. He dons not appear to have observed 
any very lofty range of mountains. 'J'iie language ut the people ife* the same as tlmt 
of Suiui, with some slight ditterence of dmlt c t. '1 he appearance of the men did not 
strike Dr. J Richardson as being of so la*, go and robust amake as usually distmnutshes 
the norrin ra lace. llm women me emiiuT}ii> Jjandsome aiui bur, wiih fine IjBfge 
eyes- having none of L)w Taitar and (Chinese oliaracter. 'J'iie men wear larger ffida 
©f cloth, by way of turbans, iban the Jinrnw'se. I ne low'tir gaimeuls are the same 
as the llnr.tnese, being made of sdk or bltie htnped cotton. '1 lie young w'omen go 
wurh bosom uncoveied, but theiiTow'er gariuenf&aie of a raore modest fashion than 
in Biumuii. 

1 he Priests are notlmidin much re’^ieience, w’hich is not surprising, considering 
the laxity of their morals. 1 ho accoifni which I'ere M mine t-ives of tlie people of 
Lanjang, or Southern ij-aos, rou'^ting tlieir fowls with all tiieii leathers on— is nurfectly 
true. Dr. U. repeatedly saw fowls rousted in lias manner— and wilboul even tho 
entrails being taken out. 

The coins current in the country are the same as the Siatnese. With respect to 
productions— Dr. R. saw a good deal ot c«uo>u, ivoi v, btiek-liie, and some musk, 
wiiich he, understood me bait ered for articles fioin Hh in a, whence a C'anwau, con- 
sisting of one or two tbousuml horses and mules, auunaily visits J.,ii(>6. in conse* 
qweiice, however, of its having been plundei*‘d about thri e yems before— the Cara- 
van had not vjjiUt'd l.ataoung for two years, Init it wuM-xpeetiul this yeut , Di.R.was 
toid tlmi the (ihine.se fronriei meiTh,int.s had .''*uit n deputation to the King of Siam, 
with a pres»^rit of gold, lo solicit hi.s IVJofc.viy's prtdecMon in lutuie to then aunOHl 
Camvan. Jir. K. supposes rhe/e, are no copper mines at I.-ior, and be was assuit d, 
that ail the metal wois brought by the (hiiiieso ('aruvan.. I'hert' is a great deal of 
iron oie in the country, ui-d ttie inhabitants <ari forge lohTnbly g<»od inu.sket barreJs. 
He saw a srnvill .specimen of lend oie, and was inloriued ttiat llieie is uhuncUmce of 
tin ore above Z-uuee, Cuttle is very ciieup, and of iisinull bret'd — ihe pi ice la about 
lovo lupees eight annas a bead, and Dr Tl. hud succeeded in bunging sixty head wutb 
liun to Mouliueiii, and about thiee huiulred more w'ere lo follow' him. ilere, of it- 
self, we, liiive an iiisiaiice of inuneduite benefit from tde Mission, for a supply of 
cat.le for the use of the luiropeau noons at MouliuPIn was a great desuh-ratimi. 

'1 lie people of Laos ate in gteut tlreud ot the Biiimeso ; and the cruel system of 
border warfare and man calcfing, to which oui occupation of the IVuuRKeiim Pro- 
vinces hus put an end to the soutbwaivl, still continues in force to the nortli, between 
Laos and Avn. Jt w'ould appear that, as in Hurmuh, women are bought and sold at 
Laos -flic pnee of one is ten beftd of cattle', or tweuiy-five lupeo.s ! ^ 

Pbiglish broad cloths, chintxe-s, and cutlen , are much piieed m Laos, and it is to be * 
hoped thnt betore long an useful ami txienstve cimimerce may be eteiaidished be- 
fw'een that cuumry a^d Moulmeiri, and that even the Chinese cai avail may be in- 
duced to visit the latter plnoe, 

'Die extracts from Mr, Oci.ird’s letfcjs relative to the Fossil Shells collected by 
him, on his late tout over the snowv mountains of the Thibet frontier, are, very curious 
in a geological point of vn-w, amt, we doubt not, will occusirm much speculation, if 
not u m-ulification of certain theories. 'l'h< loftiest altitude uf. winch he picked up 
Rome of them, was in the crest of a pass elevu’ -d seventeen thousand feet— and here 
aUo wert‘ fragments of rock, bearing the irapiessioii ot shells, which roust have been 
detached from the contiguous peaks rising far above this elevuted level. Genendiv, 
how'ever, the rocks formed of these shells are at an altitude of U),(KK) feet- and one 
cUft w'as a mile in perpendicular heigljt above tlie netirest level. “ '1 bia (observes 
Mr. Oeiurd) is ananoinuly, I imagine, hitherto unanticipated, and will no doubt be 
r> ceivod in a cautious, if not sceptical spirit, I know notliow such relics of aut< tli- 
luvuiu ci'eation ure yiewt d by other travellers, but I am unable to expres.s the <S^no- 
tion 1 felt, when gazing upon the myriads of extinct niunmls, inbabitantH of a former 
woihi, perhaps coeval with its toruiaiioii ; and reflecting upon the manner by which 
»o Timny perirhed at ihat lofty level, wdiere they have, fcit ages, bleached under tho 
ukies. In .some places tlie fields are full of them, and Tlie densest crops now' vege- 
tute ^P|>n tlie puiveinRed alluvium ot a former suh-marino .soil. At what remote 
peuou tlicsa elevated spots were inhabited by fish of the sea, and how whole 
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lOT rock ba'pp como to bo formed out of* the destruction of so many sliells, is a ques- 
tion of III) ('oinmou interest to illustrate, 1 have only to remark*, tliat the specimeiis 
1 have collected are fresh and entire, as if they had been lecenrly emeri>ed from 
tlieir own element, wlule the rock, when fractured, exhthifa the most porlectly 
formed shells,” In another plae Mr. Geranl states-— “ .lust bftove crossing tho 
boundary of Ludak into Hussaiur, I was etceedingly gratnV'd by the discovery of a 
bed of antediluvian loysteis, clinging to tlie rock as if they had bi^eu ahve.’' lu 
whatever point of view w'e to con^der the subject-— or under the bias vi 
whatsoever t}ieory---it is Mulditne to tl:Tnk ol imlhous of mrtrine remains U ing »t 
eucli a transcendent altitude— -and of vast lIiIK oi roek foimed out of them ii owning 
over those illimitable- and desolate wastes- -wheie the ocean once flowed---* deeper 
than did ever pliiniinet sound 

Wilson’s paper on <\ncient Coins found in India, is prefaced by some remarks 
on IT communication of (’olonel Tnd's, coutalneil in th** lirju volume of the 'I’niii'^ne- 
tions of the "Royal A-Siatic Sonety-— on some ancient tir^-ek, Parlhnin, anti llirniu 
Medals, from a very considerahie muuher coHecteti by him in India — ‘ I'wo of o 
t^erity the existence of tw'o Sovenu'tnsof Ibu tiia--- Ajiolladotus and Menander. I’ho 
origin of the rest is only t ocjectuially dctei muied, hut fiom the Greek letters on 
some of them, coinluned wnh 1‘miiiiaii cc,|Tijiue.s and Hindu eintileins, there lam ho 
little doubt of their being the coins of oi Uactuaii Pniuv's luliug over In- 

dian ’pmvniceK. 'fins has bmui fiirthet estahlin'ed by Augustus Si hlegel, ui a paper 
upon thdonel 1'od’s Coins in the .lounrd Arnaiiqne. lie has also he cotueises, decy- 
plu-red a name upon niv of them, which he toiius lidohigiis, and coiisidei s it to 
have bet'U the apnellation of the Indo-Scythic lvins»,who leigned o^’er the countries 
along the UkIuk to «i,s iiiourh, in tie- ciiiunmncement i>f the- Chrn,ts:ui era. 

“ 'riu^iterest”- (ontinues Air. WiK'.ori~“ exciteo hy monuni'’nts of this desenp- 
fion, has indueeil me to examine th*' coili ctjon of the Society, in order to a'^certain if 
any such are in our posst ‘-sion. Fh suU s a number oi coins, w e Ijuve also v arirma 
drawings, made utidei the diieeti m of trie lato Colonel Mackenzie, from original^ in 
his own cahuuU, or in tho«io of diiteient individuals, i have also refeirml to a small 
collection of my owmi, ami to one made by Mr. Jarno.s I’nnsep— -and from tlies-^ sources 
have derived a innuher ot interesting continmitious to a subject hitherto ulinoet un- 
touched, the nuirnsmata oL'ancient India. Many of the IMedals described and delineated 
by (h>lonel d'otl, have hm ri met with in my search, and aitliougli I iiave not been for- 
tunate enougli to discover any that auihoiise, by lecihle inscription, or farnihur de- 
vices, poaitive support to Ins dedui'tiona, or those of Schlegel- yet it may be thought 
by the Society not nilogeiher unimportant to verify their premises, and to estahlidi 
the existence of similar corns over an extended portion of India, beyond a doubt.” 
Oar limits will not admit of ou^entering into the details of Mr. Wilson’s valuuhie 
paper- whirh contains excelleiiTdescripiious of drawings of a great number of coins, 
neatly and ably executed. We hopM that ho will, someday, publish tlio whole iri a 
compendious form— Since in uu Autiquareuu and llisloncal point of view — it is full 
of interest. 

Most of the FJobipHS coins, in addition to human figures, have a trident— and a 
peculiar IMonogiain, anmewhal like a tour- pronged fork, with blunt points— tlm 
short shaft ending m a circle, or diamond. Tl»e long and short trident, are Ixitli 
to be found on ancient P irthiau coina~*but we have never seen on any com a symbol 
like tlie Monogniui in question. 

, Dr- Stioiig’s pape r on Poiing Water-Springs commences with a reference to vari- 
ous instances in Knghind, wdieie the practne lias been attended woth most l>eneficial 
effects. In .some of the lower parts of lancoln and Kent, for examiile, whcie tlio 
inhuhitants and their cattle sulh red greatly from the woint of good waiter, the evil haa 
lately been removed, and this essential necessary of life lias been supjdii’d by meam 
of perforations iniide to a great depth in the soil, by boring woili an iron uugre, so 
us to reach and bring to the surface, the deep-seated springs. Thus, boiings, whiidi 
have been made tiom two Imndretl to four hundred feet deep, have been found to 
cast up from ten to fifty gallons of soft and remarkably pure wutei pt-r minute, which, 
without the use of engine or pump, w*iU rise from 20 to AU teet above the surface, 
in a tube or guide pipe. The experiments that have hitherto been made in India^ 
via the boring way, have not been successful, either from the boring not having beea 
carried to a sufiicient depth, or the rods breaking, 'Ihe deepest that has ever been 
effected here, was one hundred and forty feel. The borer generally had to pierce 
through stiff’ clay. Kunkiyr, and sand. Dr. Strong, himself, has bored more than 
once as far as seventy feel, m the vicinity of Galcuita. On one occasion the augre 
(a strong and large one) vvas twisted in a most extraordiuavy way ; and on another, 
the rods broke, Motwithatandmg this, Doctor Strong appears to be a great advocate 
for boring, aud pour eupouraser lei auite^ meauons an lustauca of Buccoasful boring lu 
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Kncjland, notwithsUtiding tlie gieat difficulty of the soil, which lately came to hi« 
knowledge. “la tllt'e Sion House grounds they found two springs, the deepest at a 
depth of live hundred and thirty-hve feet, in solid chalk, w’hich rose to the height of 
five feet above the surface, at the rale of five gallons per minute/’ Dr. Strong has ex* 
tz acted from an English scumtific work, an Estimate Table of the expense of bor- 
ing compared with well-sinking—by which it appears that the expense of the latter 
is ut least treble ; the estimate for two hundred teet of boring bifug and that of 

the same depth iii w^ell sinking “ f should, concludes Dr. Strong—** think 

the chief expense here would be the tubes; but 1 find that sheet iron m the Eazar 
is now extremely cheap, and if it could be made mto tubes, the cost of flic iron 
alone would not be more than twenty rupees per hundred fbet— beside the expense 
for making them into tubes/’

6ENTLKMEN OF THE BENGAL CIVIL AND MILITABT SERVICES* 


I write for your advantage and my own amusement. You are oeoasionally afflict* 
ed with dyspepsia and the liver. You sometimes find it absolutely indispensable 
to get away for a short space from the coulter and the yoke. I trust I do not use*, 
lesaly employ a vacant hour in the attempt to collect a few practical observatioaa 
which may preserve you from the discomfort, ^privation, and inconveniences to which 
all are at present siihj»^cted whose constitulfoiis stand in need of that renovation 
which is^generaliy thought attainable by a voyage to the Cape of Good Hope. 

These memoranda can claim, as indeed I only expect for them, a very limited cir* 
eulation. The works of Vaiilant, Spannann, Thomson, Barrow, preclude the pos* 
sibihty of offering any thing of novt*Ity or interest to the general reader from this 
side of Africa, and I therefore beg to be understood as inviting the perusal of thoso 
only who contemplate a visit to the Colony with a view of making it their tempo- 
rary or permanent residence, 'To such 1 address myself with, 1 trust, a well ground- 
ed expectation of being useful ■ tor 1 shall endeavour to concentrate in a few pages 
that information which has been thought unwortny the research of the scientiffo 
traveller, or can now only be obtained by laborious examination of volumes which 
the invalid wants the spirit or the leisure to peiuse : or by a dear-bought and tardy- 
experience purchased on the spot. The scientific reader will find nothing here. 
The general reader but very little. The Indian Invalid will find a piactic^d registei; 
nf facts which 1 confidently recommend to bis attention. 

That this effort to prove useful to the body to which I belong will expose me to 
some little vituperation, I am quite prepared to learn. Evil in most societies pre- 
dominates so much over good, Aat be who shall only set down wdiat he sees will 
usually find much more to condemn than to admire. I will not, however, travel out 
of the path wdjicb 1 have proposed to myself either to advertize a folly or expose a. 
fault, and if it should appear that life in Southern Africa can amount to little more 
than mere animal existence, the misfortune should be attributed to circumstances 
which appear to be shared more or less by all colonies: and which should not 
therefore be considered as the peculiar reproach of this. 1 have endeavoured, in 
speaking of a place so very little known to Indian invalids, and yet so constantly 
resorted to by them from India, to confine myself as much as possible to the mer* 
fact. Those for whom I write may draw their own inferences ; 

1 should have wished to have commenced this sketch with a few observations of 
practical utility to those who are compelled suddenly to come down fi^om the Upper 
Provinces of India with a view to embark as expediiiously as possible in the first 
ship sailing from Calcutta. But thus would have lengthened these remarks beyond 
the limits to which 1 proj»ose to confine mvself, and I rather prefer to embody at s 
future period in a few separate sheets that which relates to our Indian capital, its 
society, the peculiar usages and modes of existence of its inhabitants, their merits 
and their defects. I pioceed, then, at once to my task, and will suppose the inva- 
lid on the point of embarkation in the City of Palaces. 

At the period when the state of my health made it absolutely imperative on ms 
to quit India, it became mutter of serious consideration to what part of the world I 
should direct my course, ^fhe beautiful climate of ]Sew South Wales, and Vaa 
Piemen's Land, urgently recommends itself, more especially that of the latter coun- 
try, which appears to luiitu th« hratfiRg ttttd dftluury which lesulHirmresiv 
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denc« ill our own (URtiTe land, with the halmy softnesa of an Italian akf. I am of 
opinion, tlierefore, that the Indian Invalid ahonld without hesitation avail himself 
of an]r oppo^unitf which may be at hand to visit Australia, and auch opportunities 
nlwayn pre^nt themselves by the way of the Isle of France. 1 know that this 
middle passage is in general oonsidere^d au objection, 1 cannot discover any auflici- 
«nt reason. The ship's, it is true are in general smaller, but,.they are less crowded 
with passengers, a point of the last im-j^ortance to an invalid. An agreeable break 
is 'made in along voyage by a abort residence at Port Louis, and from thence op- 
portunities present themselves every fortnight. 

I should hope, for many reasons, that even if some direct communication he not 
•Btablished witli Australia from India, the service generally will not allow the trifling 
obstacle of a ciremtous voyage to prove, as it now does, so complete a bar to visiting 
a country so far superior tii every respect to the Cape of Good Hope, Of the ex- 
treme beauty of the Isle of France there can be but one opinion, and the hospitality 
and kindness' of the residents, their polite attentions to strangers, more especially 
those who happen to possess even a single introduction, make a visit to Port Louis 
a striking contrast to that which awaitjs|^^he invalid in Capo Town. 

There is an hotel in Port Louis, not a very convenient place of residence it is 
true, but the hospitality of the Inhabitants in general makes it unnecessary to 
have recourse to it. llie charges at the table d’hote are moderate, and the enter- 
tainment reasonabjiy good. If any choice is allowed as to time, it is very desirablo 
generally to avoid visiting the Island during the summer months, the town being 
intolerably hot, and all the inhabitants leaving it for the country in November, 
and seldom returning before March. All gaieties are then suspended ; and, as it 
is not easy to go into the country, the attentions of the inhabitants to a stranger 
arriving at that season must be necessarily very limited. The hurricane season, 
which is just this period, is also deserving of consideration : but all this should not 
oppose the voyage to this charming spot : which, with that to New South Wales, 
will, 1 trust, ere long be substituted for that to the Cape. 

The <^u.arterly EsviVu;, in a late number, has urged with much force the advantage 
which the new colony of Swan River appears to hold out as a sanatarium for the 
British possessions in the East. It is dimcult at present to form any judgement of 
the extent of these advantages, saving In So far as regards climate and facility of 
access \ the latter by the way of Batavia and Singapore appears to be certain, tbs 
former, according to Captain Stirling, equally sure. Late accounts of the prospects 
of the colonists have certainly not been flattering. It should seem that the land 
hitherto explored is sandy and unproductive^: and that the bar at the mouth of 
^he river must long obstruct its navigation even for small craft. It seems to be cer- 
tain, likewise, that the settlers are undergoing very considerable privations ; and 
m suspicion has gone abroad, that the prospects of the colonists have been painted 
rather too much ** oouleur de rose.’* On^the other band, Captain Stirling is still 
sanguine as to success : and certainly the Indians are deeply interested in the re- 
■ultB of his expedition : though at present an invalid might experience some incon- 
venience. Indeed it would be impossible to procure any shelter. A gentleman of 
fortune, who resigned a commission in the guards, and went out, taking w'ith him 
every convenience and luxury that money could command, was living on the sea 
shore, St the date of the last accounts, in his carriage. The carriage was said to be 
the most convenient residence in the colony. A tent, therefore, would be indispen- 
sable. But I return to my subject — 

The port of Calcutta is in general so crowded with ships in the months of De- 
cember, January, and February, some of which call at the Cape, that the selectiou is 
all that should occupy attention. 1 think it a great error to sail in a ship with a nu- 
merous party, however flattering the accommodation, however eminent the talents 
nr charaoSer of the commander: and no consideration should induce the invalid to 
Mlect any of those vessels which can merely be considered as floating hospitals 
mr foundlings. 1 think it was the 7{obtirt$ which sailea^iut of the port of Calcutta, 
with sixty children on hoard— what hope could the passengers ibars of bearahlo 
oxictsikss I UAless 4ades4 Herod had beea the Captaiftt 
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Let notloiag sliort of absolute pecuBiary necessity, and of tbe 
description, induce you to g^o below* When a g^entlemao visits the acooiwbda* 
tion in harbour, 1 know it is very usual to bear it remarked, ** Ob it matters not wbe* 
ther you are above or below ; the ship is so airy, and she is suoh a sea boat her 
ports are always open,” Believe not a word^of it, my brethren. The smallest hutcii 
above stairs is to l^je prefered to the largest cabin below : for bear it well in mind, 
when the ports are open, the i^st deck the debtor's cell ; when closed it is tha 
condemned one. 

To illustrate this by a single example : I sailed from the New Anchorage, Saugor, 
for the Cape of Good Hope, in the Broxhornebury m the early part of January 1829. 
It was the very best season, and the ship, both in respect to its accoMiodations, 
and also as a sea boat, in every respect unexceptionable. Of the character and 
talents of Captain Chapman, her commander, it would he difficult to speak too high* 
ly, nevertheless’; with all these advantages in our season and our craft, thirty -five day* 
out of fifty- six were passed with ports closed in : and they were davs of sorrow and 
penance to all below. Recollect ^“et olim meminisse Juva-hit*^' that however 
trim and tight the sea boat, below there *wiU always be a paucity of air, and » 
superfluity of water. 

And now a word as to your food, having thus considered your lodging. A good 
table, by which I mean on board of ship wholesome and well dressed food , is so 
essential to the very existence of an Indian, that every care should be taken, and 
enquiry made, which can throw a light upon your gastronomic prospects while on 
board. Due advertence should be had to the fact, that a large dinner for a nume« 
Voufl party, however good, Uie “materiel” can seldom be perfectly well prepared 
With every convenience, means, and appliances on shor^. On board of ship tba 
thing is utterly hopeless. If a dinner is to be shared among a number, either it is 
sot worth eatingi or there is nothing left to eat. 

It is good to be provided with Gunter’s portable soup, some cases of his^iscuits, 
which are far preferable to Leman’s, in as much as they do not require a second 
baking; some rusks : and, above all, tbin slices of toasted bread. This preserves itci 
•weetness and flavor better than any other cabin store, and can be prepared and 
kept when ready by any servant. It will keep during the longest passages, and 
is most acceptable to a delicate stomach. One of the little Cabin lamps sold for 
the use of invalids and childrep will always be found most useful, fqr the galley 
is often so crowded at the moment that means are preparing (and there is a 
constant and never ceasing masticatoy^ process going on in all ships which places 
the cook in requisition from day-break till the night is far advanced) that your 
servant may not gain^access. 

It may not be undesirable in this place to say a few words as to clothing : for it 
is proper to recollect, that for the first days of the passage to the Cape, supposing 
that the slnp leaves SaUgor in January,* the weather will be extremely cold, and 
will continue so nearly until you reach the line. It will then be warm ; hut there 
wifi always be a good deal of rain, with variable weather. This will continue to 
the latitude of the Mauritius, when warm clothing will again become essential. 
Arrived at the Cape, supposing that the ship makes an average passage of two 
months, the invalid will suffer nearly as much from heat in Cape Town as in 
Calcutta, and will be just as anxious to dispense with all superfluous clothing 
as in India. A good supply, however, of warm clothing, blankets, and coverlids^ 
cannot fail to prove useful both at sea and on shore ; and no one who has any 
regard for his health and comfort should ever be without them. I shall say a few 
words of the Cape winter in another place. 

Musquito curtains are quite as necessary as in India. Cape Town swarms wit!!^ 
Jdusquitoes; hut, strange to say, the luxury, or, to say better; that necessary of life 
found in every Indian bed, is unknown even among the English resideiifts. EUeii 
Also attack you in countless myriads, to a degree unknown in Europe or Asia. They' 
Ating you to, a variety of»annoyance peculiar to the African peat. Coir or hair 
Matrasses should be provided, for bugs are numerous and active ; besides, no In- 
(}ian can repose on a suflbcating feather bed generally in use at the Cape> even 
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ihe height Utlinmer. Yet, with all theti^ precautions, to sleep in Cape Town 
during the ftnchmer months is no facile operation. 

Almost the first question which presents itself to the iov-alid on his arrival in 
Calcutta, after taking his passage, is what arrangement shall bo made regarding 
servants? It is not very easy to make** a satisfactory response ^ for whether they 
are engaged in India or taken in Cape Town, whether they lire white or black, or 
male, or female, tliev are a certain and vnerer-enUing source of vexation, annoy- 
ance, and expense. 

I have given the subject much consideration, and after, numerous enquiries among 
my friends, and several experiments in my oivn establishment, some satisfactory, 
others very much the reverse, I believe 1 must recommend, and that urgently too, 
the expediency of bringing at least one male attend'int from Calcutta. I shall 
hereafter assign my reasons for this advice, when I come to bring under review tho 
facilities or otherwise, which Cape Town present's for the supply of domestics — 
the expences which they occasion, and other particulars arising from the subject 
which have infiuenced the recommends^tion oifered above. 

After two months, passed in the confinement so accurately described by Johnson, 
the prison with the apprehension of drowning, how welcome to the ear the first cry 
of land from the mast head; and how pleasing to the eve will even the rugged out- 
line of the coast of Africa appear, approaching it even at the terrific point of HangUp ; 
or the fiightful Cape of Storms itself. It should seem, however, that a few years 
have greatly diminished the apprehensions excited by an iron bound coast, and 
alee shore : for it is certain that Table Bay is now visited by ships at all seasons, 
during the very depth of winter, when, a very few years back, it was thought m 
the highest degree hazardous and imprudent.* 

The approach to Cape Town, and the entrance to Table Bay, have been so fre- 
quently the subject of description that it seems unnecessary to renew that which 
the pen and pencil have so often repeated. I think the magnificence of the pros- 
pect has been very much exaggerated ; for, grand as some of the features of the 
laudscape certainly are, the total absence of wood and verdure, Iho* it may give 
a wild and savage character to the scenery, can be compensated, in my opinion, by 
310 other natural or artificial advantage. There is indeed the one ingredient of the 
sublime, the monstrous mass which frowns at you in fearful desolation ; but I doubt 
extremely if “ the wild pomp of mountain majesty ,4* even when accompanied by the 
Attraction of wood and water, leaves any "plea&mg association : any recollection upon 
which the mind loves to dwell. Cape Town, however, certainly does present one or 
two very striking points of view ; and I would particularly notice the coup dVil 
presented at an angle of the hfkttery upon which the morning and evening gun is 
fired — the striking feature of the scene is of course tlie table mountain, with the town 
SO close at its base, that the apprehension of immediate destruction, in the event of 
an earthquake, instantly presents itself. This impression is conveyed tlie more for- 
cibly to the mind by the astonishing clearness of the atmosphere, which takes from 
the effect of distance, and brings uiidor the ©ye the rugged mountain, as if immedi- 
ately overhanging the Town. On© actually expects to see the impending mass come 
tumbling down ** Lapides adesos stirpesque raptas, et pocus et domos volventis una,^^ 

But, leaving a subject of which it would be difficult to say any thing new, and of 
which, 1 believe, no description conveys any distinct image of winch the pencil can 
only present a feint idea, 1 proceed to counsel the Indian invalid to take especial 
care to land at an early hour of the morning before the South Easter has acquired its 
force ; and it seems very desirable to employ, for this purpose, one of the .lf^t6e boats^ 
as being far safer than the ship boats, however well appointed. I'be former are 
very admirable craft, and extremely well manned. Accidents in them may be said 
scarcely ever to occur ; while the casualties from the ship's boats are not by any 
means unfrequeut. And now I shall suppose the landing effected, and the Hindoo

For the above named sum a moderately good breakfast is provided, dinner re* 
nerally at three or four o’clock. “ J.»e rosbif des anglais pour des ef,tr,inaca a 
toutes dpreuves,” and tea and coffee generally in t/ie evening. I'he wines are de- 
testable ; the W'orstsort of Cape wine being the only kind provided. 'Die invalid 
should not fail to bring some sherry, and claref if ho drinks it. No pabi'e, however 
coarse, can bear what is termed the Cap^* snuuk, “ le gout dii terroir,” or earthy 
flavor of the wine. In order to conceal this, the worthy vintners of the capital’'^ of 
•Southern Africa are accustomed to quality the article with a plentiiui admixture 
of ardent spirits, which masks, indeed, the objectionable flavor, hut sulistiiuti^s in ite 
room u highly deleterious and unwholesome compound, it seems eminentl? fit 
that some regulation should prevent the sale of this poisonous liquid until ace has 
takea something from Its deleterious effects, in Fj^nnee, the absolute necessity of 
preventing the owners of vineyards from deluging tlie country with wines actual! v 
undergoing the process of vinous fermentation, is generally admitted. AViiy should 
not the same rule be applied to this cojonv 1 

Sometime since, it was considered possible to apply a remedy to tbe evil hvthe 
appointment of an officer, whose duty it was to taste every pipe of Chine wir e lirmight 
into the market ere it Wiis offered for ronsumption. The office w^ashisi filled bv 
the Honorable Col. Fitzroy, the use of whose gustatoiy orsTans was s»»ciired to tliW 
public at a moilerate remuneration of per annum. Tlie total uselessness of 
the officemarked u out for abolition on the late rtuluctions in the colonial civil 
for it was discovered that it wm.s quite impossible for tlie utmost exertions of the Ho- 
norable wine taster to get throiigh anything like the qiiaiiiitv brought lomuikot ; and 
it was surmised, also, that after tasting some six or eight barrels of this “ pmihmn 
Stuff” no palate, however exercised or delicate, would recognize good liquor from bad. 

* It seems proper to remark, that the greatest difference is observable between tho 
wine offered for sale in Cape Town, and some of the produce of the country. \\ hether 
it is, that adulteration is not practised, or that the wine has time to ripen at a distance 
from the town, certain it il that at some of the vineyards in the ludghbourhood <>f the 

Paarl and Waggon maker#vaUey a wine of a very superior quality is produced- I 
confidently recommend Mr, HcUfsFofttttP> aud Mltf Lstterkhft^s Cape Madsira^ 
tlie produce of that lovely valley. 
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Sci t1ie8#rvie»tef ^6 gikU^nt wine taster were dispensed with ; and his undivided 
exert 1009 were directed to his offices of Adjutant General and Superintendent 

of Auction aideis. 3nt to mj task. 

MessrSf VaHiwneti and Letters tedt have established breweries, and prepare a sort 
of Pale Ale which at first is little reliql^ied ; but the palate becomes habituated to 
its use ; aUd it is often preferred to the Kn^Hsh beer. The ptice is 2 dollars and 
a dozien. I do not recollect any other su|liplies whie.li may not be procured at nearly 
the same rates in Cape Town as in Calcutta. T»<a is dear and bad ; and a few 
pounds from Mr- Pougelly would be a most valuable store ; but the Company's mo- 
nopoly is in strict, operation, and, if it passes the Custoni'bouse, it is by an over 
sight ; for it is liable to instant seizure ; while the ship may be confiscated. 

The following are the prices of English wines and beer ; but those of Calcutta 
aro so fur superior to any procurable in Cape Town, that those who are at all parti- 
cular should not fail to bring the supplies with them. N. B. Soda-waier is almost 
unknown. 

Fiench Claret, not of a very good qiffility, 30 dollars per dozen ; English 65 and 
to ; - Sherry, moderately good, at 25 or 30; — Port about the same price ; — Beer 10 to 
12 dollars per dozen. Madeira, scarcely procurable good at any price; and any other 
Preuch wine, save Claret, is indeed occasionally to be bad but by accident, and sel- 
dom good. 

The Indians are, I think, a very domestic class, among an essentially domestic 
people. Accustomed to derive all their enjoyments from borne, in a country which 
reftises nearly every other — unused to numerous and mixed societiofi and the natural 
disinclination lo new faces and new modes of hfe, increased by the long exereised 
privilege of living alone, it ran scarcely be expected that any residence could be 
agreeable to an Indian which might not be termed bis castle. A bouse, therefore, 
must be taken ; and the question is, whether the selection should he made in town 
or in the country. Both situations Lav© their advantages and disadvantages. 
The country is more cool— the air more pure— -a ride may b© obtained without sir 
miles of a dustv turnpike road; and Musquitoes are unknown. On the other 
hand, residence in the country, particularly in winter, is dreary and cheerless. The 
little society which an Indian mar expect to enjoy being in town, medical assis- 
tance can only be procured from thence. Tbe fruits, vegetables, and meat of the 
town market are far finer, the best being sent these from the country. Fish can 
be procured no where «lse>-»-and in general it is neces.wy to have a servant always 
employed in bringing supplies, which is a sensible inconvenience. 

The price of houses at the Cape, whether in town or country, is subject lo the 
same variations which are observable in every otlner article required for the use of 
ft gentleman from India. A single anecdote will illustrate tiiis portion of our 
domestic economy ; and inculcate the necessity of a cuteful attention to the nature 
of the engagement entrted into with Landlords — amount of rent to be paid— stipu- 
lations as to repairs, dilapidations, injury or loss of furniture, all skmtd b$ disttnctly 
apari/iedf and a survey made when entering the premises, or the Hindoo will suffier 
both in mind and in purse. Examples of our calamities in tbit matter are of every 
day occurrence ** ex uiio discs omnes." 

A bouse in the principal street, tbe Ileergracht, being vacant at the period of my 
arrival in Cape Town, 1 enquired tbe rent, and was informed that it was three hun- 
dred dollars per mensem. As the bouse was not by any means a very good one, I 
offered Mr. Billingsley two hundred and fifty for it; which he refused, A short 
time after he accepted one hundred and fifty from an officer in bis Majesty's ser- 
vice : and it was perfectly understood, at tbe time, that this was the fixed rent for 
all but the Indians, I could name many examples of the same kind ; so that it be- 
comes difficult to supply any correct statement of the amount for which an indi- 
vidual ora family can be comfortably lodged ; for the sum demanded will assuredly 
• supposed ability or willingness of the party to afford a prac- 

adage which separates a certain desenpuon of persons from 
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, 1 rented nmoderatelf ^ood house, eontaining e drawing rodlhf dining ronm, two 
bed rooms, dressing rooms, and a senrant's room, with kitchen imd stable, fer IdD 
dollars per mensem; it was in Strand-street, and furnishedw One of the hnest 
bouses in the Heergraeht was 1st, furnished, for 6 months for 300 doUsfts per mensem, 
and subsequently for 3A0. It is very seldom,^ however, that a whole house fe pro« 
curable ready furnish^ ; though apartment# so provided frequently are. Goodroome 
may be had at Mrs. JBragchts, furnished^/for 150 dollars per mensem, with the uso 
of a kitchen and stable* The same at Mrs. Brackets, and Airs. Bush’s. The Indians 
loose so enormously on everyt article they wish to sell, when they leave the colony^ 
that it seems very unwise to make any purchases of furniture : and though furnish^ 
ed rooms are more expensive, they are cheaper in the long run* 

In order, however, to be quite independent — for furnished houses out of the town 
in summer are not to be had— the invalid who is accompatiied by his family should 
bring with him a dozen strong chairs, a couple of folding camp tables, and a couch, 
ft few Indian mats, cooking utensils, a small dinner and breakfast set of the most 
ordinary pattern (the organ of destructiveness being especially developed among 
the Hottentots). All these can be procured*in the China Bazar fifty per cent, below 
the Cape prices, and the party is then independent and can fix himself where 
he likeh/ This is by far the best plan, if the summer is to be passed in Africa : for 
it should be borne in mind, that at that season Cape town is often as hot as ( alcutta ; 
and there is an average difference of from 7 to lO degrees between the town and 
Wynburgh, a village seven miles from it.* 

There is indeed one expedient, which presents itself at present to the Indians, 
and which obviates all necessity of purchasing furniture ; and to families, the bos'! 
of inconveniericea and vexation of a private establishment. The Hotel in Cape 
Town is kept by Mr. George, rather a familiar publican ; but, upon the whole, sulfi- 
ciently obliging, and well intentioned. He possesses an inn at Stellenhosh (a 
village distant about 30 miles from the Cape) and another, on tlie road to Symonda 
Bay, about eight miles from town. By engaging with him for a period, and by 
making a bargain with bim beforehand, he has received families at moderate rateu * 
ftfibrdiog the convenience both of town and country at the option of the party, pro- 
viding stabling and some attendance ; tho’ not very good. 1 can recommend this 
plan to those who have not very numerous families, or a large circle of acquain- 
tance ; for both houses are comfortable, intrusion is rare, and some of tbe into- 
lerable aunoyancce of servants ^nd housekeeping are avoided. The Hotel is far 
preferable to any boarding house ; but a little management is necessary in making 
tbe arrangement ; for George’s terms, like those of every individual of his class in 
Cape Town, are governed by the circumstances, real or supposed, of the applicant ; 
and I must do him the justice to state, that he asked mo nearly double what I knew 
he had accepted from one whom he supposed a poerer man. Here are his terms. 

A lady and gentleman 6 dollars each ; a servant a dollar ; a horse a dollar. For 
this sum a good dinner, with breakfast and tea, are provided ; Cape wme is also sup- 
plied ; but no other beverage. All other charges are of course extra, and if there 
ard visitors their fare is paid for separately. If these are numerous, this mode 
of life becomes proporcionably expensive ; and if many horses are kept the charge 
becomes proportionably high— servants also become a very heavy item in this plan* 

I have already alluded to that most important part of the domestic arrangements 
of a family — their setvants ; and I speak of it again, in as much as nearlv every 
comfort of existence depends upon your being well or ill off in this particular. If 
a good male attendant, Indian or European, can be procured in Calcutta, by all means 
bring him. A female also if there is a family ; but this should not be an Indian* 
lady ever brought an ayah, who did not turn out ill ; and whose passage was 
not to be paid back after a month’s residence. I have seen a few good nativft man- 
servants in the employ of Hindoos. They are better than the Fortugueze or £iu 

* The mean temperature of Cape Town is 67^ Fahrenheit, The mean temperature 
of the coolest month is d7de#^; of the hoitest79; mean of three w'inters 58 deg.; of three 
Bummer months 77; least heat during summer 63 deg. January is considered the hottest 
month of the year ; alter that, the uighta and mornings get cold. 
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roTX^ans, tvbo bare<»lll«arnt to drink in Calcutta; or acquire tb ft facult;^in Cap^ 
Town ; where ^obr^ety soon ceases to be sober. Their wagfes also are more mo- 
derate** 

I do npt mean to advance that good servants may not be had in Cape Town ; but 
they are certainly mon' rare than in aify other part of the world ; end a wise man 
Will not run the dunce oi' dipping into th-e bag where there afe a hundred snakes, 
and one eel. The price of labor is so h^h, and fish and brandy so low, that two 
days work in the week suliices to insure a comfonable subsistence for the remain- 
der. The consequence la, that they all knovv the secret of their own strength 
and inde]>endeiice j a discuvery which very generally proves fatal to the comfort 
of tbeir maBteis, 

Jt, is astonishing hovr little progress the culinary science has made in Southern 
Afric'i, iViU it be credited that there are but three cooks who have been regular- 
ly instruct<*d in the science in all Cape Town. Tire one is in the service of the 
Governor, > the second is a Mess cook, and the third was in the employ of Mr. 
Middleton, of the Bengal Civil Service They are Knglishinen, and their wages 
are in proportion to the rarity and c«;eUence of their talents. The Dutch all 
employ their own slaves ; and in general well does the adage apply, “ as to who 
fiends the provision, and who jirovidea the cook.'' 

I cannot too strongly advise those whose powers of digestion are at all suscep- 
tible ot being easily deranged, to make diligent enquiry for a good cook in Calcutta, 
Mabonimedan or Cbinese. T he hire of a very indifferent cook in Cape To^u is 
from thirty to thirty-five and forty dollars; besides food and lodging. A good 
Mabornmedan or Chinese servant may be hired in Calcutta for ten rupees per 
mensem. Even his ir^^biltty to speak Dutch will prove an advantage : for he 
will not alwav s be out iti the stieet, which the slaves constantly are. Whatever 
feeivants are brought from India should be provided with good warm clothing, 
in reasonable quantity— It can be procured at a much low'er rate in Calcutta than in 
Cape Town. T'his la indispensable, and would be a measure of economy, had 
humanity nothing to do wjrh the question. It is better to give a servant a good 
warm suit ot clothes, than pay the doctor’s bill, and lose his services besides. 

A good house-muid may be had in Cap© Town for fifteen dollars per mensem. A 
houae-boy is more useful, for he cuts wood, brings w'ater, sweeps the yard and 
kitchen, and sleeps any where, for about the same^um, A lady’s maid 20 dollars. 
The Malays, Hottentots, and Africanders all ride well, andthereisno want of coach- 
men and grooms. Their wages, however, are very high. No groom will come to a 
Hindoo under i35 or 40 dollars per mensem, besidcvS food, lodging, and clothes. 
It is plain, that a few servants, at these rates, would absorb a considerable portion 
of yearly income. But there are more reasons than this why a poor man should dili- 
gently eschew a visit to the Cape of Good Hope. 

Having now shewn at what rates accommodation may be obtained at boarding 
bouses, which are most clieap, at George’s hotel, which is more expensive, but 
more comfortable and respectable ; ir remains for me to give a sketch of the ex- 
penses of living fora family in a private residonce in Capo Town. 

Kent of a moderately good house, with stable, 150 dollars, and perhaps a few 
articles of furniture. 

Cook, 40 dollars ; house boy 15 ; maid servant 20 ; groom 30 ; table servant 25 ; 
—125 per mensem^

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Btttelier^s VHl 80 ; b»ker and pastry-cook 30 ; Fish* 30 140* , 

Chandler, grocer, fruiterer, Milk, Butter, poultry, say 150. 

Vegetables 30 dole* ; waBhingiS4; wood 40—94 

For this sum, tlie above number of servants were fed in the house. Some familisTfi 
prefer giving aii incrfi|tse nf wages; and allowing the establishment to feed them* 
selves. It should be recollected, however./ that much time is lost ; servants aro 
constantly out of the way, and 1 aoubt it »ny saving attends tiie orrangenient. It 
will be observed, that in the above sketch liq^uors are not included, and but few 
dinners could be given at tbe above rates. 

It seems of great moment for invalids to determine at once, and in India, the 
mode of life which they propose to adopt in Cape Town. Even ilie cooking uten* 
arils fur a very small family amounted togOO dollars, and, at the end of four months^ 
Dot a quarter of the ))rice could be realised for them. 

The fruit and vegetable market is held at about 7 o’clock in the morning. Fish is 
Bold on tbe sea shore, heiw^^en 11 and 3. 'J^he hours when the boats arrive are so 
uncertain, that it is good to employ Mrs. C#iter, a sort of amphibious personage, 
well kiuiyffi in these parts. Fruit is abundant in Cape Toe n, and the price of grapes, 
dgs, peaches, and oranges is lower than in England, though not than the continent* 
1‘here is no reason, save the indolence of the people, w hy the flavor of the fruit* 
should not be far more ileUcious than those produced m the mother country— yet 
they are not so — nature has clone much, but the colonists will d6 nothing. Nobody 
ever thinks of making a graft , and as to pruning, training, opening the roots, ma- 
nuring, thinning the young Iruit, even the optimisme of Messrs. Fairbairri and 
Greig, IS driven to despair, when speaking of the Cape horticulture, + such superero* 
gstory exertions being considered an lusalt on the wisdom of our ancestors.’* 

I come now to a branch of expense, which merits tbe serious consideration of all 
Indians, in as much as they are more particularly a mark set op for the infliction of 
every variety ol imposition. 1 allude to their iiorse- dealing concerns, in which 1 
am very apprehensive, that, be the skill and caution what it may, it will avail iittlw 
when brought into the fi^ld against the talent of Ca |)0 'i'own in this particular line* 
i\nd how cun it be otlierwise, seeing that, ss Mr. Stone!!; has pithiH remarked, it 
was absolutely necess»>y lor him to give up business — for it was impossible to watte 
out into the town, aud find a single individual who bad not lodgings to let, or a 
horse to sell. ^ 

i 

Such being the habits of the residents of Cape Town, one might suppose it 
tbe easiest tiling in the world to get well mounted. The very opposite is, how- 
ever, tbe state of the case ; and the unwary Ihndou is nearly sure of grievous impo- 
sition in this part of his arrangements. If, how'ever, a libera) price can be afforded^ 
and good blood cattle are required, 1 recommend at once an application to Mr. Ho- 
gersou. That gentleman's superb stud is alw'ays open to tbe inspection of strangers, 
tnd tbe gentlemanlike character of all hu dealings, while it affords a security against 
disappointment, ensure the advantage of an intercourse which it is impossible to 
commence without pleasure, or interrupt without regret. Mr. K. is quite at the 
bead of the South Africau Turf club, if indeed such an astociation can now be said 
to exist.$ 

A horse at livery in Cape Town cost a dollar a-day, a carriage standing flfteea 
dbllara per mensem. It is upon the whole, more economical, aud far more con venx*

The hire of a hack saddle horse is B dollars per diem. A carriage 1.5 The Indians 
Sre so generally imposed upon , it is so impossible to get aity thing like the price you 
-bare given tor horses wheii^leaving ihe Cape, and to take horses to India is so ex- 
pensive, and so troublesome, thutl believe it nnglit be shewn that it is tar cheaper 
yo hire horses, even at the above rate, tban to buy and keep them, 'i'lie carriage, 
or gig, should be brought from India, it being imjiossible to purchase a good one, 
save by mere accident. After all, *\l,£jmne vaut pas la chantfellej* ( ape Town 
boasts just tvro rides. That to Symond's Bay ~ hard, duty, and exposed to all 
the violence of the South Knsfer ; thaft to Green Point, which affords to Invalids 
the cheering prosuect of all the biiryVng grounds and funerals of the city, with the 
place of execution as a termination to the landscape. Ihe town is extremely well 
built ; the streets crossing at right angles, and many of tiie houses exreedingly 
0 par;iouB and well constructod. It seems but just to the old Dutch* inliahiiBUts, to 
jemaik, that for this regularity of plan, and for nearly all the really good houses, 
the town i> indebted to them : the English having scarcely constructed half a dozen 
good hou-^es since their administiation commenced, I'he Jiaron de Loreiitz, the 
present 8 Uperiuten<lont ot Police, deseries great credit lt»i' the attention which b« 
gives to the cleanliness ot the str^ct^, and the gootl order in which they are kept. 
There are no pavements, and the lamps of private individuuis ju>r make durknesi 
Tistble during the night season. Though there is a great coininai d of water, no 
attempt is ever made to water the streets; and though the heat is so excessive, 
1 do not think there are three verandahs in the town. 

The principal street, the Hear Gracht, would be a rerv handsome one ; but it is 
traversed iiiits wdiole extent by a broad and deep ditch, wiih juet enouph of stream 
to Keep the pestilent puddle in fearful and overpowering actiwty. Tlie stench 
wbuli it exhales, is quite insupportable to any thing like dehcaie nasal organs : 
to sfiv nothing of the harbour afforded to the niu 8 r;uitos who are here ten thousand 
tiines morehiisv in their vocation than anv where else. 1 have known gentleniea 
compelled to leave George's hotel in this street, to go and sleep in other parts of tho 
Town. 

There is but one fashionable promenade affording anything like a dry and agree- 
able w'ulk 111 winter ; and shade against the scorching ravs of an African sun. I bis 
is the Government gardens, a part oi which is open at all seasons, and at all hours, 
In the Dutch time there was a hotniiical collection ; and iIjh whole was throwm 
open to the public. Ihe English shot up every thing. At piesent only one walk 
is afforded; the rest being carefully locked up for the use of the Governoi’s 
family* Two regimental hands play here every Sunday but so little sjiace is 
afforded, and the moh is so great that it is impossible to visit the garden on 
that day, orenjoy the music with any pleasure. At the end of the Garden there 
is a menagerie: but nearly all the specimeus have died off; and no attempt is 
snaking to renew them. 

Nearly all the public buildings. Supreme Court, Post Office, Council Room, &c. 
&c. are collected under one roof ; a plan which might be imitated with great ad van-* 
lage in India ; where so mucii time is lost, and so much money thrown away ia 
seferring to and keeping up offices very distant from each other. A handsome ob* 

• They are very defective in infemal arrangement. In the dining room of one

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f«frvatoipyat about two miles distance from the town is now completing. It is astomsh* 
ing tliat these very ex|)«n&i^e arraiigeiuentg for the observation of the heaven)^ 
bodies should not have been ]>receded by the erection of some building for the wor- 
shiji of God upon earth, the town bem»: arJually at this moment witliout an 
Enf^ligi) Church j and the inhabiianta being indebted to the Dutch for the use of 
Iheirs.* 'I'he EnglislA, service hep ins after trfe l/utcb. I'lie Church is spacious ; and 
it IS remarkable that the building is thujidieci ; tjnd this thiitch is said U) havd 
lasted the surprising period of sii^tv years. 1 need not add that the reed of wiiich 
the roof is composed, lusts equally well in other situalioiis ; and 1 am surptised, that 
no effort has been made to send the root to Europe. I'he extreme dryness of ihn 
atmosphere must however contribute esysentially to its^ conservation ; and this may 
be inferred fiom the freshness of the gilding on some of the monuineiits and 
hatchments upon which 1 observed dates of from seventy to nearly a hundred years* 
A few of the magnates of the land ate. carefully sej'aiaied fiom the contaminaiioa 
of the poor in pews : and the rest of the congregation make ui*e of chatis; and I 
did not observe tlmt ilie custom of kneeling On the pavement was pievulent. TltO 
singing 18 aboiinnajjly dissonant ; hut, ilongb's heau'iful sermnr.s, clear, 

earnesr, affectiumite, are eiiforcui in langua^ as elegaiit as bis delivery is grace* 
ful and“impressive. The attendance on Sundays is very limited. 

It is remarkable that Cape Town does not boast an advantage enjoyed by all th» 
English .sea ports, and alibougbt so much the resnitof iinaUdstioin India and 
every local facility might promote such a convenience it is singular that there is 
not a pair water bath hot or cold in the lown : nor are bathing machines known. 
The beach i.s verv favoialiln to those who desire this luxury ; but if a genllemaa 
Wauls to bathe in tlie sea, he must make tliesna shore bis dreS'^ing room, and take 
his chance of a rencontre with a .sliaik, wfiich are occasionally seen in the Ba7, 
though I did not iiear of any accident, although constantly bathing where they 
Were said to lesoit. 

From Messrs. Thompson and Watson (he corresponding house of Alexander and 
Co. in ('alcuttu, liuiiniis receive eveiy possible attention and civility. 1 take occa* 
siori to iiierition in rhisphice ilie expedn^ncy of sending letters by the isle of France* 
From the ( ape opportumtiefe to and fiom the Mauritius are of weekly oct urrence ; 
mnd it seems certain that regulai accounts may he received monthly from India by 
wdoptiii!? this mode of commutiicatioii Table bay is often six and eight monthx 
without a sliip diiect troin India# 

And heie I cannot it'liain frffra adverting to the very great hardship which the 
Court of Uirectois h.ive been pleased to impose u}>on the Civil Service of the thr'^'© 
presidencies in allowing a period of eighteen months only to get back to India; fiom 
© point tlie jiterage sail to wltich is alwuvs tv%o months and generally tea w^eeks : 
uiulei the snict penvilty of ionVuure of allowances , and in the case of the Bengal 
Civil Servaiits that of u|ipoiotmeiit. 'l.bis is one of those rules wbicli if made ad- 
visedly (I shall shew presei'ilv whv it is impossihle that the matter could ever Lava

the Cape^ and avoid one bed one in India, no mensure could have been more effee* 
iual. Tbe consistency likewise of the rule ia quite exenifdary. The Bengal Civil 
Servant forfeits his e|>)»ointmout by exceeding tbe terra of bis leave, while the 
Bombay service retain theirs, howevei^ong they may be absent. A gam not a single 
ehilliog IS allowed to tbe invalid from Bengal durjng bis absence ; ivbile the Bom- 
bay Civil Servants can arriuisre by sending certificates to draw their allowances as 
regularly as if artuuHy resident in India. Surely such inconsistency needs only 
to he 'brought to tbe notice of the Court to dnd some advocate for the revision of a 
rule so palpably unjust, and sounuecessanly severe and [ aniai. That tbe privilege 
ofvjsitmg the Cape was formerly much abused, there can be no doubt ; but this 
svas at a period when the absentee drew the whole of his allowance, and three I’^ears 
residence were granted. At present, a sixth is deducted for one yenr, and a 
third for the remaining six months. Surely, under such a grievous fine, two years 
might be allowed it the invalid required it: with payment of tbe reduced salarv at 
the Cape, without loss of appointmetst. 'I'he Compativ’s funds are ample, for at 
this moment tbe agent cannot get a rentittance to India for their teas. 

It is curious to examine the inducements to visit the Cape which the Court of 
directors have thought sufficiently powetftil to necessitate a check enforced with 
Such severity of enactment. The boon purchased with a third of vour income, 
$nd a very probable loss of the whole for some months, cornjirises the coroforta 
noticed incidentally in this sketch. Tbe climate is certainlv ilelightiul. I shall 
Bay nothing of health.

And then the eves of the world are supposed to he fixed upon this little setile- 
ment ; as if it w ere nor noton^s that of a hundred Englishmen ninety nine care 
not one jot if India and Africa, and the Company and the. Cape Advertiser were 
sponged out of the scheme of this meiiieur dss mondes possibles, — “ mais reveuou'«? 
a nos moutons.” 

I have little more to add to these memoranda. The Town always struck me as 
bearing a strong resemblance to some of the i<lle, lounging, gossiping, watering 
places of the mother country. The same desmvre appearance of the people, who are 
daily seen assembling in crowds round the little auctions held every day in the open 
street. 'J'he same mixture of avocations apparently the most incompatible ; and of 
babiis of business w ith the most determined indolence and apparent indifference 
to the morrow. Every body well dressed, 'i'he ladies extravagantly so. 'I’ho 
slaves copying the fashions from their mistresses the moment the last number of 
the Belle AssemMee has supplied them.;): All appear to live beyond rheir means ;

r.ut I ought to apologize for having so long delayed to record my impres.sions of 
the maniiei s liabits of life and the general state ol socioty in tins capital of Sou- 
tbein Africa. '1 he fact is I have little or nothing that merits to be recorded ; for 
at the (>a[>e, v^hero ran there be objects of ambition to siimulate exertion, to ge- 
nerate ina[)roveinent, and rew'arJ success ? I he highest salary w'ldj j.erhaps half a 
dozen exceptions, is five hundred per annum : and saving the Colonial Secretaiy who 
bas a very large income, and the judges, scarcely an iculividuid receives a fair re- 
iiiuiieraiiou for his labors. Agaip in almost every other city there is some one 
interesting local association whicyiidresses itself to the feelings of the lover of the 
arts ; the curious obseiver of aiiJRIlt localities, or the citizen of the world ; who 
marks how differently mankind are affected by the “ adinonitus locorurn,'’ All 
this is as iiotlung bore. No theatres, no exhibitions, no public amusements of any 
k rid. Tlie society jirofess to be fond of music, and there is ceilainly more masi- 
cul talent in Cipm 'Fown than in all the three Indian Presidencies; yet it is impossi- 
ble to get up even a subset iptiou conceri dining tl|e winter. Of the society J can. 
Bay little ; for 1 must very candidly admit that if<f 4 there is any, 1 was not invited 
to share it. And yet it is impossible to refuse the tribute ot aumiraiion to the in- 
dustry which has built up tins oasis in the desert; nor should reproacb be attached 
to the colonists alone, if tlieir capital boasts the uiiomalins, of a (College without 
professors, a theatre without actors; an exchange without coiuuierce ; and a 
Bishop without a chuicb. 

A society constituted as that of the Cape of Good Hope must necessarily afford 
Bome peruliaiities wluch are not observable elsewhere. Tlie lious^nnaid marries and 
then comes and stands in the same quadrille, with her cidevant niistiees and ladiea 
bare began by washing the drawing r(»oms m winch ihev now receive:l tiie best 
company.

If there is little to interest or to i^xcite, there is nothing 
to distress, or to annoy ; and the Xndiaa will not assiiredlv find that lesson aUoge« 
ther profitless which teaches him not to be too sensitive, when he aiiitref and re» 
ceires no weleome, when ha departs and there is no farewell !

Gentlemen, — The objects whiclt we have in view^ and which have induced Mir 
present meeting, being so fully slated bv the Public Press it is unnecessary tor ino 
to enter into any further explana'ion thereon, but as the Public Itave been led to 
form erroneous opinions respecting the proceedings of the Committee, winch voted 
the remaining moiety of the Steam Fund in support of l\lr. Waghorn's Plan of Steam 
communication between England and Indit^ via the Cape of Good Hope, 1 request 
your ajLtentioii to their proceedings, wducfi I shall read for your information, and 
you wiU then be enabled to judge whether or not, we have done all m our power to 
promote the views of that deserving officer in this place. Gentlemen 1 think it ne- 
cessary to say a few woids about Mr. Waghorn ; he has served under my command 
ever since he came to India and during the late Burmese War, a»*d 1 can w’lth great 
confidence and truth recommend him, to your consukratiou, as a zealous, able, and 
gallant officer, wdio will in my opiinoD (if he is spared by the Deity, and supported 
as he ought to be) effect the purpose be has in view w^ith credit to himself, and advan- 
tage to his country. That he has been exceedingly ill-treated in regard to the Sterna 
Fund n » man can deny, and 1 consequently call upon all parties concerned, to make 
him that reparation which is yet in tfieir pow'er^ by placing the remaining moiety at 
his disposal for tlie purposes for which it was voted by the final meeting of the Steam 
Committee.

Tbe above documents bavingr been read. Commodore Sir John Hayes requested 
the Meeting to proceed lo tbe election of a Chair^n. 

Mr, John Smith proposed that Sir John Haves do take tbe Cliair. 

Connnodore Jlaijfs begged to decline tbe honor, and moved that Mr, John Smith 
be requested to act as Chairman, which was seconded by Mr. H. T. Piinsep, and 
carried. 

Alt’. Smith haviuff taken the Chair, called upon INfr. Wagliorn, and that gentleman 
detailed his proceoduig in furtherance of Ins plan of Steam Navigation between Eng- 
land and India, since his last depaituie frcun this countrv in 1828. 

A/r. Smith said, fhatMr. Waghorn had now develo|»*»d his proceedinga in support of 
bi'S plan of Steam Navigation to India via tite Cape ot Good Hope, and ho eouBidered, 
that fho’ be had been unable to succeed in consequence of tlie non-remission of tlie 
funds, that he had fully shown, that no exertion had been wanting on his part to give 
it effect J hut he apprehended that the first matter to he considered wag, how the 
Steam fund was to be made available; how those difficulues which presented them- 
selves to payment of It were to be surmounted. He had heard that those difficul- 
ties still existed to the payment of the funds to any person now in Calcutta ; hut 
that the Government Agents were willing to pay them to every person, in the pro- 
poitions they could show they had subscribed, and with interest ; and the Govern- 
ment were willing to pay the portion they had subscribed themselves, for the 
furtherance of Steam Navigatiou, to any person a general meeting of tbesubscrib* 
would award it to. 

Sir John Hayes begged to propose tbe first resolution, which was as follows : — 

“ 'J'bat the explanation afforded by Mr. Waghorn or the causes which prevented 
liis carrying into execution the attempt to open a Steam communication by the way 
of llie ('ape ot Good Hope, is highly satisfactory asreiaids that Gentleman’s zeal, 
^ aud abiUty, and vhut Ue has tkezehy eutukd hinifteil' to lUe thanks of the 
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Jtidinn Public, anrf fartbPT that the docamonta which be has laid before the Meeting, 
evince, that by his own unaided energies he has obtained the countenance and support 
of His Majesty's Government, of the Honourable the Court of JJjrecrors, thr Mer- 
chants of h.orjdon, and Lirerpeol, connected with India, and of the intermediate Co* 
ionies on the route by the Cape of Good ilope.V 

Mr. Sauni/ers beg^(|d to second tlie abov^ resolution. 

Mr, H. T. Prtmep thought such u resolution would meet with no opposition in that 
meeting. * 

The resolution was then put,- and carried uuanimouslT. 

Mr, Smith here stated, that he had been requested to read a letter from Mr. Ar- 
biithnot, the Chairman of the Madras Committee, to Mr. Waghorn. It was la 
effect, that a sum of 14s. 5d. had been sent home for the support of Mr* 

V\''agliorn*s plan. 

Mr. Green/a to said, he saw Mr. Barwell, one of the Gov^ernment Agents present, 
and appreh nded that he could offer some explanation oi the reasons why the lund 
was withheld. " 

Mr, Banoell stated, that the Government Agents would be happy to pay over the 
funds to Mr. Wagliorn or ariv otiier peraoii'tiulv authorized to receive them ; that 
he would 'inform the meeting that there were legal difficulties in the way. It was 
unnecessary to mention names, and it might be sufficient to state that one sub- 
scriber had refused to allow his donation to be laid out in the way the fund had 
been voted bv the meeting of 

i)r. draiit. And only one, 

Mr BdtuelL We have applied to the law officers of the Government, and they 
have informed us, that legal difficulties present themselves, and have advised the 
sum nut to he paid over as required. If tli^se difficulties could be got over, the 
money should be forthcoming ; if the Committee could sliew and satisfy the Go- 
vernment that they were the peisous legally authorized to receive it, the money 
should at once he paid to them. 

Dr. Grant could not see what the Government hail to do with the funds, the siih- 
soripions of a General Meetiug, who had appointed a Committee, exf^ressing their 
sentiments and empowered to appropriate these funds; and he cons.idered that 
they had that power to do so till these legal quibbles had been raised. If any in- 
dividuals chose to take hack their subscriptions, let them do so, in God’s name ; hut 
do not let the mam oliject be thwarted by any more vain quibbles. How, he would 
ask, were a hundred ibousand subscribers, scattered over the face of the Globe, to 
make legal transfers of thei^^ubscriptions to the Committee.? how were thev to 
appear here by their attorneys, and prove their demands and direct them to be ap- 
propriated for the purposes they were subscribed for ? they had empowered a Com- 
mittee, and that Committee had applied for the amount and had been refused ; and 
the Government and tbeir law officers had placed unnecessary difficulties in the way. 
He, Dr. Grant, did nor well know how to frame his resolution ; he would he glad to 
avoid the language of censure, *hiit he would not withhold it when be fhougiit it 
was demanded ; and he would therefore move the i’ollowing resolution, as be consi- 
dered the explanation of the Government Agents highly unsatisfactory, and eminent- 
Iv deserving of censure. 

“ riiat the Meeting learn wdth much surprize that any difficulties should have 
occurred in receiving the balance of the fund from the Government Agents and that 
the Chairman by this Meeting he einpow'erd to demainl the amount without delay m, 
the name of subscribep generully><'und that the Meeting can unlicipate no furtlier 
obstacles m currying the highly desirable object before it into effect— -and that Iba 
obstacles that have already occuried and the explanations given by them are to this 
Meeting eminently dissatisfactory."" 

JW? . Jcfa'/i seconded Dr. Grant's resolution. 

Mr, H* T. Prinsep said, on the part of Government, he wished to speak to that 
resolution. It was merely as a subscriber to the fund ; perhaps according to its means 
it bad subscribed u larger sum than others but it had never acted in the matter 
otherwise than as a subscriiier. When application was made to have it paid over 
under the resolution of legal difficulties were found, and the Government 

Officers had this difficulty— that under the original motion it was appropriated to a 
different purpose. The funds were placed by the Committee in the hands of Go- 
iretniaeut Cox saouiity , and Cot lUe puryosa ol aooumuiauu^ vuVeiest. A potuou oC ^ 
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had hafiti anrympriatfid to Captnia Johnstone, mni m diBculfV ma made lo 
the pnvment ; hur that to Mr. Wut^horn was /or a rii/Fureuf p«rpos<». If f/i«re 
olijprnon^i, ami obj^cfioius, whr was not a gfpnoral m<*efing: (palled at once? 

hv were not riK ulars sent round to tlie di/Ferent subGcnbers ? In the ronise of 
a month answers this In have been received but now most of’ those suhsciibers had 
g^cne to Knglatifl. Tin* q-testioii wasVtheie'ore were the Government officers to 
blame? how could tins tnectine }>:iss a vote of censure T^hen tli« (Committee had 
not done what tliev ihoald ^ The funds were lods^^^d /or a particular ourpose but 
this plan did not come within it, and the t’onimit^e« bad it not in ibcir power to 
appronriftte the funds in this way without the consent of the respective subsorib- 
eT*s. 'I'hev’ niielit indeed have voted away the funds for the tiuri>cse of erecting a 
dtutue to AJr. Waydiorii, but would the g;en<^ral t-nhscribera sanction such an uppro- 
I*riati<in of their funds. )5ut there were lecrul difin nines ami tlie onlv qnefltion was 
how to L’ci over them ; they were no! quibbles ; the Ciovernnn-nt Agents could only 
pav over the 'funds to those by whom tf^ev were placed in tloir bamlR, let that di/fi- 
cultv be irot over and the money would be at once iii ailable to Mr. Wajjhorn’s 
plan”. " ; 

Mr /c«d wished, in consequence of some doubts entertained by gentlemen 

near him, to know il any change had taken place in tlieon|iinal ( ommnlee, for if it 
had, that might ]'re8ent a difficulty, he did not mean mere changes occasioned by 
death or absence he meant to ask whether any now Coiumittee bud ever beoa 
called ? 

Mr John Ham said, that none had been called ; the oiiginal Committee was 
still in existence* 

Mr. haiued stud, that if no changes had taken place in the Commitee, there liad 
in the otiiceisof Government ; and if the money )ind been deposited with liim under 
such limitatiiins, he should have refused it. Mr. Morle yvpsis not at the rime Account- 
Hiit General, and he thought the vote of censure was moved without duo considera- 
tion. Mr. Ihuweli thought, that the meeting had no right to or legal powM.'r over the 
funds; ihev peuliaps had better refer to the law officeis of Goveinmcnt, oi it they 
Could show that nower, he and his colleague sliould bo happv to pay the amount 
over, otherwise thev could not, for it had been olgected to by one, and he liiought 
that tlie iiidivniual Sanclion of every subscriber was necessiiiy fo be first obtained^ 
Jfe would suite rhat no application bad been made for the funds by the Committee, 
to him or his ( i lloague. 

Sir Jtilin Hafics saui, ilmt, as Chairman of the Coifl^ittep, lie had applied in per- 
son and hr icitcr to'Mr, .Mnrlev for the funds, ami hall bei a lefuncd tiiern. 

Mr. Harwell exidained and Sir Joiin Haves assured liini, ib.it he r-oulu have shown 
him his own pencil wniuig on ihu note, but that be had yebterday nibbed it out. 

Cti})ta>}i Jo’ wstoae Hmd, ihai in his opinion, il appeared from wliai h id been said 
that no meeiirg oi the Coiumttee had power over ihe funds, and iliev would there- 
fore be unable to procure llie money ; and thaftlie moiery was at the diapo.sa! of 
each indiviuual subscriber; and he tUought that any utteinpi to procure it hv lefer- 
once 10 the law officers of Government would only he attended with procrastination 
and expence and tlmt it was very desirable that IMr. \\ agliorn should proceed to 
Xhifflaud with the least possible delay. He fell linnselt in aoiiie degree bound to 
Siiupurt an undertaking of which be bud been the oi igiuiil pi ojector ; be uid not 
mean the projector of Mr. Waghorn’s plan, w’lruli be considereil w as belter calcu- 
lated to insure a speedv passai’e ihan tbe measures adopted m the case of' the Kii* 
terpnze, though lie could not tro all the lengihs of JMr. \^ aglutrij’s sanguine calcu- 
laiioii''# H'S, Capt. Jolirisrone’s, origmai pioposal was fora cfiniijunication by the 
lied nut there were many reasons to render it most desiralrle rbat tlie coininu* 
jnciition should he estnbiiahed by the (lane of Good Hope and as His Majesty's Go- 
vernment and the Courr of Directors had manilesteil so strong a desire to emouiage 
that undertaking, he thought Mr. Wagliorii should be enabled to proceed to Eng- 
land in pro8(‘(jution of his jilan wirh tbe least possilde delay. He should therefore 
move “ That the original subscribers be invited individftally to transfer the lernain- 
ittg moiety to a new Fund, and thata fresh subscription*be opened to make up any 
difTeri^nco that might be occasioned by the secessioa of any subscribers to the pre- 
cent fuud,'' 
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Ife had taatfid, be aaid, of the Jiberahtjr of the Calcntta puW/c, and, thoug^h aa 
humble individual, he would beg have to open the subscription bv puttw^ down 
hia name for Ot^e ibousand rupees. (Mnch uffplame.) 

Ur* Muston seconded Johttgfone\ motion. 

Mr. Biimeli said, llu*rt* w<js one wav of {jetTing- overall difficulties bv the Com* 
mittee, if they would guarantee the rotund of any sum that mii^ht he demanded of 
the GoverniiitMit Agents i>y huy suhseriUers, and then the money should he j»ard 
over, aud this wouhl shew, that there existed luxieMie to quibble, and ilieretore he 
said, the imuiou of Dr. Grant, lie thought, was uncalled lor. 

D/. Gmnt. I cajinot witlidiaw my motion, but, as one of ib© Cominiltee, I will 
bear mv share of tiiat reaj'Onsi hility. 

Mi. Gurdoii thought it was unnecessary fertile Committee to take any such res- 
ponsibility on thenif^ei v«*6, , it w’as trno that no legal eonveyanee bad been luaiie Iroui 
the general subsenbers to the Committee: but they, the Committee, placed the 
funds in the hands of the Government Agents for Security, and to tlial Ounmittee 
alone were the Gi»veriiiueni Agents dccoiintf^ble, and to them should thev look , and 
this, fie thought, would be the opinion ot ilsi Advocate General, if the case was 
fairly pj;it^to him. 

Mr. Baricell aiimitted the force of what felUVom l\Ir. Gordon , but tlie funds were 
not lodged UJKond.tioually ; they w'ere to be returned wiili inUiotjt to the sn))Si nb- 
ers, It not appropi laled within a CAMtnin lime, and tlierefoie tlie 1 iw did not allow 
them to be leiuiuedto the Committee. He thought anew Coimnittee aiionld ha 
appmnred ^ and if they guaranteed tiie Agents against loss, the money should be 
paid ovei . 

The Hon. Mr. Tdhot said, tliat he held in bis band a motion, passed at a former 
meeting, extending the time two y ears iurther. 

Ai'*. Stniilt. We had better proceed to take the sense of the Meeting upon Dr. 
Grant’s motion. 

Mr, Guidon. Shall 1 be allowed to move an amendment t 

Mr TntMp saiJ, that t^ipiain JohnUone had alieaoy ntoveil an amendment, and it 
was irnpOftSiole to move an amendmuut upon an aiueudmeni. 

Mr. Oontoii salt!, that f>y the course suggested by Cajitain the subscrip- 

tions ol all those wdio were not in Im.ia would be lost, aiid who, if they weio, 
would not roTuse to apply them in the w ay propo'^ed. 'J’hey have gone, and left 
their subscriptions in the hands of the Committee, who have placed them witli Go- 
vernment Agentft ; lie though ? iheretore, it would be better lU Captain Jobnsione 
would witlidraw [lai t ot his i^solution and be bad no doubt that such arrangements 
could be maue as would bo louiul suibcient. 

Dr, Giant. It has been suggested to me that I ought to withdraw nay motion ; I 
am uiiw’illing to dos-) ; but, at all events, 1 cannot unless the seconder consents. 

Mr Aituin. 1 cannot ; foi i do nor think that any suthcieni exjdanation has beeiiof- 
fered, and lam stiongly inclined to think there bus been quibbling throughout. 

Mr. Banreil wished, liiui as censure had been attached to tlie Government officers 
the, motion might be put, and he thought he luid offered an explauaciotx which would 
be deemed sufficient bv the majoifty of the Aleeiing. 

Mr, Goidon and Captain JvhuUone here retired to prepare a resolution to meet tb© 
wishes of both. 

Mr, Adorn reminded the Cbairnian that tliere was a motion before the Meeting. 

Dr. Grant’s motion was put from the Chair when there appeared in support of it 
only four. 

Captain Johnstone and Mr. Gordonhere returned and moved the amended resolu** 
tion, but Sir John llayes having iii iheir absence moved the following resolutiouj 
which was deemed to answer all imrposef', Captain Johnstone withdrew his. 

That an application be ag.un made, signed by all the members of the orginal com- 
mittfc^e, now present m Calcutta, to the Govenimeut Agents, for the funds in their 
hands, and that they receive iroiii iliem such amount as they shall be able tu batisfy 
the Goveinment Agents may»be sBiely paid.’* 

K Mr. Smit/i, the Chainnuribere lequested to know if Mr. Sutherland, wjjo voted fof 
Dr, Grant’s motion, was a subscriber to the original fund. 

Mr. Slither laud said he was not. 

Mr. Smith said, that in his opinion, he had no right io rote. 
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Mr. Sutherlawl then said, that as something like a cen«ure upbn him waa implied 
in whnt had fallen from the Chain he begged to eipJain that be had no wish to vote 
on any question rehtwfr to the appropriation of the balance of the Steam fund or 
ia any wav connected with it : but before the meeting was opened, be had endea- 
voured to ascertain the sentiments of the Committee on the subject and bad been 
informed, that it was notonl)’ undeiiitood, but that it waa expected and wished 
that every person present would vote upon any qt^estion put from the Chair. Under 
that impression he had voted and if he was in error he stood in the judgment of 
the Meeting; lie had been misled but be was not alone in erior, for the gentleman 
who had seconded the motion as well as others, w ere in same predicament not 
being subscribers. He observed however, that the question on wducUhe had voted 
was not one of the appropriation of the fund, hut merely a resolution of censure. 
He <lid not wish nor should he presume to vote as to the appropriation of the fund, 
Conufiodinre Haees observed, tbat Mr. Sutherland's impression was correct. 

Mr. Secretary Prinsep said, thatneil|^er was he a subscriber ; but he considered ho 
bad a nght lo vote. 

ATi . Smith said, there was not any tffing like a censure meant or implied, that bio 
opinion remained unaltered, and he doubted whether it was competent to the Com- 
mittee to authorise any person to vote regarding the appropriation of funds which 
they had not contributed to. 

JV/r. Adum wished to bear from the person who had advanced such an opinion, 
something like a reason for that opinion : for he had heard nothing of the kind fall 
from him. , 

Mr. Smith said, be was not in the chair to give reasons ; that he had no intention 
to give any vote upon the questions which had been agitated, but his individual 
opinion being such as he had stated it to he, he conceived it to be his duty, as 
Chairman, to take the sense of the Meeting upon the subject, and in whatever way 
they might decide, it would be equally satisfactory to him. 

jVr. Ada?n remarked, that the opinion that could not be supported by a reason 
was not w’orthy of refutation. 

Mr Greenlaw thought, that a subscription should be entered into to reimburse Mr. 
’WngboTii the expeiices he had been put to in consequence of the funds not having 
been forwaided as promised. 

Mr. Gordon would be hap}»y to second the motion of Mr. Greenlaw but be thought 
that the sum to reimburse Mr. Waghorn for bis expences should come out of some 
otbei lurid, » 

Mr. Greenlaw expressed that such was his intentnKn. 

Mr. S7nit.h in putting Sir John Hayes* motion to the Meeting begged it might first 
be distinctly understood who were the parties entitled to vote upon the occasion, 
when It was* vvanmouslv allov;ed to rest with the original subscribers to the 
fiteiitn Fund only; the motion was then put and earned nem-con, 

Mr WtUis said, he was satisfied with the explanation of the Government Offi- 
cersarid he considered they w'ere rather deserving of the gratitude of the subscribers 
than of their censure for the care they bad evinced for the due appropriation ot the 
funds. 

Mr, Greenlaw then suggested to the Meeting that in justice they were bound to 
reimburse to Mr. Waghorn such expences as he had been put to inconsequence 
of the non-remittance of the promised funds. The failure did not arise from any 
inattention or neglect on his part ; indeed he had zealously and energetically 
exerted himself to the utmost, and failed solely in the attempt for the want of those 
funds on which, he originally proposed to make it. He did not call on the Meeting 
to reward Mr, Waghorn for his exertions in the cause, nor even to reimburse to him 
the expences to which he bud bean put to during three years of active and enter- 
prizing exertion, without, during that period receiving a single Rupee from either the 
Government or the Public. That the balance of the old funds, when obtained, could 
Hot, alienated from its purpose ; and even if it could, he (Mr. Greenlaw) not being 
nn original subscriber, could not of course make Hur^Fopositiou relative to its ap- 
propriation ; but if the Meeting concurred with him in the propositiooi that it was no

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nord than rommon justice that Mr. Wa^horn should be reimbursed those eic- 
pencps, to winch he had been put bjthe noii-fulblment of the public pledge, he did 
Bot doubt that a sufficient fund mig-ht easiir be obtained hv a new suhacription, 
ooinmencing with that of Sia, lia 1000. so handsomely pledfi'ed by Capt John- 
stone j and indeed ho considered that a surplus wou/d remain which wight he cie- 
voted to the further promotion of an immediafe attempt by the way of the Capa 
of Good IIopo. Mr. Tjroenlaw concluded bv observing that he need not take up 
the time of the Meeting by further urging his Resolution, w^hich would speak for 
itself; but with respect to remark which had been made as to what was to ba 
done in the event of the subscription not amountinirto the ex pence of iNIr. Waghorn, 
he would oulvsfiv, that he felt assured, that Mr. Waghorn would be perfectly con- 
tented with whatever might be done. 

JIfr. Gr<fe?i/au> then proceeded to read hia llesolution as follows ; — 

“ That, as it appears tliat th« failure in the attempt arose out of the non -remittance 
of the balijiice, of the oiimnal Steam Fund,*«id that in consequence Mr. Waghoni,, 
besides being disappoiuted in carrying into execution a pruject of ihe first public 
importance, has been put to personal expedaes which otheiwise he woulu not have 
incurred, it is but just that he should be reimbursed such expenses ; for whirh pur- 
pose, afid' for the further promotion of the project, a fiesh subscription lie entered 
into, and that the former Committee be constituted a Committee for the purposes 
of this Subscription, with power to pay to Mr. VVaghorn auch gum as may be con- 
Bideied equitable.” 

Air. Bruce seconded the Resolution. 

The IfoH, J» E. El/int observed, that he considered the Resolution elaced the more 
important object ot the meeting which was the encourageiut*nt of Srearn Navipatioa 
witli England in the bin k ground, and advanced that wdinh was secondary ; and ho 
would tlieref'ore proiio-,e au nuiondment, modifymg the terms ol the XlesolulioOp 
though keeping its objects as effoctually in view. 

In a ftroposHion of this nviture Mr. Elliot wag seconded by Mr. Hamilton ; and 
on the anieiniiuent being read, Mr. Greenlaw observed that although he still con- 
sidered the terms O' the Resolution, as proposed by him, best calculated to obtaia 
the desir**d end, which was an increased Subscription, and altho’ be thought tbero 
W’aa no better ivay to encourage Steam Navigation with England than by saving^ 
those harmless who devoted themselves w'ltb disinterested zeal to accomplish it, 
yet as the jiroposed ameudinwit recognized the claim of Mr. Waghoi n to reim- 
bursement oJ the restiicted ei^erices— as he w'as desirous on such a subject, that tho 
Meeting should be luianunous ; and referring to tlie sujiport which the proposi- 
tion would receive by being introduced by a gentleman of Mr. Elliot’s charsuter, 
and station m society, he would willingly withdraw his Resolution, and second the 
ameudinent. 

Mr. N. Alexander suggested, that Mr. Waghorn’s ©xpences should be defrayed 
out of the fund already subscubed. 

Mr. IVajkorn said, he must disclaim the idea of having any portion of the origi- 
nal fund ttppropiiated to the liquidation of any ©xpeiice he might have been put t<» 
ill consequence ot the money not having been forwarded to England as promised. 
He considered every farthing of that fund pledged, as he himself was pledged, to 
the presidencies of India , the colonies of ('eylon and the Cape of Good Hope , the 
Court of Pirectors, and bis Majesty’s Oovernment. This was a delicate subject 
for him to speak upon, and he would therefore leave it to others, but if he received 
any thing in the shape of remuneration, it must come through some other channel, 
but whether remunerated or not, he would still persevere in his plan, ’(Applause*^ 

Mr. Elliot then moved the following amendment which Mr. Greenlaw seconded. 

** That a new subscription be raised fortho furtherance of Steam Navigation ; the 
fund arising from which to be placed in the liaiids of the old Committee who are to 
be a Committee tor this new^ subscription and that that Committee be empowered to 
appropriate such a sum out tf tlie subscriptions as muy Im considered sufficient to re- 
imburse Mr, Wagliorn for the expeiices which he has incurred owiMg to the uou-ie- 
mlttaace of the Fuads formerly ptomised/' 
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'J'his resolution Iiaving* been considered to finish the business of tbs meeting'* 

A/r, IFar/horn br'ci-gwrl to be «lloviod to return tliaiiUs to the meeting for the kind .it- 
tcntiou with vvhifdi thev had heard the little he hud to say, and for the alacrity with 
which they hud again come forward, and the zeal with wdiich thev had supuorted hia 
JM ejected plan. He would at once proceed to Knglund when he hoped in a short 
lime to sail'for India, Uiol on the 70tlUdav of his vo\age tOtpiesenr himself again 
before them, winch would be to him tho proudest and happiest day of Lis existence.

Tlie thanks of the meeting were voted to Mr.Smiib for his able and impartial con- 
duct in thfc* (’bun and also to Commodore c'lr John Hu\ ea for the zeal and ahditvbo 
.bad dis]d.ived in fornrarding the cause of Steam Navia'ution between India and Eng- 
land and requesting him lO continue Cbairniaii of the Committee. 

JCttfp Reporter of the above io aware, that bo mav insomepartshave omitted 

much that fell from various speakers, arid tuatbe may not have rei ordrd thepi oceed- 
ings in the exact order in which they occurred, huthe begs the confused maurierin 
wiiich the meeting w'as conducted may bo remeinhored, and also that there were at 
t^nu period, no less than three motions or amendments before the Meeting, regularly, 
or riitlier inegulurly proposed and aeconiUd, to all of wdtich tlm d life rent speakers 
addressed themvselves and frequently more than one at a time. — BmgaLllmkara and

THote 2 . — TlieRojiorter at first stated that he did not conceive it to have been iniani* 
fiinuslii allowed that the light to vote rested only with the Original Subscribers to the

of the supe rior articles of raw products which it is intended to introduce. 

4th. The seeds will be forwarded To you on their arnviil, but a poj tion (il they 
are sent in sulli'^uent quantity) will be reserved for tran^inissinn tu liundelk iind, jn 
determined lu the 5iii paragraph of the Government resoluuons dated 2ytL Decem- 
ber last. 

3th. 3’ho Mint Committee has been requested to instruct Captain Forbes to place 
bimselfin commiinicauon with you in order that within a ri uhonuble period after the 
arrival of the Saw’ Gins, suflicieiit for the purposes ol uuhlie irispeclion, 'that oilicer 
may be prepared to have them set up in any siiimlioii poiuieJ out by Llie Committee.

Extract Irom a Public General Letter from Hon’bie the Court oi' Directors^ dated 
the 9th December, 1829. 

2. Our lettci ot tbe8tli Jnlv baa acquainted vou witli the measures we are taking 
forobtuining from the United States ot America, various kinds of Colton Seeds, as 
well as the most approved Machines used in the ?30Utherii States ot North America 
lor clearing ('otton Wool fiom its se. ds and impuiitios. 

3. \Ve have lectuved ti e first supply ol American Catton Seeds, whioli have 
been drawn from the Crop of tlie year 1828. Tins supply comprises of tlte species 
known ns Upland (leorgia Cotton and Seeds of the Cotton of Louisiana known in 
Commerce as New Orleans Cotton, both being of tlie description called by the plan- 
ters green Seed Cotton, the Wool of which adheres to the Seeds with a considerable 
degree of tenacity fully ns mucli as in the common Cotton of India. 'I’liPae are the 
kinds of Atherican Cotton, which ar§ most extensively used bv tlie IManulac tines 
f)f Hniairi. We have also <ibtained a supply of tbe Seeds of Sea Island Cotton (wliich 
are blink) the w’ool of which is much eiftecmed for the fineness and length ot its fibre. 

4. We have likewise received six ^“if the Machines lor cleaning Cotton, called 
Wluluey’s Saw Gins, two of which we shall transmit to your Presidency with the 
Cotton Seeds. We have desired our agent to send us a desciiption of the method oi 
using the Saw Gins iu North America, and you shall he furnislied with a copy as soon 
as it comes to hand. It is suffieieutly clear from an inspection of the Machine tlnit 
it is put into motion by manual labour by means of a wheel and winch with a re- 
volving strap upon the small pulley-wheel that forma part ofthe Machine itselt, as 
ehewn in a sketch drawing that will be found in the Packet. I'he large wlieel or 
first motion is very simple, upon which account we suppose it has not been transmit- 
ted to us from America with the Machines. A wheel of this kind can, however, be 
readily constructed in India. 

We liave caused a trial to be made in our presence of the working of tlie Saw 
Gin upon a small quantity of India Cotton happening to be in our \Varehous(-'s, which 
bad been very imperfectly, if at all divested of its Seeds, and althougli this experiineat 
W'as made under the disadvantage of the Cotton being old, very dry, and much press- 
ed togeiher, the result seemed entirely to establish the merit of tlio invention. 

(i. 'I’lie Whitney Machine which it is our desire to introduce into India has been 
Xiofu-ed in the Parliaraeutary Papers of the year 1028, in a leportofaii Amencau 
Coiiiiiiittee of Commerce, where it is said to be so simple in its construction, and so 
easiU w'orked and managed, that the Negroes in the Southern States aie employed to 
work it. cannot therefore entertain any doubted' tlio Saw Gins being suitable to 
tbe process of cleaiiing Cottou by the natives of Intia. We also conclude that the 
Indian uoikmen will be competent to fabricate such Maclimes for goiUTal use, but 
in order to facilitate tlie, bringing them into practice, without loss of tune, it is our 
intention to send you some separate sets of the circular Saws, wluch are of iron (not 
eteel) as the only pait of the Machine, in the making ol which ihere can be no ditii- 
culty. 'J’hese detached Saws will also be useful as patterns for native Smitlis, for 
the guidance of whom we propose also to send a complete set of all tlie other parts 
of the MacJiine, winch are of metal. 

7. You will receive with the befon mentioned articles a small quantity of Cotton 
Seed ofthe growth of Demerara in South America, ndncli, although it is not unknown 
in India, we are desu'ous should be planted as a renewed experiment. It is of the 
Dlack Seed kind, like the Sea [aland, of which the wool readily parts from the 
Seeds and probably will not require tbe application of a Saw Giu. This kind of 
Cotton is cultivated with great success in the Prazihs. 

8. VV^e shall also send a case containing twenty-five pounds of Maryland Tobacco 
Seed which, w are informed, will be sufficient for cultivation upon a large scale, 
and it may therefore be tried experimentallv in a variety of situations. 

9. We t,^ausinit in the Packet the foliow'iiig l^upers, having reference to tbe cuL 
ture of Cotton and Tobacco, viz. 

I. Ilemarks on the culture of Cotton in the United States of America, which wo 
have received from our agent with the Cotton Seed. 

II. Paper on the culture of Tobacco m Virginia received in like manner. 

III. Statement of tbe best method of lultivating N<i^ Orleans Cotton received ia 

like marner. • 

IV. Extract of Captain Basil Hall’s Travels in Nortn America, so fa^* as regards 
the cultivation of Cotton ; but we must remark that this autlior’s statement cf thu 
moae of cleaning Cotton by what he denominates Whitney's baw Gm, is not appU- 
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cable to tlie Macliines now about to be sent to you* but evidently refers to another 
American Gin, probably like that which we sent to India several years; as^o. 

10. Wc are St^on^iy impressed with the opinion, that nothing but aiteiuion and 
peTseverance is required to make Indian Cotton Wool a pioductire ariicle of Kxport, 
and there is no ConamorcinI object coiinet ted wiih our Indian possessions of greater 
national importance. We desire tlu-reiore, iliat tbe arrival of the Saw Gins ni India 
b<^ made matter of gencb-al publicity, and iliat such Extracts from the I'apers now 
seni in the Packet as you may coi^^uder likely to be useful lo the general cultiva- 
tors be published at intervals in tlie N'ew’spapers- 

J 1. We have piepaied tlie like supply of Machines and Seeds for ccnsignment to 
our Government of hornbay. 

Ord(»red, that a copy ot these paragraphs be sent with the enclosures* theiein re- 
ferred to, in oiiginal, to the rertiroiia! Deparlmerit that ineaburea m;:y be taken m 
that Depurtiuput to make the experimental cultivation ordeied by the llon’blo Couit 
with the See<l.s transmitted. 

Ordered, that tlie Kngirieers of the Calcutta New Mint be instructed from the 
Tenitorial Department to set up the two Saw t^ns mentioned in Para. 4, oftlie Iloii’blo

Eemarks on the Culture of Cotton in the Ifnited States of /hnerira. 

The preparation ot Cotton land requires most particular attention ; it must be re- 
peatedly ploughed and frequeiiilv harrowed, say twice, or thrice, until it is fully 
pulverissed, Dnls 4 feet u part, in some instances 5, are then made with a plough, 
into winch, if tlie soil be poor, old well-iotted stable muniin* is phuied ; and at 
a distance of Iri to is! feet, a hole, not exceeding 1 inch to in depth, is made 
with a hoe, and a handful of Seed is dropped therein which must be iinmediutelv 
covered with the soil. 'I'he plan'/ing generally takes place between the !^()r!i April 
and 10th May— the earlier the^ietter, that the Otton maybe iftaiuied before the 
ajipearance of the fall of fiosts. The richer the soil, the larger and better rh« 
crop, as with every vegetable. When the plants nrt'ttbout 1 inch above ground, 
they are thinned with the liatKl, leaving 4 only • at a later period, and when all 
danger from insects ivc. is well over, they are again thinned, and two only are left 
to bear : from these by having or ploughi’ig the weeds must, he kept clear, until the 
bowlaare perfectly ripe and begin to open, which occurs during September and Oo 
tober ; as tliey exiinnd freely, the Colton must by liund be picked clean from the 
bowl, .and, being a little damp, exposed for a day or two in a dry situation to the rays 
of the sun. Tlie quality, of the C’otton first picked is alwavs the cleanest and 
best — to save trouble, it is customary with some Ehmters to oefer picking out any 
of the crop till the whole of the howds he lipe and liave expanded and become dry

over tiie floor of a room (should the (yotton he dainiied) till it is 
sent to the Gin where the Seed is extracted from the fibre. 

During tlie first week in August, some Planters, where the crop is not too ex- 
tensive, lop each plant to the first eye, i<*aving only t> branches to bear. This en- 
creases the quantity and qir.ihty, but for 's the plants to throw out suckers, which 
are most difficult to be kept nuclei. 

Stiff’ clayey soils require rwre Seed than light sandy ones ; the plant being very 
delicate, requires the united^fforts of several shoots to force its way through tba 
surface, which often becomt^ packed and hard. Where Seed it:} abundaot a largo

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Jianflful shoulJ always b« sovvti in each hole ; where it is scarce, and the land light, « 
smaller quantity may suffice ; i!00 English acres would require from 800 to 10(X) bushels 
Seed C(Jtlon. 

An acre will produce from 1,600 to S, 000 pounds Seed Cotton, (i. e. with the Seed) 
or 400 to iyOO pounds clean or liiiined Cotlou, but tins is a large yield ; generally, on 
average soils, from l'Jtol,6(X} pounds Seed Cotton are produced to the acre. A 
bale of Cotton weighs from to 400 pounds. ^

Paper on the Culture of Tobacco in Viri^ mia. 

I yesterday receired vniir letter ofthe!£;4th instant, to which I tahe pleasure in 
immtdniteiy replying. Fifty pounds W’eiglit, or two bushels, of Tobacco Seed would 
bp sullicieut to plant the wliole state of Virginia, some say a surisuio equal in extent 
to the United States ; and that quanti'iy canuf>t by any posaiiiihtv be ptocured at this 
season, indeed it will be out of iny j^ower to obtain any qiianiity id’ value to > 011 ; 
bul 1 have spoken to sev-erul of ni 5 |.frii‘rjds in this place i^lio grow Ciops of'I’o- 
bacco ; and have requested them to instruct their Overse ers tv> leave as many plants 
as po^^sible to run into Seed, winch they have piomiseii to do. and i shall wute to 
all mv acquaintance in the country to do the same, <ind pieiail upon their inughhours 
to sa’te as much as they call. Xlie Seed is never guiiieied, indeed is not ready till 
llie fall of the year . and no Planter keeps on hand moiv tlnm wimt is lequibile for 
his own UR(*. Respecting the culture of J’oba coo, 1 shiill coniinumcate the process 
adopted throughout \'ii ginia, preiiiisiir;, that success depi inU upon soil, sitnntn>n, 
cliinale and seasons. New ground, viigin soil, produces the best description. Plant- 
beds for the recojitiou of Seed me prejiared in the lull, in rather a moist, situatjon, 
of pure vegetable mould minutely pulveriaeil, entirely (lee iiorn weeds; having the 
surhice completely scorched by burning Rruf-li-wooU or shavings of wood upon ir. 
The Seed is sown much atter the manner of (!ahbage Seed, about as thicklv and as 
deeply and rakocl in this ih don^ during the montli of Fibru.iry. Kaily m May, 
according to the season, or during that iiumth, the Plants wre removed to tiiefudd 
and are placed our on lulls raised above th.^ hurrounding sutf.jce liom H To Vi inches, 
at distance!!, varying according to the strength of the soil, fiom .> by I, to 4 by >. 'lluis 
the rows arc 4 feet a part, as with Indian Corn, and the luilb in the lovs J feet 
di^uuiL from each other. 

The Plants aro allowed to stand unmolested till they begin to Ihrow out suckers, 
■who'll must be carefully removed by hand as often^us they appear. 13 y homing and 

plotigliiiig all wcefls must be kept under, as with and CabhuL’es in a garden. 

When the Plant has tiiiown out eight or twelve well sized loaves, according to the 
strength or richue»i. of the Soil, it must be topped; by whicli is meant, if tlie ground 
he rich, twelve leaves may be left— if poor, only six or eight ; the best w ay is to 
l(‘avo only i-ix to ten. The Piurits being kept free fiom worms or caterpillars, which 
prey upon Them, are left to stand till they are peitec ily npe , this is detci mined by 
the tluckuess of the leaf, and the crackling sound pioduced by fo-eaking it, Tiiey are 
then cut with a knife, and placed upon poles horr/ontally exposed to the sun fiT 
beveral days, till they die, and become of a yellow 01 brownish hue, care meantime 
being taken thutthev be not exposed to lains, or very heavy dews. Fiom the field, 
Lungiiig on the sunu; poles, they are removed into log liouses, and hung upon tho 
roofs. Under them, during wet weather, slight files are kept up, iho smoke as- 
cending from which dries liia stem and prevciiia mould ; after luinging thus for thiee 
or four weeks, the Plants are, w'ljenin a very dry state, taken from the poles ami are 
carefully packed on the dry floor and covered with siiaw, to guard them from 
If the winter be very wet, they are several times hung up, and dried pur- 
tiully with the smoko of wood fires, and replucod in bulk. Finjilly, m the riiontU 
ot May tire plants are all hung up, and allowed to reiuuin till a tolerably w'unri 
and moist day, when they aie taken down, and the leaves, being stiipt from the 
etrilk, are tied up m bundles of <5 to 7 leaves each, with n leaf binding them to- 
gether, and are thus packed carefully into llhds. Td to JhOO pounds arc put into 
each Hud. tho butt-ends of the robacco touching tho Cask, and the point directed 
upwards 10 the centre, , »

Smoking is injurious ; and if the soason be sufficiently dry and wailUi it is better 
to cur© the Tobacco entirely by the aid of the sun.

Statement of the hefd method of cultivating New Orleans Cotton, 

The cultivation is simple, and easily unde rstood, so that a ievr general directions 
will siiflice to desciiibe our manner ot pjepaiing a Cotton tivldj anti the cure and 
nffention requisite ro keep it ircohoni weeds andrgiass. 

ist. As to ihe most suitable soil tor groniiig fine Cotton, I should prefer that 
which is rich, light an(f(liy ; but it is gfiieuiity ihought that new land does not pro- 
dne^^ as liiK* a (juality ol' Cotton as dial wbicJi has home one or two crops or' gram 
previously, 'llie situation should be such that tljcrt-* is no danger of an overflow of 
water, whicli would sc'iiously i jure the plant. In pTepaiing the ground we use only 
the plougli and Iny oil the rows Irom lour to aix icei , and where tlie soil is as luh 
ns the alluvion of tlie low giouiul on the IMismssippi, evm eiuhi i#‘et is not too inucli. 
We open tlRMulgos by running a nan ow tlnll by plough or othciwise, and sow the 
Seed m it, as we would gram, coveting it lightly wiih a Ijairow, 

1 he plant on itsfliat ar>poaiauce and for some weeks is extremely delicate, and 
easily injured by cuieiesj vvurkiiig. 'Jheiovvs at flisi tiiickly Covered with plants 
in»i8l in about ten da>s be thiuued out, so iis»lo lea', e l he stalks single at the dis- 
tance of eleven inches oi u loot lioin each oilnp-, or, as some ol the plants may be lost 
or desir<*yed, we generally leave two or three t^gethei ; but ia about two weeks more 
«t furthest, ib<‘y mur.t bereductd to one, as experience lias proved that the plants 
Will not ffourisb if atallcrowd. d. While ibinmug the lows, gieat care must he takea 
to clear them of all glass and weeds in the eaily uge of the Cotton— this is done with 
the hoe ; in a siiort tune alter, to famliiute the work, we use i)louj,lia betwc'rt tba 
lows, wheie every thing must be ktpLdown, and not a blade ot glass should be.suller- 
ed to grow indeed to obtain a good crop oi Cotton, >tuci attention is required to rule, 
not to sull’er any thing tti giow imiong the plants until it is lully matured. 

The tune of pliintiny; oriutlier sowing oui Cottoia vanes according to the season ;ge* 
nendly w’e begin fioiu liie lust of Apiil to the fitteeutb ; as a luic, 1 would say us soon 
as theie is no danger ol I'loac. » 

IJiese general obscr\ ulioiifl, 1 trust, will lie sufficient : indeed it is impossible to 
ailf m obriiiniia' a Colton (ioj», pnovjded the ground be kept perfecKv ci*‘an, and tbo 
pliUils be not crowded. 'I'lo' qusdity ot the Cotton depends ruoie pi'rliaps upon curo 
and attention in gatlieiuig and diyiug it, than upon the culture of the plant. 

Troni the Hist ot Sepii‘ni),'t‘r, or soouei, the bolls begui to mature and open muccrs- 
(Sively until winter ha-' stopped the vei'etation of the plant. As soon as the boll hns 
completely opened, the (hdton wbicli then bangs partly out of its shell, and has be • 
c me almost dry, must lie griUien'd by h md, care must be taken by the gatherer (or 
fiiL'ker as we call the Isiborei ) to take bold ivilb Ids faiigers (tf all tlie ditfeieut looks of 
tlie CJotton, so that the wbule mav come out at once, and witiioul bieaknig ofi any of 
tlie dry leavi's about tlie boll ; it a.iy dry leaves fall ujioii the Cottoi; beiore the gather- 
er has secured bisliandiul in thiMiag winch hangs at iiis side, tiiev mnst caiefully bo 
taken ofi. U is necessaiv to use a close bag, to gather ibe^f.'otion, as the plant, tliough 
etill fiouri-sbing, has uii it, many dead and dry leaves which are easily shaken down, 
and it is this admixture of leaves which is objected to so much by tlie spinner, and will 
always lowei the quality and prict‘ of Cotton. After gulheriiig the Cotton it should 
as soon as possible be exposed to tbf- sun on scuiloldB, and tlioroughly dried : and if 
not lauaediaiely I’liined and parked, it must be stored in secure barns. 

J deem it useless to enter into a di scnption of our giim and piesses, as tliev aie 
maniihicuiied and well uudiielood in England ; 1 shall only obsoive that a cyiindf^r 
of sixty bags ought not to make more than OOd or h(K) pounds ot clea? Cotton in 
hours — if lUiuie to lun faster, the (ioitoii would not be so clean, and the foluies miglit 
ciK'ube bioken oi cut by tlie to<^ rapid motion ot liie bags. 

Ivesolved, that the letter of (iovt inineut, and the extracts which accompanied it, be 
referred to the Agricultural Coniniittce, which is requested to take (he whole into 
consideration, and to report to the ti’ociety, sit the next i\leeting', its sentiments ou 
the whole clauses of the itUer, when a reply w ill bo framed and foiwarded to Go* 
vernment. . 

Kesolved, that the Secretsiiy be requested to write to (hiptain Forbes, sending 
him extracts liom the dbov\ papers, which relate to tbo Saw' Gms, and requesting to 
• be informed, wlielher it Iva/reuched him, and is ready for inspection.

J’lio President laid hefdie t%' ^jociety, papers on ihc cultivation of the Mulberry 
Tree and the rearing of Silk W orms, according to the Chinese and Frencli methods, 
by Miss Davy, ia which the wnter gives a decided preteieuce to the Chiuese me* 
thud. 
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Head ahtier from Mr. Pakpnham, enclosinj^ a paper br Mr, MaJIet, of Bahsor^, 
on the Cotton plaiitatioij at that place, from which a specinien had been sent to the 
Society in the bejrimiing of IVIny last, and on which several members of the Com- 
mittee, also Mr. Finlay, of Gloster Works, had given their opinion. 

Kesolrod, that the Secretary he requested to write to Government, solicitins: to 
be (Vtrnished wi^b all the information which tliey possess legardmg the Tenasscrim 
Cotton, of the Seed of which a number of bags were latel/ sent to the Society for 
distribution. . 

Read a letter from Mr. Sheppard, of Liverpool, dated l4th December last, which 
accompanied 60o grafted Fruit Trees, of sorts, slntiped on the Brig Indian, 

The Secretary informed the Meeting, that on tlie arrival of these trees he had 
forwarded the wliole of the correspondence and lists to the Secretary of the 
Garden Connnittees, atf well as the boxes of plants to the Alhpore Garden. 

Mr. JMinchiu stated, that he had been requested by Sir Robert Colquhoun, Secre- 
tary of the, Gaiden Committee, to submit to the Meeting the following pro}>osiiioQ 
of that (Unnmittee, regarding ibefiUiure disposal of Ku rope imported Fruit Trees. 
Resolved, that the proposal be adopted by the Society. 

IVlr. Miiichin turther stated, lhatthi| importation of Fruit Trees had almost entirely 
failed, not l6 remaming alive ; and on the part of the Garden Committee be propos- 
ed that in futuie tl.e importation of these should be altered and modified. 

Resolved, that the yiroposai of theGardeii Committee he adopted, and the Secre- 
tary be requested townie lu terms of it, to England, and elsewhere, for cur future 
supplies. 

Mr. Mtrichtn further stated the wishes of the Coromittee to be allowed to expend 
the sura of lU. loO in raising a wall for the culture of giape vines, and Rs. 100 
in repaijing the conservatory, bullock sheds, and inullies’ houses destroyed by the 
lure gales. , 

Resolved, that these two sums he granted to the Garden Committee. 

Read the following letter from Captam Sage, of Dinapore — 

To C, K. Robison, J^sq. 

^eciplary to the Agricultural and Horticultural Society t Calcutta^ 

Sir,— A s a Member of the Society to which you are Secretary, I have to propose 
that us the bUitution of this place is admirably adapted for the establishment of a 
Ju'uTicli or proviuciul Society ot Agriculture and Horticulture, it is the intention of 
the tew JMemlu rs ot tlie Society at this place to appropuate a plot of ground for the 
pm poses ot a Jy'ursery Vegetable and Fruit Garden., should our proposUion meet with 
the sanction and I'e supported by iho fo.stering care »rihe Raieiit Society. 

2nd. The abandonment of the Poosali Garden wo understand to have been occasi- 
oned by the heavy cxpenc^ it entailed on the Society. This will not be a matter of 
objection to the one now proposed, ns we culcnlute upon no) pecuniary assistance 
whatever f-oni the Society ; ou the contrary, it is not unlikely we luuy be able to add 
to its treasury. 

3d. From the Parent Society we should look for Seeds, Fruit, Trees, Plants, &c. 
not as absolute giiis, bnt rather as depositon liable to be appropriated as the Society 
shall see lit.wdicn the diflVrenet Fruits of Flurope and China shall have been graft- 
ed on country stocks and inured tOjthe climate. 

4th. We also consider that grafts and seeds furnished from our intended Nursery 
■will be better suited to the climate, both above and below us, than wdien subject to 
a more sudden change of temperature j and this observation applies equally to Ne- 
paul, iroin which country it is our intention to procure wluitever is rare and valuable, 
and endeavour to assimilate them to the climate of this place previously to transmit- 
ting them to your Gardens, or to the Upper l^rovjnces, 

5th. Constant water carnage both up and down, as also through several branch 
streams, seems to point out this place as better calculated for a depot, than any 
other ; the constant pa.ssing of strangers, botJi up and down the river, a populous 
iifeighbourhood m 'I’irhoot, Sarun and Shahabad, will bri ^g the Nursery into notice, 
and we hope afford a sutliciency ot Meinbersto ensure Kie permanency of our intend- 
ed uudenukhiy, w hicli cannot fait lu be producuve great and extensive advan- 
tages to the country around us. !**■ 

^ dth. It w ill remain for tlin Society, after due consulergtion, to authorize us to admit 
Substnbers, who siiall be considered m Members of the Parent Society as well us of 
the Dinapore Provincial Society, and from whose coftUibuUona we oonsidex we shall 
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mquirp a sufficient revenue, not only to cover the expeaces of our own Nursery, bat, 
«9 before remarked, lo assist the Paretu Society,

Head a letter from Mr. H. JI. Wilson, forwarding to the Society a Peach, the 
growth of hia garden at Hastiuj^'s fdace, under the care of Mr* Danes# which weigh- 
ed 10 sicca weight. 

Resolved, that the Secretary be requested to get the Advertisement regarding 
the Premiums for the successful cultivation of Cotton, Tobiicco, Silk and Sugar* 
which had been translated into Bengalee and h’ersiau, trausnutted to the Cppor 
Provinces. 

Baboo Radacanth Deh presented the following paper, which h® thought might be 
highly useful to the cultivators of Cotton in^is country ; and ahhough he was not 
able to state who the author oi the “ >Suog£Sttious” is, he was of opinion that ilio iSo- 
ciety would confer a benefit by giving ihein ejery publicity 

fkir the Culture and Preparation of Colton, 

Cotton grows in any soil that is not over moist. 'J’he common opinion, however, 
that it douhslies most in barren or impoverished land, is erroneous. It will, doubt- 
less, grow in arid soils, not exhausted by previous cultivation ; yet there cannot be 
a doubt tliat it will prove more productive in good or middling land, consistui;- of 
loose dry mould, free from clay or marl. If the mclmaiion of the land bo suliicierit 
to carry olF ibe water, the labour of trenching and draining, which is nocf'ssnry in 
level lauds, will be saved. As no plant requires so little rain as Cotton, the close 
vit’iniJy of high mobmainsis injurions to it, while a is beneficial to the ('olfee. On 
the other liand, the saline air oi the sea-shore, which geo eraliy destroys Cofiee, la 
favourable to Cotton. 

The laud ior Cotton must he cleared in the dry season ; and the operations should 
commence in sufficient time to allow tiie wood and brush, which have been cni dowm* 
to dry so as to he burm^d before the rains setin. Tlie more completely the ground is 
cleared, the more produenve isibo Cotton likely to be. 

In situations where the rains are not violent, the Cotton Seed is generally put into 
the ground atari early period of the rainy season. But in places diltereutiy circiim- 
atanced, this operation is deferred till the rains are wnthin a month f»r tw'o of ibeir 
termination ; witli a view both lo guard against an over-luxunaul vegetation, where- 
by the plants might exhaust their strength in branches and leaves, and to uvoid^ftho 
injurious consequences of ram at the time the blossouia are appearing and th« 
pods forming. ^ 

Til Georgia and Carolina, considerable labour is bestqwed in ploughing and har- 
rowing the and forming ridges, raised pretty high, with trenches betweiui. 

Tins, no doubt, assists vegetatnon, and at the same time selves to cairy off the wa- 
ter fiom the Hat lands. The same thing is done, though less caretully, with hoes, m 
Denierara and Berbice: but is seldom done lu th^ West India Islands. There, how- 
ever, the fields are regularly laid out, and ilie holes opened in straight lines* I'ho 
distance between the holes varies from five feet in poor soils to eight feet in rich 
soils.' The holes are made by loosening the earth for about eight or nine inches 
or a foot square, and five or six inches deep. From filteen to sixteen seeds, spread 
longitudinally, may be put into each hole and covered over lightly wiih earth, not 
nbove one or two inches deep at most. The more moist the ground is, the iporo 
Jightly should the seed be covered, otherwise it wdl be apt to rot. J'he plants wiU 
generally ^bow themselves m from five to nine days, but some tunes not before 
fourteen. When they have four distinct leaves, half the number in each hole may be 
drawn, and these must afterwards be giadually reduced, until only one, and that the 
most vigorous and healthy plant, IS left in each hole. For the first six yveeka the 
plants are of alow growthsand very teudei ; and lin y must bo carefully kept clear of 
weeds until they become sufiicieut size to suppress all extraneous growth. It 
would be of great service aSlo, that the earth should bo occasionally drawn up about 
the roots, until the blossomiauppear, when tins operation is no longer necessary. 
At the end of six weeks, if 'S|>t before, the plants, it luxuriant, ought to be topped 
or pruned, by breaking or cuttkig off an meU or more from the end of each shoot, 
which make the stems spreaa and throw out a greater number of branches. And this 
opeii^tion.if the plants are very luxuriant, will require to be peiformed a ftecottd or 
«veua third time, w'ith a Knife, on the stem and branches* 
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J The hlossoti^s .$en€ifaiUy appear in about eighty days after the seed has been plants 
ed, and aometiqjes later; and the first pods arrive at maturity in about three months 
from that time,. The hfpssom of the green seed, when it first appears, which ia 
generally in the morning, is white, and remnius of that colour for the first twelve 
Jjoura j ,but it the following night to a beautiful crimson, and drops oil* w ithin 

thirty^sitt iiobir% of its first appearance. That of the Black Seed, or Sea Island, im- 
oergoos the same change with the green, but when it first copies out it is of a deep 
yellow colour. 

The Cotton should be fully blown beforo it isi picked. I’ln’s may be ascertained 
by its separating easily from the pod of husk. When it adheres to the pod, and must 
be forced from it, the Cotton will he of an inferior qualify, (ireat care should bo 
taken to gather it ns free from trash or dirt of any kind as possible, which wiH save 
much trouble afterwards in the cleaning. Cotton ought not to be picked after rain> 
or while wet, as in that case it will be stained, and of little value. In gatheung 
the crop, particular care should be taken to keep the stained and dirty Cotton 
separate from the more perfect, which may be done by each labouier haring two 
bags, one fdr the stained and inferior, the other for good t’otton. The value oi the 
latter would thus be greatly increased?’; and even the. inferior would always find a 
market in England. « 

The next operation is that of sepan ting the Cotton Wool from the seed. Of all 
llie modes of effecting this, hantf.picking is doubtless the best, becoase the most 
favourable state in which Cotton can be, for all njarmfaomring purposes, is, with 
the e.xception of being freed from the seed, that in which it is gathered from the plant. 
Whatever serves to entangle or mat the fibres, is n/piiioiis ; because, when mat- 
ted, they require m carding a greater force to separute them ; and the effect of this 
is to break the staple, and otherwise to produce waste, and inconvenience to the mu- 
iiutactmer : besides vf-bicb, a fine, clear, even thread, can hardly ever be produced 
from matted Cotton. 

I’he process of separating the seed from the Cotton Wool by the hand, is in 
general attended with so much expense as to be impracticable t though in India, 
perhaps, for the cheapness of labour, the difficulty may be less. Maclunes 
have therefore been substituted for this purpose, called Gins, of w'hich the com- 
mon Foot Gjh is probably the best. There is another kind, calculated to woik 
by cattle, wind, or water, which may be introduced with advantage, but is 
more expensive and complicated. 

The Black Seed, being loosely attached to the wool, is easily separated by the 
Cm, without injury to the staple. The Green Seed, on the contrary, adheres so 
cit-Reiy to the w’ool, that it can only be separatedby a Haw Gin, which cuts the staple, 
and depreciates the Cotton nearly one hall ; but if hand-picked, it would he more 
valuable. The Green Seed is more productive than the I31ack j but the wool of the 
latter is of couBidiv ably higher value. It is hardly accessary to observe, that that 
mode of ginning is to be preferred which tends least lo break the seeds and entangle 
the fibres of the Cotton. * 

After the Cotton lias been ginned, it should he carefully examined, and freed from 
all motes, broken seeds, stained wool, Ac., as its value ip Europe depeudamuch on 
the condition in which it is packed. 

The plants should be cut down every year witliin three or four inches of the 
ground, "i he time for doing this, which must be in the rainy season, ought to be 
regulated by the same circumstances w'hich regulate the planting of the seed at first ; 
ond the subsequent management in this ca.se will also he the same as has been ulrea- 
^cly pointed out in the case of plants from the seed. It would be a great advantage, 
if third, fourth, or fifth year at furthest, tlie plants were grubbed out, and 
their places supplied by means of fresh seed brought from a distance. I'his would 
prevent the Cotton from degenerating, which it never fails to do when it has been 
propH^ated in the same ground for many years without a change of seed, and would 
of course preserve its quality and rnointam its reputation in the European markets. 

Great care should be taken to prevent a mixture of the different kinds of seed in 
planting. , Each kind should be kept perfectly distinct. 

The process called switching, oi beating the dirt out of^^he Cotton, by means of 
Bticks, ought, if possible, never to be resorted to. 11^^. necessity of having re- 
course to this .expedient, which can only arise from prevpus negligence, ought to be 
obviated by the means already pointed out : it deteri<|rlaiea the quality, and conse- 
quently lowers the price of the Cotton. ^ 

In the gathering and hand-picking, and even ginning of Cotton, great use may be 
made both of young children and infirm people, who are incapable of e<xertioa of any 
other kind.

Sir Robert Colquhoun, on the part of Mt. Henry Mackenzie, presented a speci- 
men of Cotton raised by that gentlemnn at Kus&apuglah. 

'(’be Garden Committee, appointed in May 1829, and re-electOefca January last, 
submitted their Reports on the ptogres, made in the Garden, since it bad come 
under their management. 

The tbuuka of t?.e Meeting were voted to the Gat^len Committee, for their very 
interesting communications, and the same were ordered to be inserted in the jiro- 
ceedicgs of the Society. * 

Ifil Ueport of Horticultural or G ar den Committee, 

In framing a Report of the proceedings of the Ihwticultural Coinmiltee, to be 
laid before this Meeting, your Committee have tboughi it proper to revert to tlio 
OrigihOil intentions of the Society in establishing the Garden at Ally pore, with a view 
to ascertain, how iur those objects have been attended with that success, which the 
Society liad anticipated. 

At a General Meeting of the Society, held on the 7tli of May 1B27, itw^as resolved 
that an Horticultural Garden should he eBiahlibhed, and Mr. Balmer’s ground, con- 
sisting of 30 bigalis, was accoidingly rented at the, sum of Sa. Rs. 100 per mouth, 
with the understanding, that the ground adjoining it, of about the same extent 
should be added to it, au soon as it could be procured. 

Tho objects proposed by the Society, were as follows ; 

** The cultivation of the most approved and usetul varieties of ''Fruits, to be 
"planted aiM exhibited according to the different modes of cultivation belonging 
'*10 each class, comprehending indigenoua, as well as iho^ of Great Britain, and 
** Foreign countries ; that new Fruits should be introduc^i and these, as well as Ih® 
"descriptions already known, were to be subjected & various modes of treat- 
ment, in order to ascertain whether such Fruits coljfd he acclimated ; and the 
"mode of culture, by which they can be made inqiBt*eft’ectually useful and pro- 
•‘ductive, # 

"That esculent Vegetables should receive no less attention than Fruits, that 
y new were to be sought for, and. broughtinto comparison with those already 
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•* in use ; snd the whole subjected to such a course of investigation, and experiment, 
“ US would be the meuns of ascerlaimog the best varieties of each species, as well 
*• as the most advantageous modes of culture/' 

That experiments of ev^-ry nature appertaining to Hofticultore, whether to 
“ verify former rt'sults or to try new practices proposed, should be undertaken and 

earned on with attention/’ 

Your Committee deefily regret, that fioin the absence of all records, it will be 
impossible for them to furnish a piogressive Report of the proc^diugs of former 
Committees, and of their experiments and results, from the. hirti^ institution of the 
(jarden, uml It will only therefore lemain for your piesent (^imniitteo, to lay be- 
fore the Society, the measures they liave adopted for tlio purpose of r,eab*ii)g the f b- 
jectsofthe mstiiution since the Horticultural biunch of the Society haft been in- 
trusted to tlieir management. 

Jiefore enumerating the different operations and experiments, which had been 
pursued, during the brief period that the present C'ommntee have had ihCsupeiiu- 
teudauce of the Garden, it may be proper to notice the slate in whicii the Commit- 
tee lound the (jarden, on assuiinng charge in i^e month ol May, of the lai't year. 

Tlie ground was crowded with Plantain Trees, I'lmber J'reej., and d('caycd Fruit 
Trees, of a worthless description, uU tending to exhaust and impovensh the soil, and 
in the opinion of the Committee, to render irunavailuble lor ilornculiural experi- 
ments. It was accordingly resolved, that before entering on any operations, a com- 
plete clearance should made, which, wtiU the sanction of the Socu tv, wua earn- 
ed into effect. Your Commute^ having prepared the Garden m the muoner deemed 
most favourable for the pm pose, determined on Iryiug e,\penments m matiunug 
the ground, and the following composts were preparcu ana collected :

Vour C-omniittoo have also ordered that every new tree received into the Garden 
ghoiMd hiivf iiMmill .spelter Plate, coiitaiiiuig a number, fSsteiied to it when planted 
cm!, i)uinl>esi4 are entered in a book, kept for purpose, in wdiich also tlio 

d«‘8CM;*tu.n of ii>e, the donors namo^and the mauuer^n which such trees are dispos- 
ed ot. will fot the f iituie b<icegulttrly entered. 

Tlie Cononittto' have endeavoured to carry into elfect the resolution of the Society, 
that sneli Gi.d'tRaiul Flants as can be spared should be liberally di!>tnbuted to all ap* 
piioant.s, and a considerable distnbution has accordingly been mode. 

The former expemueni as to the culture of the Ciiape Vines having failed. 

The Vines have been removed to another part ot tlie Garden better adapted to 
their cultivation, and liave been replanted in a rich compost, prepared for their re- 
ception and strong Trelles W'ork has been erected for their support, to wliich they are 
now trained. The result of the present experiments shall at a tuiure period be pre- 
sented to the Society. 

Your Committee have also to biing to the notice of the Society, that they have 
erected a cistern of Pucka IMasonry, for the reception ot the beautiful Madras 
Brahmin Lotus, and other aquatic plants ; that they have purchased a pair of strong 
elhci^tit .Bullocks for tlie use of tiie Garden, together with such Garden Tools ani 
were requisite. 'Fliat an English pump has also been erected on the large Tank 
witfi moveable wooden Troughs for the purpose of irrigating the Garden. And that 
Bueh books on Horticultuie have also been procured as weAfe considered necessary. 

Your ('ommittee have also erected a new Gateway , m/* Sorter's lodge, and havsl 
caused the Garden walks to be dug up, and new laid Kuukur. The borders 

have been dressed, and planted with flowering shrubs.^ 

At the proper season of the last year, Kiiglish »n(p*coUniated Garden \egetnble 
fceeda were diHiributed to the Members of the Society, J»s also to ninety native Gar- 
deners in the neighbourhood of Calcutta, to whom plants were likewise bestowed. 

Your Committee have also sent English seeds to various parts of the Upper Pro- 
vioees, ht the purpose uf being aucUmatedy but they regret tostatei that consider* 
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»ble diMppointm<>nt has been experienced by one entire inrestment of seeds seat out 
to tiiem by Mr, Cunarngham having totally failed. 

la consequence of this, your Committee have, under the sanoiion of tlie Society, 
taken the necessary measures to secure supplies tor the next season from China, 
the Cape of Ui)ofl Hope, the Isle of France, Flew South Wales, and the |MeUgherries, 
liXperiments are now under operation in Pinning pld Mango Trees* jaiaiug Aspaia- 
giis, and Celeiy, agreef^le to the Cnglisli modes, and Potatoes trotu Slips, or cul* 
luins, Ihe attention of your Commmee has also been particuiariy Oatled to the 
culLuatiou of Virginian and Peaoian Tobacco and to the Cotton from South 
Aiuenca, Egypt and Bourbon,* from seeds presented to the Jay jVAr. 

iSinithson in tne name of liis fuend Mr. Kawsun oi the iirm of Messrs* ^wson and 
Co. of JLondon, 

Your Commjttee have thought it right to lirihg to the notice of ths Society 
the great success winch has auenoeU ilie cuiiivanon ot the West Indian Arrow 
Hoot. Eioiu HOoul lue. iGlh part ot u Begah, upwards ot .So Quarts of Arrow 
Itool were picp-nt'd. and diatubuied to the taimiies ot Meiubers during the last 
season, and have proved of liu* hist quality.— A Begah ot ground has been planted 
out by your CnnnniiteH-) with otf s>ei.s lioin the* above plants, wluch it is contiaently 
expected will yidu an equally produciivo cioii of this valuable root for the ensiung 
beason. H 

Vour Copimittee do not think it necessary to dwell on the great advantage which the 
public heie must dtuive from the iniroduciiou oi an aiucle ot such constant demand, 
nnd tor the supply ot which the pubiichas hitherto been obliged to the Foreign mark' 
eiA aioue. * 

A new piece of ground has been rented measuring 6 Begahs very conveniently situat- 
ed w-uh letei'euce to the (iaiden, It has been pioperly enclosed nnd iicidy manured 
and appropriated to the culdvaimn of such pioduetious as although coming under ibo 
cognuanco ut the Gtirdeii Committee, do not strictly belong to Oiudeii cultuie. hor 
the present, it has' been plumed vMih Airow Boot, Collt>e, JMamains, ,aiid Ameiicau 
Plax and wiU lu future, be available tor expel imeiiis lu ilie cuKivuiion "aud piuduc' 
tion of Sugar-cane, Cotton, and l obacco, accoiuing to ibe directions of the Society . 

In conclusion yohr Commiitee w'ould beg to recall Uie aitenxion oi the Society that 
all tile plans aud<ixpeiunents entered into by your Commiuee, aie snli in a state of 
iiituncy and that your Commiitee can only hope their tutuie Repot is, may lu some de- 
gree at least, prove that the expectations of the Society have not been disappoint- 
ed, nor the care and auentiou oi your Committee, aitogeiiier throv\n away.

Since preparing the foregoing Keport, your Committee have been furnished with 
a list ot the l^iizes and Medals w inch ii.ive been distributed by thisSociety to tno 
ciidcrent candidates, fiom the first instituuon of the Socieiy to tiio piesent period, 
Which your Committee have great pleasure in now bringing to the noUc® of tho 
Society. 

in so doing your Committee cannot but advert, with feelings of the highest satis- 
faction, to the display of vegetanies produced at the last annual exlnbiUou, ami 013 - 
tribuiiOu ot Brizes at the Xowu 1 tail ou the Kith of J an nary of tins present year, a 
display which would have done honor to any climate, or to any the most im- 
proved svptem of lloi ticuhure. And when it is consideieil, tJiat ilie grt ater part 
of the vegetables then produced, iveie tiUwilhin these last few \eais, of a species 
wholly unknown to the native gardeners, and tlint then culti vat ion ii«s been ciiiefly 
fostered by the support and countenance oi this Society, youi CoM.niiitee must con- ' 
gratulate tlio Society, on the great ami practical benebis which iiuve nuftcn iroiu the 

exertions of this institunou. 

Your Committee would now also briefly notice, that of the experimentti] composts 
referred to in their 1st rej^rt, tnat detailed und» r No. 3. has c nsiderecf as by 
far the most succes 3 iui,tli\^vegelables pioduced thereiroiu, having beui oi a very 
^superior quality. \ 

Your Committee have gri’\t pleasure in slating that their experiment in tlm pro- 
duction ot Olery, has been fu-y satisfactory, and that the plants pn tiuced Under 
their superintendence, iiave ot«u considned both in size, iind iJaiour, as ' ery 
superior to tliose hitherto pl’odiiced in India. I'he mode adopted was that pur- 
sued by Mr* Judd, aud described ia Loudon's JEucyclopedm oL Curdeuiug* pog« 
722, as follows 
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Judtiaay^, I prepare the ground for tranapkntfni?*. by frencliing it two spndefi- 
deep. ijamp$with it in the operation o good dressing of weJl reduced ^(iung i'rom 
tJie old foroipg beds, 1 give it a second trenching, that the dung may be better 
i corporal ed>with the nioiild, and then leave it in as rough a stale as possible till 
plants dr, e steady to put out. In the ground thus prepared, 1 form trenches twenty 
lucliea J»ride and six inches deep, at six feet distance from each nther measuring from 
the centre of each trcncli, before planting, I reduce the depHi of each trench to ihree 
inches hy filling in autiicient dung to till them so much up ; at the time of planting, 
if the weather be dry, the trenches are well waUrediu the morning, and the l^lants 
are pdt on, six inches apsrt, in the row, m the evening, care being taken, by the 
mode above men Honed to keep the fibres quite w'et whilst out, of ground ;*»s they are 
draw'll from the nursery bed, the plants are dressed for planting, qnd tlien laid regular- 
ly in the garden -pan. 'J’lie trenches in which iny rows of celery are plguted being so 
very shallow the roots of the plants grow nearly on a level with the surface of tlio 
grounds this I consider particularly advantageous, tor as considerable cavities are ne- 
cessarily framed on each side when the moulding takes place, all injury from stagnant 
water oreAUCks of moisture is preyeujted. The trenches wlien planted are wateied, 
as may be required. He adds that he proposes the ground tor cejery during tlm winter 
and avoids putting much of a crop befween the trenclu s, especially one that giow'S 
tall as he finds, that celery does best d^hen it grows as open as possible.” 

The Flax from North America, which was sown in November produced a very 
abundant crop, but as your Committee were not in possession of any precise in- 
formation, as to the process of preparing it, the see*' alone was preserved for tiuure 
expenments, Mr- Holdsworth, wdui is acquainted with the most approved works 
ot preparing the flax, has kmdly offered the Comiuittec the beuel^t of his expeneiico 
in any future experiments, 

A very luxuriant crop has been produced from the Virginian# and Persian To- 
bacco seed, as mentioned by your Committee in their Report, and the Leaf is now 
tinder preparation occording to the mode adopted m America^, /t^he result w'lU be 
finbmitted to the Society, wdth specimens of the 'I'obacco, 

Your Committee would also mention that they have been ena1i>led to distribute 
177 Grafts trom the choicest fruit Trees, and 147 flow'enng sliraba of a rare species, 
since the commencement of the present year, and thev trust tbat they shall be en- 
abled in the course of a short time greatly to encrease that number.

“ At a Meeting of the (i.irden Committee held within the I'own Hall on Saturday 
the 3d clay of July, llloO, it w'as Resolved, to propose to the Society at its next 
General Meeting, that in place of ci inmissioiiing, as lieretotore, ilie whole of our 
giafted fruit trees from Jnverpool to the extent*of j^s. that sum be placed at 

the disposal of the Comriiittee, for the purpose of obuming guifiod fruit trees from 
tiie places following, VIZ. Inigland, Prance, Cape of Good Hope, Brazils, Portugal 
and Van Diemau’s Laud/’ 

Resolved, that the report be approved of, and thatKs, 1000 be now placed at tho 
disposal of the Garden Committee for the purposes mentioned in the report. 

The Secretary to the Garden Committee, stated that the sum of Rs. 500, placed 
at its disposal hist year for the,i>urpose of procuring Gaiden Seed^ from the Cape» 
Van Dieinan’s Laud, China, th4 Neelgbernes, and the Upper Provinces, for dis- 
tribution among the Members of the Society, and Native J\J allies, during the 
present season, has been carefully applied, and he hoped soon to report a favour- 
able n-sult he now was requested to state the wish of the Committee to be per- 
mitted to remit Rs. 500, to England and France for the purpose of procuring 
Seeds from those countries for distribution as hitherto, during the season of 1831. 

It was doubted whether the Funds of the Society would permit such a fuither 
demand upon them, and at the same time pay the expense of printing a second 
Tol. of its transactions now in hand, hut in consequence of Baboo Ram Comul Sen^ 
Collector, stating tliat a very considerable arretir of subscriptions was due to 
the Society ; it was resolved, to sanction this further grant tor the purchase of 
Seeds, and tho Collector was requested to exert himself in collecting the arrears. 

The Garden Committee placed on the Table a box of Cheroots ( consisting of 
about .3000) mauubirtured from 'i’obacco raised in the Society’s Garden from ibo 
Seed of tho J’ersiati I’obacco furuished last year by Mr. Piddiugion j each ^lembets 
present, w^as requested to t^e a poition, and report his opinion on the quality of the 
Tobacco, at the next meeiiiV of the Society. 

- The Garden Committee furlher .stated, that they had lately sent home a case of the 
fiamt Tobacco m leaf, for the lyspectiou of the Honourable the Court of Directors. 

T he following Report of the^lJarden Committee was approved of at the Meeting 
of 23d June, but omitted to he iiiserted in the proceedings. 

At a Meeting of the Garden Committee of the Agnculturai and Horticultural So- 
ciety held tu the Town Haii on Monday the i24th May, 1830, the following pro- 
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posals w<»re rend, and it wns Resolred, that tbe same sliould be submitted to flio 
Society at their lirst general Meeting for approval 

“ I’lie object ot the Society in incurring the expence of importing Trees from 
Knglnnd, being to introduce and Spread throiiehout India the beat descriptions 
of European Fruits ; to effect v hich wp should endeavour to insure for them the 
most careful and skilful tresitment on theii first arrival, as well as the most congenial 
climate aftervr aids. With this view', it is proposetl that the •system hitherto adopted 
■o! aelling the plants, be discontinued, and, the Horticultui iil Coramntee be outho,- 
rized to make the best arruugoments they can for the aitaiuinent of the w’ished-for 
ends. 

'Bengal having been found the most nngenial eliinate for English Trees, it is pro- 
posed that only a small portion be distributed here, and to those only of the Eu- 
iropean and i\ at ive gentlemen, whose Horticultural tastes, gardens, and estabhsh- 
jDonts, hold out a iair p/ospect of successful cultivation, 

I'he Hill Provuirea being the most promising climate for European productions, it 
is proposed t hai, as many plants, ns can posshibly be spared, he trunsimtred to them 
on their arrival, aud t Inn as the Sylhet Hilia are in point of facility of access par- 
ticularly fa\ ourahle, our first tlespalch be to that quarter, Mr. 1). Scott having 
kindly undertaken tlieir ftupeiintendtfnce, and propagation by gralting ou hill stocks, 
Tiijt they be also forwarded to l^Mtsuh, where, thiough tlie influence of Mr. Hodg- 
son, Reaitlent in N^paul, hill stocks could be easilv procuietl for grafting on. 

(’ould tile liifficulty (d* dn-tance be surmounted it is desirable that a portion of tbo 
I'lees be sent to katmaiidoo, ami [daced under JVJr. Hodgson’s care, more especially 
soruf Goosrbeines and Filberts. * 

It mi til aKo he advisable to givM some of the Tiees a trial at the following sta* 
tions ; viz, Hatua, Fuiueeali, Hazareebang, nungpore, and Dacca. 

Tliaf besides tlie Native gentlemen, who may be in possession of good gardens in 
find nem (,-tilcuitu, frees be sent to the llon'ble Company ’s Botanic garden, to the 
g!n !en ai B.irn.ek onr«', Air. IJavel’a farm, ot Uinapore, and to sucli .Kuropt'an gentle'- 
men III llJ^ neigidmuiiiood of Calcutta, us aie known by the Committee to be good 
lloiucuituiullais.”

visional Commitiee, to take into consideiation c^ita n suy^e''iions whi li had 
been made for the general benefit of the Tiatb sinen of ('abnit:' ; the Cointnittee 
bavintj fulfilled duties entrusted to it, is now desiroiu io lay the result 
of Its labors befoie this Meeting' in the shape of pioposed ics •Inrions, winch 
tlie Members consider the best method of accomplisiiiim the desned object. 

Although the case 1 liave allu ied to, inuv be consideied as liie immi'dnite 
cause, still the great piogressive cause whidh has ieii to this meetm*:, and wmcli 
must, sooner or later, have had a similar result, is the s>steiu of iniii>ciiminate 
ami almost unlimited ciedit whicli ha> for many years ol)t. lined lo ihe serious 
injury of the honest d’radesmnu and tlie manifest disadvantaue of ihtt piuiion 
of the public who have been In the habit or paying for wliai Uiey liave purchased. 

At tlie time when that indiscriminate and almost unlimited credit, of which 
we complain, fii-it obtained, the European population Wn,' small and wealthy; 
Tl!lde^lnen were few and well supported tiieir profitswpie lar.e ; their hills 
were paid sooner oi later, v^ith ‘.mod interest ; an i if, ocoasinnaMy, gent emeri in 
the 11, Uo *s Civil OI Military Service did, in the conrsa of years, ron ract 
debts to a larger amount than they were able to pay, they could, when llieir 
creditors became clamoroiK'i, always apply, w'lth success, to tlieii agents, ulien 
the matter was fmihwith adjusted to tlie sati'3faciion of all ptiMesv 

Blit the limes are sailly altered, (leuileineu, in and out of the Service, have 
Still coritHMied to obtain the usual credit, but they have not rJieir fotiner means 
* — almost all tlie allowances in the Cnil Semce have been eieatiy rulmed; 
Half Datta has been introduced into the Army ; Money has liecom^^ scarce ; 
the Agents are not now^ as formerly, ready to become peace-makersi beiv\ern 
Debtors and Creiluois, and %he consequence is lh.it l)ftbtoi*s cannot pav as 
they used to do; the Insolvent Court relieves those who aoply to n ; wlnie 
Crediio’-s have but a choice of difliculties : they must q-uieily Itcse their money 
or adopt legal measures, neither of whicii steps are adviNaole or agreealtle. I 
know no couise to recommend hut that they jom us in esStao ishing an Associa- 
tion for the pill pose of protecting oursehes from continued losses and uUimafe 
rum. We must suit our teims of business to the times we live ni ; we must 
undei’^t.ind with whom U is safe to deal and endeavoui lo adopt measures fur 
the realization of the outstandings due to us. 

Tliese outstandings ate not of small amount ; the total of ten establishments, 
who have handed in memorandums, amount to no les.s a sum than about 50* 
laks of Hupees; this sum does not include several of the largest est.tblish- 
ments, amongst which are the thiee Auction TJoiises, and 1 am let] to believe^ 
<that the total amount of debts due to the tradesmen of Calcutta, is not lesa> 
than a crore of rupees, or a million of English money. 

I have now, I hope nnelligibly, explained the origin and nature of the pro*^ 
posed Association ; its objects, will be more distinctly stated in several resolu- 
*'tions, which will be suW\itted to the ^on^ldelatiurl of this meeting, Thes& 
resolutions will also give anputline, sufficientto enable the Committee todrawr, 
up a code of regulations, foi;th5 future management of the Association. 

1 shall <ielay you no longer than to suggest, that if good or ier and proper 
feeling be maiaUuied; as I have uo doubt they wiU, we shall get throughmucii^ 
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business in an hour and he able to return to onr respective occupations without 
having occasioned or suffered any inconvenience by our attendance liere. W ith 
tins view 1 beg to suggest, that any Tiadesrnun present, who is desirous to 
make any proposition will do so in willing, and hand it to Mr. Hadow, wlio 
has kindly uinlert.ikeii llie office of lionoiaiy Secretaiy for this oocnsiou — he 
“Will be caileci upon to speak in suppoit o! Ins propositioTi in due course. 

Any person desirous to address the Mectiuj^on the t eneral qu»-stion of the 
advantage 01 propriety of onr proceeding to estahli^li the propo.ved Associa- 
tion, agreeably to the Circular Letter and Ad^'ettizenient^ which has appeared in 
all the Calcutta Papers, will have an oppoi tniiiiy ot uoiiig so, when tlie first 
lesolniion is ptoposed, which embraces that subject. 

1 have but one more observation to make: ithas hern asked wliy in onr circu- 
lar’^ we have only invited “TRini>MiN” by winch it has t»een suggested, is 
gemtally tind-er->lood Shopkeepers ov Retail Dealeis? The Piovisional Com- 
mittee who approved ami i>sued that i-iicnlar dnl not so nni‘eistaiid rim teini : 
they considered that all who Tind sold were Tradesmen ; Merchants were 

Tradesmen, wholesale it is true, but sull Tiadesmen ; Arri>is they considered 
also as Tradesmen ; Artists buy mareiials, add thereto tlieir talent and lalior 
and the produce is sold: — th y considered, in shoii, as 'riadesineri, eveiy man 
connected in any way with Trade, and thoucht’they were using the most 
comprehensive term, the English language afforded. It was then ohjeci to 
do so and it is iherefoie I am desirous to explain, that we consider all per- 
sons, embraced w ithiri the fullest acceptation of the term, to be eligible as 
J\i embers of the jiropoC'ed Association, and to be entitled to speak and vote at 
tins Meetir/g. 

If there be any other jmint that requires explanation, T shall be hapi'v to 
afford It to the best of niv information, and wheie that is deticjent, the Tiaues- 
men who form the Piovisional Committee will, I am sure, assist me. 

The infuimation afforded by tlie Chairman, being considered sufficiently

about to propose as your President, connee ted with the zeal ot a well selected 
(’oniinitiee, will lea^ze all the objects of the association to its fuilest extent 
and the satisfaction oPtliose who may become ns Aiembeis. Jt lius been the 
wish of the C'ommittee to confine oi limit tlie objects of the Association within 
such bound as aie unlik»^ly to leiard its piogiess or destroy its permanency. 
That it has been much waijted in (Jalcutta amongst the Merchants and Trades- 
men must be obvious ydu all and when tlie good effects of its operation 
begin to be realized you will then wonder at the apathy and unsociabieness 
which i^upervened and kept you so long strangeis to each othei'p except in 
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name. One would think the utility and prospeiity of such Societies, whicT» 
exist every where else, would have lonjr aj;o acted as a spin to the Citizens 
of C aicutta not to be lield up to tlie woild as a solitary exception. Public 
spiiit seems to itave been extinct, or if it has ever had an existence in thi,a- 
City of Palaces, selfish motives or puvate interest have always been at hand to 
crush it in the bud. It is true we are but sojourners in adand winch was once 
known to he flowiuitj with milk and hoimy, Imt those days are i>one by, I am 
sorry to say, and they lUviy consider themsel*. es Uuky indeed who can gather 
sufficient oi the cream of the one or the sweets ot the other (to continue 
the fii^urative expiession) to enable thvm to leave it wuh liny degree of coinfoit 
or independence. It therefore becomes tiie more neccssaiy to guard against 
losses ni trade as much as possible by a moie friendly intercouise amongst 
on I selves and to establish a fund for the purpose ol cany mg that into execu- 
tion, IS, what I understand to be the pnnoinal ol-j ct of the association; the 
details must be left to a Comraiifee iii whose judgenmnt the members can 
place unlimited confidence and thsft the details may be so flamed as not to 
clog ilie infant society with too ffianv tmrposes to accomplish, I most 
strenuously recommend. For this reason I have declined <it present bringing 
to tile notice of the meeting ray wish for extending its usefulness Oeyond the 
present resolmiofts; at some iutuie period 1 may* press it, when the associa- 
tion may be able to assume a more important aspect and stand on higher 
ground and in a situation which will give it stronger claims on your assistance 
and support. 

Mr. Smith has with much clearness and perspicuity shewn to you what be- 
nefits may be derived from an association so formed,' winch has for its object 
the puldic good as well as your own }>rivate advantage.

INSOLVENT COURT,— June 17ju and 18ih. 


PALMER and CO. 

On the former day se^ral of the Assignees of Messrs. Palmer and Co, attende4, 
the Court, for the purpose of submitting certain questions to the Presiding Judge^^ 
Sir Edward Eyan, who thought it better they should be deferred till tho,^Xt day^ 
in order that the benefit of the learned Cfaiof Jusuce's opinion might also bejabtaift^ 
ad. On one point, however, fix* j the power of the Assignees to sue debtors of thW 
late Firm, Sir E. Kyan wasmf an affirmative opinion. 

On the 16th Mr. Cleland^ dn the part of the Assignees, applied that powers 
Ihould ba given to them to idler to arbitratioa any didereuces wMoh might arise 
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them >ild oHier pfirsonfli and he mentioned a me between them and the*^ 
Bank of Benf^e! in iBnatration. The l(»amed Judges thout^bt the facts stated were 
net snfhciently full, and that the Court could not, in consequence comply with the 
Petition of the Assignees. 

JUr. CUland th^n presented a Petition from the Assignees, praying thattliey may 
he permitted to advance such sum monthW to Mrs. Anna Spek#\ in anticipation of n 
dividend, as thev may consider proper, Airs. Speke was one of a numerous class of 
persons, deepiv affected by the late failure, whasft subsistence depended upon the 
interest, which used to be paid monthly, of funds placed with Messrs. Palmer and 
Co. Mrs. Speke's affidavit stated that her balance amounted *to Sa. Rs. 10,885, 14,* 
and that she received Sa. Rs 40 monthly from the firm, on behalf of Captain Eatwell^ 
tvhose funds were in the same predicament as her own. 

Sir Charles Grey was aware of the existence of much distress amongst such per- 
sons, and if *thft Co^rt could afford them relief, it would be a great relief to the 
Court to do so. But^under the act they had no power to pay one creditor before 
another, and therefore all must wait^ He could not decide upon feeling, but 
merely upon the Act, and indeed it wo^ld be endless to decide upon such mutters^ 
In his portfolio, he had more than one application of peculiar hardship and if 
any creditor felt, or fancied, he was a loser by this arrangement which the As- 
signees proposed, ha could apply to the Court on the subject. Ha felt deeply for 
the parties, hut found there was no remedy. ^ 

Mr. Cleiand again applied to the Court, for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
the Assignees had the power of compromising debts due to the Kirm, on which 
some doubts were entertained. Many offers of compromise had been made, some 
of them very beneficial, and if they could not bo accepted now, great loss might 
ensue. 

Sir C. Grey had no .doubt on the subject. The Assignees could compromise after 
the bearing, but not without the sanction of the Court or the Creditors. For him- 
self, he could only say, that if the Assignees assured him, that if without a com- 
promise the whole of a debt would be lost, while by it, a part might be saved, he 
would not hesitate to direct it. And he * thought no mischief could arise from 
the delay occasioned by an application to the Court, for if he had been of another 
opinion, be would hare fized the day for bearing earlier than tlie 4th January, 1851, 
after which, the Assignees, under certain circumstances, had undoubtedly the 
power to compromise. The news of such a failure must ere this have fiown all 
over India, and all the creditors must have beard of it, and have given instructions 
for the protectiot/ of their interests. But intermediately, the Court could act for 
the creditors, and give con|pQt and approbation to a compromise before the hear- 
ing. He was ready to take this responsibility on himself, and if a compromise 
were directed by a Court of competent authority, no objection could be made to 
it as regarded the Assignees. 

Sir JSdward Ryan differed from the Chief Justice. He bad great doubts whe- 
ther the Court could direct a compromise before the hearing. If the Court, however, 
took it on itself to do so, the Assignees would be relieved. It would have been 
4eai|raMe that the hearing should have been fixed for an earlier day, but the act 
kad provided not only that notices should be given to creditors, "hut that they 

S ould have tints to come in to examine the Schedules and object to them. He 
ersfore thought the time fixed a proper one, and doubted whether it could have 
been fixed earlier. After the hearing the Assignees could do that which they 
nought to do now, and he thought it better at once to put his opinion on record. 

Sir C. G0y thought if it were a matter of great imporUnce that the Assignees 
ahduid hayetmoandiate power to compromise, that no insuperable object existed to 
haven Meetiiig for the purpose of givingthem the power forthwith, and so to 
{lostpone, filrom time to time, the day of bearing. But he did not think it of par- 
amount importance, because he should not be afraid to order a compromise, which 
»t most could only be construed into an error of judpsment, as regarded the con- 
ntruotiim of a highly remedial act. If a competent ‘Court ordered the compromise, 
the assignees would not be affected, though the party whd compromised might perhaps 
coiled upon by the creditors of Palrm ond Co* This objection would not hate 
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Imma but for wbatSir Edward Rran bad aaid, and beetuia bu tbougbt 

ir fair to all parties, to know h- w they would stand relatively. But ifo6mproinise«h! 
were fairly and bona fide made, he thought no creditor would venture to disturb, 
them* 

Mr, Young enquired whether, when any patticular case should be submitted, it 
would be necessary t(^ offer evidence that the compromise would be beneficial, or 
would the opinion of the Assignefs be sufficient. 

Sir (7. Grey could not say iljat|tlie opinion of the Assignees would be sufficient, 
for if this were to be the sole guide of the Court, fuU powers to compromise mighr 
as well be given at once to the Assignees. He did not wish to look into tlie private 
affairs of parties more than was necessary, but so much must be shewn as would 
prove a compromise to be beneficial. 

Mr. Young observed that but for this, a particular petition would have been then 
brought forward. 

The }fonU)le J. E, Elliot^ enquired whether the names, situations, position, age and 
affiairs of parties, as far as it was necessary totietail them for such a purpose, might 
not be brought forward in w’riting, and thus fublictty be avoided. 

5ir C, Grey^ feared not, nor could they bl detailed in Chambers, for that Court 
Was an *-open Court, and its proceedings ought to be before the public, for the 
satisfaction of the creditors, anv ot whom, if he pleased, might come forward^! 
and oppose the direction wh 4 ;h the Assignees might pray the Court to give» 


SUPREME COURT,— June 28, 1830* 


SnAMLAt Mitteh, uerm Radhamohon Dutt and another. 

JMVt Clelarid bad moved for a rule to shew cause why Mr. Belli, Collector of 
iB'oogley, obould not pay into the hands of the Sheriff, the surplus in his bauds oia 
the sale of some lauds of one ot the defendants. 

Tho Chief Justice stated, that the motion was of some importance, and wish* 
ed the Advocate General to attend to it. fhe application was for an order nisi 
on Mr. Belli, Collector ol Hoogley, to pay over money in his hands surplus after 
Bale of lands. Mr. Clelaiid moves on an* affidavit, and the Sheriff in his returo^ 
states, that Mr. Belli has informed him that he does hold the^money, but that 
be holds it under an order of the ZiUali Court of Holley. 

1 have to consider whether we should issue this order nisi. 

First, it has beenascortamed, that it Las been the usual course to issue these or* 
ders nisi on the Collector. 

But I am not inclined to be guided bv precedent in these cases. There is a great 
dual in the temper ot the times. What might be done at another time, might not be 
done '80 now. By danger I mean meiely the danger of opposition. We have ta 
consider whether we have .Vurisdiction. Tlte Charter gives authority to the She- 
riff to take debts, and provides that after notice ilie party cannot discharge faimself 
by any payment, except under an order of the Court. It is- quite clear therefore tti 
an ordinary case. But ihe Collector being a revenue officer, we have the difficulty 
of being obliged to say, whether this comes within the part of the 21 Geo. 3, whicU 
prohibits us intermeddling with Revenue matters. 

If it does there might be considerable hardness as to the suitors of this Court, 

On the other hand by%*ollusioD the party might seize all the surplus in^the bander 
of the Collector. But this could not affect the Revenue, but other parties suili|^ 
an other Courts might be put to come toihis Court. 

But I should be inclined to think that this money might Dot be within the olauso 
of the 21 Geo. 3. but I am not confident, I should say it is a debt within the pro* 
Tisions of the Charter, and niS prohibited by the 21 Geo. 3. I should considet^ 
that an aotioQ fox juonej htd and xaceiyad would but 1 don’t giro a dooided 
opinion*

Coott,' X am aware of a recent decision. Bute Collector istiotaii otdcer.of that' 
Cpurt^ One does not know what order could have been made. We have no parties 
nor anymode of arriving at the facts. Wef should have all this from th^ 
oiBcer of the Court.

I should incline to the right to proceed for this debt. 

1 am inclined against it on other grounds. The only way in which I could en^ 
force it would he by attachment. And io the present ciiuimstances, I would not 
v^ish to m^ke nn order which 1 might not enforce and expose the power of this 
Court. If ah action be brought, the Collector must plead, lie runs the risk of 
having to pay the sum twice over. * 

Six jE. Ryan*^X am of opinion that ijjis does not come within the clause of the 
Qharler (reads part), Mr. Cieland applies under the Charter. The doubt is,^ 
Vj[hether the grounds t^ake it out a debt. First, tbo affidavit rails it a surplus at 
creditor the deiendant. The Sheriff's return sets out the Ollectpr’s letter in , 
which the latter says, he holds it under the order of tt»e Zillah Court of liopgleyj 
It does not appear triat there is in the hands of the Collector a clear debt. The 
order cannot be made. 

The CMef Justice alluded to notice served on the Zillah Court of Hoogley. 
There could not be a dftbt in their hands» it could not be so in ours. The She.> 
riff' ought to abstain from giving notice to a Judge of Court. As long as it is 
in the hands of a Judge of Court it cannot he considered as a debt. 1 cannot 
conceive that the object of the, legislature that the Collector should be en* 

titled to hold a surplus arising after the payment of the lleveiiue. 

The Advocate General stated, that if application were made in the proper quarter 
there would be no difficulty, but every facility afforded. 


Our readers will find under otif Supreme Court head, a report of the proceed’#, 
itigs on a rule nisi, which we oonsiderwery important, as exhibiting the effect 
which the hunailia4ion of honest Judges for the fearless and conscientious dis-i 
charge of their duty is likely to have upon the administration of justice in the^ 
only Courts to which hts Majesty^s subjects iu India can look for protection 
against the oppressions of the Company’s <iOvernments or their servants. Here 
case, justice of wliich is obvious and the law of which as explained by • 
the Chief Justice himself, appears clear as the sun at noon day, to every man of 
plain tptderstanding, The learned Judee admits, that it has been the usuaC 
course to issue these orders nisi pn the Collector ; bn^ declares “ that he is not 
inclined to be guided bv precedent in these cases/' “ There is’' says his Lord^ 
fthip*^ dgwt dSedf in the temper of the Uwe.?." There is indeed, and it is a me- 
Uncholy truth, that that temper is decidedly such, as to justify even more thati, 
that caution evideed on this occasion. 

Thejunsdit^fd*^ the Court in this case has never been denied, and there is 
Taerely ^ ol a shade of a doubt, whether m contj^idiction to invariable 

practice^ the ing^snuity of a Company's advocate might not raise a pretext if so ^ 
instructed, that it did possibly pome within tho clause, which pi ohibus the- 
Court frorh intermeddling with revenue. The learned Chief liowever, seems 
dear m bis own mind^ lhatitdoes not come within the prohibition, and how itv 
cpuld ever be imagined that it did, surpasses our ^onjjprehension. It is admiu^ 
J^d, that when a man has paid his taxes in regular course, Abe «itate cannot seize 
Ins property for those taxes. Is the case not simiXar in law and justica »

By what ingenious lo^ic then, eould it be pretended, tli at this 
surplus was revenwe ? It is as much the nrivafe pro erty of (he individual aa 
any thing that ever b^onged to him. What, then is the obstacle? Clearly 

the temper of the timesv’^ “ I would not wish/^ says tlie learned Chiet, ‘‘ to 
make an order which I reighf not enforce and thus expose the power of th« 
Court,*’ for in this instance, it could only be enforced by (an attachment 
which a Governor with Sir John Malcolm’s views^ would no doubt have 
xesisted^ 

Sir Edward Ryan drew a distinction which we own is far too subtle for out 
Comprehension. He was not satisfied that the debt had been sufficiently made 
out, for the affidavit called the amount in th^ (Collector’s bands ** a. surplus at 
Credit of the defendant’* ! In law we of»coinse infer, that the distinction ia 
plain and palpable : but it seems diffiou’gt to reconcile it to common sense. 
SiippoSinff^ however, this obstacle not to have intervened, it does not appear^^' 
diat his Lordship had any doubt of the jurisdicton or the practice, and the Ad- 
vocate General declared, tlial so far from any opposition beinij likely to be of- 
fered, if application to the proper quarter were naade, every facility would be 
afforded. V\ e may consider therefore, that as to the junsdictioa and the prac- 
tice, there was no doubt ; and yet even in such a case, the Court fears to exer- 
cise its authority ! 

Still we repeat, that the caution of the learned Chief Justice, is more than, 
justified by the result of the recent collision of the Bombay Court and Govern-, 
ment? Is not the very case to winch we have referred then, an instructive, 
commentary upon the text of the Elephantine epistle writer, and of the unbias- 
sed Lord Melville, as to the independence of Judges. We say unbiassed, for 
lii< Lordship’s pension from tlie Company of £2000 per annum » granted to 
him on account of the distuiguish‘fd services of his celebrated father, actually 
ceased six years ago 1 these authorities have laid down a new^doctrine for judi- 
cial conduct, and it is held and almost in so many words proclaimed by them 
tJiat henceforth, law and justice are to be of no avail in any case where any Go- 
vernor shall deem or allege, that they maybe opposed to consecrations Of ex- 
pediency, that the object of protecting the subject iigainst the oppressions of 
flie Company*s servants, is no linger one which comes within the scope of the 
Court*s power ; and while such doctrines are held and enforced by the degra- 
dation of those judges wlio dare to disregard them, we see no good that can re- 
sult from any Judge’s becoming a martyr in the cause of right. In every case 
in whjch it can be supposed, ihat the Company*s Governments may feed an 
t^rest, a prudent Judge would now do well to consult their wishes and refuse to. 
bear such cases, much less issue out processes in contradiction to them; and 
who will venture to cast blame upon him for such conduct ? Any other course 
would be equally useless to himself and to the public in the present tempeif 
qf the times,” which we repeat, is in so far as the expression applies to the 
Views of Ministry, utterly hostile to judicial independence. — Burkaru. 

^ The proceedings in the Supreme Court on the 28ih ultimo, in the case. 61 
Shamlal Mitter versus lladhamobun and another, are woidjiy of notice* It 
'pears that some lands belonging to one of the defencfints have been sold 
by Mr. Bbili, the Collecloi^of Hoogley, for arrears of revenue ; and that he 
retains the surplus proceec^ under an order of the Zillih Court : the object of 
the motion in the Supreme Court was for a rule to show cause why the Col- 
lector should not pay this surplus into the hands of the Sheiiffi It is 
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Stated to have beeia the usual course hitherto to issue such orders on the 
Collector ; the learned Chief Justice, £ am not inclined tc^ 

be guided by 4)recedent in these cases. There is a great deal in the temper of 
the times, Wfmimight he done at another time^ might not he done so now, liy 
danger I mean merely the darger of opposition. We have to consider whe- 
ther we have junsdiction.’' Tnere is here a very prOfpef desire expressed 
to avoid exceeding the legitimate jurisdicion of the Court ; and on the other 
hand, the Advocate General states tliat “ in (tie proper quarter^' every faci- 
lity would be afforded to execute its process ; but fiom the language which ia 
reported to have fallen from tlie Chief Justice, we should /inter that teoVnt 
events had excited in his. mind an apprehension of causeless and captions 
position. The temper of the times with regard to the Kipg's Courts in India, 
is not What tt once was. Once they were regarded as checks on the Compa* 
ny’s C.ourts and Governments, as constituting a power to which governors 
and governed were alike amenable. Now there is an evident disposition ia 
IVIiiiisters, whmh Governors have ^ot been slow to discover and act upon, 
to abridge their jurisdiction, to lessen iheir influence, and to degiade their 
Clnua , iter, by denying their independence and making a temporary expedieriT- 
cy and the pleasure of the local rulers, not the provisions of their Charters, 
the standard of their duties and powers. The mutual jealousy of the King’s 
and Company’s Coutts is natural, and it is to be regretted that the ex-* 
pen.siveness of the former, the corruption of the latter, and the delays of 
both, afford such strong grounds of objection to them, on the, part of the 
community, whose only object is to obtain prompt, cheap, and effectual 
justice. This, It is to be feared, is equally unattainable in most cases, 
from either the one or the other ; hut so long as the independence of the King’s 
Courts was recognized, maintained, and enforced, they possessed a quality 
which, with all their faults, rendered ihem valuable barriers against the en- 
croacJiments of arbitrary power. The public now can have little confidence 
in that protection which they formerly sought from thern. la the present, in-f 
stance the Chief Justice on a view of the whole case concludes that the Court 
possesses the right to issue an order on the Collector for th® surplus funds in 
ins hands belonging: to the defendant, after the arrears of revenue have been 
paid ; but he hesitates to ijssue such an order, because the only way he could 
enforce it would be by attachment, and, until assured by the Advocate Gen- 
eral, he seem^ Pot to have known whether such a process would be respected,. 

it right and proper that the Kind’s Court should have one eye directed 
to its Charter, to discover what it ought to do, and the other eye to the Or- 
gan of the Local Government, to ascertain what it will be permitted to do and 
SMppOrt®d in doim,^ ? Is not the Court entitled to assume as a matter of course 
ifett: It will begided and upheld in the execudon of its processes in all niatters 
to tVhicH* pfter hearing argument, and after due deliberation, it considers its ju- 
risiliotioh to extend ? Yet, if we may judiiefioin these proceedings, the con- 
trary ii' the unfdrtumte position ( a stronger term would more befit the occasi- 
on) in which rebept events and decisions appear to have placed the Court, But 
it is not thus that the public will be satisfied that justice is faithfully admi- 
nistered betWeen man and ir.an; and it remains yet for ihe Indian Govern- 
tnents to discover that in shaking the confidence of the^^eople in the impartial 
idministratton ,of jus^tice, they are adopting the most effectual measurest

Piinrsp said, that his client claimed on three promissory notes and he called’’ 
them so, because his friend (tho Advocate General) he was sure, did not then 
come forward to say they weie not what they appeared tobe •, to deny on the part of 
the Company who employed him, that which the documents tbemselres purported 
to be on the very face of them, and what thedefendants themselves had called them ^ 
as promissory notes thev had been declared upon, and in no other»way coulC thev; 
but however, he should be unwilling to discuss the question oflaW in the hrst stage 
cf the proceedings, his friend Mr. Compton had tary ably atated it, but he would 
prefer allowing it to remain till either aft^r a Nhn•Sut^, which he did not anticipate, 
or a Verdict, it might be moje solemnly argued, when ho would be able to avail him* 
self of the valuable assistance of the two Gentlemen who had been appointed with 
him to conduct the ease. 

Mr. Pnnwp said, the defendants were a corporation, and upoir these instrumantg 
os the promiBSOiy notes of a corporation they were sued. There could be no doubt, 
that corpbrations could make notes under tbe statutes of Anne, and he believed 
It would not be denied, that these notes were negociable in this country; but if 
further proof were necessary, he would shew the Deteudantsnuthority to do so

SECOKD day, JULY 23— CASE FOR TITE OTFEVOANTS, 

The Athocate peneralf Mr. Pearson, said that in the remarks he should have tO* 
make, he uould endeavour to be us brief as was in hispowei consistent with the 
duty which he had to perform to las clients; but be cem||l not help indulging 
himt^eU in a few remuiks of self congratulation, when he considtred the difieient 
situation he novi^tood iHj from that which he occupied when he first brought into 
Court the vaiions cases connected with tlipse forgiMies. Ho had then to contend 
against the feeling that tlitey were not forgenes, hut instrumonts fraudulently 
Obtaiued by the subordinate officers in the Aicuun taut Goner aI’s office, through the 
negUgenee of their superiors and bearing toe real signature of the proper officers; 
th^nhebsd to contend with the prejudices which weighed upon the public mind> 
nevershould he forget tbe difficulties ho aud tbe learned gentleman who was 
with him on that occasion and whose assistance he now had, encountered in bring- 
ing to justice a man chargeAwitb those forgeries, whose guilt, at least since his 
eonviotion, he had a right to say, was as clear as the sun at uoon day. Since then 
most of these prejudices have been done away with and his learnedfriend now wish* 
ed to limit the quesuonat issue within narrow bounds ; whether tbe recognition of 
Mr. Oxborough was or was not Sufficient to render tbe defendants liable; his, Mr« 
Oxborough’s, evidence was to settle that question. His learned friend had almost^ 
admitted the papers to be forgeries; Mr. Oxborough had gone a little further, but 
ha should put evidence into the box which would prov|i the matter beyond a 
doubtand he would agree, that whatever was the decision of this Court, the* ques- 
^ou would be referred home to that quartei where the particulars should be best 
known. The ease divided itself into two hvads; the fiist, did it, as u was mada 
^tin evidence, come within the class of cases cited by his learned friend I second- 
ly, whether tbev weie not in their nature so diferekl that in no way could they

he had no other authoiitv and here he, Mr Pearson, mi„ht rest tbe case, for the re- 
mainder oiilv rested on h ners destroyed and communication^, 4Ue substance of 
which It was not pretended could be remembered, and^hiswas to be taken as unli- 
mited authority and constiue ted into a general guarantee to all who might hold 
forged paper to look to government for payment, Mr Wood h*id no authority as 
President oi the directors of the Bank oi Bengal, and if he did direct that paper 
should be sent to Mr Oxborough he did not do so as Accountapt Geuerah foi ha 
had no authonty from governmont. 

He, Mr Advocate General, could not conceive why Mr Oxboiougb should draw 
his auihority from Ml Wood and deny that of the government, nothing but a 
desiie on his part to show that he stood well with tbe world, and that he did not 
exceed bis authoritv, could induce him to say he bad no other authoritv at the very 
tune this board was hung up in his office on which appeared an extract of a latter 
from Mr. Holt Mackenzie m reply to one from Mr. Wood, which he would read. 

This letter was, as nearly as we could collect, recommending that a fee of one 
rupee each be charged by Mr Oxborough for comparing Company gsecuoities wiik 
the Hegistry. 

1 he AduecatcGMcial said that at first no fee was charged, but tbe Aoeountaut 
general finding that tbe time of that person was inconveniently occupied, recom^ 
mended that be be allowed to charge a fee of one rupee, and it was given to him 
by the letter be bad read, mi^sly to one from Mr. Wood the pretended author of 
tma pretended authority. *

of hid friend’s case 1 why the utmost he could say was, that he held authority 
frotui Mr. Wood, who had no authority, but that did not bind the Government* 
fhr Mr. Oxborongh''s duty was only to search the Register for the amount, number 
tnd date, and not to authenticate. 

1'he Che/ /nrltce could not seb for what purpose the Register was examined if 
not for authentication* 

The Oaueral said that the Register was searched that persons might see» 

that papers had been issued which had the same numbers, and for the same amount* 
aa tbeiPs, and (hr no other purposes a^as clear beyond a doubt from what had^ 
been said by Mr Oxbdrough ; from tfafj contents of the letter and from that, which 
Le always considered strongest, the probability of the case and the nature of 
man* for wasji, he wduld ask, likely, thatany body of men would guarantee thou* 
sands of rupees for the paltry sUtn of one rupee and th^t by an unrovenanted servant 
that they would easure indiscriminately aums of a smaller or larger amount for so* 
small A fee 1 The fee for guarantee it was generally considered should be in pro* 
nottion to the Talus assured, and it wSs beyond the experience of every day of 
our lives tossy, that only ufee of one rupee should he charged in the one ease 
end one in another. 

We have, said the Advocate General, the varions processes a note must go* 
thrdugh ; that |t passes through the bands of three registers and four or dve gen* 
tlemen, covanantsd servants, and all this pains taken to he secure in providing 
against fraud and why' was this found necessary t It would ret^uire more ereduluy 
than their Lordships minds were possessed of, to think that they would afterwaidir 
throw down all these securiiiea, end that the government and the comi>anv would 
leave it to an unoovenen ted Sfr vent, in no very high society, to give it the same 
yalidity by his single word when they had previously required so expensive an 
esiablishment to prevent fraud* ' 

' MV. Peanon said he should produce some of those who he might call constitu-r 
ent parpiof the i^ernment, and they would state w'betber they ever uaderstoodr 
that such authority was vested in any uncovonanted oflicer. He, Mr. Fesrsour 
hhewthat the general impression of the public mind was not to be received ; i£ 
at were, he would remark upon what Mr. Oxbprough had said, that previous to tha 
4«ecovery of the forgeries, he had examined very few papers, and that he had vert* 
1^4 none for any of the principal Houses of Agency. Did not this show that the* 
generat impression was, that he had no such power, for if it was considered that he 
Ead^ would not ail willingly nay one rupse to make the defendants liable on any 
paper which thej^ might hold 1 

Mr* Piftraon said that bis learned friend bad called defendants a trading corporation^ 
A stranger who bad entered the Court at that moment, might well suppose that ho 
was apeakii^ shout one of those gas-light or water-work company's that abound im 
the neighbourhood of London, st^ not of a government which controlled, he beUev* 
fd» «me hundred millions of subjects. There should always be a distinction he* 
tween them as a Company of Merchants, and the Government of the country. The 
iovwreigiity of the country had been vested m the crown, tne government was the 
hins’a government, and the government of India are but the MimOtfre of the Crown ; 
nndnewould submit that the Governor Generalia Council, the Court of Directors 
imd the Board of Control, were as much the Ministers of the Crown, as the Board of 
Admiralty or any other Beard at home *, than take l)iis paper, said Mr* Pearson*^ 
in paper drawn as security for monev advanced to the '(erritoHA Revenue, tnd see 
wiAsatt^Vh^ Bnohange drawn for the eonreo^neegf any priTatn 
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Mvk Pitarsbn h«ro «ite4 the tSth Geo. III. cbep^ 64( end the 3.3 Geo» XHi ehtp. bt 
Sec. 1 Oil to Bhew that the loaas for which theae eaountiee were given^ were ap« 
propnated by AcU of Parhaiiient to epeuhc purpoeea. ami that they wete not raie** 
ed on the faith of a tradinft company, but on the imth of the British parliament* 

I he Cht 0 j Ju^itee said, that by Act of Parliament the loan waa applied aa well 
for theeompanv'a debt at borne as in this country, but tt was still for the interest 
ot the territorial debt? 

Mr. Pmimi next referred to that part of Mr.Oxborou^Vs evidence relatiufr to 
the China trade, and said, t)iac<ille leriuorial lieveuue had been for years largfely 
indebted to the Trading, and tb*it the sums of mouev alluded to were nor loans but 
translers from the one to the other, and il the Governor General lu Council bau ad* 
vanced money for the purposes of trade, he, Mr. Pearson, would not hesitate to 
•av, be bad gone beyond bis powers and acted contrary to Acta of PaiUameut* 

Mr Pearson said, that without dwelling upon the topic he would only call their 
^Lordships’ attention to the powers necessary to giro validity to these aecunties* 
Cites ,\} of Geo. 111. to show thsrt thev musj; be signed by the Chief Secretary to 
Government and said, that as (his was foun^d impossible in the process of time, tho 
power was given to other Secretaries. rroQi|his it appeared that they could only be 
made in a particulai wav , they required the signature of the Secretary for thetimo 
being, and yet he waste be told, that where it required all thu to make it valid u 
similar validity might be efieoted by the mere initials of an unroveijanted servant, 
and that on a bit of old papel^ known to be fqrged , the supposition was too absurd , 
he would therefore trouble their Lordships no tu'uier. 

Mr. Pearsoiit after a few remarks, proceeded to call his evidencet 

Mt* iJolt Mackenzie sworn, exanimedhy the Advocate Oenei at 1 am Secretary to 
Government in ihe 1 erritonal Department. I have been s6 for sevei al yeais ( Two 
letters produced ) I he signatures are those of Mr. Parker and Mr. W ood In the 
year Mr. Wood was Accountant General. (Another paper produc^t^, No. S.) 
Mr. Wood held that situation in the year uso m the year 1826 1 he Ac» 

coutitant General is always a director of the Bank of Bengal , the situation oi Ac- 
countant General and President of the Bank are not connected. (Looks at paper 
No I) that 18 my writing it was written by me as Territorial Secretaiy. 1 am 
very imperfectly ’ aware of what Mi. Oxborough’s duties were as etaminerof Com- 
pany’s papier. X am not aware when he was appointed to bis situation 1 am not 
aware what the prac lice was when paper y^as brought to the Accountant GoneraPe 
office, nor ami aware wbethei or not Mr. Wood, the Accountant General, was autho- 
rised to guarantee the goodness of paper. 

Ibe Chief Justice said it was evident Mr Oxboiough bad per^saion to give an 
opinion upon the goodness of notes, for which be received a fee. 

Ml* Hoft Machenzie'sexamniatmi continued* I atb notafvareof any authority giveii 
to the General for the puipose before mentioned. I am aware oi the 

(duties of the Accountant General. His primary duty is to see that the accounts 
of this presidency are regularly kept , to submit to Government estimates antici- 
pating the public wants as fai as information from all (^unrtersxnay enable him to do ^ 
nud to suggest, fortbe consideration of Goveniment, meani by which any deficien- 
cy ill the current revenue may best be met It is also hts duty to see that all re- 
gisters of public debt are duly prepared, that all sums for which promissory 
notes are issued have been reoeived in the Ireasuiry upon which the loan certi- 
ficates purport to have beeu issued, and be is responsible to Government for 
due preparation of the promissory notes before they are sent to the Secretary of Go- 
vernment for signature. He is the general adviser of Government m all mattem 
relating to the financial department, and is more particularly employed to report* 
for the consideration of Government, upon olairos relating to the public debt 
controls all Subordinate effaces of accounts. All bills drawn by other presidancies or 
from China, are generally by offacers who have no transactions with tba Aocouiitint 
General, but they are accepted by the Secretary to Government. Bills drawn 
upon the General Treasury diy offacers who have transactions with the Account 
ant General are aoceptedsin Bis efface. I believe that the revenue bills are aeoept- 
«d by the Be venue Accountant. 1 cannot more accurately state what ate the da- 
ties connected with the Accountant General’s o&ce. 
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I trw first si^rara of Mr. Oxboroupfb’a erominiog the papot, after the forgeriei 
were disoorered ; other memhera ot Gorerament wereoat aware of it to tny know* 
ledge ; thU was previous to August laet. (A paper prodoced marked B.) Were I 
to look at the signatqre alone, X would say it was mine ; ioekiog however at the 
whole paper, I behove it to be had ; I think it is a forgery, I believe the paper 
marked F also to he a forgery, and abo 'O* ^ 

Cnm-e^amined by Mr. Priimp. X have, as Secretary to the Territorial departmeiit^ 
nothing to do wiih tlie Company’s paper after TJiave signed it, except to send it 
hack, The whole duty and management of the Cfompany’s paper rests in the Ae- 
couuttiiit cienerars office } this has always been the case wi4bin my knowledge. I 
haT<^ n*> controulover the office of the Accountant General except merely aS the 
organ of Government, limre been in office since Ihe year 1817, I do not recol- 
lect how long 1 hav«| kwownl\lr..OxbOTOUgh asan officer in the AccopntantOenernrii 
office. The contnpl ofthe office lies entirely with the Accountant General ; he is res* 
ponsible for ft. "(Letter p’‘oduced no. 4).) My initials are on this letter; lam 
not Hwar© what was done with it. Mf'. Oxborough is an uncovenauted assistant ; 
the covenanted assistant is a young Cifil Servant. I am not aware of any one more 
fit to examine papers than Mr. Oxbor§ugh. If 1 was compelled to choose a per- 
son to examine (iomyiany’s papers, I would certainly prefer Mr. Oxborough, I 
have been acquainted with Company’s paper since 1 have been Secretary. The 
body of the Company’s paper has always been essentially the same. Mr. Morley 
is the present Accountant Genera). 

By the Chief Justice. I cannot exactly say to whom the ptq^er would be pre- 
sented for the purpose of receiving interest. I am not aware of the ongJtia) cause 
of this form of security. The territorial debt did not exist before the scijuisitioQ 
of territory. The Government has not authority to give notes in their commercial 
capacity ; to my knowledge, 'i'he Territorial Department has nothing to do with 
the Commercial, except to provide funds ; the amount to he so appropriated if 
generally directed from home, with reference to act of Parliament. I consider 
auch advances made from the Territorial Department to be limited to amount due 
to commetcial account at home. I have never known of commercial advances ex- 
oeeding the amount doe to commercial account at home. 

Mr. Thohy Prinsepf sworn. I am Secretary to Government in the General De* , 
partment ; 1 was at one time acting in the capacity of Territorial Secretary ; thi« 
was in March i828. (A paper marked D shewn to the witness.) This paper htta 
a signature on it which much resemhiea mine ; looking at the signature only <i 
should say it w/k mine, but tire paper is a forgery. X believe B 2 is a good 
paper. s * 

Mr. Prinsey^ the Counsel for Plaintiffj objected to this description of evidence. 
He said tho question was not, whether the notes were genuine or not, hut whether 
tfiay were passed througb the Accountant GeueraTs office by an accredited officer* < 
vM|d received hts signature ns being correct. 

. Mr* CUtand spoke to the aame point, and quoted several oases to shew, that 
aitboqgh a bill of exchange might be a forgery, yet, if it were accepted, the ac- 
ceptor becaipe responsible fpr the amount. 

Mr. Dickens said, the feet to be decided was whether or not, if Mr.Oxboroagb, an 
anthormd ofiicer of Government, indorsed those notes as good ones, his em* 
ployers were not responsible ; cash had been paid for the notes, and for the 1117 
terest due on them the present action was brought. 

fhe J^ttiee did mot call upon the other aide to argpethe point ; be could

These notes W‘ere notes for a loan, payable 
out of the Territorial revenue, and then a question arose whether the East tndia 
Company had a righ/: to appropriate that Territorial revenue to the payment of 
forged papers, three times over, when that revenue was appropriated to specifio 
purposes by Acts of Parliament J Had the company been sued iu their comruer-* 
cial capacity, the case might '*bave been materially different. 

Mr. Justice Ryan said, that in his view of the question this evidence was of 
HQ importance. The plaintiffs had shaped their case to sbe^ that acknowledgment 
was conclusive; but he would admit the evidence, because if his view of tbei 
law Was wrong, and, as be had been told that whatever the resultmight be, it would 
be referred to the King in Council, jie was of opinion that all evidence ought to 
be admitted for the appeal. ^ 

Mr. Pnnsep requested their Lordships it) take a note of his objection. 

Mr. Moi'ley sworn, examined. I am Accoultant General, I was appointed in Fe- 
bruary^l829, on Mr. Wood's going home. I have been in the office for 
years. Papers have been examined in our office in order to ascertain their ge- 
nuiueness. Mr. Oxhorouirh., was appointed to examine papers ; this authority 
was gi^en him by Mr. Wood, the late Accountant General ; his orders were to 
search the register for the purpose of examining the notes along with the regis- 
ter, ao that any forgery might be detected by the wbnt of correspondence between 
the note and the register. 1 think it important to remark, that at the time thia 
direction was ui^en there was no snspicidii whatever of the forgeries of Public 
Paper by Kajki’^sore Dutt. People may consult the register for other purposes 
as well as to detect forgeries — for instauce, to profs proprietorship, or to know 
when the notes were delivered. 

1 was Deputy Accountant General at the time of Prawnkissen Holder 's forgery 
that forgerv was detected by consulting the register. The notes are prepared iit 
all particulars for authehtioation in my office. 1 have seen this paper marked no. t 
before ; I have also seen this paper on the board, which was bung up in Mr. Ox- 
borough's office. Mr. Oxborough must have been acquainted with this order ol 
Government. 

Cross^evamined hy Mr. Cfehnd. 1 tatber think Mr. Oxborongh has been in tbs 
office 14 or 1,5 years. If 1 wanted to examine a paper I Would bi^e sent it to Mr. 
Oxborough. 1 nave sent paper to him for examination ; it was be who first disco- 
vered, along with Mr. Dorin, a typographical error in oVie of the notes, which led 
to a detection of the forgery. This was Ihe reason he was afterwards referred to 
so frequently for examination. 1 recollect Mr. Hogg sending papers to tbs office ; 
1 referred them to Mr. Oxborough. 

The Printer of the Government Gazette Press was also called in, I understood 
«n order was in existence iu the office, appointing Mr. Oxborough to examine the 
papers. 

Re-examined. Before July the object of sending paper to Mr. Oxborourgh was 
for the purpose of detecting forgeries. 

Mr. Hnttman. I am printer of the Oovernmott Gazette Vtpss and have been so- 
since January 18S25. I printed the forms of the Government Promissory Notes since 
1825 until 1826, with the exception of one month, when I resigned, $uoh forms 
were not printed at any ^ther press. I should knowtbe priming of these papers, I 
4ook at B. This was not printed at our office ; the type is much. older mbre 
worn than any we have used, and I see two fonts and other discrepancies .and i^saAt 
from these facts* B 2 was not ; I spake most positively. B 4, was; lepsak from 
the evenness and regularity of the printing. 1 look at B ; this waa not printod 
the Government office. D 1 mas. D 2 and D 3 were not. F 1 wan piintod thwo ^ 
F was not. o' 

Dr. Hedlldc^. liooks «t I) 3. 1 see my name upon this paper^ obd from ihti I 
should suppose it M possession ^ 1 got it itm mj Sixsirt I kaisdr 
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Kajkissord Dutt, and am acquainted with hia signature, wliicb appearaon the back 
of thi$ three times. It must have been two years since this paper was in my poa- 
session^ I advanced money upon it to Kajkissore Diitt 

Crou-ixamiMd. I do not know that 1 have lost by these forgeries, but I have 
&ae lack and eleven thousand rupees in danger. Ou a report relative to forged pa* 
pers 1 took mine to the Treasury for examination. I saw Mr* Oxborough’s brother. 

1 got my pa))er8 back with Mr. Oxborough’s initials upon them, and with a verbal 
message through my Sircar. 1 paid 13 rupoea for the examination of X3 papers. 

Mr, G. P. Bagram, I look at D 1, I see my name on this paper three times. 
1 cannot say when [ got it first, nor bow long 1 hud it in my possession. 1 look 
at U 3 ; my name on this lanot in my hand* writing. 

Cnm-ejcarnined. 1 have had occasion to send papers to the Treasury to bava 
them examined. I sent them invariably to Mr. Oxborougb, because I knew he 
was in the habit of examining them. 

Mr, /. Dorim I am in the Company’s Service. 1 am Treasurer of the Bank of 
Bengal. 1 have been in the A.ccountac]|/ Grnerars Office for B years. I ^am well 
ncquaintod with the details of that Office. 1 was first Head Covenanted Assistant, 
and afterwards Deputy Civil Auditor. I was in the habit of Registering Compa* 
ny’s Paper. I am acquainted with the checks that were used in tliat Office I 
believe they have been since modified. 1 think it would be impossible for three 
papei'softhe same date, number, and amount, to pass through the Ollh'e up to the 
Secretary to.Gaveriiment. 1 look at the paper B ; it is genuine ; the others are not. 
I look at D, D 1, I) 12 and D 3. D 1 is genuine, the others are forged. F 1, is gen- 
uine, F is forged. 

Croi$^ea,amiiUid* It was the invariable custom in the Bank of Bengal, from Oct. 
1B{28, to Sept. not to take any paper upon deposit till sent to the Treasury 
for authentication— to ascertain that it was genuine. It was sent to Mr, Oxborough 
under orders from Mr. Wood ; 1 find it is so in the books. I was not in the Hank 
at the time. Mr, Oxborough was paid 100 rupees per mouth under orders from Mr. 
Wood, who was Accountant Gjaneral. and President of the Bank at the same time. 
Money was advanced for all these papers, and before the Bank took them they sent 
them for examination. If we had been told they were not genuine at the Treasury, 
we should not have made the loan. If they had refused to say whether or not, 1 
do not know that a loan would have beett made ; I should have hesitated to advance 
it if they had refused to certify them. I took these papers to the Treasury ou more 
occasions than ^e. I was led to auppose them spurious. I was always told at the 
Treasury they were good.# 

Vwarhamth fitter t* fiworn, 1 was admitted King’s evidence in the prosecution 
, of Budenautfa Hoy. 

The ChUf Jttttice suggested, that the witness should be informed that he was not 
%oimd to answer any questions that might criminate himself. 

The Admse^e Generai told the witness that be was about to ask him a question 
which might crittiinate him, but that be need not answer it if he did not choose. 

The witness said that he had given evidence on a former occasion, but that he 
had no wish to do so on this. 

The Advmttte aske^ him ** '"^hy not V* 

T he witness said, beo'auisa Mr. Compton had then stated that the man who came 
forward to prove these to be forgeries, would be prosecuted by the Bank of Bengal, 

The Qhitf laid, that bethought that reason was sufficient. 

The Adimdtf General sUted, that be could do no more than pledge theGovern- 
ment, as -he . had done on a former occasion, and asked Mr, Prinsep to withdraw 
- the threat oh the part of the Bank of Bengal. 

Mr. Primp having declined, Mr. Pearson closed his case. 

Ifv* Prinsep briefly replied. • 

. tThiS was tbe person who, on a former occasion, proved that he hkd forged tht 
cf the officers of Gpyernmant to - tho papers in .qukstm. 
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The Chief Justice tiaid, that aa thisqai^Btion vraato receire further consideration* ai 
indeed he should wish it to hare on the question oflavr, he would willingly avoid, 
making aiir remarks, but he felt it necessary to state his reasons why he preferred 
giving a Nonsuit, with liberty to the plaintilfs to move to have it set aside and m 
verdict entered for them, to giving a Veruict for the plaintifl's with liberty to the 
defendants to move to have it set aside and a Nonsuit entered for them (if he found 
the latter the defendant might. ,,tli|ink it necessary to pay without carrying it fur* 
tber) and why he considered that the plamtidV case had not been made out ia 
evidence. 

There could be no doubt that it was a case of vast importance as large quantities 
of paper were similarly situated ; nor could there be the least doubt that it was 
one of great im!)Ortaiice and hardship to persons who had taken every precaution 
to ascertain its validity, and he trusted, that if this Court could not give them re* 
lief, some other means might be devised foi* doing so in England. J3oth he and 
his brother Judge agreed as to the raateritil facts of the case and considered that 
they had been proved in evidence. First, he Vas ofojiinton tnatall three instruments 
were forgeries ; secondly he was satishwd that Mr. Oxborough Ibad authority to 
examine notes, and compare them w'ith the Register and inform the holders whe- 
ther they were genuine or r^t, and to receive for doing so a fee of one rupee for 
each. So far from thinking that the paper hung up in his olSice limited that au- 
thority, he considered it was sufficient for tliat purpose. It had been proved that 
Mr. Oxborough received a monthly salary from the Bank of Bengal under the eye 
of the Accountant General, who was President of the directors ; the Government 
were also share holders, and must be taken to have been acquainted with the 
acts of that Bank ; they paid him a salary for verifying securities ; then how could 
he say, that they did not recognise the propriety of his doing so 1 he therefore 
considered he was an acknowledged agent for that purpose, but what the e^oct of 
it would be on the case : was another question. 

Thirdlv, he was satisfied, that Mr.Holt Mackenzie had nb authority to draw notes 
for the United Company in its commercial capacity nor bad the Governor General, 
and this he considered most important, and that Mr. Oxborough had no authority 
to certify the genuineness of Commercial Promissory Notes but that what he did ; 
was done by him as Register of the Government Registered debt. These were 
the principal points in the case and in them Sir Edward Ryan did not differ from 
him, though he perhaps might in the legal consequences that would arise from 
them. "X 

Ills Lordship said that if this was an action agains\ a private person or mercan- 
tile firm, and that either had issued a promissory note and the holder had gone to 
their counting house and said, tell me is this,gennioe 1 does it bear your signa- 
ture I” and that a Clerk or Agent had said it was, and tbatit subsequently turned 
out a forgery, an exact copy of one in circulation j he should have felt much dif- 
ficuKy in giving his opinion ; be should have been puzzled in determining which 
way the law inclined, for both were innocent sufferers and there was no authority 
to show how the point was to be settled. 

His Lordship said, he was aware of the cases which had been cited by Counsel of 
acknowledgement of the endorsement on a Bill of Exchange being equal to a fresh 
acceptance but that did not decide that the party would be bound in the case of a 
Note nor did it appear whether the evidence of forgery was produced or not. He 
knew it was a case geperaliy. referred to by tbe profession as being an authority that 
a person so acknowledging would be liable, but it had not been exprissly decided 
so. There was another case where a person wished to show that the name of iha 
drawer was a copy but that was quite a different case from that of a promissory 
note, for if not it would equally refer to a Bond, and in either be knew, of po base 
as au authority to hold a person answerable where he acknowledged by mistake. 
He should feel much difiicelty'in the case of a private individual or mercantile firm 
in deciding, for he could find no authority and be could not see why the law' ebould 
make the petmlty faU more heavily on the one iimocent party than oa the other# 
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But it was of no ^at oontiequenco in hra tiOw of the present c^ne to consider 
these dithcnUies, for he thought it a distinct one and quite diilereiit from that 
of mercantile iSrm or a private individual. The instruments in question purport 
to be given as Oorernment Securities for the loan of 16S5'^6 and were therefore 
part of the Territorial or Registered debt and then the question ifas^ whether 
the acknowledgment of Mr. Oiborough could bind the Compsny to pay thesO in* 
atrunlents 1 *J'he power of the Governor General in Council to issue notes did 
not emanate from the Company, but the authority was given by Acts of Parlia- 
ment by which he vras empowered to raise inoi(ey by loan for Government ; be 
had not the power to draw a note for the Bast India Company in their commercial 
capacity and his authority to issue these securities was not given by the Company’ 
but by "the British Parliament. Since tbe ^6 G. ill, chapter 63, the commercial 
and sovereign power of the' United Company were distinct and the Governor Ge- 
neral and C'cmnnil Were appointed by Parliament without reference to tbe Com- 
pany, and wcr^'^stet removable by them and at the time this power was given them 
they were not members of the Company. 

The reason, his Lordship said, tha| these securities were given in the name of 
the Company was simply, that the dispute as to their right to hold both territories 
and revenue haying been settled, tbe revenue was vested in them for a specific time 
and for this reason the notes were made out in their name, though the Govern- 
ment and the Company were quite distinct and upon^chis would depend the liabi- 
lity of tbe Com]^any to pay these notes. 

if is Lordship said there was nothing he was aware of to authorise the Governor 
General in Council issuing notes to bind the Company in their commercial charac- 
ter, uor did it Sj>poar that such was usual ; if it were, it would be quite a different 
thing. If the Court were to give elOTeot to the notes before them they must 
give effect to them aswbat they purported to be,,#octtriUes for a part of the territorial 
debt and then it was in etidence that there were various others of the same kind in 
circulation and duplicate, triplicate . and quadruplicate of those held by the plain- 
tiffs all with Mr. Ortborough’s initials upon them ; then if the Court gave them effect 
as part of the territorial revenue the question would be raised, had the Company 
a right to pay those false notes out of, that fund 1 and could they do what they might 
be ordered bv the Court; he thought not, ibr tbe Parliament of England had appli- 
ed these funds for the purposes of government and have said “ you must not consi- 
der the revenue yours ; you must appropriate it to tbe payment of your army, the 
interest of your debt and other partiouhw expences*’ and thus they have appropri- 
ated it to pecul^ purposes ; then how his Lordship wished to know could they 
pay them? They^ aregbliger^ to render accounts yearly to parliament in 'which 
these payments must Sppear, then how he dhbuld like to know could they justify 
themselveB supposing they discharged them? Mr, Prinsep had said they might pay 
St as a debt improperly contractedf but his Lordship w^ould say, no such thing; for 
0 ih&f did, it Svpuld be a deviation from %he special directions of an Act of Parlt- 
hmenl. 

If the defendants could not pay these securities out of the Territorial Revenue, 
then his Lordship wished to know how they were to be paid It might be said, 
they must pay them the host way they can, out of their commercial assets, but he 
tohldnot v^how lUfiit hOuldhe done, for there were many statutaty provisions as to 
them and regulh^tl^iOftbe Court of 2>irectors or Proprietors as to their applhmtion* 
It would, he he estrange thing jto make them pay out of their commercisd 

hssets what mig^ SI Irellhave been a mitlion of money as foar or five lacks, for the 
mietdke of ^Sfent who had no right to bind them in their cemmerciod capacity buk 
Is employed to msmsge the Territorial Revenue. For those reasons his Lordship did 
hot think ihst i^ermse had been made out and therefore was of opinion that a ncm^ 
suit should he entpM wiAllherty to moke to have it set aside but had he cousin 
ideirbd the ease i^ede out, he should have given a retdiet with the same liberty* 
fie should muhli desifB that the case should be carried ahighertribunal.but if hi* 

. oorreet, no person could give relief bui ParlianieUlivho had specially direct- 

‘’W 'I’brritimiai RevUnffe to he Sjfleeiheally apprOprlwIed tfud he considered Iflbet 
ii^JMl||idia€es^ had no mterost in tko <msd. 
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Mti. Justice Ryan said that there could be no noubt this was scase of^reatliw 
portance, not only to tiie holder of the iiolfs, but to the Company, and he would 
consider it j hrst, as between private individuals, and secondly with reference to 
the defendants. His Lordship said these was no ditferenca as to the facts between 
him and the Chief Justice ) he was satisfied that the papers in question were 
forfi^ed and that Mr. Oxborough was the authorised agent of Government for 
examining and certifying the validity of Company’s paper, but as to the authority 
Of the Governor General in Council to draw notes on the Company in their oqdp* 
mere ial capacity, he* considered- il^rather a question of law than of fact. On these 
points he agreed with the Chief Justice, but from them he drew a different coiiclu# 
sion and considered^ that if this was an ordinary case the parties should recover, 
and he considered that the Plaintiffs were entiUod to their verdict, iiis Lordship 
thought if It was a case between private iodividuals and they bad shown, that before 
they advanced tbeir money they had done all in their power to ascertain the vali*- 
dity of the security and that it had been afterwards shown to be bad and losses were 
sustained, that the person who had used all the caution in his power, was entitled 
to a verdict, for it was a principle which persjrades the British law, that he who had 
been guilty of laches should suffer. In the^ case before the Court the Plaintiffs 
bad used. oil due and proper caution and done pH in their power to ascertain the 
genuinness of tbe securities and if any one were guilty, it must be the defendants 
and they should consequently ^suffer. 

His Lordship cited the case of I^ach agaimt BwrLinanand Sgid he considered it an 
express authority in point and it was always held to be decisive. He considered 
that after a promissory note had been endorsed it became exactly on a similar 
fooling with a Bill of Exchange and cited Bayle^j on Bills in Support of his argu- 
ment, and this he said brought the case within that Of Leaeh against Buvhaitan, 
where the eudorsment was stated to be genuine for in the present case the Securi- 
ties were taken to an authorized Agent of Government who had authenticated and 
verified them and on this they advanced their money ; even in tbe case he had 
cited, there was a verdict for the plaintiff though evidence of forgery was. admitted 
and it was an express authority, that forgery would not be any bar ; then if the 
present were a case betw'een private individuals he considered the plaintiffs en- 
titled to their verdict. 

oh the second point ho was sorry to say be differred entirely from the Chief 
Justice j the Advocate General had put it in a more general form. 

The Chtf Justice said he thought ihat the vesting in the Company the revenue, 
made them liable to actions for all that was to be paid out of tbe reii^nue. 

Sir JS, Rycn. The Advocate Generars objection Js different from the Chief 
Justice’s but if his,, Mr. Pearson’s, view of the case were correct, no action could 
be brought on these papers, for the Company are not liable iu as muqh as they 
were given for a loan raised for tlie purposes of Government; if it were so no 
action could be brought against them even if the paper were genuine. With re- 
ference to what the Chief Justice had said, that they could not pay out of their Ter- 
ritorial Revenue, he thought that was no answer to the present action, for he con- 
sidered they should be compelled to pay in tbe best way they ootjld, if their au- 
thorised agent had authenticated these papers, (Cites tbe case of Davis agaimt the 
Bank &f England,) His Lordship also quoted tbe case of Darling against Hyland 
where stock had been transferred under a foiled authority end there they were com- 
pelled not only to satisfy the original holder but tbe subsequent purchaser and that 
his Lordship considered a case of greater hardship than the present. He considered 
tbe defendants should psy out of what funds they could and that the Plaintiffs worn ; 
entitled to their Verdict* . > , 

The Chief Justice was of opinion tlie Company could not be, shed for the satue His- 
'’bilities as a private firm out of the Territorial Revenue ; that was decided in tliy 
Post-office case ; his Lordship’s inclination was against the position of the Advocate 
General. •

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At li Maoting of the Aeiatio Society, held on Wednesday, the 7tl» Jiily, Sir 
Edward Kyan, Vice-President, in the Chair, Mr. Manael, ^I)r. Sully, Mf. j'.Priu- 
•e»p, and the Reverend Mr, Everest, were elected Members. A vacancy irt the 
’ Committee of Papers having occurred, the Reverend Principal Mill was elected 
a"'Member of it. Letters were read from Dr. Stewart, Captain Jenhins, and Maha- 
rajah JBaidynath Roy, withdrawing from the Society. Thd following letters were 
also read : one from Major General Hardwicke, forwarding a prospectus for ifae 
publication of a work ou tfae Zoology of India. One from iVL Koujc, upon the 
* Crustaces de la Medittirranie,^ requesting communicatious from Members of the 
Society, on sulgeCta of Natural History. One from Mr. Scalei of St, Helene, open* 
ing a correepotidence on subjects ^of Natural History. A 4e|Lter from Kamtee, 
on the rearing of Silk Worms (with (Specimen of the Silk) which it was resolved 
to refer to the Agricultural and Horticultural Society. A letter from Mr. Prinsep, 
forwarding an Extract from the Honomble the Court of Directors, transmitting the 
Catalogue of the Library of tho late King, presented to the Society by his present 
Majesty. 

A Report, by Dr. Strong and Mr.'*'Ross, on the*" process and the probable ex- 
pence of Boring for Water, agreeably to a resolution of the Physical Conunitcee, 
referring the subject to the general meeting, was read ; and it was resolved that 
one thousand rupees be placed at the disposal of the Physical Committee, to provide 
for the coat of oarrving on the necessary operations under their general stiperin- 
tendance, and that they report progress from time to time. The Secretary’s* ob- 
servations on the Mudaris, or followers of Sh^il^h Mudar, were then read. The 
following donations were received — the Banner of the Madari, presented by Ba- 
boo Ram Comul Sen, Wood’s Zoography, in the name of the Author, by bis son 
Mr. G. Wood. A vdal Vs Abridgement of Chamik’s Armenian Grammar- by the 
Author. Von Hammer’s Siege of Vienna by the Turks — from the Author. The 
Ponlapotamia Indica, by Mr. Lassen. Numbers of the Journal Asiatique, by the 
Asiatic Society of Paris. The following proposal was submitted by Captain Her- 
bert— “ That 'the Museum and Library be open early m the morning, for the ac- 
commodation of auidi Members as may find it convenient to visit them at that hour. 
It appears that the hours at which the house is usually open, ten to four o’clock, are 
any thing but c^venient to the generality of Members— -first, inasmuch as, during 
great part of tl^ year, few people cousfderit salutary or even safe to venture any 
distance at that time of day, at least for many days successively ; and secondly, 
because those hours comprehend that portion of the day in which most of us are 
engaged in oar official duties.*’ It was accordingly resolved, that the Secretary 
fhould consult with the Superintendent of the Museum, and the Librarian, on the 
practicability of the proposal. 

Major General Hardwieke’s work is to consist of two volumes folio, each con- 
taining dde hundred coloured plates- and will be published, by subscription, in 
parts, price one guinea each, containing ten coloured plates. The prospectiia 
'States, tli|at though various useful and splendid publications have contributed to the 
eliicidi^jod of tU'n different branches of the Natural History of India and its Islands ; 
yet a ikhfllE, coihi^eh ending the whole of Continental India, and of the Islands 
which are^nsually regarded as its appendages, and embracing at the same time all 
the mote, nerlect' departments of animated nature ; is still a desideratum in science. 
To hU ttp/ this void, Major General Hsrdwicke, who has liad most extensive op- 
portunities of observing and collecting and who possesses materials for its execu- 
, tioo, tt^ich he confidently deems unequalled in extent— has undertaken this pub- 
lication. 

In their Report on Boring for Water Springs, Messrs. Strong and EosS state, 
that, ** since the Boring Rods have been obtained TroxH Government, about the end 

May, neatly seventy feet of earth have been perforated, consisting of vegetable 
sand, and other alluvial matter, into a compact yelidw ©lay ; but as the 
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Talnj season baa advanced, oonaiderable difficulties baye occurred, aandabd loose 
earth havin'^ been, from, time to time, washed into the bole bored, and a brackish 
water exuded tbrohgb the sand, Vbiob, at this moment, Vises, to within ten feet Of 
the surface, and the present depth of the hole does not exceed much more tUaA fortjr 
feat.--As we have hitherto been boaring in alluvial deposits, without proper pipes 
to keep out the yielding soil, and plentifully exuding water, the difficulties we 
have encountered are, perhaps, little more than might have been expected ; and 
that they may foe overcome, remains to be proved ; but how to estimate the proba* 
hie expense, is not quite so jeasy a matter as it may appear to a casual observer 
however, we can ‘»9k,erely recommend what appears to be the roost feasible me- 
thod to adopt to dlttain the objects in view, and leave it to the Society to deter- 
mine, whet^r this plan, or any other, shall be pursued.” 

The proposed manner in which they intend to proceed is next given--^ well as 
ah estimate of the expense— which, in the present stage of matters, however, 
cannot he otherwise than conjectural. Government haire liberally given, besides 
the Boring Rods, aTindal and ten Kula8sees,to work them, and two Europeati Ser- 
geants to direct, &c. , 

Mr. Wilson describes the Madar Jhanda Jo be a festival, which the Mohamedans 
of iUiuloostan have , derived trom the Hindoos, and is so called from the use of a 
Jhanda, or Flag, on the occasion. It is held at the end of May or beginmug of June, 
and is celebrated by the lower classes of Mohamedans, joined by similar persons 
from the Hindus. The cerehioriy corresponds, in some respects, wuh the cele- 
bration of the marriage nte by the lower order---and requires the preparation of 
similar articles for seven days previous to the principal observance. The bearing 
of the Jhanda, or flag, is often the result of avow. This ceremony, of which a 
particular description is given in the paper, is also called Glmi Mei^a ha Shad^t oc 
the marriage of the religious hero. Mudar," or Ghazi, the hero in question, "was, 
it is narrated, the sou of a distinguished soldier, in the service of the King of 
Delhi, but who afterwards became a Pir of celebrated sanctity. ** He died whilst 
his son was young, and Mudar entered into the Service of a Patau lyader, under 
whose banners he distinguished himself for his intrepidity, and fur his ferocious an- 
tipathy against the Hindus. His character for courage, has made his name a sort 
of war>cry amongst Mobamedan soldiers, who are accustomed to exclaim on n 
march or an attack, Dum-dum Mudar t’* In the midst of preparations for his 
nuptials, Mudar, as the story goes, was informed of the near approach of a body 
of the enemy .-and immediately left bis house to meet tbem-.«but, although he dis- 
tinguished himself by his usual gallantry, was slaiu. * The death of Mudar, and 
the consequent removal of the nuptial banners and emblems, are supposed to be 
represented by the cereiiionies observed at the festival of MutSfor Jhanda. Par- 
ticular and consistent as this tradition may appear, Mr. Wilson does not appear to 
give it any credit. ** Bedin-ad-din Mudar, was a Soofl of a particular order the chief 
of whose practices is the procuring of beatific visions, by intoxication with Bhang 
or Hemp. Whilst his disciples admit tue divine mission of Mohained, and pro- 
fess to be of the Sum persuasion they disclaim the PropbePs title to peculiar 
veneration, and shew little respect to his institutes. Accoiding to their legends, 
Mobamed obtained access to paradise only in virtue of the phrase Vum Mudar, the 
watchword of the sect, to which many miraculous effects are ascribed in tbeir tra- 
ditions. In their costume, tho Medaris resemble Hindu Saoyasis, going nearly 
naked in all seasons, braiding the hair and smearing the body wuh ashes, and 
wearing iron chains round their waists and necks. These practices they probably 
borrowed from the Jogis, and other Hindu ascetics. After their establishment ia 
Hindustan, for the sect originated in X^ersia, and Bedia-ad-din Mudar brought the 
creed to India, where \f& is inaccurately considered as its founder/' As mentioned 
in a former paper iVom the same hand, his tomb is at Mukhunpoor* in Doafo^ 
near Virozahad. It is a large square building, but in ruins, and held in no reverenc« 
now in the vicinity. Up the country, the legend of Muda/s heroism and inter- 
rupted marriage, "is told not of him, but of another individuaU-* one of the eoiiipa<. 
nious of MobamSd, the iirst^b'Iussulman invader of Hindustan, and the fitst Chief 
of note who fell in conflict Vith the Infidels. This latter circnmhtanoe ia indapd,. 
the key of the legend of the marriage^ and is a eurioue tfisiempliffpatioii 
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i;roisQ4l|^ da iacU «l<^we« way wat. The death of a Muaeulwan, ia a ret|^ioa« 
warfare, jmtitlea hiin to j^e ere^it of a majrtyr-.>.he auffera what is termed Sheha- 
dal, ^ word whi^i has heeh cortupted ioio Skakadi, and thenee confounded with 
Shadi, warriage ; the story of the mbriage, therefore, hein |5 aO Indian iutCrpOi 
datioii originating in the misapprehension of an Arabic word.'*^Oov^ 


THE LATE DR. AijANT. 


A very full meeting of the Medical and Phjaical Society took place on Saturday 
evening, the 7th August it being underatood that a proposal would he submitted, 
as to the best ihode by which the Society could testify their regret for his death, 
and their respect to the memory of their lamented Secretary and fellow, 
Adam. The Vice'Preaident, Mr. Wilson, addressed the meeting upon 

the aubject^aiid the following, we l^eheire, is a pretty ©orwct sketch of what 
he said : 

Before we proceed to the regular husiness of the evening, 1 beg to call the 
^ attention of the meeting to the loss which the Society has austained in the death 
of its Secretary, the late Dr. John Adam.-'lt must be quite unnecessary for me 
to dwell upon th^ merits, of our late Secretary'—they must be well known to 
most of the Members present, and will be readily admitted to constitute a strong 
'Claim upon the' grateful recollections of the Society* . 

There is no doubt that the rery existence of the Society originiited with Dr. 
Adam, and that a sense of its advantages induced him to propose its inatitu- 
tion to a maO whose e<|ual aeal for the profession, added, at that time, greater 
in duence from hi* standing in the Service. From that time we alll^pow that pr% 
Hare and Dr. Adahl co-operated actively in the formation of the Sooi^y, and as we 
have already recorded our obligations to the former, it is incumbent upon us to pay 
a like tribute to the equal claims of the latter. 

But the institutioin of the Society waa one of the least of our late Secretary 's 
merits, and he has other and hi^er claims upon our regard. The same zeal for the 
^editof the Profession Sod the promotion of professional knowledge, which had 
prompted him to propose the formation of the Society, inspired him to the last, and 
Induced him to discharge the oSesa of hm aituaiion with unwearied diligence and 
interest* I believ^ that on no one occasion waa he ever ahaent from bis post. I can 
apeak from my own knowled^ to a fair proportion of our meetings, and where my 
lestimouy is wanting, there are others present who can supply the dehcieocy. On 
ahi qcoasfons too, many of us can vouch that he never failed to conduct the business 
W^ evenm^ labour of love---or to take part in the amicabls discus- 

^osSj^ishicb our meetings are accustomed to witness. 

It was hot only at ouir meetings, however, that Dr. Adam’s warm interest in the 
prpspoi^ty'pf ^ Society was evinced, (and bis labours were cheerfully and suc- 
cessfully ^h^oiSo tp it at other s«a8ons)<^a variety of little details must always 
devOlvo up<m ^ibe ours, which, though compara-

SWAN RIVER. 


The conflicting accounts that hare ^appeared in B>e public prints, respecting 
this interesting colony to which the eyes of our countrymen in all parts of the 
world have lately been directed, verify the old philosophic adage, that “truth 
dwells in a well*' from which it is difficult to elicit her, and the following remarks 
made in all probability at the same time as those which lately appeared in the In* 
niA Gaisbttk shew the different impressions which the same objects, simulta* 
neously viewed, may produce on the retina of different bsholdersk 

The oalummes that have issued forth against it froip the sister colonies, would 
lead onb to suppose it a place unfit for mortal to reside in, incapable of any oultiva- 
tion and utterly destitute of that absolute esseutial fresh water. Captain Stirling is 
represented as having stated a deliberate falsehood when be described Cockburn 
Sound as a secure aneborage *, sixty or seventy miles from the s^ga is stated to be 
the nearest good Imad, (a distance to which no onediss as yet reached) and the 
greatest pains have been taken to vilify and traduce it. 

These unfavorable reports have arisen chiefly from disappointed settlers, who 
thinking Swan River a place where they might eat the imitated bread of idleness 
were rather surprised at finding on their arrival, that it wan only by the sweat of 
thejr brow they could hope to succeed ^ end that evea money was but of little use 
if they were not disposed to endure for sometime the privations invariably atten. 
dant on the first settlers of anew country. These reports were eagerly caught 
at in Van Diemen's Land, where as well as in Sydney this infant colony has been 
viewed with the most extreme jealousy, from the moment of its proi^al ^ they 
have been there enlarged and dwelt on, while wherever malice coold oWatep the 
bounds of truth with any shadow of plausibility, it has not failed to do SO. What 
nan thus have raised the ire of those convict colonists it is difficult to 
eially as to them for nginy years the establishmeot of Biis colony most be aifendn 
«d with advantage inasmuch as it must in a great measure be dependanton 
them for supplies, but the very ides of a colony being formed without the ai<Fd;f 
prison labour^ of a society for the most part of respectable people going out tO; 
esCttbUirii themselves in a place where they are not obliged to rub shoulders witih 
felons seems to have ealled Sortb their virtuous iudignatiou and they hail 
delight every accoutit to iia prejudice, , 

Ebrtunatelyit is not by the opinieas formed of it in tbis l^astSni sbe^s tbai 
aids ssiileaiept ffriRataud of faU ; it has carried oat with it tbs. ise^i of futursisue* 
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Add thongb it may not rise with tbe rapidity of tLe otW» 
where government hft$ so materially assisted the foundation, yet as it has been 
clearly proired that there is sufficient good land in the neighbourhood, for the 
support of A numerous colony, of its final triumph there can be no doubt. 

The etitrance of the Kiver or estuary is interrupted by a bar on which the sen 
breaks stormy weather with much violence rendering H dangerous even for 
boats to pass over it, but on the South side of Arthur’s Head (one of the promon* 
torieaforming the entrance of the river) is a bay which is perfectly safe at all 
times for boats to land in and for small vessels to Anchor. On the spit of sand wbich 
•epafetes this boy from the River, is the town of Freemantle in situation well 
adapted for trade, but from the want of a solid foimdation, ill calculated fpr streets, 
wharfs, and other indispensables, to a mercantile town; it, at present consists of 
a few huts and two limestone edifices, the abundance of which material in the 
neighbourhood will be of vast assistance to them, and when the colony is a little 
farther advanced and quarrying more general, will allow them to build both better 
and cheaper than at either of the otheifcolonies. On the opposite side of the river is 
intended to be North Freemantle but as yet there are no allotments taken nor auy 
buildings erected ; from this to the enihryo metro))olis, Perth, by land is supposed 
to bo eleven miles and great part through thick woods a correct line of road is 
now about being surveyed which will be cleared as rapidly as possible. By water 
the journey from Freemantle to Pmh is thirteen mi^les ; for shout a mile inside 
the bar the water continues very shallow (not exceeding five or six feet) though 
from its extreme, transparency it does not appear even that depth, it tlien deepens 
into a regular channel and Continues so to Perth, one side being always abrupt 
and steep to the shore while on the other is generally a flat extending more than 
half across the. river, its appearance for the first three miles is nefther calculate 
ed to gratify the eye of the settler looking for land, nor of the admirer of nature 
in search of the picturesque, but above that the latter is amply repaid by the 
view of a most noble eicpanse of water, about seven miles in length and three in 
breadth, the scenery here on the banks likewise improves, the woods assume a 
more vivid green and though the land from its proximity to the sea does not ap- 
pear generally fit for cultivation, the timber which grows on its banks would 
Tender it not altogether unprofitable. At the head of this, is the confluence of the 
two rivers Swan and Canning, and on the Swan about a mile and a half above this, 
is (or rather is to be) the Town of Perth. Its situation is well chosen in point 
of beauty, but it being entirely n bed of sand on which it is proposed to stand, 
good streets and roads will be diflicult to form, yet as at the Cape of Good Hope, 
these difficulties gre proved not to be ansurmountable, there is no reason why they 
should be considered so herdl Under this covering of sand is about a foot of light 
soil and beneath that a substratum of argillaceous sand. Fresh water is in evory 
part abundant of a far better quality than any obtained in New South Wales, v&ry- 
ttom three to nine feet from the surface. At I’erth there are at present no 
buildings of any siae or consequence, even the Government House is but a tem- 
porary edifice aud moat of the others thatched with the native grass which is very 
abundant. ■ 

The tiinber though stunted in height attains a great girth ; the wood denominated 
cedar in Sydney fr#d gum here) seems to arrive at perfect maturity even in this 
sandy .sqi)y. it seldom estceeds twenty or thirty feet of straight growth, but may be 
sawed id planks four feet broad without a rent or flaw, thus rendering it particular- 
ly suitable for furniture* 

About three miles abdye Perth the good land commences, and though that 
capable of c|^ltivation is only in strips or smalt patches, there are besides extensive 
plains fit for the purposes of gracing or as stock runs. On the Canning the land 
exhibits thevsame features,'the alluvial strips, thd’ of small extent, being numerous ; 
here a Mr* Beljl, an officer of the navy has seated himself on what was generally 
epnsidered a had grant, but which by dint of labour and perseverance hehasim- 
l^^ved more than any other settler* ♦ 

.The climate here is during the summer very Imt, foo fiueb so for intense Euro- 
jpim ^hbour, and it decidedly must be the most extreme point to the North, of 
this ooaei^ but journeying llouthward lUe land improves rather 

I 
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^an daterioratea, and in somo [places allurial soil is foond wiibTid a few miles of 
the sea. Captain Stirling has just gone to tbs Southward, to surrey a reported 
harbour off Caps Leeuwin, which if found good and situation in other respecra eli- 
gible, will no doubt be eventually placed the capital of a range of country extending 
from King George^s Sound to Swan River ; the report rondo by Dr. Wilson of tb« 
land eighty miles in 8V>Te of the former was most favorable in point of quality of 
soil, clearness of ground and supply of water, and the distance from one to the other 
is bare) r two hundred miles: u kingdom may thus be formed of about seven 
hundred square tnilea, with an extent of coast of three hundred, which for the 
purposes of trade in general must be confessed to possess a situation unequalled on 
ihe face of the globe* But the first' object of this infant colony must be^ (as soon 
ashy industry the cravings of nature are actually supplied) to find an export, bear- 
ing in mind that they have not there, as the Kastern Colonies had, a large govern- 
ment demand for their surplus produce ; on their own resources they entirely de- 
pend ; the example of their neighbours will probably induce them to turn their 
attention to wool, for which if we may judge from New South Wales, both in soil 
and climate the country is well adapted ;* and if care be taken to istroduce a 
proper breed of sheep in the first instance i^ch subsequent trouble will he saved, 
and a supply of fine wool thereby insured. Their timber will also serve as dead 
weight tor ships, and in England would always fetch a remuneroting price for 
the trouble of bringing it home, exclusive of freight for the ship. Mimosa bark, of 
which there is great abundance would answer the same purpose. The cultivation 
of tobacco has been tried in small quantity, and found to succeed admirably, if 
proper skill and climate be employed in drying it, aud there is no doubt but it also 
will form an article of commerce. Horses to India might also form a considerable 
export, while the convemeiicy of situation would enable them to be sent at half the 
expense of those from New South Wales : in India the English horse is much 
esteemed, and a iupply for the cavalry greatly wanted ; and as on the East coast 
of New Holland, horses as well as all other stock have been found tp increase with 
amazing rapidity, it is natural to suppose the same will be the case here. 

The greatest inconvenience the settlers at present experience, is, the scarcity of 
labour, and unless some other means are devised to remedy this, they must have 
convicts ; but were it possible even at the sacrifice of manv years to avoid this 
dreadful alternative it would be better, as the bare idea of a state of society spring- 
ing up similar to that in Sydney, would be sufficient to deter many from visiiing 
their shores : various schemes have been proposed, one to get a supply of Malays, 
another of Chinese, but the most feasible seems Mr. Wilmot Horton’s plan of ex- 
porting the surplus Poor of England at the Parish expence, here, tl|ey would find a 
certain provision and an ample remuneration for industry ; at present wages are so 
high that the indented servants all scorn to stay with their masters, and earning 
eight and ten Blulliogs per day, by labour two days of the week are sufficient to 
keep them in a state of drunkenness the remaining five; and until in this, as well as 
in other things, competition brings it to its natural level, such must continue to 
be Uia case. Cheap labour in a new country is the greatest requisite for its rapid 
improvement, and when we see the thousands idle famished wretches in Eng- 
land, whose utmost exertions could barely procure a morsel of bread for their starv- 
ing families, whose children grow up indebted to crime for a livelihood, one cannot 
but regard this country with a hope that when the prejudice against compulsive 
emigration shall have a little worn away, it may prove an asylum to some, before 
from desperation they become quite abandoned. Conld those fiocks of Irish who 
now annually visit England, reducing the wages and corrupting the morals of the 
English labourers be fvevailed upon to expatriate themselves still ^rther and 
visit' these shores, they would find themselves instead of a burden to all conneot*- 
«d with them, instead of objects which all are anxious to rid themselves of ; useful 
members of society. 

Gage’s roads as an anchorage is extremely insecure, being perfectly opeti to any 
wind from West to North, the most severe that blow along this coast, and whieb 
throw into it a tremendous isa ;* hut about ten miles South of the entrauoe to Swan 
River is Oockhum Sound formed by the Island of Buache or Garden Island, a 
very secure and ahaltered harbour ^-^tho aocess to it ia difiicuU and dangerous to 
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a^hipa bairo.foeen nearly lost, there U however a very good ohaBnelin, vrbieh only 
^requires heijhg buoyed off to mnice it perfectly easy of entrance^ ii^den Island is, 
for tho moOt^patt sand, yet vegetables grow on it very well and cotne to maturity, 
and watey i« abundantly obtained by digging a depth of three feet in the Sand. On 
this Islsl^d are the Governroent Stores and some Huts that have been built by the 
Ks^yj, in which the ofboers and men reside, it also abounds with small Kangarooe, 
l^langle^s Bay on the South side of the Island is a most secure and sheltered Cove, 
a^d particularly adapted for a whaling station or Ashing town. 

But It must be confessed that the appearance of the place is not such as to gratify 
the eye on a drat arrival, particularly, fastidious as we may imagine one to be, 
that faMsjtist emerged from, the fertile meadows of England, but let it be compared 
With Port Jackson, let its sand and timber be compared with the barren rooks 
and stunted bushes of the latter, let the journey by water from Freemantle to Perth 
be compared 'to *1110 same from Sydney to Parramatta, and 1 do not think the former 
will lose by the comparison ; take agaiVi the Cape of Good Hope, let a man be landed 
at Simonas Bay, ana during a fresh South Easter ride the first pSrt of the way to 
Cape Town, should he be fortunati^ enough not to be entirely blinded by the 
sand, w^hat he did see would only draw from him the remark that from ** Ban even 
to Beersheha all is barren/’ yet the settlements of Southern Africa have succeeded 
as also New South Wales, why then should Western Australia^ which 1 repeat 
in situation is unequalled pn the face of the globe, be doomed to failure without a 
trial ? Or take Jba Southern side of Sydney and travel thence by land to Botany 
Bay, what says M. Perou who visited it in 1S02 and was rather than otherwise in- 
elined to speak favorably of it ** all the intermediate country (between Sydney 
*• and Botany Bay) is sandy, barren and unfit for cultivation, as you approach Bo« 
** taoy Bay the land gradually sinks till you reach the dangerous swamps formed 
*< by Cook ’a and George’s BivSr, on tbetr banks are a thousand species of trees 
** and shrubs, whose delightful appearance deceived Captain Cook and his brave 
** companions and led them to suppose the land to be uuparallelled in point of 
** fertility. It would have been well if the event bad justified the great ideas 
•* which* they formed of it, obstructed by banks of mud, the aucboirege does not 
** afford the shelter required while the marshy nature of the soil and its environs 
** renders it at once unhealthy aUd pufft for ordinary cultivation.'^ SuoU maybe 
considered a correct description of the whole of New Holland within a few miles 
of the Sea, in the interior one may he led to conclude the good soil is distributed 
in equal quantities, hut the conyeuience which the Western Colony possesses 
water carriage tg the Sea, cmteris paribus, must give it a decided advantage. 

'Ills progress of the Colonf to the time, of my visiting it was as great as could 
reasonably have, been expected ; they artived at the commencement of winter and 
M^limaless were exposed to all the inclemencies of a stormy season for four months 
dt^Hng which time it was hardly to be expected much could be done in the way of 
eullivStion since which the major part have gone up to their locations and though 
as yet from the scarcity of working bands but little land has been cleared yet the 
vegetables and garden stuff which has been sown have Jurned out very well and 
the sbc^p ba^le that have wandered into the Bush whenever refouud have 
varlablly^eeu fdi^pd fat and in good condition. 

Xhqi^ theta »c scarcity of Provisions for some time they will naturally bear 
abigb i^flbe Shu iylll afford a handsome remuneration for any one will take them, 
not in targe cjiusntities at a time, but there is very much wanted a Merchant 
or go, beiweyn wbu possesses capital enough* to buy up a Ship’s Cargo, disposing it 
by serai! can at Ms own prices ; for want of ijtis indispensable connecting 
link tbs freighter of a Ship and the consumer of his goods, most offhw 

Vessels that have yet arrived have found so much time taken up in tlie tedious 
mail of their ^tgoes that they have incurred in preference a loss on their goods* 
^•ttch isngtbhnad demurrage ; this is an etril bo waver that will very soou work 
^ own core; the interest of money in England is too low a rate to prevent its 
Irobg brought Urherever itean be employedto ad vs® tufa.

tainly nothing in any of the printed reports, which could lead one to suppose thib 
a country where the earth breughl forth its fruits spontaneously, on the contrary 
those not inclined to labour were warned of the inutility of their goin^ there, yet 
here we find a number of half pay officers, men in general not caloulatbd for pri- 
mitive settlers and who with the exception of one or two are notlikeiy ever even- 
tually to make it answer. 

Most of the above information on part of the Colony which 1 had not an oppor- 
tunity of visiting were derived from a Mr. Heaty ivbo may be conBid*»red jfer- 
haps as the most respectable settler there, — lie has embarked considerable capital, 
and has taken up a grant of sixty thousandeacres with which he expressed himself 
perfectly satisfied > though of course allowiiig that the country did not answer thw 
glowing^ description in which it had been represented in England, of him at least it 
may be said that he does not want the means of returning' and nothing but a 
thorough couviolion of the capabilities of the place for a settlement would induce 
turn to continue investing capital, now that a year’s residence roustbave given him 
w tolerable knowledge of the place and its probable resources. — Bengal Ilurkaru. 
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I bare often visited tbe Court of His Majesty the King of Oude, in hts capital 
«if Luckiiow 5 and I own I always derived considerable amusement from the scene. 
Sluriag the present year, I passed through tbat city on my way to the Upper Pro- 
vinces, but a short period after the accession of his present Majesty to the 
throne j taking my way from Benares through tbe Company’s District of Juanpore, 
and the South Eastern frontier of His Majesty’s dominions ; which 1 was glad of 
an opportunity of comparing with our own. The Oude territory, will certainly 
bear no comparison with the fertile and highly cultivjited districtll of Bahar ; but 
I could name many of tbe Company’s Provinces where the hand of the cultivator 
is probably more inactive ; aud where tbe jungle is even more wild and exuberant. 
At Midnapore for example such is the excessive luxuriance of the vegefation 
that a single year will over- grow with underwood a road not perhaps very much 
frequented, so as to leave little more than a pathway. 

The Districts of Ramghur and the Jungle Mebals are nearly similarly circum- 
stanced. All that we read of the contention of planters with nature in the back 
settlements of America, may certainly be matched without going many miles firoiii 
Calcutta. 

I have mentioned these circumstances in justice to the King of Oude’s OUveyn- 
ment ; because I know it is the fashion to attribute to the roisgovnirnmerit pf hiS 
ofReers the wild and uncultivated state of the greater portion of his proi^c'es:

, AthAjsthi I became sensible of my approach to the suburbs of a. great Basterit 
City* Tbe^ntiuued baying of the Fatiah dog slruclt upon the ear» — the shrill 
cry of the jackall was heard at iuterrals, — lights glimmered in the distance*-- A 
rochet ddcasioUftlly soared into the air, and partially iiriimsiAaied for a moment tha 
tall 'White minaret, and graceful dome,t — the hum of voices proclaimed that the 
congregated abodes of men were at band. I entered Lucknow*, and was reoeiv« 
ed pt t|be Hesidency j with oriental hospitality^ 

This city IS of very modern erection. About the year 17*75, Aaoph«Ool Dowlah^ 
Bpn of Soojah'ool Duwlab, first eslabliebed bis residence hei^e, and from an ob* 
Bcure village on the banks of the Gooratee, it gradually assumed the name and 
character of a large, and populous capital. The date of its erection precludes the 
possibility of its affording any object of interest to the historian or the antiquary ; 
though us th'^ capital of one of the few remaining princes of India, to whom the 
means are yet supplied to keep up^something of the state and splendor of an 
Lastern Courti a visit to Lucknow is not devoid of interest. 

The principal street has an appearance which is presented by no other city of that 
part of India. From the intimate connexion subsisting between the present Royal 
family, and the East India Company, a connexion which has scarcely been inter- 
rupted since thebattle of Buxar, in 1764, the English t^ste in building ptedomuiates ; 
and the great street is composed of very fine houses, and lines of shops, as regu- 
larly and architecturally disposed as in Calcutta. These have been constuicted 
principally by Europeans, in the employ of the preceding Nawaube; audit is to bo 
presumed, that their taste was not checked as in Calcutta by some of those rights^ 
under which people build their houses to please themselves, and not the sovereign. 

The building of houses has been a taste or sUoke’^ to use the Qindoostanee term, 
of all the princes of this family ; and not one appears to have fancied as a residence, 
hisfather^s habitation, or that of his ancestor. The city therefore, rond the environs 
are full of hue houses ; few of which are well preserved, and repaired, for the reasou 
above staled. Across the principal street are two very elegant gateways, which 
must have been built for ornament rather than use ; for were the gates closed, 
his Majesty could not enter his own palace. These gate-ways have certainly an 
impoamg effect ; though aa an interruption to the coup d’leil of a long and hand- 
aoma street, their removal might bo desirable. Occasional gate-ways on each side 
of the street, mark the entranoea to the King’s residences, stables, and houses of hid 
principal officers ; and although the orders of arcbnectuie have not been very 
strictly observed in tbeir construction ; the proportions are not inelegant, and the 
taste displayed, considering the mode in which the designs were supplied, must 
Btrike every observer. 

The city, or rather that part of it occupied by the native population, extends about 
jlWb aigwl a half miles on the right bank of the Goomty ; over which a superb 
fridge erected. Of the height to which rivers in India suddenly rise 

dutidg the rains ; some idea may be formed from the fact, that large boats have sailed 
over the bridges botb of Lucknow and Juanpore. That of the latter city is of con- 
Bideiably greater elevation, 

the breadib ol tbe city is irregular ; but it may be roughly estimated at three 
miles^ '/^he hottgee ftre built very close to each other, and have some of them two 

* The btinjare^ are a class of people of whose manners, customs, and sin- 
gular mode ti|t life much yet remains to be learnt. They derive their subsistence 
ilom^hh adle of ^vain ; which they carry on thi-ir bulloclA in droves of seven or 
eight hundred, to astonishing distances; pursuing their occupation unmolested 
even in the most wild and lawless parts of India. Although few of them hava 
ey<ir had any ffxed habitation their wandering mode of life does not render them 
disorderly ; and 1 never re^lleot a complaint against a brinjarah ; though the city in 
'Which llong resided was a thoroughfare for thouaan<ks.

There are few countries of the world to which Nature has been so houhtifiil of 
her gifts, as tbs territory of Oude, Previously to the cession, the fsiing^s, the 
Gogra, the Oodmtt, ibe Sye— four vast streams which are navigable St id! Reasons 
of the year, contributed to its fertility, and facilitated those comMifiioations^ 
#hich make fetjdlity a blessing beyond its own sphere. These vast irrers should 
always have opi^beed barriers to foreign invasion ; nevertheless although thepeojpl# 
are warlike, and its districts afford large bodies of recruits to our armies, Odde bae 
always been a prey tO every foreign invader^ £ven the little state of Furrueka* 
bad, a branch only of the Tatan state of Hohitcuud, overran the country under ita 
heroic chieftain .Ahmed 'Khan and plmidereti Lucknow itself. 

Of the administriitiqn of the country, I scarcely like to heaard any remark j awara 
that such is, or is stippoaed to be, the intimate nature of Uur connexion with thta 
state, that whbtef et muy be tfre public Ojiinion as to any good that may be apparent 
indts government^ that whicb is mianhievoua is very certainly attributed to us. I 
have repeatedly beard men of education in the Western Provinces declare that the 
British Governtbeiiiit encouraged the disorders of tl»e Oude administration, in order 
that there might bd.Wpre text for another cession, of what remains of its territory, 

I arrived at Luidht^ow* at an tntaresting moment. His late Majesty Obaa-ood« 
Deen Hyder, ut^died November \BitT, had raised up from the lowest classes 
of society, a man named Aga Meet; to whom he had entrusted unlimited power; 
and in whose favor a treaty had been concluded with the Dritisb Government* 
under which tha late Governor General guaranteed to him add his heirs, a largo 
portion of the Jqtereat of a SAcnnd crore of rupees ; which he had the influenco 
extiraot fro#%ia master’s cofi'ers in aid of our opemiona against the Burmsso 
jEmpira, 

, When the late King felt himself at the point of death, he began to entertain ap» 
Iprehension as to the full execution of the terms of this treaty ; as iar at least as 
regarded the favourite ; and he therefore attempted to reconcile his apli and suc- 
cessor to him. and the stipulations for his benefit: a task one slmuld suppose of 
some difficulty ; for the heir apparent had been long is confinemetil, and the Severs 
treatment be experienced during his father's Ufe, was always attributed to mi- 
fiister. However, , the reconciliation took place in the dying monarch's presence# 
The young Prince i^scended the Musnud ; and the minister, instead of the instant 
disgrace apprehended bv himself and liia partisans, appeared to have succeeded to 
power as unlimited, and influence ns unbounded in the Councils of the son, ss 
hs had exercised for years, in those of the father. The Kellaats, or dresses of 
lioftor, and presents made to him at the coronation, exceeded in magnificence tboss 
of the Royal Family ; and 1 believe there was not an indiridual in the Western 
provinces. Native or Kuiopean, who foretold the storm; and who was not efifectu- 
slip deceived by these fwooeedinps.

Neither bis voice faltered, nor was there 
tation even in his manner, as he expressed his conviotion, tbetfis he hgd^i^gWiNl 
our Government, with at let^^a's much zeal, as bis owa^ tho proviasdns 
treaty wodfil fie earefiillv afid strictly adhered to. Aga Meer however, la tjtlll ^

Wh<^ Hi||dltjesty found that the Minister's life Waste tafe, be claimed all 
liiSt:b’''^peftjr f i^d when doubts were expressed as to whether this even could be 
deded undtr thh guarantee, he demanded that an account ahould be rendered of 
ell f hat he had received or^disbursed whether by himself or by deputy, since hie 
ndmimstratidn. The demand was subtle enough ; for his Majesty knew full well, that 
for the prsparatiou of such an account, and for the audit of the items, a century 
would not suihee if such were his royal pleasure ; while all that the unfortunate man 
possessed^ coloasally rich as he is said ^to have been, could never meet the claim, 
or pass frdmhis Majesty's grasp whtler he still continued a prisoner in his Capital. 

No sooner was one Minister thus summarily disposed of,, than another was to bo 
chosen to snpply hU place; and notwithstanding the obvioph dangers of the ele» 
yafion, the station was as eagerly sought after, as if ^U had pqmfoined all the dis- 
tinctions to which talent may lay claim, to render it a prodd^t^d enviable thing 
to stand at tbtr helm « of the state. Although there were several competitors, 
all eyes were now turned on the celebrated Hakeem. 1 trust I shall not be 
thought to wander materially from the subject before me, should here at- 
tempt to make a slight sketch of this very remarkable person/ (c' ' 

^Moontezum Ood Dowlab, Mhaindee Aly Khan, better knowd thtou|rhout lodia 
by the name of the Hakeem, is one of those individuals, who n^ould in any coun- 
try attract that attention, which is readily given, even among t^e most rude and 
Uncivilized, to him who has the courage to shqVe himself free pf those shackles 
which centuries of bigotry and prejudice have imposed on his countrymen. Born 
of a distinguished though not very opulent Persian family ^ yvas very early 
called into active employment* by Saadut Ally K-ban ; who >the ppnetratioti 
for which he was remarkable, predicted, as he contributed to his advancement, lit 
when the treaty was in agimtion under which the best half of the pnde 
^ilPrnyincea were ceded to the Company, the Hakeem was high in the confidenca 
pf his Sovereign ; and his account of the intrigues of the Court at that period, the 
diliculties%xperienced in inducing the Prince to sign what he considered bis erasure 
from the list of Indian ^ovemignty aford an instructive and deeply interesting les- 
eon, in the sircana of Indian diplomacy. The Hnkeem does hot attempt to deny, 
he oOunseUed his master, to resqrt to all possible means M evasion and even 
41 short of a reference to that demisr re«oi ( the / ultima ratio regum^’ 

te wl^^h he was far too intelligent to urge him. It is imp^sible not to admire 
Bm ipVH which dictated the advice, as much as the candour which now admits the 
fruitiaaa hostility. 

VihkS however, so directly in opposition to those of the British Government, 
noitld npt. hot briug the Hakeem into rough collision with our Resident, an edicer 
who at limey egercised a far more direct and proclaimed iuflueuce in the

Bast has afforded some rare examples. The blind goddess has heldom tnadp so 
just a distribution of wealtk'^' agd never was Asiatic better fitted to ^govern, and 
to instruct bis eountrymen, .i; 

To the ireenest perception of his own interests, and a remarkable the happy* 

adaptation of the views of others to his own purposes, he adds the desj^t hSgacity 
—-the greatest mental activity — and a knowledge of human nature s^ioh Ihavo 
rarely seen equalled^ never exceeded. Although born and bredin S hduntry, in 
which the nuptial tie is so little regarded*, where marriages are dissolved oa 
demand, and concubinage bas scarcely any> prohibition ; yet so deeply did thw 
Hakeem feel the loss of his wife that nrA only did be never contracted another 
marriage (although shy had left him without an heir to bis immense wealth^ 
hut it*'seemed as if steiy lien bad been broken which could attach him to tlis 
world. He neyer agSin entered the female apartments whete she died ; which 
remain just as they irere ist the moment of her decease, >[o one has e'rer wor^ 
her jewels: her shaMs* her dresses are still retained, with enthusisatic fondness; 
and when he has casually mentioned her name after a lapse of nearly eight years^ 
the sigh was ph the bosom, and the tear was in the eye* ^ ' 

Of his urbanitjr pf manner, even in these kingdoms of masters and slaves ; of hia 
intuitive perceplj^pn of what is great and good ; of the justness of his conceptiona 
and the exoelUnch of his judgement, 1 might offer many examples. At the mar- 
riage of his grphd nephew he gave a most sumptuous entertainment, to the ladies 
and gentlemen of| Futtibghur, and the surrounding stations: which was conducted 
In the English mode ; the dinner being spread in the hall of a superb bouse which 
he purchased Ihr ^e occasion, and every delicacy offered which luxury could device, 
or wealth supply* In the midst of the entertainment, the string of a pearl necklace of 
enormous value broke and the pearls fell in showers all around his sest. The ao4 
pident boweyer was not remarked by the guests, and not a pearl was picked up 
until they had adjourned : lost as he observed, an interruption should have occurred 
in the gaiety of tbp company ; and the party have been deranged ** for a rery trivial 
purpose.” ,, 

Speaking to himoim day of our Regulations and willing to ce^hathiu impres- 
sion that in this o<|^n try, as in, most others there Sre two laws, one for the rich 
and the other for thdpoor, be exclaimed ; ** let us look no further into Ihe question. 
You and your brotb^s interpret the Regulations as may best suit ycut views of 
right and wrong; b|jiji'^sfter all, they very much resemble a curious walking stick, 
which was sent term from your Bengal capital. Tt looked like a stick, and wse 
loaded with air but it was in" fact a gun.”

The figure of the Hakeem is perfectly in keeping with bis character. The ansqile^ 
but deeply Airrowed bfow, the sarcastic yet smiling expression of thp mouth, t^e 
ardent and awakened^ eye, which leaves "nothing unnoticed, nothing uaesamined. 

. There is even in his dress, always remarkably nay thuiiomly neglected* that 
preae of singularity, and disregard of all form, in a country of forms,

1829. My expectation was that my wife’s fortune would he available to pay my 
debts. Mrs. Na^es has no friends in India ; she came out in the same ship with me* 
She had been married before to Major Austen. I am not certain whether Major 
Austen is alive or not.

BahOo Jehtin ptirchaeed the rillaye hy public auction ^ but on not rettiny pnsaes^ 
Siotthe entered an action. I don't know that the Rannee ent)p1nred Mr. Oram to 
conduct her afTairs. The yrohrtda|of the Ramnayur rillaae do nor join 'those of 
Niderampore. I never heard of a suit beiny instituted hy the Bahoo ayainst the 
Rannee ; I heard that he had complained to the Zemmindarr. The head ^ erson of 
the yiliaye whs Mosemdar ; I eee him when I yo to the Cutcberry ; T have not 
seen him since, the day after this circumstance took place My examinarion wag 
taken at Furruck pore. I know the Vakeel at that place. The Jndye ordered ug 
Into custody. I had met the Vakeel there. The Naseer kept tie in his own 
house. Jehun Baboo's Vakeel was not sufili^red to communicate with us, before 
examination ; I did not see him dnriuy the lime I was in the custody of the Na« 
seer. We went daily to the Cutoherry. T ««av him there. 

I was^orice examined before the officers of the Court and ayain by the Mayis* 
trate. I told the Mayistrate that the villayere* houses were plundered ; 1 said 
I saw the people enter the houses and pillaye them and i saw bundles carried 
away. 

Crmi’Bsaminfd by Mr, Clmke, What I told the Magistrate was taken down in 
writiny which T siyned. It was not explained to me, it was read in Enylish which 
1 do not understand. I look at the paper, the si y nature is my hand writiny; I 
swear that it was not explained to me betbre or after 1 signed it. The mayiatrate 
told me to siyn it, and I did so. 

Sir E. Ryitn. The .1 udye said it wss a teriouii misfortune that the Magistrate 
was not here to explain this oircumstanc#. 

WitnrfS continued. The questions Were put tome hy the Magistrate hinise1f»^ 
and he took down what Isaid. Kistoohunder Moonshee explained my evidence iii 
Benyafee. 1 wrote my name in the paper without askiny to haxe it explained. X 
made no objection to giyn it ; at present the Moonshee is at tbataillab. Thera 
were 50 or oO armed men and 350 unarmed, attending the yentUmeU who'W^7a on 
the Elephants. I saw no others present hut the gentlemen's partv and those that 
were with Bongoolah ; I was close to Bungoolah. Budden Khan the leader Of 
the oluh hearers was on horse back with the gentlemen, t was D^rer pn horse Wok. 

** In tAtf stntopf existence^ I never mounted a horse/* 1 did not coutst the report of 
the guns fired ; the gentlemen were firing seversl timdh; the people retreaUid, and 
called out “ Do-hoy Companee /" The gentleman on the Elephant with IVfVV Cole 
was a stout man, f did not see them load their guns, I have ssatl Mr. Cd%, be* 
fore. Bungoolah had ran with the other people 10 or 15 coUaha through l^addy 
fields, before he fell. He had his hack towards the gentlemen, and was wounded 
In the side. Bungyolah or the others bad no concern with Indigo eultiration ; the 
rounds of the village are low. DuHng this life of mine 1 have not been in prisop; 
nexer was called upon to give security for good behaviour. Mr. Robert M<Hrrieo)rt 
1 don't know; I never was charged with Decoity before him. I have already told 
you I was never accused. 1 hare never been confined. Boosola MassuH CaWjO n#* 
▼er charged me with Deooity. I may been guilty of Deeoity in some oth$^ ^tdb§ 
^ existwce, but not the present. X never saw the Court or Barrasaut. 

Re-omminedby Mr. Cochrane, Dacca is distant from our yillsgo a day 
three-fourths of a day. * None of my villagers have any thing to do whh lnd4go« 
My father’s name was Killarram Dosa. V'

Bungtta/ak's aamtnation continued* When 1 saw these g^tlemen on Ete|^intf| 
I was then unable to recognise that gentleman (Mr. Cole) X bare some reoolleecioa 
ofbfm. 1 saw him in the X*urruckpore Ziilah with others in mr village. X saw 
them coining on ElephnuU from a village called ^.tiounpore, five of them ; they came 
towards the village of Niderampore^ Loebun Sircar sent a person to tell the gentler 
men not to comsp as no land in that village would do for Indigo. 1 was in my field* 
I'he genilemen were accompanied by people, some with clubs and other with iron 
arms. Seeing the gentlemen we collected to the number of abode twenty and thf 
Cholredar called Do^hoy. j 

The / itsiTfrviier explained that this term might either mean justioeor might b# 
need as prohibiting these persons from entering the village. 

That had no effect, for they came rushing forward and there was n 
firing oi guns. 1 ran from them and fisoeived a shot behind and I Isll. I suppose 
I WHS carried eway, I do not know. Before the firing the villagers had done nothing 
to iiiOSH gentlemen nor used any violence. 

Cum^ramined by Mr, Cleiand, Luckycaund Sircar bolds lands under Jebun 
Baboo ; be was notz^ar me w'hen he spoke to the Chokedar. X do not knovg 
where the gentlemen were going. Mootooohurn Factory is to the East of Jaua<^ 
pore and Niderampore is to the South of Jaunpore. 1 never saw Co!e before that 
day, when they came on the Elephants, and again at the Zillah. 1 observed him 
cm "the first occasion to be stout built. The Magistrate did not point him out to me 
at the Ziliah Court. 

By Mr, Dickens, I recognised Cole by bie corpulency, and being mounted on the 
largest Klephsnt. 1 again saw him before the Magistrate, Mr, Cardew, where ( 
pointed bioi out. Mr. Garde w took my exarnioatioas. Ido not know whether 
they were explained to me before 1 signed them. X cannot now recollect for I 
have not ray senses, and my sight fails me. X oaiue from a boat this morning in the 
Hiver ; 1 came in a Palankeen, There were three Elephants, one large and two 
email ones. The gentleman 1 recognise was on the large one. 1 do not remember 
Whether, there was another gentleman upon it with him. The Chokedar said there 
was no occasion for us to make a disturbance but we should cry out Do-hoy ! or 
exolaim against their coming into the village. They were then about two hundred 
yards off. When I first saw these gentlemen I was about a gurry, or tw'knty four 
minutes* walk Irom the village. It was more than a russee distaneb from the village 
when I heard Ham joy call out. X was about half a gburry coming there from my 
Held. Luckycaund Doss was not near me. The genileman fired without any pro- 
eoefition. X^tderampore is not far from Che river and is all low lands. 

\ Day* 1 lived at Niderampore (identifies Cole) 1 have known him 

ehOut a year. X saw the wounded roan here to-day ; his name is Bungoolab. I 
was present when he was wounded ; Bungoolab fell in the field of SudderamSeil

Boiahauk he was accompanied. There were three Elephants and five Europeans# 

X was in mf own premises when I heard the report of guns, before 1 went out. 
After 1 went out I heard and saw firing of guns.* On the gentlemen approaching X 
gSveDo^hof! All tbs gentlemen bad guns, but I do not know that all fited; 
guns were fired from off the large Elephant on which Cole was* These f^entl^men 
had 50 or 60 persons with them armed, and ^00 or 500 with clubs. By arms I 
mean spears, swords and Bbie1ds% The villagers offered no violence ; 1 know 
Bungoolah. When X gave Do-bov ! he did so too, I afterwards saw him when 
wounded* 1 ram to the right and he to the left on observing too guns pointed 
to us from the Urge Elephant ; we then heard a fire and Bungoollsh felt. 1 saw 
him afterwards when the gentlemen went off, and X observed be had received a 
ball in the back which appeared lodged under tlie skin of the chest. 

« CrosS’Uxamined by Mr* vietand. 1 first taw Bungoolah when he w'as running to- 
wards the village. 1 observed hire first give Oo-boyf in a paddy-field about fortv 
cubits from the gentlemen. .1 did not see L'fickycaund Doss on that occasion hut'X 
know liim ; why should 1 not know him 1 I never saw him on that occasion. 1 era 
the only^Cbokedar in the village ; he had no conversation with me on that day. 
There were 5, 6, or 7 reports of fire anna, before Ileft my bouse. 1 don’t know 
what commencement of the fray you mean ; when 1 heard the outrage X came out 
of my house and called Do-hoy ! The gentleman (Mr. Cole) whom 1 have pointed 
out, was on the /urge Etepkant ; there were tw^'o gentlemen on it, Che other gentle* 
man was behind him. X did not recognize him. Xt was after the shots were fired 
from the large Elephant that Bungooiah fell, he was situated to the north of me 
upon my right. 1 was, when 1 gave the Do-boy I about a rusaee and a half from 
the village, KamnagUur Factory from the village is 9d minutes ; there are Indigo 
fields between the village and tbe Factory ; they are close to the ^’actory* 1 was 
near my own village ; at the time this occurred they on the Elephants were near it. 

1 was examined by the Magistrate first at the Cutcherry, afterwards by the 
judges there were present other people whom I did not know. At the cutcherry 
on the second occasion there was no one present but the judge ; there was no inter* 
prefer, or native ofiicer : the judge took down what X said, it was not afterwards 
explained to me. When I was examined by the judge, Mr* Cole was not present ; 
jl afterwards pointed him out from among tbe five Europeans. 1 never went into a 
Zillah Court befora, 1 don’t know their practice ; my deposition was not explained 
to me. Luckycaund Doss did not send me on a message ; he said nothing, to me 
about Indigo \ if Bungoolah said so 1 cannot say he said ialse. 

* By the Advoem^b General, 1 did not see Luckycaund Doss at Aie time j them 
was not much odnfuaion in the field. Tbe gentlemen and their party were there; 
tberO were hot many natives. 1 was much alarmed ; the men were all alarmed# 
Whenever we see European gentlemen we are in great fear and apprehension. 

The Court adjourned for half an hour to take refreshment, Sir E. llyan having in^ 
formed tbe jury that it waa his inteniion to sit until the trial was over# 

'Tfie Court havings rO’Oseembledy Thargooldee was swm'u, I am a weaver and live at 
Xfiderampore in Bengal. 1 know one of the prisoners Mr. Cole; 1 don’t know th#^ 
others, 1 know Bungoolah ; I remember a transaction taking place on a Saturday 
in the month of BoisLaukh last. 1 was working at my trade m my house ; I saw 
some females running west and T asked what was the metier I They said ** th# 
eahibs are cc/niug/’ on hearing this 1 ran in a direction of the eas^ aud saw about 
3() or 40 persons belonging to our village standing together, X heard Xlaindoatf 
Cbokedar and another gerson give Do*hoy ! They gave Do-hoy and proceeded fOr* 
ward, hut finding tbe gentlemen would not stop their Elephants, Sre reWated. '1 
«aw*Mr. Cole fire his gun, and Bungoolah fell ; before he tell there was some luring, 
hut not after Bungoolah fell. The Urge Eleffiiant was first, it wde in the middlfi 
tuid at the head of the others. At the time Mr. Cole fired th« people fave,tbf 
hoy I Bungoolah, and Hamdoss Chokedar went up and spoke to the genthMEsv 
^ They called out Do»hoy I igtd upon the gentlemen not stopping the EleimantA i1$e 
toeoj^e ran; they oailed out »* Do^hoy, Company Sahib, dout’t come in^<% vil« 
fage, we have nothtog to do with Indigo ;** it was But^oolph and Bamdosa ' dtoke* 
dar that called out m this manner.

were aeteral ^ots fired which 1 did not see, 1 heard the report. There ware 30 or 
40 rtUagers present. Some of them were there before me ; there were $5 or SO. 

Bv Cla he, I am quite sure the shot came from the largb Elephant and 
that Mr. Coie fired the shot. 1 did not tee him^^oad hts gun. I saw him fire once* 
/Ur. Cociliraue. It is kiot usual for viliagera to attack armed men upon Ele* 
phatits ; the people of mj oouuiry are very timid. 

Hunamiay morn* I gej my living by ploughing land. I saw no rioting or vip¥ 
lence on the part of tha people of the village. At the time Bungoolab fell be was 
running away, ih® eiUage people had no clubs, they had weeding tools ; there 
were three Elephants ; there were SO or S5 armed men, and SO or t5 with clubs, 
and a rabble of lOO men besides. The village people were alarmed to that degree, 
that* both men and women ran away ; C point out Mr. Cole ; there he is j 1 know 
him well.

There were ^0 families or more in the 
village i the fields in the neighbourhood are not let out to different individuals 
annually ; those individuals who cultivated the fields held them from their ances« 
toraotbera acquired them themselves, lhavelived there iS years. [ hold tlie land on 
which my house stands, from Lucky eaund Doss. 1 don't know who the proprietor 
of the field is where Bungoolab fell ; my business does not oblige me to go into 
other people’s fields lo find out their owners. There were 20 or 25 persons of the 
village standing cloee to the village when the Sahibs came on the Elephants. In 
my progress towards them I heard 5 or fi shots. 1 was at that time in alarm and 
cannot be certain as to the numlier of shots fired by the Europeans, but it was the 
last by which themsa fell. I did not see the previous firing ; they were hidden 
from my view. It was from the largest Elephant that the shot came. 

Two d three witnesses were here ej^amined, who spoke to the same facts as th# 
last, one of them said,-*- 

I remember the month of Boiehaukh last, about mid-day five European gen* 
tlenien from the factory came mounted on Elephants, with a body of nsv 
tiros ; the five gentlemen had each a gnn in bis hand, 250 people or there* 
nbouts, accompanied them, SO or 40 men were armed with shields snd swords, 
and some wild clubs. Two of our villagers gave Do-boy ! the remainder 
Stood behind ; ^hey were unarmed. On giving Do»boy. the sahibs stopped their Ele- 
l^bsnts and fired on the people j the people of the village retired, there was more 
firing. Bungoolab fell and I dont know who shot him. I concealed myself behind 
npium tree towards the south. Four homesteads belonging to some viHugers 
were sptk red ^ the sahib’s people went into those bbuses and plundered them. 
The jjpsh^emen afterwarda went away ; I saw Bungoolab, be had a ball In his

Advocate Ge^eraU After Bungoolsb had turned and was running away the shot bit 
him and he fell* ^ ^ 

Kenicomager, I am a weaver, I live in the village of Niderampore; I remember 
when Bungoolah was wounded, on the S7th Boisbaukli, I wKs present (identifies 
Cole,) 1 saw dve Europeans on three Elephants and saw gnns in their hands and 
attendants about 150 ; about 40 with shields and swords and the rest with clubs. 
When Bungoolah was wounded there were present about 40 Villagers in the dijch 
under Gopenauth Baboo’s house, unarmed ; bpt some of them had weeding tools ia 
their hands no proTOoation was given nor st'^nes thrown. When Bungoolah fell they 
fired from the large Elephant. All fired previous to that ; 1 know one of the two that 
were oajthe large Elephant (identihes Cole./ At the time he was wounded he waft 
Tunuiug from the Elephants to the village; previous to this they had been firing ; 
be was taken to the bouse of Luckyoauud Doss. 1 did not see Luckycaund Doss 
at the time the mao was wounded ; at that time about 40 villagers were present. 
When he was taken to the house he was speechless. The spot on which he fell was 
deluged with blood and he bled at the house* No provocation was given to those 
persons on the Elephants ; we have no connection with the Factories nor do we cul« 
tivate Indigo, for our ground is low and swampy. 


Cross-eacamined by Mr, Minchm, There was no quarrel to my knowledge between 
those gentlemen and the people of the village* I know Luckycaund Doss* I hold 
no land from him but from his father, hut he is dead. Euckycaund has succeeded 
bis father* 

Tbie took place at about midday* When the first shota were fired T was in my 
bouse. How many were fired before 1 came out 1 cannot say. We heard five in ft 
yoUey, J cannot say how many volUes there were before I left my houae. I do not 
know bow many reports. I do not know Bungoolah's field. 1 sm a weaver and do 
not go about the fields. Only one fired when Bungoolah fell , that is my recollec- 
tion ; 1 was at that time distant from them about 50 yards and about from Bun* 
goolah. I had not been out in the fields that roormag nor do X know what took 
place that morning in the fields ; 1 did not see any of the plundering of the village 
or of any houses. 1 cannot say how many shots 1 sav; fired; 1 shdiild think about 
^ve. I was then about 75 yards from the gentlemen who did not firs in the air but 
pointed their guns at the people. 1 heard something whia over my head. They 
did fire at about forty persons and still but one was hit. 

Ri‘ examined, 1 know Lucky cauud Doss but do not know what be bad to do with 
Shis transaction. 

Cossenauth Paul, 1 live at Niderampore. On Saturday the STth of Boisbaukfa t 
remember that five gentlemen on three Elephants came from towards the East anft 
about fifty persons with arms, and about lOO or 150 others, some with clubs; X 
•aw guns with three gentlemen. 1 do not know any of them. Abont i^hirty 
persons belonging to my village went forward and gave Do-hoy f I was thatching 
and when 1 heard the cry of the Chokedar, I went and saw 5 genilsmen ohtbrma 
Elephants standing and three fired ins volley. 1 previously heard the repogtol 
guns at a long distance in the plain. When Dohoy ! was given 1 saw one of thn 
gentlemen fire and heXrd something whiz over my head. We were* fri|^tsn«41 
«nd ran and then there was a second discharge on which Bungoolah fell. , 

Crosfexamined by Mr, CUland, I was thatching when I first beard the firing,, t 
knew Luckyoannd' Doss 1 1 am bis tenant ; 1 know him as a respectable person in

When 1 heard Bungoolah scream I ran away to a Factory about a russey ^mti the 
tiUftge.

y^ingam, I am a larmer at Niderampore. I know Bi/hgoolab, and remember 
that he met with an accident- On S‘?th of Boishaukb^ 1 observed five gentlemen 
<m three Elephants with a number of persons armed, in all about, -375 j I would 
not know any of these Kuropeans again, \fheti I saw these gentlemen ap- 
proaching there were four on two Klephants and one on anothefi armed with guus- 
Wheft they came fd^the part of the road which takes a turn, they fired their five 
guns at once ; 1 then went and stood amongst the trees, and then the Chowkeydar 
went forward and gave Do-hoy ! 1 saw about 10 or li> villagers there unarmed. No 
provocation^was given to the persona on the Elephants. 1 saw Bungoolah fall; it 
was when the people wei'e running ^jway that he fell * Upon seeing the five gentle- 
men’there we called Do-hoy ; saying* there was no cultivation of Indigo there, nor 
any road through the village. They fi|ed and we fiedand they fired again, and Bun- 
goolah fell. No violence was olfered to these gentlemen. 

Crons'- eiatiiined by Mr, Minchin, 1 know Luckeveaund Doss, he is tiot related to 
tne. I am not his tenant. I am a sah- tenant of /ebun Baboo ; I am the tenant of 
JLuckycaund Doss’ cousin. When these gentlemen came it was mid-day or a little 
lifter, I was in my bouss find as the people were going out to call Do-hoy ! 1 also went, 
1 till lands- 1 Was eating my rice at the time I heard that the gentlemen were come, 
t had bailied and vvas beginning to eat. When I heard it I came out immediately. 
The gentlemen were coming from the East and going to the West ; they were about 
one hundred and fifty yards from my house. Bungoolah has laud ^ he lived near 
me. There are about forty families in the village. 

Sluiik Badoola swm'n, 1 am a villager, 1 cultivate land, and live at the village of 
Niderampore- I remember the month of Boiahaukh last; some gentlemen came 
to the village at the time I was weeding my field. The field was on a plain. I first 
kaw the, sahibs at the distance of 10 or ruasees from me. They were uppn Ele-

The sahibs were not 
attacked by any persons. When they came we gave D&^hoy ; they bad mu$ket»» 
and they fired tbenit they fired four discharges at first ; I bad been employed weed^ 
ing in my field from daybreak to mid-day, I was weeding up to that time, and when 
I saw them I ran to the village, when they were coming tovrarda the village. From 
the time I first saw them, they could not have been out of my sight. Jf any of tho 
village people bad attacked thdin should have seen it ; the villagers weie un* 
armed. 

Crm^examined by Mr, CUlund. 1 am a farmer. I plough and sow, and reap pad** 
dy lands. I coltivato land from Luckycaund Doss. 1 have been bis Ryot for tbeso 
two years. 1 have seen Shaik Deeu Rodilla, when ten or twelve of us got tog©** 
tiler I saw him. He also went to weed his l^addy field ; his field is ,at a greater 
distance than mine ; it may be 5 or 7 russees. 1 saw Ramdoss Chokedar on that 
occasion about a russee or a russee and a haU^frotn the village. 

Shaik Pina Wallah, I live at Niderampopr by the cultivation of land j I re*i 
collect tbe.27th Boishaukh last. 1 know of something happening then. The people; 
I mean myself and ten other persoas were weeding paddy lands. I went to my 
Work at about an hour and a h^alf after day break. I saw many people coming over 
the* plain ; about mid-day when I first saw themthey were about 200 dibits front 
me/ X saw tlv® Europeans mounted on tbree Elephants with about 200 or 
men with them*. They were walking along with the Elephants; a great many of 
them were armed. About 20 men belonging to the village came up. Tlie Euro-' 
peans and thmr party were coming from the East towards the West. When the 
villagers came out Ramdoss Chokedar and the wounded man preceded them apd gave 
Do- hoy ! and upon their doing so the gentlemen fired two guna; after which^ 
several were fired. Hearing the report 1 ran into the village and saw nothing after- 
wards. I afterwards saw Xlungoolah wounded. 1 saw the Europeans. I knew Mr. 
Joakim, &fr. MacKenzie and Mr. Cole, prior to the occasion; X did not know nor 
should I now know any of the others. 

Cmi-a/amirtcd by Mr. Minchhi. I was in the field, I have held my land for 4 
years. I know Luckycaund Doss, he is a trtfiing Talookdar, Jehun is the pnncipal 
iBaboOf From the village where 1 saw the sahibs coming, X .whs distant tthbut a 
rbssee and a half, I'iO cubits. When 1 ran towards the village X saw Hamd6ss» 
abd the wounded man crying out Do-hoy! Do-hoy! the people of the WUagb' 
followed them; there never was such an alarm given before. When did other 
gentleman come to that village on an Elephant 1 » f 

Shaik A^a4ey, I am a Mahout ; I was in the Service of Mr. Ormon in Bois* 
haukhlast; X do not know Bungoolah, in that month 1 went to Kiderampore; 
1 was there on my Elephant, there were two others* There was on my Ele- 
j^iant, one gentleman but I do not know bis name, 1 do not know the gen- 
tlemen who were mounted on the other Elephants, I am a Bengalee and 
live at a distance^ bow could Xknow them ? (identifies Oram.) On the occa- 
sion I have spoken of, lonly kn.iw my own master ^ the others were strangein^ My 
ipsster was on another Elephaut of a small size. 1 do not know a personoftha 
name of Donally. My master is concerned in Indigo afiairs ; X cannot siiy who 
his partners, 1 was in his service ten months, 1 do not know bow long before Boi- 
ahaukh. There were thrpe Elephants ; there were not many persons in 
upon them, about twenty-five or thirty, some of whom bad rattans' or sticks, 
nothing* i sew none ivith swords or shields. Some had slender !

On tbe ^tio^ the rillagers stood a 
while, and then went away and so did we. In tbe manner the gentlemen held the

did not know the gentleman who waa on the £y»phant. 1 did not aee him before 
lie mounted at Chowderussy. 1 do not know to whom the gud belonged. 

CrasS'€xami7i^ by Mr* Ctetand* Coasimpore is my master’s Factory ; it is half e 
dar^s way from this village. My master got on the Elephant at Cosaimpore, and 
Went to Chowderussy where tbe other person mounted ; it was mid-day when be 
got there. After the diaturbaooe we went to Cosaimpore. From Cbowderusay we 
went to Ramnegbur ; we viewed tbe ludigo lands as we went along and were tbeq 
going to tbe Mootecbum Factory. In^gr progress we observed people collecting in 
tbe plain about Niderampure, aud they were brandishing clubs and saying, there 
Is no road, this way we will not let ySa pass/* and then pelted them. Tbe gen« 
tlemen finding they bad no alternative fired as tbe people began to surround them 
iHit in what direction I know not. The villagers were armed with sticks and clubs, 
1 saw no one fall. ’ 

By Mr. Dichem* After this was over we proceeded on by the side of the vil« 
lages, and took tbe road by tbe river. We did not stop by tbe way to punder four 
houses, but I do not know what others did. The gentlemen did not stop near 
four houses, 1 bare been since BoiaUauk in tbe service of Mr. Oram till about a 
month ago when I went borne. 1 went before the Magistrate where 1 was detained 
four days. After! had been to tbe magistrate be sent me to Calcutta, end 1 bare 
sot been borne since* 

JRe-ejmmtMed* Tbe villagers were armed with clubs capable of killing a man, 
and Bufilcieut to beat olf an Eiaphant, impatient of noise. 

Mr. TM* 1 am an Assistant Surgeon in the H. C.’a service, 1 saw the man 
Bungoolab on tbe fitb of June in the Native Hospital at Furruckpore \ my native 
doctor had been with him* He waa in a very debilitated state. There was a wound 
on the back below the shoulder blade about three inches. ! cannot say by what 
that had been made. There waa a wound in the chest ^ tbe man bad been admitted 
twenty^fire days, and I was tmable to say whether they were a continuation of tbo 
name wound; Jcoouldform no decided opinion whether they were tbe same or not. 
Sttim their relative aituationl there might be a coutinuatiop between them. 1 cofild 
Imve produced a similar wound with a hot iron, and varidiie kinds of instruments. 
Tt might have beeu produced by a foil, a nail or a bullet. 1 bare seen the man 
fiwicb tiMay ; there waa a Mr. or a Dr. Graham who also saw bim. He is much de- 
liilifillod mid in a very precarious state; the wound behind is healed ; firem tlmt 
fifimre ie a great auppuration. 

Mr. MInckm. 1 believe it is usual for gentlemen in the Mofussil

By Mr, CUhnd, I siwr him brat on the 9th May, about two hours before tbe close 
of day, at the house of ivlr. Cardew the Judge, X had occasion %6o to the Factory 
of Ramnagliur, it is about three cose from the Magistrate's bpuse* 1 examined the 
man a quarter of an hour after $*there was but one wound then, it appeared as it 
a bullet had entered it, I observed flie oniice of the wound on one side and 1 felt 
a bullet on the other- From feeling the ball on tlie opposite side, I form my conclu- 
sions, 'rbe edge of the wound was not turned out, it was even with the body and 
circular ; I examined it carefully ; it was not then bleeding, hut upon extracting 
the bullet it bled a little* The wound inflicted by an instrument that is round would 
be like that inflicted by a bullet, if by a sharp flat instrument, the wound would be 
flat. 1 introduced a probe into the wound Xdid not then discover that any bones had 
been broken nor until some pieces had exud|;d with the subsequent discharge* I 
examined the bullet and pieces of bone ; no other pieces of bone were extracted j 
I never extracted a bullet before, nor have X seen a gunshot wound before. The bullet 
might haivO' been flattened by striking against *anb; I extracted the ball upon the 
same day that 1 saw the wounded man. 

By Mr. Cothtam, If X foun^ a wound on a man's back, and a bullet in his breaati 
1 could have no doubt the wound was inflicted by that bullet* 

Mr, SJiakesp^ar, I am acquainted with Mr. Cardew, I have seen him once or 
twice. I have corresponded with him often. Looks at two papers, proves Mr* Car* 
dew's signature. 

By Mr, Minchin, I have never seen him write. 

By the Advocate General. 1 have officialy answered him in letters* 

Mr. N. Alexander, I know a person named Cole and also Mr. Mackenzie, we ars 
not their agents nor correspond with them ; I am not acquainted with either. I do not 
know that any of our partners are. i cannot say, Mr. Mackenzie's brother can speak 
to his writing, and Mr. Douelly can speak to Mr. Cole's. 

Mr, Minchin, Is Mr. Donelly in Court X 

This line of examinatiou was dropped on the suggestion of the Court* 

This was the case for the prosecution, and the prisoners in their defence read two 
papers, which set out principally the facts proved in the following evidence. 

Doctor Grakcun sworn. I was formerly an Assistant Surgeon in the Company'll 
Service; X resigned about three, years ago, and am now practisiug in Calcutta, 

X examined the person of a man this afternoon. X found the mark 9f a wound un« 
der the blade bone which had been closed for some time and an open wound on the 
breast; X should think it impossible to say by what instrument the open vround was 
produced, I formed this opinion from its inspection ; iVpm the appearance of the 
other wound I should say some puncturing instrument had occasioned H ^om tbe 
generaUppearance. I should think if the wound had been caused by a musket h^ll, it 
must have entered in the front part of tbe body, and that the person who inflicted it 
must have been nearly on a level, but it entirely rests on the position of theyroundedi 
party. Musket shots take such a variety of directions that it is almost impt^tible tp 
say whether a shot from the back of an Elephant might not have producedlL Whett 
a ball enters, the edges of the wound are inverted, and the wound in front was iht^kt 
•late to-day. ' 

I examine this bullet; I perfectly observe its appearance. Tn my opinion i^,i|phld 
not have been so misshapen except by striking one of the larger bones of the boajr; 
1 tliink a ball so disfigured must have struck a lar^e bone ; it is hardly peksiblis it 
could be so misshapen by striking a rib. In this instance the only larA bqitoi phtop 
the progress of the ball was tbe blade bone ; and that was uninjjured. Xt the bal) mm 
originally dircular, the wound would not have caused the changes tn it. Had 
t rib as to he thus misshapen it must have fractured it. Sad 
bly that it must be apparent to any body. Had that bullet beep 
■pace of seventy-five ysrds, itPvould have gone through or have lodged; nedr wWi 
iu front, but woold dej^n^much on the description of the Itjui. 4. 
imagine would hive gone completely through the body, a gooCldwlinl^j^to|| well

either it might haire produced the name extreme debility which 1 ohaeived to-day. 

Cr 0 »$- examined, I have been conversant in gun shdt wounds. By the invertion of 
the oritice of the wound I mean the edges turned in. The edges may be turned in by 
a puncturing instrument^ iuDammation sometimes inverts thejorihce of a wound. I 
have no other reueon for saying that this was Hot a gun shot w^nd. It is impossible 
to say whether the ball might not have entered at the hack ; the course of a bullet 
is most erratic. I am almost satisfied that a large bone was not fractured, T decid- 
edly say that neither the blade bone or breast bone were fractured. I think it itnpos- 
ifible that this bullet could have struck a bone. 'Jfnere are three indentations on the 
ball from which I say it did not strike a bone. 1 should think if it had struck a rib it 
would have had only on© indentation. Exfoliations may take place by matter form- 
ing over the bone as well as by fracture, and those pieces produced appear most like 
exfoliations.- 

HJr. AiihurSi^iieU'ih ^ 8tn an indigo planter. I have been so engaged tor five years- 
I was in company with the prisoners on the 8th of May last. On the 7th I dined 
at Chawderus!»y, after which I went to Ijamneghur in consequence of information I 
received from Mt. Mackenzie that Indigo had been destroyed; I proceeded on the 8lU 
and went to the Dee where the plant v^s said to have been ploughed. Mr. Oram, 
Mr. Cole, Mr, Mackenzie and Mr: O’ltiley accompanied me. We arrived tfiere at 
obout )0 o*clock, and saw the land ploughed np and investigated it tor the purpose 
of getting legal redtesS. We stopped about half an hour but not jietting satisfllctory 
information we were proceeding home to Hamneghur by the same road except cross- 
ing a Jeal to get on the Company’s road. When we had crossed we were met by 
about 400 Of fiOO natives armed with spears and poles with lights upon them; they 
were coming on to attack us and we told them if they approached we would fire 
upon them ; we said so repeatedly, i have dearly bought by experience the know- 
ledge that natives can throw a spear with the greatest accuracy 40 or 50 yards ; these 
persons were within that distance. 1 fired over their heads ; if 1 had fired at them the 
effect would be much the same as if 1 fired into this Court now. I saw no person 
fail, Mr. O’Bildy was by Uimself and on the largest Elephant, Mr. Joakim was not 
there at all. 

Cross-examined. I am concerned with Mr. Oram in business. The lands being 
ploughed up was our only reason for going there. We had about 10 or la! persons 
with us, I cannot give you the name of one. They were armed as Barkendosses 
ttgually are with Tulwars and shields. We did not molest any one till we were at- 
tacked* i was not brought betbre Mr. Cardew on ihis charge. I was present wheh 
this accident took place, if it took place at all. I can name villages where there are 
^ fighting men, and if you give me ^),0CX) rupees 1 can get you as many men, 1 say 
K can be done, judging from the state of the district and the party that came out^ 
against ud« I keep no fighting men nor do any of the prisoners. If 15 witnesses 
Imve ;s«om that attacked the villagers first and tired at them, they have sworn 
What is false, and 1 will only say suCh witnesses are as eadily to be got as 15 rupees 
, tS'livsthem. We expected no outrage, and only took our usual arms and attendants. 
If SS^^itnessea has said there were but 12JO villagers, he had sworn false in my esti- 
and if no spears, tl^at I deny. There was no man wounded that we knew of. 
'Ibe tdpd near the village is unfit for the cultivation of indigo. I'here were 8 or 10 
,1 know or nothing thrown at any of oUr party. Where we were attack* 
ed thm ire « raw pf houses not sufficient for twenty families. The people surround- 
ed tm'#^;^ar}y so.

By Mr, Pearmi. 1 was^before the Magistrate on this ehargO; I know the servants 
that were with me, two of them are here ; Nuaymuddee ryas with me, Noscar N od- 
der was there also, several of the villagers sn^ me, I don*t know Niderampore, I 
wa$ ii) Hamnagur factory last year. I don't know any village large enough to pro- 
duce 500 hghting men*^ 

Mr. Thmwi O' Hiely sy^oryu 1 know Mr. Donelly and the Prisoners^ On the 7th 
of May 1 was in Homchurn Factory* (1 have been in Court for about on hour this- 
tnorning, in and out, not knowing It was wrong). On the morning of ibe 8th of May 
I proceeded with the other gentlemen to Hamnagur Factory. 1’he Prisoneis Colo 
and Oram were upon a small Elephant, Mackenzie and Donnelly on anotheti and I 
had ope to myself. 1 dpnt know the name of the village. We delayed al ittle on tha 
way for ft servant (the Arneen of the Dee that had been plonghed up,) I was not 
acquainted vvith those lands before ; 1 recollect perfectly weU being attacked by a 
large body of arrat^d Natives. 1 thoughtat the the time for the purpose of *' murther- 
’in” us up upon the Etaphant.'’ There wai no road visible to my eyes— it was not 
inundated, put covered with ram water. Two parlies joined each otlier ; they vrefo 
armed with cluj)B and long bamboos with torches fastened to their tops toTHgluea 
the ElspUsnts. They did not completely surround us but they came wdtbin half a 
gun shot of the Ii^ephants. When they closed upon us they were given to under- 
stand that if they md not retire we should fire upon them, Mr.Donelly, Mr. Oram, 
and Mr. Cole spoke to then? to that effect. They abused us, and tiounshed their 
weapons. I considered myself in such a dangerous predicamient, that if 1 had shot 
twenty men of them my conscience would not have accused me. We had 12 or 15 
men with us. ^ Had we intended to shoot any of the villagers we could have done so 
without difficulty. An Elephant can’t go quickly ; it has but the one pace. We 
arrived in the afternoon at the Factory. 

Cross-examined Inj 5fr. Cochrane, I am assistant to Mr. Qram in bis Indigo Factory* 
X have been so eighteen months, I am not aware that my safety from indictment rests 
with the fate ofthe prisoners ; certainly not. 1 don't know' the names of the servant® 
who were with us or of those persons who attacked us. I’wo bodies of men formed 
into one body came up to us. ^dld not know that we were going to Niderampore. 
1 cannot tell the colour of the horse on wdiicU the man rode. I don't recollect the 
dale when Mr. Cole was taken up. I did not attend on Mr. Ce^dew I received no 
instructions (oit that purpose. 1 was not called upon by Mr. Cole or any mah alive. 

I live near Mr. Oram, 1 had no conversation with Mr. Oram on the subject, nor 
with Mr. DoUelly. When 1 went to see the grounds, 1 saw 1 believe the servants 
of the Factory there. I believe we met a servant on the road. I did not see any’ 
wouudedi the crowd dispersed but 1 don’t know where they went to. I can^t say if 
there were houses in the place ; the plain wns^pen, ^ut there wamtio line of houses 
within my view, 1 call a gun shot about 1(K) yards. The guns were fired onoe to 
fiend the people oft* j oiie gentleman fired tw’o guns 1 don’t know who he was that 
fired them. 1 was on one of the large Elephant alone rndy in company vbith tny&elf. If 
any pfle had beCu wounded I should have seen him. The people did not come within 
fifty yards, whoever said they came close and surrounded the Elephants is wrong I 
w’ent to see Mr. Cardew before this took place. 1 have not seen him since. When 
Mr. Cole was brought before Mr. Cardew I might have been employed in the Factory* 
1 lived about 15 minutes ride from Mr. Oram’s. 

Re-examitted by Mr* Minchin, I have been attacked by the natives myself before ;this, 
X was directing some people who were cutting up ground, 1 was surroumied by the 
natives wIjo seized my bridle and saddle and horse, aud 1 was obliged tornii for it, I 
only saved my life by parrying a never. , 

4 native, a bearer of Mr Oranis was next examined. I went With Mr* 

Cole, Mr. Msckenai©,sMr, Deadly, Mr, O’ Uiley and some Burkindoss#firQm Bam- 
nagbur factory to KiStopore to look at some Indigo lands. We saw the 
proceeding back through a Jeel after which 1 observed about 450

Tacor^ Mistme stotwn, I was in the service of Mr. Ponelly in the month of Boi- 
saukh last. We met with a disturbance. There were three Elephants and ten Bur- 
kindosees. After crossio^ n Jeel, we met 400 or 450 men wi^o surrounded the gentle- 
jnen on all sides ; they had sworda and shields, spears, soorkies, and bamboos with 
lighted straw upon them. My master said “ who are you that you are coming to 
quarrel with us.” The gentlemen were in great danger. Tl»e villagers made use of 
very abusive language. One man rode a horse ; xhe gentlemen fired ; I did not sec 
how tho guns were levelled ; the sahibs afterwards got to the factory. 

By Mt* Cochrane, The gentlemen only said ** ichy do you cme io qumrel wilhtisV* 
if they had said more 1 ^lould have beard it. The horse was a red colour. There 
were 10 Bur’kindosses (gites their names.) The villagers brought the fire within ^ 
paces. Ths'^Maphaots were not alarmed, they were sporting Elephants. Of the 
BurkindOSsesThave mentiooed none of them appeared before the Magistrate ; 1 did 
not go before him. When w<* were going over the field 1 saw the villagers, they came 
in one body, and surrounded ns wdthin ^ paces ; they were all coming right against 
us, and^ from one direct ion. If any one%aid there were two large bodies of men, com- 
ing in difierent directions, £ don’t think it is^triie. When the guns were fired 1 saw 
nobody fall, it was on an open plain on all sides, if any one was wounded and lying on 
the ground, I should have seen him, I have been in my» master's employ 12 months* 


Sunpim T)jiiiam sworn, I am a Burkindoas to Mr. Donelly. I waa with him in 
‘ the mouth of BoishaukU, da one day which I recollect, we past by e^Jeel, and met 
^with 400 or 50(linenj they were armed varioualy. The gentlemen Said we dont 
quarrel with y mil why do you quarrel with us/’ but they would not go away, then 
the gentlemen fired at them. 

By Mr. Pearsm. I saw no swords or shields with them ; they had soorkies. Tha 
gentlemen said nothing hut what I have already said ; I did not see .how they level* 
led their pieces ; four davs afterwards, 1 heard a man was wounded } there wSs a 
man mounted on a red horse.

Mr. Cochrqne. Opened the proceedings, 

Mar it please your Lordships, gentlemen of the Jury, the prisotter at the Bar, 
the lodictment states, on the Bth of April in the present year, at a place called 
Avooryin the P,i*erjnce of Bengal, assaulted a person of the name of Richard 
Aimes, and hr heating, kicking and throwing him on the ground killed end mur? 
dered him. There k. gentlemen, a second count laying the offence more generally^* 
To this Indictment there are three Jnriadiotion clauses; the principal one Staw 
him to he a British Subjoct resident m Bengal. To this Indictment the prisoner 
has pleaded that he is Not CniHtit; the issue respecting his guilt or hi« thnocenca 
ym nave to tty, and may God send him a good deliverance. 

The Admwaie General said, that the prisoner at the bar stood indicted for tl^e wiK 
ful murder of one, Richard Aimes, at the Factoiy called Avoory near Ktahnagnr, in 
the province of Bengal ; the jury in the course of the trial would most prnhably 
hear the deceased mentioned by the name of Dtck, a name which it appettfS hb hs4 
assumed. Mr. Pearsno said be would not take up the time of the jts^ bynnbeoee« 
sarily making observations upon this case, but be woulU give an outline if almost 
extraordinary affair, and would leave it for their Lor<^ships to Comment ch thib na* 
tore of I he evidence it was his duty to produce ; he entreated the jury to divys^ their 
minds of all prejudice resulting from the reports so generally circulated C<^oerhin|f 
the unfortunate person now at the bar and the causes which led to the present pro** 
secution; many of those reports were exaggerated, many of them unfounded* 
mong those reports was one totally groundless, thiit of the body of Dick rhating* 
been dug op ; the fact is that in the course of the search the people dug up a bpffy , 
but it was that of a horse which bad been recently buried, with this eauHoit Cl^ai r 
learned advocate stated he would proceed with his case. ^

district. Gn the evening of thf 8th of April last, Diok was sitting in 
of his Bungalo apsoking bis Boosa and surrounded by his family 
with three other indimuals on horse book, armed with swords and aoeo|)a|>imim 
n gmtbody of armed meh, entered the premieee. Dickie familr eoaiieied WMiit^ 
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tvro fem^USf triib trBom it fipp«ar^4 he cohabitecf^ Mveral clnldren and two 
s«{rT«nta. On coming to tho door the |>rt«onor ordered hiamen to go into tbo honse 
and *ei?ie Dick, wmoh ibeV did, and dragged bimont Uing a cloth round hiamoutb, 
and in tbia manner conTeyid him to tho prisoner’s factory, a distance of fiye miles, 
the prigofift's people all the while beating him with bamboos. The jury would hear 
it stated in eyidence that at the time those people seized IJpck, one of the females 
untreated for mercy, when the prisoner seizing a spear* headed with iron and threw 
it at the unfortunate woman, which struck her in the forehead, and prostrated her on 
the ground. This woman and the other would produced before the f'outt, and 
the jury would hare an opportunify of hearing them state the circumstance^ a boy. 
a son of the dect^ased would also he produced. 

The prisoner and his people haring oonreyed Dick to the factory ofKatlamarea 
in the manner before stated, they threw him ou the ground and the prisoner or- 
dered three^ot fdur of his neople to beat him with shoes and whips, which they ac- 
cordingly did and while in this state, the prisoner jumped upon JQick’s body and 
trampled on him, and then railed foi<tr/Misto mark him with. Some of the people up- 
this obaeryed “ The man h dead iheh is no vsein marking him,** — the prisoner said 

well, bring him to the tent”; the bady was accordingly taken into the tent, and 
that was the last of it which the witnesses saw. Sixorseyen days afterwards, 
tvhilst searching the premises of the prisoner, a quantity of human hair was dug up 
in a cow-house ; that hair would be identified as being that oi* Dick. The clay 
had a most offonsiye smell, hut he would not osk what was hecoiiiie of the body, but 
Was the man dead when last seen at the tent of the prisoner 1 i 

A plan of the prisoner’s premises was produced, and the Ad^opkte General called 
ibe following witnesses,

be was introduced to me about It years ago in Calcutta; he tdid me he was born 
in Forfarshire in Scotland, i 

CroM'Sramiwsd &v Mincfttrt, Richard Aimes was once In my employ, I am 
the proprietor of seyeral Factories. I know James Thomson, T knew a person nam- 
nd Kobarts ; they were in my employ : Mr. James Thomson istnyoouain, Kishna. 
gur, Boleau, Aroory, and Boladanga Factories were mine in August last, Mr. Ro. 
barts had been in charge of them for 14 years. Aimes (or Dick) #as employed un- 
.4er him* I knew Robarts’ hand writing; he died last August* A paper jbcum to 
taitnesA markedno, 1. This is the hand writing of my assistant, his name was Fran- 
-eis Kobarts Papers no. 2, and 3 shewnkim. The signature to no. 2 is his hand writ- 
ing; the body of the letter is in Bengalee, No 3, is also bis hand writing. One 
bears date 30ty May, 1829. I am proprietor of those Factories, Mr. Jame Thomson 
is at Kishnagur; he has n^t been subpcnoded, 1 have written to him, on Thursday 
last I have known very little of Dick. He was about 19 months in the employ of 
,|^arts«<; I knew very little of bis character, I should suppose Mr. Thomson has 
do with this prosecution. I knew nothing of the transaction except what 
I say ib the" newspaper's; his last note to me was ou the 4tb August, I wrote to him 
nitb#,WH5[tl|est of Mr. Shaw and the Advocate General. There are several other 
*li^i|iijf!p^acfories. Kollenauth Roy has Factories about four miles from mmo. There 
b|ii^t|ii4^ disputes between Kollenauth Roy’s people and mine; they Were 

40iKiiiiipi% qwreUtng. I have beard of none this veaf. I ordered that all commu- 
bo made to my manager. There has been no jericiw quarrel since 
18i5^VtWir«;^ye been some broken heads since. Kollejnauth Roy^s Factory is 4 
br. 5 mRee from the Factory of Avoory. I am not aware that Mr, Dick was implica- 
ted in quarrell, be was a bard working faithful servant but a little cracked. He might 
bay^ bbenshi the habit of going out at night with Burkendisses to keep away cattle 
from the crop. 

1 remeptber directipg Hr, Roberts in May 18559, to cause Dick to proceed to the 
Fsetory of Krdhnagur on the 30tb May *, be wrote to Dick to come to the Factory of 
H^nagur ettonded by ticca BnrkindosSes, between ibe 19th and 30ib May. Tliete 
waalnothing extraordinary if Kobarts wrote to DJfek to come at eight to the Fac- 
ter^iik Kurkindossea ; I beUeve bo had been onSs fhacke^* If e eomplaint had 
llbe# ,pPiad« by Dick to the Magistrate against Jamel ThdmsOh t never beard of it* 
prispnec Yonge was imee in my «mplejria4h^t i be was 4ise^hsrged the 3d. or 
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4th July last. (Looks ftt ft letter)* This letter No. 4 i» my hand writing, it is ft 
letter to the prisoner* 1 hare been obliged to discharge him three er font times* 
He was in my brother’s employ in 18!26. I knew nothing of the letters whieh ap* 
peared in the newspapers on this subject. I applied to tjie E<litor of a newspaper. 

Bi^ Mr» Cochrane, I know the situation of,Avoory Factory, and the Baser. 
Aimes, formerly went^y the name of Diok, I know where Bhorbariaii Factory 
hes^ about North or N. by VV, from Avoory Factory; it is about 6 miles; thft* 
ground between them is barren ; there is a NuUa between them, which is dry in 
the hot season ; this is the onlj^one, it is full in the height of the inundation. 

By ihfi Chief Justice. James Thomson is now at KisUnagar Factory about 11^ 
miles from Calcutta ; it is situated upon a NuUaon the Hoogley Rivur which cam- 
muutcates with the Hoogley. lie could arrive here in 36 hours* 1 dont know 
whether or not Aimes a^ias Dick was a country born. He had dark hair» with a 
reddish tinge, was about 3,1 years of age and rather stout* I was not aware tbst 
he was employed on apy of my Factories tnore than 8 or 9 months* He used to 
play all manner of antic# on horseback with*tbe natives, that is the reason I said 
be was cracked* He had been previously employed by Mr. Kicbard DcCourcy sm 
Indigo planter in the diatriot of Nuddea. e 

Katlah Aiiuiid pas supm on the water of the Ganges^ hut as she had been obligated on 
the Koran be fore, the Magistrate she was again sworn upon if. -She said she believed hath 
equally binding* 1 lived at Avoory ; there is a Factory there, i kO‘^w Mr. Dfck# 
J have children by him* Ho was emplored in the Factory, and lived in the village 
of 4voorv* The Bengallees called him Dick but when he wrote to (ientlemeii be 
signed Eiohard Aimes. I know the prisoner, he lived at the Katlamarree Factory. 
Goorah Anund, my rival lived with Mr. Dick* I have five children livinsr, she hi# 
none. My eldest, a son, is 9 years of age. He kept two servants. Lohbeo and 
fSherabdee, I know the prisoner, 1 saw him at IVlr. Dick'^ bouse, when be took 
away my master. My master bad gone to the Molleparra Factory, to fight (tbft 
distance was aboiit 100 russees from Mr. 'FhomioiFci Factory,) with Mr, Yonge, 
who was unable to contend with him tbouirb assisted by Kbolly Baboo’s pebple,. 
end be prevailed; This was about mid day piwvious to thi night I have spoken of„ 
He came home #hout four tfurries before the dost* of day. He had gone equipped 
from the hou#e>and on horse back ; there bad been a dispute about Indigo land#* 
My master told m# he bad been to fi^bt. He remained at home till four dundfthft 
4>f the night. He was take i avrav three days before the end of Ckaittrd.^ After bft 
bad eat, and drank he was sitting in the Verandah, when Mr, Yonge and hi* writer 
Eliaand 150 persons came, bur no other Europeans. Four were mounted on horses, 
Air Yonge, Mr, Elia his clerk and another, and Sartue Biswas and another Were 
also mounted. We two females saw them; we we*e sitting atsthedbor*. Mr^ 
Yonge had a creece in his hand ; it was about inches long, and the bth^lirs had 
spears* They came froni behind the house to the front and some surrounded it to 
prevent us escaping, Mr. Yonge said take hold of the Banchnot ; may 

cost I will pay.* Some of them entered the house, and tpok hold of mynaaster, 
and .some plundered the house* It was full moon. Mr. Yonge kept On bis horse* 

Goorah Anund gave Do-hoy ! I did nut, as Yonge asked where the blftck wo- 
man was, and I hid myself. Mr. Yonge called a person, named KUoody, to hCoft 
and seized a spear from his hand and struck her in the forehead and she fell Wound- 
ed and got the Lock- jaw. These persons took Mr. Dick away and plunder#4Jlbft 
house. They took him towards toe tBhorbariah Factory. We went with th^ 
dren to a house in a Bazar near my house. We stopped there all ftight^ Mr, JT* 
I'homsoD sent fot me to his Factory and leaving my children there, I wieIlt^]ft> Ibft 
Darogah and stated th$ circumstances to him. 1 saw the Nazeer four ftfter 
the Bazar. Wheal went to the Darogah he abused me, saying ** if 1 Oouid fihd 
Mr. Dick, I would beat him with my shoe and imprison him 6 months.** I Waft 
ftxaiained before Mr* Shaw, Mr. Dick’s hair was brown* 1 s#w ftomft jhitr wh^ 
examined before Mr, Shaw ; that was my master’s hair*

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CratS'^amined* Mr, Bick, we used to call an EngHsliman. We know notbinj 
pf religions. Tbe father taugbt his children to repeat /iw (the fatlier*s) prarers 
which were the same as those of EngUshmen. Mr. Dick had a wound on bis wrist 
Iroiii the hRe of a borse ; he had a sweUtng on bis forehead. When bis master's 
hnaineas required him to fight be Went out, but only to prevent others from sowing 
hia By equipped, 1 mean be had his clothes on. Tt|yre were not any people 

lieen itt ffm bouse that day ; not 60 or 80 armed people ; he'did not send them food. 

] did not hear Mr Dick eav that any persons should hide their arms in the Avoory * 
Pactoiy. 1 did not aee Mr. J. Thomson on that day* Mr. Utck could write bia 
name, but that was all. I know Gomes ; he ^’ent with my master from Calcutta. 
He bad been taken away or ran away Irom my house to the Factory of Mr, Vonge 
tbe night previous; be took away bis child with him, about ISJ vears ol B<<e ; he 
went away beitause.be only got 8 rupees a month for teaching the children, 1 know 
»o far ; b'eaebt bisaon a letter to that effect. My master did not deal in fi-h, but 
Oomaa prbpQflCci to him to get salt and cure fish, which fie would take tot alcuUs, 
nnd give biip a part of tbe profit, /iomes took away his clothes He afterward# 
came on an Elephant wuh Mr, Vonjfo, who came in a palankeen before the Daro- 
gab. He did not ask for bis olothesnand newr said before the Darogah toat they 
bad been taken away in the night I bate spnken of. I bave been married ; my 
husband is dead ; he tvaa dead when I went to live with Mr. Dick. 

After these people bad gone awajs I came out from under the chest, and found 
Gorab Anund bleeding. 1 introduced a knife between l»er teeth and opened her 
^outb* Mr. Dick made no resistance, for a number fell on him at once. Tbe ser* 
Vanta bad gone to tbo Factory to eat Seeing Gorab Auund wounded, I wont and 
liid myself; it was not, on heaiing Yonge «sk tor the black women. 'I'hey took 
personal ornaments, vessels, and other things away, and two hundred rupees 1 had 
collected for my children* Mr* Dick had no money of his own for he was ex- 
travagant } fond of good eating and drinking ; he was the son of an Englishman so 
cbouid drink ; he was not drunk on that day ; he was not in tbe habit of getting 
drunk. Mr. Thomson was not there on that day. X hid myseU behind a circular 
chest in a room; they did not open that chest nor did not go into that room ; there 
■was only a bedstead in it. Mr. Dick did, a long time since, complaib against Mr. 
iTiomson for taking away bis cows. In Augran last Mr. Tbontsou complained 
aigainst Mr^ Dick for leaving his service. 1 oid not complain against Mr. J* Thom- 
won for ^king him aw'ay and confining him ; 1 do not know of Mr. Dick ever bav* 
^‘ing complained against bim for it. X remember IlAdamoburi Sircar having entered 
the bouse, and taken my master away at abou' lH o’clock at notuj in l//’grohayun* 
last; that person was Gomastab to Mr. Thomaoa. Mr. D ck did not complain 
againsf Mr* J.frhomson furgthat. 'I'he Police peons came to the itouse, but he seat 
them away, spying, be would compromise. On the bight 1 have spoken of the 
Mr. Yonge rode was of ^ red colour. 1 could not distinguish the others, I 
of them; they all appeared red. 

, 1 had seen Mr. Youge previous to this twice or thrice ; altogether 

nibcasion* Mr. Dick did not employ peons against Mr. Thomson. The peons 
^ bavjrypoken pf came m consequence of my having complained that Mr. Tbomson 
bad biy cows. When lb»*y were taking niy Master away he called for aasis- 
iauu# villagars but once ; 1 suppose they prevented him from caUtug any more. 

1 have seen Mr. Dick since that night. 

1 produce some hair w Inch I found on digging the floor of a Cow

Fac^ry^ X bltya bad it since in my possession, but not since I came to Calcutta*

bait on the front of his head was about the lenght of this. This hair now dis- 
coloured from the earth ; it is not a u liferent colour from when on his head. If it 
Was washed it would be the same colour ^ it is now covered with mud. 1 judge 
of it from itsappearence. When 1 first saw the hair, ttiere were bits of skin to it, 
and it bad an ofiensive smell ; it was bloody and oily when it was dug up* 1 did not 
see It washed. If you bring me some hair oftb|« same colour covered up with elav, I 
will distinguish this, for it has a smell. 1 Srat saw this hve days after Mr. Dick 
was taken away. The NiZeer showed it to ipe in a pot, and I put paste over it, X 
afterwards *saw it at the Magistrate's when it was notcovered in the same way as now. 

By the Chief Justice* 1 only saw the prisoner at Mr. Dick’s house once previous 
to this ; they were on good Serins then ; about 10 months previous to this occur« 
lenoe. When Mr. Dick came home in the evening he did not appear to have re- 
ceived any injury* ^ I know that Eliia is in oonfiuement at Klshnagur with some 
natives. 

Chief Justice. Mr* Advocate are not these persons here ? 

Advocate General, ^o, my Lord, they are natives and are to be tried for this 
ofihuce by the Court. 

Chief Justice. Y«s, but they are in the service of a European and should be here 
ns prisoners or as yfitoessi's. 

Witness. I we|i| tp a house in the village, the owner of which pounded soorky 
for Mr. Yonge, as' she lived near me. Goraii Auuud aed the children went with 
me. Mr. DickV house stood between Katiainanee which Mr. Yonge farmed^ and 
Avoory which Mr. Dick farmed. I told the woman of the house what had happen* 
ed i her daughter, Hutton, was not there j she was pouudiu? soorky at Ydnge'g 
Eaotory, 1 saw her in the morning, about 5 ghutries aUer day. A C^^pfassy of 
Mr. Thomson’s came and said why will you stop here and endure want j oome to 
the Factory of ** KisuagurT’ which was about a cuss distant. Uorah Anund 
went with me, we walked and she carried the child X had given her. Wh^^n.^we got 
to the Factory 1 saw Mr. J. "J homsou and told hiii» w hat had h^ppen^/Dbrah 
Anund was present} she did not tell him what had happened for she U hot., kdeus* 
tomed to speak to X^uropeaus.

I lived with Mr. Dick* I know Mr. Yonge, he used to 
oomo liOmr master's to dinner. 1 last saw mj master on the day in quearion after 
tha ^Ight had advance four gurries, be bad dined and was smoking in the Verandah* 
About t50 persons came into the premises, lifted him up and took him away, £ 
know some of them. 1 iee Mr. Yonge who was there and he struck me wub a 
Bpear ; he came mounted on a horse. There were four horses altogether. After 
they had taken hold of Dit^k we begun to give Do-hoy ! when he struck me with 
a spear, I fell senseless and on recovering 1 found my master gone and my rival 
weeping Ovet we, I observed that the bouse had been plundered. 1 afierwards 
went to the house of an old woman Who'^o daughter ttutten pounded^ soorky at Mr, 
Yonge’s Factory, I found the womai# there. That house has but. one space with a 
small bit parted off and a verandah, I^alUh Auund and the children went with me, 
1 carried that pretty child of mine wfiich she has given me. Next day we went 
to iha Factory of Mr. Thomson, I saw Mr. J. Thomson there. He was sitting in 
the upper-story and we went up to him. 1 know the Naaeer ; three days after 
jny master had been killed, he showed me some b«wir.

Witirns. X wa^in the house when my father was taken away. Aftef he bad eat 
bie victuals and washed bis face he sat down. He desired me to fill him a chillena 
which X did, an^ an. roturuiug I observed the house filled with people who seised 
him, and I saw ' tXie house plundered. Mr. Yonge wounded Gorab Anund and 
she fell. When I Saw my father carried off, 1 went to the Bazar and gave Do^hoy ! 
1 went to all the houses. 1 first went to the house of a person I casnOI fScoliect 
H tenant of Mr, Yonge (Identifies Mr. Yonge.) He (Mr, Yonge) watimoiinted 
on a horse j there were four horses there. , , 

Cross-examined. No one told me to tell this story to day ; my mother did not* 
She did not tell nfe to come here and give evidence, Bhe did not\elXmy Twbiiid 
be examined here ; the Peon of the Kishnaghur Jail did. I had no convea^ation 
W'iih my Mother about this matter. 1 was examined by the Judge he did not 
swear me. 

Nobi Shaik* X am a person who looks after ludigo at the Avoory Factory, belonging 
to Mf. Thomson. 1 last saw him, Mr. Dick, in the day of the night be was taken 
away. I was standing near the fence in the East of his premises and sawpersona 
tfike and carry him away ; another servant W’ss there. Mr. You go and Mr. Blia 
were there and about 100 or 1.50 persons, (Identifies Yonge.) He (Mr, YongOjiwka 
on horse back. Dick was taken towards the North in the direction of the .f|C|tln- 
tnarree Factory where Mr. Yonge lived as Mr Watson's Assistant, I 
Kallali Anuiid on that occasion. 'They earned him through the plain. Wa followed 
them and saw them throw him down and beat him and then carry him 
Factory. We followeil^no further. 1 heard Dick say do not heat me 1 will di^k 
water." He did not speak very lond. There is a creek on the left of IhO 
they were going in, with water. 1 know Gorah Anund. 1 saw her bn the ^oosiplli;

Cr0U t3'amined> I have known Mr. 0icii these lO or years. He was in Mr. Thom- 
apn's service two years. 1 have been in the service of Mr. Thojusons for a year and a 
half. 1 was in that service in September last, So was he. He then absented himself 
for two or three months tit one time, 

Tn 'Bhador i^Sb, I did not hear of a Purwannah, to take him up at the suit of Mr. 
Thomkon* 1 speak of all the time 1 was in the service, that he was not absent at nigbt^ 
hut i was absent three months. We used to live at night at Dick’s boose and were 
going thereon that night. Fhey were taking him towaws the Bhorhariah village and 
were stilliO the compound, near the fence of whilh we were st&nding. That Factory 
was about 18 russies. There was only one man with me. lihorhaiTiah is S Urge vil- 
lage and Mr. Von^e and his party did not proceed through the village. In going to 
the Kail smarree |faot,oTy you may go through the village or on the left or right of it; 
there is no publicroad. There is about a begahm the compound, 1 was about ^2 feet 
from the housa. They earned liim out through the thorn fence in the North of the 
compound, ^Gorah Anund iVllonheinK wounded with a spear. 1 folUwed the party 
at the distance of 3 or 4 russies. 1 sawnnd heard all iliat passed when they threw him 
down and beat him. They made a good deal of noise, 

Bj/ the Court. It is only one coss frokp BUdrbana Factory to Avoory ; the. village 
of Bborbariah intervenes.* 

1 saw him beat only once, I could not recognise who beat him ; the prisoner was 
with them at that time and mounted on a horse 1 was or ty four or t^ve russies distanC 
and it was inoou light. 1 do not know what resistance he might 4t first have made but 
when 1 saw him he was held by 14 or t.b persons. 

Sera's Shaik. 1 was the servantof Mr.Dick. On the night he wa«,:,]^aken away, I was 
sear the house. I'lie last witness and I wore going to the houSa alter eating as waa 
our custom to do ; we ht-ard a noise and ran up when we saw Mf* Yonge, Mr. EUa 
and IdOpersoiJSf Mr, Yonga gave orders and they took Dick upi and carried him 
away. We followed in th'^ hope of reluNving him, if they wounidetl him and threw 
him away. We went about half a oosa when we saw them tbfo^ down and beat 
him and heard the blows. After tliey beat him I. beard some ona^iky ** proceed * and 
after they had proceeded about half a russee, I heard him say /** 1 would drink wa- 
ter.” We followed 110 further. We went back to the Factory^ ‘^JWe there met twa 
cbowkedsrs and a third person^ with whom we had some cotivaiian|ioa and they took 
me along With them as also Nobai and another aud went as far as fob pillage of Bhor- 
haria to a tree ; while there wo neither saw or heard any thing. 

Cross examined. This took place about the Churnck-poojah which commenced 
three or four daysafeer. We were standing about a cotta f^om the house. Mr. Elia 
was outside the fence and only that one. One horse wag inside, and two at the 
gate* T did swear before the Magistrate Uiat Yonge had a sword in his hand and 
so I iSy now., T saw him strike with a sodrky. He put the sword in hU left hand and 
ealiad ror^ aoofky and took it in his right and wounded her.

The fence about is five feet high ; it formerly bad a fence which is now de- 
stroyed. Gorah Anundwas near the cooking house* 1 was Standing on the East 
and Gorah Anund was at tbe North of the house where she was sitting with her 
master; the door is to the South 1 was near the gate. Mr. Elia waS on the North, 
side. The distance freyn the fence to the house is four cubits. The North side is oa 
tbe verge of the boundary: there is four cubits behind the house. The cooking 
house is on the Nortn side, and is situated inside the fence. , There are three houses 
in the homestead. Mr. Klia was standing on the North of thecookroom ; trom where 
1 stood, X could see him plainly a&i it was a bright moonlight uight aad nothing to 
nhatructmy view. 

Here the Advocate General proposed la submit to the Judge a plan of the premiseSt but tfie

Witness. Any body from the sitting room could see Mr. Elia on. the North side. The 
fence is forinj^d ofbattonsand the women could see Elia’s horse so plain as to ena- 
ble them to speak to its colour, by moonlight.* When I followed the party who had 
taken Dick away, I kept shout five ruasees iKstant from them. My dress was, a cloth 
round mv body, the other man's dress was the same ; we were afraid. At the dis- 
tance wB kept we could hear the sound or blows with lattees. We could see the 
crowd but did not see the blows actually inflicted. I did not hear him scream or 
make a noise, but when the noise had ceased, I heard him call for water; he said 
*' ] will drink some water this was after they 'had taken him up, 

Seefhw Shwk sworn* 1 serve Mr. I'homson as a Bnrkandoss at the Avoory Factory* 
I knew Mr. Dick ; the last time I saw him was on the 27th of Choit, 1 saw him 
then in his own house, early in the morning. 1 have not seen bin since. I went 
to Mr. Dick’s house a little after day light. 1 went to see Mr. Thomson's lands and 
then returned to the Factory. I know $eria Shnik, he was Mr. Dick’s servant, 
i saw him at Mr. Dick’s house that morning. I afterwards saw him after night 
fall, he was going to the Factory. 1 was sitting alone in the Factory. 1 heard a 
noise in the house of Mr. Dick, hearing people calling Hurribol ! and others allah! 
allah ! 1 went in aSoutherly direction I proceeded five or sigrussies from the Factory* 
I saw Mr. Voug^’e people. 1 did not see Mr. Dick but 1 beard his voice* I know 
Kuilamdee Surdar, I saw him at the Factory that evening, 1 know Jaffa and Baka* 
£ saw them at fhe Factory ; I went with them as far as Kobey’s Ghaut in conse- 
iquence of RuUsmdee's advice ; six of us went. When we reached the tree we could 
not find Mr. Dick and returned. Tbe tree is to the North of Mr, Dick's house. I 
know there were disputes between Watson and Thomson’s Factories about fishing* 

Cross-examined by Mr, Mhichin, The pepel tree is half a coss from tlie Factory 
•and half a coss from the villige. We went along the plain to tho tree and then 
came back again. 1 recognised Mr. Dick’s voice and heard him call forwater* 

Gopulchund Smm, I am in Mr. James Thomson’s wervice, I kboW ;Mt, Dick’s 
house, and I recollect the night Mr. Dick was carried off. 1 saw somethm^ Of that 
iransactiou. laaw it in the plain about a rossy or a ruasyand half distance* 1 saw 
Mr. Yonge of Katlainarree with a body of men take away Mr. Dick, Mr. TongCk 
came into the premises on foot. 1 saw him mount his horse when thd^ 0ok Mr* 
Dirk away, that is all 1 know. 

Cross-em/nined. Mr. James J’homson had sent me to Mr. Dick’s with a horse «» 
he had no conveyance. 1 left the horse in the stable where it was and ran out wlien 
they took Mr. Dick away. 1 had beeu at that time in Mr. Thomson's service iof ^v« 
months. 1 am still in his service ; there are four of his servants here-^thare aro 
five here. 

Decarry, 1 am a shaving Barber I have seen ludtgo in cultivation. | bold Some 
land in the prisoner's Factory 1 knew a person named Dick ; his honso was ih out 
village. On the 27th ofChoii, I whs proceeding to the house ofmy GraUd daughter's 
husband when I saw 120 persons proceeding from North to South j oh seeing thhm. 
X moved aside. I saw them proceed to the house of Mr. Dick. Up^ that I and 
Shaik Khawaz came and made a circuit of the house and placed ourselves in a pit*

Crm-€samin9d by Mr. Mim^kin, I was teii kottas from them when they were in Mr. 
Dick’s house. I was returning to my own bouse when iCailab Auund accosted me and 
said the Katlamarree Saliab has taken away my master.” They proposed that 1 
aliould go to the bouse and see bow be was ill used* 1 did not go. 1 was then near 
Dick’s boose on the road* 

By Mr. Cochrme. At the time Kallah Anund came« the people from the Factory 
had gone away. 

Kdum Skaik suarn. 1 am the serrant of Nauser Choudy Chokery. X bare known 
the prisoner three years. 1 knew Mr. Dick. I remember the night he was carried 
away. 1 went to look for a horse and was near Mr. Dick’s house. I saw the prisoner 
take Mr. Dick away. Mr. Klia was with him, thev were mounted ; there were also 
two Bengalees mounted. Thera were about 120 people with them I heard them 
make a noise in Dick’s house. 1 went into the homestead but not into the house. I 
aaw Gorah Anund she was lying down on the door bleeding with a wound, on her 
forehead. Kalla Anund spoke to me* 1 saw the women’s wearing apparel scattered 
about. X went away* 

Cross-eiaminH by Mr. Clarke. My moUre for going into the house was to see if 
the w'omen had been ill used or killed. X first saw Kallah Anund and sirs stated what 
had occurred. 1 then saw Gorah lying'ivith a wound on her forehead. When Shaik 
left me, I was about half arussee from the premises. When we were in the pit 
Kallah Anund waa going towards the Hszar. 1 pointed out Yonge and Kliatothe 
XVIagistrate, as well as several of the club bearers. 1 had gone near Mr. Dick’s house 
to look after a horse. J could not find it. It was founds or 6 days afterwards. 

Juyngfnauth Hoy sworn, 1 serve the Tannahdar as a Burk uiidoss and remember 
Dick being taken ofif by the gentleman of the Katlumarree Factory and about 150 
hlativea. I would know them both again. One of them is the prisoner at the Bar. 
After they had got out of the house and were taking away Mr. Dick, I aaw them on 
the plain going in the direction of Katlamarree. I am not connected with Mr. Thom* 
son or the Katlamarree Factory. 

Cross-examined, I wentiu that direction because I lost a cow. The night had not 
much advanced and the moon was at the full. 1 went to the north to look for the 
cow. 1 know the Bhorbanah village, 1 did not look there foriUyoow, Avooryis 
to the south of Mr. Dick’s house and Katlamarree to the north. 

1 did not know Mr. Dick much, 1 never went to the Factory. I told the Magis* 
trate what 1 say here. The people were invoking their difteient deities, some said 
** the breath h>iS left the tody of Dick and he is gone'* and other exclamations, I said to the 
Magistrate that 1 had seen two Europeans on two horses and two Bengalees also 
on horseback. I told him 1 bad heard the men invoking their deities, I 
poiuted out to the Magistrates those of the party that I knew. When 1 first 
aaw them I was about 5 cottahs from them. X have not told you that I 
went after them, on the contrary 1 ran away, 1 did not go to Dick’a house. They 

J iassed me along shouting. 1 heard tliem shout four difierent timess 1 saw them as 
ar as the banks of the Moodo Pakera, and then loat sight of them. 

Joy Singh Sworn, I cultivate vegetables at Avoory. I live about arussy from Dick's 
Bousei 1 remember the night he was carried away, X was at home eating my victuals, 
we were eating we heard a noise and coming out saw the people seize and 
away Mr. Dick. The night was bright moonlight : there were 100 or 125 men, 
foUi' men mounted on horse back. Seeing that I did 1 wentawav. 1 was about a 
ynasy from them. There were two persons like Sahibs and two beugtdlees mounted 1 
^Oiild not recognise them but I knew four of my own villagers among them. After 
Dick taken away Kallah Anund came to my house crying and greatly dis- 

turbed'. ^ 

This dbdntred three days before the end of the month Choittro ; it was three days 
before the;^huri^ck poojah. 

Samphol Bindy swom, i am related to Joysing Bindy we are kinsmen, 1 am a native 
of jCa^Umarree tend X cultivate vegetables at Avoory, 1 saw Mr. Dick taken off. I 
bad looked at my fields and on my return was eating when we heard a noise and on 
coming out mw a number of people in Mr. Dick’s bouse, 1 aaw four men on horsea 
coining : aemng that I ran away and hid myself in a bush ; they stoptS or 4 dundas* 
.when they went away they proceeded northward towards the Katiamaree Factory* 
1 have nothing to do with those Factories. 

C^m-enamined by Mr, Minchin, I'his occurred 4 dundaa after night faU, I was in 
premises about a russy and a quarter distant. 

CMksydarstpom. l am Chowkeydar of A/oqfy Bazar. 1 recollect when 
Wk WM taken away, X saw hiaSyce ; he was passing along the road, 1 was go- 

iMmUaenathiai. I w«at to m Btswr, Iwtu Witb iioliono 
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to the north. Before 1 went I saw Kallah Anond in the Baser ; she was much dia« 
tressed. We went to the Factory and took others with us ; we went running safer 
as the Pepul tree end when we came there we heard people shouting and we return*^ 
ed being alarmed for our own safety, 1 saw Gorah Anund that night. She had 
B wound in her forehead, and said *' see what has been done tome.’* 1 went to 
Mr. Dick’s house, Kallah Anund came with mef 1 saw abqsr, an excritoir and a 
rattan trunk broken 4 gave information of this at the Thanna early in tlie morn- 
ing to Selemah Bonnergy the Darogali. 

CTm-€3i*tmined by Mr, Clarke, was a Chowkedar of the Basar on the part of the 
Thanna. 1 have been so more than ^ years. 1 was sent by Selemah Bonnergy. 

By the Chief J ustice. At the time\Lr^ Dick was taken away 1 was in my own bouso 
about a quarter of a coss from Dick’s. 1 heard no noise but on coming out 1 met with 
a Syce. It was my duty as Chowkeydar of the Bazar to be out at night, but I used 
to go home to iny victuals ; the other Chowkeydar went also to victuals in the same 
homestead. God knows why I was not in the Bazar at the time the violence took 
place, Avoorj^ Thanna is three coss off, there is a river to cross and no boats, be*^ 
aides 1 was searching for Mr Dick, 1 went netyr the place wliere 1 heard a Tom-Tom* 
Kishnagur Factory is distant coss. Howcauld 1 have gone there during tlie night* 

Jaffa Chowkey'Har. 1 recollect the night Mn Dick was taken away, i went to the 
house and found things broken and scatteretr about, i went with Kalluiudee and 
others as far as Bhorboriah to look for Dick. We heard the noise of some people 
calling out ilurrihol, and others Allah ; the noise came from the north. 1 know RuU 
ten. We went to the house bht she was not at home ) we saw her mother and hee 
sister. 

Khoodu Shaik sworn. I live at Aroory ; my boose is 30 Beegahs from Mr. Dick’s* 
My tield lies between Mr. Dick’s house and Mr.Yonge’s house, about half wmy ; my 
held is Sugar Caue. 1 remember when Mr. Dick was taken away. About 8 or 9 
o’clock that night I was at my plantation as some cows bad come to molest my sugar 
canes, i was driving them away. 1 saw several people coming and hid myself m b 
bush. They came from the direction of Mr, Dick’s house towards Mr. Yonge’sFac** 
tory. There might be 100 of them but two Englishmen and two Bengallees were on 
horseback, 1 did notkuow them. They were taking some person along saying ** Hur« 
ribol, Hurribol, some Allah ! Allah ! !” and saying look we are taking Mr* 
Dick along,” I heard them say nothing else. They proceeded towards the Katla* 
marree Factory. 

By the Chief Justice. The person was laying flat ; some bad hold of his arms, soma 
his legs and others his clothes, I did not hear him say any thing. 

Jiaheem Shaik sworn. 1 know the night Mr. Dick was taken away. On that night I 
was at the Katlamarree Factory. 1 returned there after candle light in the evening. 
Isaw there my master’s Bebee, and the Consummah. My master is Mr. Yonge ; 
he is the prisoner at the Bar. When 1 returned my master was not in the Factory. 
He returned seizing and bringing Mr. Dick with him; he was accom;muied by a great 
many ofhis people. When they brought Dick near Uta tent and turew him down» 
there were about ISO of them, 1 did not see my Master to go any where during the 
day. When Mr. Dick was brought, 1 was in the cooking house about S3 cubits distant* 
When I was coming into the Factory 1 met my master and the people going out. £ 
•aid I had not seen him go out by day. My master was proceeding on horseback 
Mr. Elia and two otheis were also mounted ; the others were servants to Mr. Yonge* 
On Mr. Dick’s being brought to the Factory, they threw him at the north door of tha 
tent and began to beat him, and Mr. Yonge got upon his breast with his boots on and 
trampled on him for a time, he then said ** bring the marking iron and 1 shall mark 
lum. 

Khoody Burkindoos, Mr. Elia and another, put their hands to the nostrils of Mr* 
pick, and one of them said ** where is the use of marking him Ac is deuclf* Upon say- 
ing that Mr. Yonge said well, carry him into the tent,” after he had given that 
order be told the Consummah to pack up his traps and he would proceed to the Fac- 
tory of Ramnuggur, 1 slien ran away from the house. Up to this time I used to eat 
my victuala at that Factory. 1 was in the aervice of Mr. Yonge at the time. X ram 
•way, because I was greatly alarmed ; my master talked of quittiug the Factory an4 
1 was alarmed because the man was killed there. 

Crott-exsmined by Mr, Clarke. He did not discharge me from Ms lerriee. 1 had no 
talk whatever wiin my master. 1 was standing near my miatress. Mr. Yonos lyrng 
standing at the north door of Itie tent. 1 left my master in the tent whan 1 a* 
wpy. 1 had previous to that got leave of absence and on my return had^notlime to 
•peak to my master* When tliia transaction occurred X ran away for fear or gattinf 
toto trouble, X had been absent ou hsya aix days and hsd ceturdad tbiit^vaiiing > 
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aiy housa i# aaair tha f tctory. I was afraid as thera was a man T sbonTd ai^ 

tber be made a principal or a witness in this ease. 1 am not a ryot of Mr. Thomson 's« 
J had a conversation with Boan MuUick ; 1 did not mention this transaction to him* Mr. 
Yonge did not discharge me because I had the leprosy , I have not the leprosy I had not 
the leprosy at that time ; Mr. Yonge never charged me with having that disorder, In 
aayin? Mr* Yonge was not at hom« when I returned I said truth, I met him going out 
when 1 was coming in. I was at the west window of the tent, Hfr. Yonge stood atone of 
the doors of the tent but he did not come in ; he did not see me that night. There wag 
Mongun Consummah there at Che time ; 1 h.id been consummah, 1 used to go along 
with Mr, Yonge to the different Factories, the other r'^mained at home* There wera 
only two horses in the Factory, Mr. Yonge h >d tin Klephant*wliich was kept on the 
west side of the Factory two or three russees from it. The Elephant was not kept at 
Kamnuggerto my knowledge, Mr Thomson farms the Tallook in which my house is 
situated. He farms eight villages ; myho iseis in one of those villages. When f 
left the Factory that night I proceeded westwaid. I did not proceed in the direction 
of Mr. Dick’s house. I proceeded towards home. T met Boan MuUick near the river 
which passes under my house j this was a pow coss or lialf atnilefrom Yonge’t 
Factory. I had to travel a quarter ofil ooss when I met Bonn MuUick. 

From the tune Mr. Dibk was brought to the door of the tent until I went away 
was about a dundah* % 

By Mr. Cochrane. I pay the rent of the ground where my house is to a Braman at 
Avoory, I never puid rent to a Tollookdar or any one under him. 

Jiu the Chief Justice, When I met Mongun Consumniah on going into (he Factory 
I told him 1 had met my master (;oing out, I asked him if my naaiter was offended wirb 
me, I asked him that from a solicitude to be in my master’s favor. It is customary for 
ns when we get leave of absence to enquire on our return if our master was pleased 
with iis. From what Mongun said I had reason to believe my master was angry with 
me. I don’t know the cause ; that was not one of the causes which induced me to run. 
Formerly there were two servants attending my master, latterly there were four 
Kidmudgars ; at the time of my return there were but two. There was but one Syce, 
there was no buggy. I’here were no other domestic servants than Mongun Consum- 
mah, another myself, and one Syce, ther were three Consummabs. He kept no 
cows. A Kidrnudgar is th(' same as a Consummah. The woman 1 call my mistress 
is kept by my master, f don’t know her name, she waa hrotight from Calcutta ; they 
called her Monier. Mr. Yonge lived in the tent, the Factory house not being nnish<* 
ed ] it had a centre room and a verandah all round it. I could not well distinguish who 
the 150 men were, NemiOuudi was a servant belonging to Mr. Yonge, he only occa* 
sionally attended him. Sjrtue Biswaps was a Dewan j Coody was a Berkundoss, 
The wora-an 1 call my mistress and myself were standing at a western window of the 
tent, I was before that in the cooking house. All the people that came with Yonge 
went away after they had beaten Dick ; the only persons I saw after my return to the 
Factory were the female I have mentioned and Mongun Consummah, 1 saw Dick 
distinctly, be had very little clothes on his body ; he had nothing on the upper part, 
the lower was covered but I cannot tell whether by pantaloons or a piece of bengal- 
lee cloth, I did not perceive any blood- From his appearance, and not giving any 
answer, particularlv when the three people put their hands to his nostrils, I consU 
deyed him dead. I merely heard the order given thathe shou d be taken into the tent, 

1 did not see it done. Motcdlah Faciorv and Ramnugger are the same. When I re^ 
turned to the Factory it was candle light. When Mr. Yfmge passed out of the Focto- 
Ty. we were cubits from each other* Mr. Yonge returned I think it was 3 or 6 
giiurries after qlose ofday. It must have been something less than midnight when 1 
met Boon MulHck. MV Mother and my wife live in my house during my absence. 
The Nazecr called upon me for information, about5 or 6 days after the affair, 1 waa 
sent fnim'my house to the bazar at Avoory. When the Nazeer took down my depositi* 
on 1 only saw one Buropean (Mr. Yonge) I never was examined before a Magistrate, 

1 was not taken to Mr. Thomson. 

U u?tts mw within a few minutes of ten o'efocht ttnd the Court adjourned to sight the foU 
lawingmoming, directing- at the same time the Jury to be famished fbith refreshment in the 
liaU, bat not uUoum to separate* 


Secomp Dav, 14th Afcust, 1630, 
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Chief Justice. We can only delay ten minutea. and then half an hnnr will have 
elapsed beyond the time the Court was to have assembled, and if the witnesses ara 
not in attendance, the case for the prosecution must close* JVJr. Cochrane where is 
the Advocate Generali 

Mr. Cochrane* My Lord, he will be in Court presently, 1 am here to conduct the 
ease in his absence. 

The Afivocate General «ame into Court at half paut eiaht. 

Chief Mr. Advocate it is now more than half past eight, if your witnesses 

•re not in attendance you must close your case. 

Advocate Genetal* They wiH'be here immediately My Lord. 

A quarter to vine* Chief JuUice. Air. Advocate General you must call your witness- 
ason their auhpcenas, we cannot delay the .fury. 

Advocate Genei at. My Lords I submit this is a case of great public importance, 
the witnesses are not yet in Court, but they are close at hand. 

Chief Justice. We were told so before we came into Court, we cannot help it ; let 
the witnesses he called. 

The witnesses were severally called but none appeared. 

At five minutes to nine, the hrst witness w%j put into the box. 

Hutien suw'n. 1 live in the village of Avoorv. 1 knew Mr. Dick, and I know 
the prisoner. 1 was pounding aoorkey for tin* Factory of Mr. Yonge. 1 recollect 
the night Mr. Dick was carried ow^ay ; something occurred at the early part of the 
night. In the course of that day lhad seen Mr. Yonge. I saw him in the evening 
after candle light, 1 saw him lit tho Factory ; he went in the direction of Hhor- 
bana, with a body of men, some mounted. Yonge, Flias, Snrtu Biswas, and Nemi- 
nundi were on horse back ; there were a great many on foot and they carried clubs 
and swords and spears with them. 1 saw Mr. Yonge 4 or 5dundahs ; afterwards, I 
saw him return to the Katlamaree Factory ; Sortu Biswass, Neroinundi, and Elia were 
with him. They had Mr Dick in custody ; they brought him on a taitij, Mr. Yonga 
gave orders to bent him and they began to beat him, Elia and Khooriy Burkindosa 
beat him. Mr. Yonge then got upon his breast and trampled on him and when ha 
got off his breast he said to the people ‘‘mark Mr. Dick,” then Khoody, Elia, end 
anotiier put their hands to bis nostrils and said ** he is dead,” Mr. Yonge said 

bring him into the tent,” and he was dragged and brought into tlie tent. I was 
making soorkey ; the reason of my working at night was, that the factory required 
it and I could not work in the heat of the day ; the night was moonlight ; it was a 
new Factory. Doorgee was along with me where 1 stood, and saw this, I was about 
a russee from Mr. Yonce. I proceeded forward to see what was going on ; both of 
us went forward. Mr. Dick was put down and beaten at the door of the tent. I 
dont know the points of the compass but the door of the tent was opposite the Fac« 
tory. They could see me from the tent ; there were a great many people there. 
'When Mr. Yonge gave order to beat Dick, he was on foot moving about. When he 
went from the Factory be had a sword in his hand. When he returned and got off* 
his horse he gave the sword to Khoody. 1 look at the prisoner, that is Mr. Yonge^ 
I used to work for him and have seen him frequently. My house is 3 russees from 
Dick’s house. The Bengallees drovp me from the place and 1 took up my quarters 
in a little hut near where we pound the soorkey, I went home. Doorgee lives in 
the same house with me, I had left my mother in charge of my house ; a very olff 
woman, 40 or 60 years of age. My mother goes no where. I work. I went home, 
I saw’my mother and Ansnd ; no one else. 

Crtm-examined by Mr. Minchin. I live ,3 russees from Dick’s house, I have been 
employed beating soorkey for sometime. We work by moonlight. The distance from 
where we work to the tent was 2 or 3 russees. The people saw us. We were at 
Hvork when Yonge went out ; they coaid see us. 1 went to ray own house next morn* 
ing and saw Kalla Anund, Mr. Dick’s women. 1 had no conversation with her, and 
the Darogah coming 4 days after, 1 did not tell them what 1 saw until then. 

By Mr. Pearson, Dur^g that day I saw Gorah Anund, she was weemng in thffr 
Bazar. ^ 

When Yonge spoke and told the people to mark Dick be said ** mark a do*'* When 
1 said, the Bengallees drove me away, I meant to say that Khoody drove me away* 
The gentleman Mr. Yonge said to Khoody ** turn away the Bengallees from this 
place.” The hut was from the tent 2 or S russees. We put to the door and tried ta 
sleep but could not from fear. It was moonlight, the door of my hut faced Katl^ar* 
lee* We did not go oat of t8e hut, I was alarmed and shut the door. On going away, 
in the morning we did not go near the tent ; the door of UlO teut faced Kauamarree« 
I was between the door of the tent and Katlamarree, 
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One dfthe Jurymen (Mr, Keys) was taken Hit and obliged to leave the Ceurip whUJs 
intertvpted tke proceedings for a few minutes. 

The door of the hut faced Katlamarree, tlie tent is behind. From the piMe where 
1 was atauding looking at what was doing at the tent I could see the cooking room* 

1 saw the Consummalia walking about the cook house, ] saw the two Consummaha* 
The cook house is behind the tent, and not on the aide in which the hat was, I dont 
know how many rows there were. 1 have seen cows ; theiaa was a COW keeper, but 

2 dont know him. There is no rirer that runs near the Factory, I knorr the woman 
who lived near the Factory, I saw her after they had brought Mr. Dick, she was in 
the tent. 1 saw Mr. Dick as they were dragging him in ; the upper* part of his body 
was naked. After he was thrown down he mov?d, but he did* not speak, 1 saw a per- 
son named Gomes at the Factory, I did not see him that day, I dont know wherO h« 
now is. When 1 saw Dick thrown down, he moved his body a little. 

Voorgee sworn, 1 remember when Mr. Dick was taker, away, 1 used to pound 
soorkey in Mr. Yonge’s Factory *, 1 had been there from the month of Pous, Riitten 
was my associate. I have often seen him (Yonge,) 1 saw him on the day 1 am talk- 
ing of, after the close of day ; he bad his servants with him when !• saw him. He 
was preparing to go out with Mr. EUlv and other people ; there might be 80 or 100 
people. 1 saw Mr. Yonge go in the direction of Avoory ; he was on horse back, Elia 
was on horse back and two Bengallees'dlso ; they were armed with lattiea and swords 
ond shields, Yonge had a tulwar, Isaw them when they returned with Mr. Dickex* 
claiming*' hurrybol, hurrybol.'* W e went forward to see; we went to the door of 
the tent, on arriving there 1 saw them bringing in Mr. Dick on a door, Mr. Yonga 
gave orders, saying ** lay on with the shoes and the whip they then beat him, Yonge 
aahib then jumped Upon bis breast with bis boots on, and trampled on him; ho then 
colledfor the marking iron, when Elia and others put their hands to Dick’s nostrils 
and said why will you mark him, he is dead. Yonge then ordered the body to be brought 
into the tent, and desired the Bengallees to be driven away, Isaw the upper part of 
his body was naked. 1 had known Mr. Dick for three years previous. 1 had seen 
liira more, but it was wminal, for they had lialf killed him before tliey brought him in# 

Kntten and myself being afraid, passed th« night in a hut. We did not sleep 
having seen a man killed and early in the morning we ran away to our own village. 


Cross-examhiedby Mr Clarke. There was no other person than Rutten with me, I 
knew several other womeu who were pounding soorkey, hut she worked with me, I 
know Sumbrutty, and I know Buudy Meteraney, she used to pound soorkey 
also ; she was also pounding soorkey at the same place. All of us ran to see 
whst was going on at the time ; these women are not here. When Mr. Yonge re- 
turned, he had a sword or tulwar in his hands, I was examined before the Nazeer 
and told him the same. I said the same to the Magistrate, Mr. Yonge bad asWord 
in his hand, and Mr. Elia had a soorkey; what I said before the Magistrate was truth, 
J was not put in confinement. The village people pointed me out as a witness and 
were afraid I skould not be forthcoming so the Nazeer’s peon took me and brought me 
to the Hortollah where the Nazeer was. 1 went home to Avoory. Rutten came With 
me. We arrived at home early in the morning, we both live at Avoory, which is 
Tbdmson’a Factory. Isaw Colanando and Gorab Animd but I did not tell either of 
Ihem what occurred the night before. 1 knew they were both Mr. Dickie wo- 
mdn* 


By Mr, Cmhrane. I waa not in oof aement. 

My the Chief Justice. Mr. Yonge said “ lay on with the shoes and whip.*' 

Htre witness descrihed the way the prisoner trampled on Dick's breast, which she did by 
imitating iheactim^ both feet upmi the floor alternately pressing. 

£{ia and Coody best Dick with a shoe and a whip by order of the prisoner. 

Hemstn Mu^ek ewom, I remember the night Mr. Dick was taken away, t 
met tm thatni^ht Ruheim Consumma, he is in the service ot Mr. Yonge. 1 met him 
about 11 o'^cloek that night or 4 hours and a half after close of the day. I conversed 
with himj at that time 1 was proceeding to the Kiahnaghur IJactory belonging to Mr. 
Thomson. know the Nazeer, 1 saw him 5 or 7 days after I had seen Ruheim. I 
sccompsnisd the Nasser* to Katlamaree Factory; there was something done on that 
5joa»jo,n. ^ We dog in several places; in one place in digging we found a dead horse* 
J?*** Hick's body not being found we again searched. We went into a cow house. 
Ihe Npzeer looked about and saw a soft spot in the cow house, which he ordered to 
^ ^ digging a euMt «nd half a strong offewsive smell was petceived, and 

we dog up some hair. The ground was soft to the depth%»f about 3 cubits, two cubits 

The Nsaoer took tUo imit and placed it at* 
vustaiKOsurdeiiiti a Burkundoaa to guard it* 
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There were four Billdare employed io digging and several others, besides the prt* 
toner (here he gate their names) The Naseer spoke to Mr. Yonge, he said, '* why 
does this place smell so strongly, what is the occasion of it V’ Yonge said he did not 
know. I knew Aimes or Dick for four or five years, 1 remember the colour of his hair* 
There is water at the Katlamaree Factory, it has no stream* I cannot be certain, it 
may be a russy or half a russy in breadth, (Here the hair was produced which was 
found in the pit,) This is like Dick’s hair. When it was found I had a notion it was 
Dick’s hair. When dug csitthere seemed to have been bits ofdesh attached to it and 
it had a very offensive smell. There was also a bamboo found of t i inch in diameter. 

Cms-eramineoW Mr, Minchtn, _ I was proceeding to Mr. Thomson’s Factory in 
consequence of inmrmatioo, I arrived there after the close of the day; this was to the 
Kishnagur Factory, Mr. James Thoibson was there, but 1 did not see him. 1 did not 
tell Mr, Thomson but 1 told the De^au, I did not mention it to Mr. James 
Thomson. Whatever circumstances occur in the factories or in the Mofussil 
are communicated to the Dewan. The Dewan said he would give information next 
morning at the thanna, I went home to my house to sleep. 1 went to Avorry next 
morning. The affair was in the hands of my superior the Dewan, and 1 had to receive 
my orders from Inm, 1 went to Avoory to look after Indigo plants. 1 arrived at Avoo* 
ry when the night had Advanced four dundahs^* 1 looked after the Indigo plant on 
that day. The Indigo Fields are from Avoory village a short distance, 1 left the 
Avoory villi^gp about 4 dundahs frome the closesof day for my own village called Ko<» 
dalcolly. 1 eat my victuals and went to sleep before I went to the Kishnagur Facto- 
ry; the day that i gave intormation to the Dewan was the 27th. On the day Dick 
was taken away, I was in the A«oory village. I passed the preceding night there, I 
xeinaiued the whole day there, till about 4 or 6 dundaha of the night w hen 1 received 
information. The Coma House isiofacoss from the Factory, lii consequence of 
the information I received 1 was proceeding to the Kishnagur Factory. 1 met Ru- 
lieim, near a river. 1 went to the Factory by myself, I gave information to the De- 
wan and 1 thought that was sufficient. My house is distant from Avoory one co88» 
and from Kishnagur Factory less than half acoss; it lies west from Avoory and north 
from Kishnagur. 1 have known Mr. Dick 4 or 5 years, he had been once in Mr. 
Thomson’s service and left it, I dont know how long be had been the last time in ser- 
vice* X dont know that Mr. James Thomson and Mr. Dick have had disputes, X pre-. 
aented a petition to the Magistrates against Mr. Dick ui Aussaur or Srabon last year* 

1 complained that he went up tlie river in boats, with the men to beat my master’t 
servants, he had then entered the service of Mr. Alfred.* He did so. 1 therefore pre- 
sented the petition, Mr. Dick was afterwards taken up and brought tothe Magistrate^ 

1 dont know the particulars. 1 dont recollect a petition from Dick against Mr. Thom- 
son, I saw Imambux peon, and the other peons in tiie Ayoory Baser on the day Dick 
was taken away, 1 dont know that they were there alt night. 1 did not go to Dick’s 
house. 1 went with the Maseer, we dug a hole, 1 forget who pointed out the spot* 
The people said, this is fresh earth, dig here, I never heard that a horse had been bu- 
ried at the Katlamaree Factory. When we began to dig every body said there is a 
Jborse buried there what is the use of digging.” A horse wvas dug ouf to search for 
Mr- Dick. The Nazeer said put it in again. 

Bp tfie Court, There was a good many people with theNazeer, I cannot say how 
many. They found Yonge at the Factory ; he made no attempt to escape ; this 
was on the 7th or 8th day after the transaction. The Nazeer and Burkundosses went 
up to Yonge who was in or near the tent. Yonge went about searching for the bodies 
with the I^azeer and Darogab, I do not know whether the door of the cow house 
which was made of bamboos was fastened. The horse was taken entirely op; it 
had somewhat an offensive smell and was a large horse. When X met Kuheim X only 
said are you going home at this late hour V* 1 do not recollect that 1 said any 
tiling more to him ; he came from the direction of Katlamaree. 

Mohon Stoofn. X live at Bhorbariah. 1 know the Nazeer, 1 was employed by him* 
He took us to the Katlamaree Factory. We first dug up a reddish coloured horse* 
We went next to the cow bouse where he directed us to dig on the west side, we did 
di^ and Uie clay eppearec^a little loosey We dug a cubit and a half deep, when somo^ 
hair was turned up. We then dug to the depth of three or tliree and a Jmlf cubits, 
but stopped then as the earth became hard. I'he lopse earth was about two cubits in 
breadth and four or four and half long, 'i'he hair was human hair (identifies the hsk«) 
It was then moist but is now dry. Mr. Yonge was with us. 

Crm^exumned* I do not know why the Nazeer fixed upon that spot. The sntfacn 
was level lyitb the rest of the^flcf r. X saw one place for cow dung outtlde the

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JU^tTamined. The earth had a smell hut not of cow dang; it wag a amelia^ of 
TQtten flesh* 

By the Coitrt. There was no hay or straw on the floor of this cow house. The 
cattle could not come out of that house but by one door* From the appearance of 
the house I concluded that the cows had been sent out of it thst morning. Mr. 
Thomson has cow houses at some considerable distance. 

^eucausey $wnm» i remember having been employed by the Naseer Bt the Bhorba- 
riab Factory where we du? up a horse and then went to a co^ house where we dUg and 
found, first, a bamboo andiheu perceived an offensive smell and fou^d some human 
hair; we dug to the depth of a man. 'Ilhe earth was loose, about'^^two cubits and n 
half or three in depth, and about two in breadth. Tlie Nazeer causedittobemea* 
sured and the length was four cubits. The Nniseer and Ourogah were present, Mr. 
Yonge made his appearance as we were beginning to dig. 

Crosii-eiammed. We had'Seen Yonge previously when in the Factory, and whilst we 
were digging up the horse. Idid not see him in the custody of any one. 1 did not 
hear him mnkeatiy observation when the hair was found. 

Mahomed ti^emsw0rn. 1 am the Nazeer of the Zillah in which Bborbaria issitua* 
ted. 1 re j])ember making a search for a human body, that of Mr.Oick on the !^Oth 
of Aonl last, (identifies Yonge) He*0''onge ) was iheie. Tmet him on that day at 
bis Factory. Upon our going there Ruheim went and stood on a spot and said ** it 
was here I stood when 1 witnessed wliiat passed ; they brought Dick and there beat 
him.” Mr. Y^onge was present and said nothing, and then Rotten and Doorgy said 
the same, and pointed out where they stood. Mr. Yonge was present and he under- 
stands Bengalee in which they spoke. 1 heard of a horse having been buried, I took 
it up t 1 also heard of the body of Dick having been cut up and put into that horse. 
I went to look for that horse. [ pointed ont a spot which appeared fresh dug and 
Mr. Yongesaid “ the horse is buried there.” We found the horse which was pu- 
trid ; we thi-n searched several places were nothing was found ; we afterwards went 
to the cow house and called Mr. Yonge who came. He came there snd stood and 
afterwards went out again, 1 called him back, sent for a chair, and asked him to sit 
down. I pointed out a place about 5 or 6 cubits from the door, 1 did so because I 
observed it high and low and it had more cow dung on it than the rest, t stood there 
1 had felt it auR and that it easily allowed a spear to enter it ^ they dug to the depth 
of three and a half cubits and to the same length, and they took all the loose clay 
out. 

When the earth was taken out the bottom and sides were hard. Ou the first dig* 

f :ing a putrid smell isaued and afterwards the hair was taken up, 1 do not know that 
t was human hair (looks at the hair)^ Mr. Yonge was sitting there at the time 
end 1 said** what is this” and be said " I know nothing of it, perhaps one of the 
Cboohar caste has been buried here.'^ Nothing else was found. The liair appeared 
moist and sticking to the earth. We dug other parts of the cow house, where the 
earth which had been raised was soft, 1 mean earth raised from the floor. It was on* 
ly soft to the depth of a cubit but no .smell procpeded from it. Mr. Yonge said he 
would go to^Kishnagur. •! asked him who was to be present while 1 iavesUgated 
88 to tlie hair found and he desired me to refer to hie (iornasta. 

Cros»~exatnmed. 1 have been a Nuzeer eight mouths, 1 was for the eight or nine 
yeark previous as a Darogah. There had been examinations before the Darogah 
^tevious to ray getting there : he is not here now. I went on the 20ih of April, 1 do 
SSOlknow on what day it fell, 1 got my Perwannah on the evening of the 13th, went 
ofif and arrived on the 15tb. On the l6th 1 took depositions till the SOth on which 
day 1 went over to the Katlamarree Factory. Mr. Y'ouge had been with me all the 
time I was taking the depositions. He left me on the night of the 19tliand I found 
him St his factory on the fOth. 1 measured, and found that where Huheiiu stood wad 
fld cubitA fkora the tent, and the place where Dick was thrown down was 9 cubits# 
Ha first saw whst went on from inside the tent, and he then said he went out by ano* 
ther door and came to a corner which brought him within 14 cubits. From where he 
saw first, (the inside of the tent,) be saw through two open doors, imme- 
diately opposite each other. Kubeim could see out the way described* 
Doorgah^nd Hntten said they stood near the huts, Tt cubita from where 
he was said to have been thrown down. Mr. Yonge pointed out to ns the 
place where the horse had been buried. It was contained in the Fur- 
wanna, that the body had been cut up and put into the horse* 1 do not know who 
that information to the Magistrate. Mr. J. Thomson used to be present at 
th^vestigstion. I heard nothing of that atory frd|n Mr. i. Thomaon. I examrn- 
ed the horse which was whole ; no body was in it. 1 Vent to the cow-house and 
toond sdms hair* I never cleaned any of It* If clean 1 4c not know what colour 
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it would bo. When it Was found it was |iut in ehsiiis of a burkundass, lia 
broufiit it to tbo place where we were makinir our inquiries, about one ooss and 
half, it was then pot ixito a pot and bound up in my presence and kept in the bouse 
where our inquiries were making. 1 then sent it by aiiotiier burkundass next day to 
the Huaaoor of the Magistrate for his inspection, where it remained. It was deli^ 
▼ered to the Buxey, Who is not here, and he aentit down to Calcutta by whom 1 
know not* <s 

Mr. Yonge was present when Huheim told hts story to me. When 
Mr. Vonge well to his factory imthe night i had said nothing to show 1 had any in. 
tention of going^there. 1 took the examination of sereral witnesses ; all in the 
presence of Mr* Yonge, except three, who were examined before his Oomastah* 
When 1 left the Station the Darogah was there, Ido not know thst he had received 
any subpoena. 

% the Court, After we had made this examination, 1 came away and left no one 
stationed upon Mr. Yonge. Three days after! tbund hini at the ^iilah. 

The July here retired fora guarter of an hnlr, 71ie Court having resumed, ihe Eoi» 
denee continued*^ ^ ^ 

71ie former evidence examined. I shewed same hair to a man called Kamdun Pfat, 
the day or two after this hair was found ; I shewed it to those who were present, aa 
well as to himself. Ounmuliek was there. 'Mie hair had been kept in the interme** 
diate time with Jumshe Chaprassee and others. It bad been put into a pot and sus- 
pended to the roof of the house under a guard, it was the same hair that was found. 

Kamdun A^ai rworn, I knew ^ person called Dick, or rather Aimes. I know the 
Naseerof our district, his name is Salamutdeen, He shewed me some hair, that 
was after the time Mr. Dick had been taken awav i he shewed me the hair at Avoo- 
rey. I am acquainted with the colour of Mr. Dick ^S hair. The hair shewn me by 
the Naxeer resembled the hair of Mr. Dick. 1 had known him four or five years, 1 
used to shave him daily for a year and a half, 1 believe the hair shown to me was his. 
I guess it to be Mr. Dick’s hair. 1 believe it to be Dick’s hair. 

Cross-examined by Mr, Clarke. When, I saw the hair it was besmeared with earth, 
the colour of it appeared to be darker than I have kpowri the color to be when on 
Dick’s head, (Hair produced.) That is the colour of i\2r. Dick’s hair. (Other hair 
produced No. 5.) That is the colour j the last colour is darker ; the first hair appears 
darker, a little more tlrau the color of bis hair was. This other hair appeara darker 
than that in the cauvass (Closely exuminiug.) They are of the same colour. (QUier 
hair No. 6.) flus appears like Mr. Dick’s hair, (The child’s hair produced No. 7'),Thac 
is not at all the colour of Mr. Dick’s hair. 

Bif Mr. Cochrane. 1 know the children of Mr. Dick* The last hair is like that of 
Mr, Dick’s children, a little boy and a little girl. 1 said the second hair was darker, 
if hair when cut off be wetted and keptit altera a little in colour. I cannot tell what 
effect being buried in earth will have on it. 

James Shatv, Esq, sworn, I am the magistrate who comipitted the prisoner, 1 live at 
Kishnagur. 1 have seen the prisoner several times. I have seen Mr. Dick ; he was 
a man of 5 feet 7 or 8 inches iii lieight, 1 have seen Kalla Anund, I saw hnr at Kishna- 
gur; she had a scar on her forehead aa from a wound. 1 think it was not healed. I 
have taken her depositions* I have takenall tbrix depositions. Mr. Yonge was 
present all the time j he understanda Bengallee, and be asked the witnesaes’ queationt 
through me. 

Cross examined by Mr, Minchin, I have known the prisoner some time back* I also 
know Dick, I knew bis character. He had disputes with other persons- All the 
papers connected with the case are here* There was a petition presented to me hy 
Doon MulUc. It was sent down to Calcutta (Paper No. 8 handed to witness, purpor- 
ting to be a complaint made by a native against Dick for violent conduct^ dated^dth 
September 18^9.) This Isa record from my Court# 

Mr ^ Advocate General objected to this description of evidence and the Chief Justice 
approved of the objectiqn of asking partienUr questions relative to charaStei: ; Mfw 
Shaw might read from his court records and it would be evidence. * 

Mr. 5heW. My court is the Fouzdarry or criminal court of«Na<idea> (A papok 
~^ewn him marked No. 1.) This bears my signature, (This paper No. S), atsonemil 
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genuine paper (No* tl) is the perwanuah, and a* reOord from toy' court 1 
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. Mr* P^nok* He had disputes with Mr. Alfred Bettes people, afterwarde with 
Mr. Thomaon^a. He had bad no diaputea with Mr. Themson’a people einoe he had 
been iti that gentlemau’e employment. 

By thtt Ohief Justice, The Factory of Katlamarree is in the ZiUah of Nuddea in tho^ 
province of Bengal, 1 am the zillah magistrate, 1 hold the powers of Justice of 
Feacevcnd Fouzdarry magistrate. The prisoner appeared in court in obedience to 
the precept j he came himself end surrendered at my stntiam. There are frequent 
disputes amongst the Indigo Planters of the station, attended with wuoh violence. 
1 have made enquines through ray officers whether Dick could be fmrnd ; they were 
directed to the jDarogah to make enquiries, 1 have heard nothing /t Dick sinoe, I 
have seen a Mr. Dt rourcy, bis place of residence is at a distance fiom where the 
occurieiice took place. 1 forwarded the necessary liocuraenis connected with the 
ad'nir to Calcutta. 

Some individuals connected with giving evidence in tlu«* case have not arrived, 1 
have not directed Monies to come down, bat 1 believe he is in Calcutta. I did not 
examine MogtiU the other Consumma who is represented to have been present at the 
transaction,! did not examine Monier who lived with the prisoner, I cannot tell 
why the Darogab is not here. 1 thinl!5j|there are twelve individuals ai Nuddea now m 
condfieineut ibr this charge ; some of them are Kyots. No application has been 
made to me to order them down to Caliaicta. 

Kalla Amnd le-eiamtHed. Pick When he was taken away had only on his shirt and 
Pantaloons. 

Here the prosecution ended. « 

The Prisouer being called upon for his defence handed in a written paper, which 
was read by Mu SmouU, the Clerk of the Crown, it was to the following effect : — 


THU DEFFNCE. 

Bfy Lmds and GentUmen of the Juiy.^l am innocent of the crime which has been 
imputed to me. Before you who are to judge of me here, m the presence of him 
who will judge of me hereafter; by ray hope of Justice from you, and of mercy 
from my Cod, I protest niv innocence, and whether lam to remain among the living, 
or to be parted from them, iny conscience will not be charged with the remorse of 
having shed blood. 

Gentlemen, it has rarely if ever happened, that a. murder of a more diabolical • 
description than this has been laid to the cliarge of any individual. There was nei- 
ther sudden quarrel, nor secret provocation, nor the impulse, of passion^ nor acci- 
dental collision to afford it the slightest palliation ; the whole story displays adeli- 
hemte and unprovoked determination to deprive a fellow>creature of life, it has 
not been alleged that 1 have ever had a personal quarrel or conflict with the person 
1 am charged with murdering ; it does not appear that by his death any benefit could 
result to my own individual interests, but yeti am represented as snatching him 
from the bosom of hia family, to slaughter him in cool-blood, nay more, as striking 
down a defenceless woman with a Spear, after my purpose had been achieved, and 
when no reeisttnce was offered. 


Gentlemen, the atrocity of the offence, and the absence of all provocation, must 
naturally create doubts that it ever Was committed. Had the crime been trivial, or 
the inducement great, there would have been less cause for mistrust, but is it not 
difficult to believe, that a nmn of European birth and education, by which from infan- 
cy taught to shun guilt, rather than habituated to it, should causelessly and 

deiiWrately have planned and executed so horrible a murder ? Has it been proved 
Wfpre yodThit my principles, habits, or conduct are those of a blood-thirsty aSsas- 
sip; of do Tb^^r the stamp of it oumy face, or in my form! If not, then Gentle- 
men, hp# etifibhg should be the proof ; how unquestionable and clear from ell doubt 
before you consign me to death for committing go incredible a crime. 

But OentleinenVitis not only the atrocity of the offence which makes itsconunis** 
aioQ improbable, but also the regardless and open manner in which it is alleged to 
have been ppfpetta^d. .Secrecy is the companion of guilt, which is invariably 
found to ahull publicity, unless when accompanied by powqr which can set punish* ' 
ment at ddffimee. Let me ask you if your daily experience does not teach you the 
truth oi this observation ; and if so then does it not contain an almost unanswerable 
tegument toThe whede case for the Prosecution. If that case be true there was no 
decree y m the, commission of this crime ; not alone but attended by numbers ; not 
1**^^ l^nOwn to all ; in no solitary spot, but in the midst of my victim 's fa- 


me to dtonbigh to a ttiad-hoose rStber thatt acai^d* 
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But Gentlemen, this aKument of improhability becomes still attemper, when you 
iredect on the numbers whom I am said to hare been accompanied. So great A 
number as one hundred and fifty men on foot, and three other persons on horseback 
could not hare been required for the deed, though h must have aided in its detec- 
tion. If you believe the witnesses these were the numbers present ; if you look at 
the case for the prosecution, not one of them have been produced* j 

Gentlemen, let me knplore of you— (for my life isat st»ike) ; letmeimplore of 
you then deei^y to reflect on these incontrovertible facts to which I have just point- 
ed your attenmlBn ; the absence o|\motive ; the atrocity of the crime ; the publicity 
of itscommUiolh I^o they not weigb strouRly m favor of my innocence, and what 
is the proof of guilt by which they Are counter-balanced } 

Gentlemen, 1 admit that the wituesseSs for the prosecution have sworn positively 
to the facta, but 1 am sure that you will aUo admit, that scarcely a case comes into 
any Court of Justice in this Country but that the most positive perjury is commit* 
ted. Within this week and within these walls, four natives of England have been 
tried for their lives, and the presiding Judge announced to the Jury that they had the 
painful, seriouR and awful task of determining, whether the wirnesses for the Pro- 
secutions or the DefeiSce were perjured in tl^evidenoe which they gave 1 Gentle- 
meii. how rarely does such an event happen in England 1 how commonly does it hap- 
pen here X .1^ is not a perjury by a particulr^ witness, on some distinct matter, but 
it is a perjury by every witness, pervading the whole of their statements. 

However dreadful this fact, you must have a melancholy experience whicb will 
eompel you to acknowledge ils truth, and which must make you consciousthat it is 
not the poaitiveness of the swearing, or the number ot the witnesses, which can give 
confidence to a Jury in delivering their verdic<. 

Gentlemen, you have had that positive swearing ; you have had that number of wit- 
nesses in this cause, but will you m opposition to the experience wJiich you possess, 
of the credit to which native witnesses and their swearing are entitled, consign me 
to an ignominious death ; regardless of the gross improbabilities attached to the 
tale which these witnessess have told ? 

Gentlemen, there has been poisitive swearing oil behalf of the prosecution, but, si- 
tuated as this country and its Courts of Justice are, 1 would urge, not only in my own 
behalf, but as a matter of public polity and substantial justice, that no man should 
lose his life by positive swearing, unless that positive Swearing was supported by 
probabilities, unshaken by discrepancies, and untouched by contradictions. 
Gentlemen, I have necessarily prepared this Defeuce before 1 bad heard the evi- 
dence of the witnesses in this Court, and depending merely on what Iknow|;hey 
swore to before the Magusrrates wlmt they then swore to, has given me a general 
jknowledge of the case, and has enabled me to point out its improbabilities to your 
notice , but it must be evident to all that 1 ma unable to com men t units discrepan- 
cies, I must leave that to the ieuniedjadgo, to whose humanity for that purpose, £ 
am contident chat 1 siiall not appeal in vain, 

Gentlema n, it may be asked what motives these pe^ons can for swearing' 
away my life I My reply to that is, that it is not every victim who knows his enemy 
much less that however well founded his suspicions may be, that his proof is suflici- 
encly strong, that he will be enabled to establish the truth of these suspicions in th« 
minds of unbiassed parties. 

Gentlemen, you represent the unbiassed party, and it is but natural that I should 
have a warm feeling in my ow'ucase ; it may be on Ibis account that my suspicions are 
mure strong than well founded. My counsel have advised me, that 1 cannot give 
sufficient legal proof to bring home conspiracy against the parties, with whom, £ 
firmly believe, this prosecution has originated, and 1 therefore yield to their advice, 
and will not make a charge, which I might failiu establishing- Again let me repeot 
that it is notevery viciim who knows, muoh less who can prove; who is his enemy. 

Gentlemen, your knowledge of this country must make it notorious to you, that in- 
stances have frequently occurred of the natives gening up a charge of murder, and ae- 
cretiug the individual whom they allege to have been killed. Again and again has it 
occurred in the Mofuslil Courts^ thatdurlug the trial, and even at]ter the, oanvictiOn,th6 
supposed victim has been discovered ; and how often then may it not have happen^^d^ 
thattiie discovery was ueverniade,or made too late ! There ianot one of you but mdst 
* have beard of occurrences of this nature, can you say then, that this is notoueof 
HecoUeet the power of the Motussil Police to procure evidence, and rememWr^'tbet 
this was aided by the money, ^le influence, the activity, and the actual prekeaceK^iii! 
spotof the Thompsons^ aim their numerous Eyots ! Yet not one pardon imt bqcn 
produced out of the one hundred and fifty by vvhom I am said to have bean iceompaf- 
aied, norjwaa the body » hotany satisfaetory fence of it ever disooveieii* Will you

youtJoofnMt. 1 ara an At^aistant of Hr. Watson who is an eatonaiva Indigo 
rlaatati In the month of April last. 1 bad proceeded to an Indijto factory called 
the obdtbornah belongiag to my employer ; the Factory waiinot dniahod^ andlwaa 
obliged to reaidein my tent 

l^ia Gentlemen, will account to you, for my having but a very amaUf^atabliabioent 
enth me* and conaequently not haring it in my power to produce m^ywitneaaati to 
■hew where I was at the time of the alleged murder. But my fliScultieein this res^ 
pact are increased, by my accusers haring had resort to the usual Bengallee tripk, of 
preferring a similar charge against a Mr. Blia, who was employed under me, and was 
hrlng with me at the time. 

He is now in cnntody in the Jailof theZillah Court, charged with this rery alleged 
murder, and I <^not therefore produce him before you. Notwithstanding ibedif* 
ncukiestu which lam placed, I bare witnesses who wi 11 establish 1 trust to your 
eatiaf^tion, that during the greater pari^of the day of the eighth of April 1 was com- 
pelled to kee^ my bed through indiapoaitioii, and that I therefore retired early to 
rest tlmt erenlng* 1 shall also prore toayou I was seen about ten o’clock that 
night by speral persons and I shall prove to you, not only that I was in my tent the 
whole of the night of the eighth of April, but likewise, that Dick could not have been 
brought there ; that no ^dy of men came there, and U^at there was no noise or dia- 
turbance which must hade b^n the case, if the witnesses for the Prosecution have 
■worn truly. 

^ntlemen, it baa been said by the witnesses for the Prosecution that when 1 was 
■t Dick's house, 1 was on horse and was accompanied by three other persona who 
were like wise mounted J will prove to you that at this time there were but two 
horses at the BhorborriaK Factory. It was stated to the Magistrate and may perhaps 
he attempted to be proved that Dick's body was carried from my Factory on an Ele- 
phant and thrown unto the river, I shall be able to shew you that I had but one ele- 
phant, and Uiat at the time of these transactions it was kept at a distance of seven miles 
from my Factory. ; 

^®^tlemeD* after themost diligent search on my part, and bV my friends in my be* 
half, lam at this moment not only without the means of she wing, but of giving you any 
evidence on ^hich you might found a reasonable coniectnre,* whether i)ick be alive 
need. If tha learned Judge should be of opinion that the evidence is admissible, I 
■hall be able to prove before yOu, not Only that he was a man of violent and desperate 
n^its; but that he was constantly engaged in the wildest and most dangerous porsnits 
wmeh mightwith great probability have conducted iiim to a violent and accidental death 
or m some of which he may now be engaged and secreting himself for some purpose, 
which cannot be understood but is consistent the general tenor of his plans and 

■ehemea which were in manyJnstancesthtMle of an actual madman. That a man of such 
gentlemen should in this country be missing, or acoidv-ntally killed is sure- 
ly iw more probable than that a man of ithe character I have hitherto borne should, 
^t^ut m^ve, without ooQcealnient,t^, the face of multitudes most barbarously and 
a fellow subject without/ hny tiling approaching to provocation to such 
^ such circarnktahees, when the body has never been found, 

y^u leismot opo^ this view,, of the ciuse alone do otherwise than doubt whether 
tnuch more most you doubt whether 1 murdered him, 
ttwsactiott has been much discussed and an opinion seems to have 
IS now alive, Whetlier this belief has originated with those who 
®nhemes and habits of the man, or whether it is 
to.bes^Mpiqiidlo^O Suspicious fact of the body never having been found, or whether 
U be Sia^f SS ^S been asserted, that he hos been seen alive, it ia impossible 
tor meMrsiwMor determine. Gentlemen* ifindilTeient persons by whose opinions 
no maa ^ipb ^omd be affected have had their doubts, you who have now my fate in 
y<mr bdim» nsay Itaee even more hesitation. The learned Judge will tell you that if 
dt^bt* then that by the humanity of ibe law I ought to hate the full beneflt 
. ^haim etraady suggested to you the improbabilities oftbe whole story, from the 
the aurocity of the deed, and the pnhli city with which it isatated to 
ejweai^ted.

**^(i>idexecv>tedt and within one year after the supposed murdered man returned, having 
** been seat beyond the%ea against his will by t}|b other, so that although the accused 
justly deserved death, yet he was really not guilty of that offence for which he auf* 

** fered.'* ^ ^ , # 

Now Gentlemen, let me intreat of you to recollect Lord Hale’s observation ou 
these two cases, I give it to you in his own words which were these. I would never 
'^convict any person of murder er manslaughter unless ihe fact were proved to be 
^*done or at least the body found dead, tor the sake of two cases, one luentiouedby 
**my Lord Coke which was a Warwickshire case.” 

Gentlemen, I will trespass on your time no longer, I cap add nothing so strong as 
this observation of Lord Hale’S, or which will have so much weight with a British 
.tury. If I have detained you at too great a length, it is because i am pleading for 
my lifej a life which through an unfortunate train of circumstances you may be justifi- 
ed in forfeiting, but which I shall lose without having been guilty of the crime for 
which Imay suffer, for before you, and before my God, I SfeBin protest my innooeucs* 
tfnaam Bin $WQhu 1 belong to the Tbana, I am a Burkundoss, I received a perwau* 
na iu the month of Choittro last, to execute at Avoory Factory. It was on the ^5tb, 
aud ^om SitanauC Bauerjy the Darogah, t proceeded to execute it about midday ; 1 
went toc^teoufe it at Avoory and j|:emaiue<l that day and night. While I was there I 
saw Mr. Hick, desired me to remain aud he wou Id send in a Uaztmma next day* 

I aftetw:atds got from him an agreement in writing. My recollection is that I, arriirsd 
on the S^th and received tbe agreement on the Sfith. That evening, 1 went to Mr* 
Yonge’s li’actory at Bhorbaria and remained for the night. I received tbe paper from 
Pick,l remained at Bhorbaria, in the viUage, (I look at paper No. 13) but I don't 
know how to write, I received a paper froip Hick, la the morning 1 was proceeding 
to the Factory of Katlamarree, but was notkuffered to come in. I was asked from 
vrhence 1 came. 1 bad a process against Yonge ; tbe pre|ent Magistrate desired m# 
to deliver a process to take up Ryan Sircar, and that Mr. Yoage should deliver him 
up. 1 aRer wards proceeded to Coorsee, about 11 o’clock of the day. Ihkdfivo 
processes to serve, 1 arrived at Coorsee the same night, I don’t recollect theffate. I 
got a return from Mr. Yonge. and having received it 1 proceeded to Coorsee, It was 
ona Friday, 1 got the paper from Mr. Yonge’s Gomasta, and reached Bhorbarliyb lhat 
night, X received the perwana on the Wednesday, and I receive4 a poper fkom 
Yonge ’s Gomasta on a Friday. On Thursday 1 received the paper fyom Dick/ I 
went and remained in the village of Bhorbaria all night at the Cutohery; X slept pretty 
well, but was awoke in the night iu conseauence of tlie tom-toms beating.it beUg a 
poojali night, Dick gave me a paper with the name in English (No. 13). Tniaifi Uke 
it. . . 

0rc5S-sramin«d. When I slept at Bhorbaria, my sleep was disturbed by tb,e v^Atin|r 
of the tom-'tom* Tbe next morning I was going to the Factory and approached itj 
wlien Mr. Yonge's Dewun spoke to me and asked whose Burkundossl wa^ 1 told my 
piirpoae to tile Dewan, Mr. Yonge said he would send a Gomasta.

Here in explanation of the day of the week mentioned by tlie witness, Mr. Smith 
aaid.jtha Hindoo days of the week agreed with ours, and Sunday they held holy* 

Ma^hamut sworn. 1 am a Kitmutgar in the service of Mr. Yonge. I was in 
hia servicain CAittro last during the Pooja. I was there at the Hborbariah Factory, 
lie Wfs In his tent all day ; he had taken physic. He whs in the tent the whole 
night; he did not go out all rdght. I knew a person named Uick, 1 not see him 
that night* I saw no large number of people in our Factory that evj^ing* Had there 
Ijpett a party of people there* 1 must have seen them ; The plain ijropen* My mas- 
ter has two horses, I did not see him on horse bhck that evening because he was ill. 
1 did not see Dick the Day after at my master’s. 1 know a man called liuheim ^ my 
master discharged him and kept me; this was some days before the Poojah. The 
cause was that he had the leprosy. 

hy Mr, Cochrane. There lived in tlie same house with my master 
a writer naafed KHa. My master may bare had a native woman before I lived with 
him* At the time on the night mentioned, there was no woman iu the tout ; there 
were only Mr* Elia and a syce. ’'Ij^iere was no other servant but myself in his 
service. There was no woman named Hutten in the service. There were three or 
four huts belonging to those employed in making bricks, not occupied* The people 
had leave to go to the Poojah. Those employed making soorkey were not far from 
the tent. 1 ^d not observe them ; they might be 5 or 7 Russees distant. The huts 
ind dAuk«e$ are beyond that iu one row ; the chunnm and materials in the other. They 
are hill coolies who work, I dost know any of their names, i cannot give you the 
names of any servants or any other person. I was only a short time there, I knew 
Kuhiem Shaik ; 1 dont know how long he was in Mr. Youge’s service, I entered Mr, 
Yonge’s service about ik days before the Poojah, I had been in the service of Mr, 
Hobart, Mr. Yotige keeps two horses and a syce named Sukeram. Mr. Yonge keeps 
cattle for ploughing ; they are kept in cow houses. I did not see Key an shaik the 
night in question. I really dout know how many plougmen are employed, perhaps 10 
or 12. I cant givj» you their names. My master has only three servants, two at Kam- 
naghur and the other at Avoory. There are Rezas (women who pound soorkey) at- 
tached to the Factory, I cannot tell you their' names, I know Neminntide ; he was 
not in the Factory the night you are speaking of. 1 dout know whose name Khoodys 
is I recollect the Nazeer coming ; I was not there then, 1 know Ruhim Shaik. The 
Daroga came to my master and he attended at Avoory. 1 did not see the Nazeer at 
my master’s house, Idid not know of any charge against my master at that time, I 
attended my master all day and all night at the time iu question, he had no other domea- 
, tic servant but me. The syce slept in the stable, about the length of a bamboo from 
tile teat. 1 know that he had attended several days at the Darogah’s, 1 had no conver- 
sation with him. 'The syce is as mad ttie horse w hich he attends, i'here was uo 
one there but Mr. Elia and myself; he htkf no personal servant, two Fringies came on 
foot, about lOf^’clock, ray master had gone to sleep ; Mr. Elia came and awoke my 
master, they sfiw him, I cannot teU where the Ruzies and Ploughmen sleep. Those 
had their houses near at hand went home, others slept in the Factory. 1 cannot 
glVis you their names. The marks of leprosy are still visible on the feet of the late 
oansmmna who lived with my master, 1 am sure my master did not go out. Sartuc-

On that day Mr. Yonge was there the whole day and all night. No body of persons 
came to that Fsbtory on that night. Mr. Elm was there and tbe labourers. Mr. Yonge

Cross-ejwiwiiwcd. Mr, You^e kept Mungun Consiimmab and his son and no other ser- 
vants. XjBsw no Beeby in that New Factory.# I saw he had one in Calcutta. 1 have 
not been in Jail with him. 1 have heard him say his wife was in Calcutta but 1 have 
never seen her. 1 remember what passed on this night in consequence of the Chut- 
ruck Poojah. « 

The Soorkey pounders went away on account of the Poojah, except the hill labour- 
ers who always remain in the l^actory. Mr. Yonge remained all night in rhe tent, I 
was walking round the Factory. I used to call to the Consiimmah lu my rounds ; bo 
answered me. I saw him sitting in tbe verandah of the tent, There was a light and 
1 saw bmi ; he sleeps there and not in the Cookroem. There is a syce ; he is not a, 
mad man. There are two cow herds and ten ploughmen ; they sleep in the cowhouse 
none of them are in Calcutta. There Were two Mouhurrers in the Factory on that 
night ; they are not here, Iknow ray master took medicine, for the Consumraa told 
iH not to go near him ; this was three hours before the close of day. 1 remember the' 
Nazeer coming. The horse that was found, belonged to Kmaumnundah and died before 
tlie Churruck Poojah five or seven days; it was ait aged horse and died of a datulettcy 
1 saw tlie horse buried, Mr. Yonge was present. I was not called before the 
seer. 

tip the Cmirt, hen the horse was found I had no conversation with the NazOcr.' 
1 was never examined before the Darogab, Nazeer^ or Magistrate. I ndver beard of 
Air. Dick’s being token away before the Nazeer came. 

My master returned from llamnaghur two days after the swinging and the Nazeer 
came five or six days after. I was accustomed to go daily to Bhorbaria notwithstand- 
ing w'hich I never heard that Dick was catr^ed off, 

Joseph Gomes 1 only saw the prisoner at the bar, once cm tbe 8tb Aplil at his Facto- 
ry at 10 at night. 1 was at Dick’s and was on my way to Shekarpore and being be-' 
nichted I stopped there ; my son was wdth me. On going there I met a Chowkedar 
and asked what Factory it was, 1 asked him if he had a Feringie, he said he bad a Mr, 
Elia. 1 saw Mr, Yonge in bis tent asleep end Elia awoke him, that he might allow 
me a place to sleep which he gave me in the Dufterconna. We staid that night and 
proceeded in the morning, I saw Mr. Yonge in the morning who asked me to stop 
to breakfast. 1 proceeded to Shekarpore to a relation. When I arrived i|t Mr, Yonge’s 
it was 10 o’clock. I saw no crowd of persons there, I did [not see Mr^ Dick there* 
1 had lived with Mr. Dick three months. 

Cross-examined. Mr, Dick’s house is distant from Mr. Yonge’shouse about one coss. 
I had never seen Mr. Yonge before the occaaiou 1 have spoken of. It took me two 
gurries to walk the coss on that night. 1 came through Bhorbaria. It was past eight 
or nine when I left Mr. Dick’s. 1 left Mr. Dick’s ou that night being in apprebeu- 
sioh for my son and for my own personal safety.

I referred to my papers by haut-chitta and ascertained the date of my 
l>eing at the 'factory, I'he haut-ohitta contains a memorandum of land and grants^ 
I did not bring the haut-chitta with lne> because I was obligfcd to leave the factory 
immediately, 1 always carry the haut-chitta with me suspended to my neck as a me- 
xnorandum* 1 examined the haut-chitta and gave it to my nephew, the reason 1 said it 
was at my house is, that I examined the haut-cliitta just before I came here. 1 am a 
villager, ** all my thoughts and exertions are concentered in one beegah of ground, 
therefore I cannot answer all die questions you have put to me,'* 

Shaik Tajoo mom, I live in the village of Gboga, I know the Katlamaree Factory, 
remember the Churruck Foojah last year. I went there three da|^ before the char- 
lock swdng ; I went three hours before the close of day to receive advances for culti- 
vating Indigo, and to deliver the plant at the Factory ; the Ghomastah was not there ; 
Ihere was another cultivator there called Khodah MuUick. 1 saw the prisoner there 
•ad I saw the last witness there. 1 remained at the Factory all night. W e went away 
after the day had advanced three hours, X received the advance I required* 1 beard no 
noise or disturbance during the night, i slept in the Dufierconna j there were three of 
ns; we slept in the verandah of the Dufterconna; we retired to sleep, and saw no 
one come to the Factory* The prisoner Mr. Yonge waS in the tent. 

By Mr. Cochrane, I had not been at that Factory before; Jzande Malta had not 
Been there before, lam not in the service of|the prisoner. We slept ouUide and 
two fcarenies slept inside. The Consumma was in the tent taking care of his sick 
master. We arrived during tlm day, the karaniea came in the night ; the Consumma 
save them victuals ; we saw them when they came into the Uufterconna, we did not 
ime them on their first arrival. The Consumma said, his master was ill and confined 
to bit tent, I saw Mr, Yonge come out of the tent and go to the nrivy, I am not re- 
lated to the othor two men.

Crm-examined by Mr, Pearson, I saw the prisoner in the tent. In consequence of 
the De wan not'being ^lere, we went to the tent, and saw the gentleman lying down ; 
the ("onsumma told us not to go in, as his master was ill. Izabde Malta was behind 
me; we could see into the tent. My recollection is, that there were four days* of 
Churruck-vahen we were tliere. There waa% mohurrer there sitting at the door pf 
the Dufierconua; he slept in a little house. I never was at the Factory before. I 
have seen the prisoner in our village of Bhorbariah. 1 cannot account Why three of ut 
all pressed for money should iheet there at the same time, who had never been there 
before. If any one has said they saw the prisoner going to the privy, I cannot say 
whether they are right or wrong, 1 did net see him. 1 heard tm toms beating in thU 
Tillages ; I did not hear any shouting ; if there had been beating of tom tms or excla- 
mations of hurribol, between the Factory and the village of Bhorbariah, 1 should not 
have heard it ; the distance is ^i4 russies. Idid not come through the village of Bbor* 
bariah. When I received advances I put it down in my account book. 1 uever heard 
that Mr Dick was carried away until the Nazeer came to the village ; a man happen* 
ed to pass our village who said that Dick was missing and that the Nazeer and DarP* 
gah had come, I cume down to Calcutta because I received a summons and was told ( 
should be fined 1000 rupees if I did not attend, I now hear what the charge is, but until 
1 came hear to (Calcutta, although I live only a cosa and a half from Avoory, Inevpy 
heard what the prisoner was accused of. ^ 

Bif the Chief Justice* The land for which X have taken advances fo Cultivate Indigo 
belongs to the Bhorbariah Factory. The land is my own, the cuUivatiou iafor thilt 
Factory. I have never been there since. 1 did deliver Indigo theta through my 
brothers who are 7 or 8 years of age. 1 have received in advance 7 rupees; hut the 
accounts will be made up in Cartick next. I had to receive for two beegahs five cottas* 
1 do not know bow much plant 1 have delivered. 1 really cannot tell^ while it is stand* 
ing in the field.

Most of us who are illiterate remembeir 
well what days we get advances or have to pay money, 1 therefore recollect it was 
Friday ; it is so marked in the haut-chitta. I have it not with me. Jt did not know 
what would be required of me ; it was my lot to get the aummona hnd I aih oomb 
down. 

In my family there are three of us, and our mother is alive. My father has been 
dead ten years.

1 HE CHARGE. 

The Chief Justice compeaded his charge by stating that he felt sure it wasun- 
tfeoessary for ym to make any comments upon the avrful solemnity of the case, the 
Jury had now ^decide, which yms m one respect, he was sorry! tp say, too like 
ihkny of the caat^browght into this Court, and they would in conse^tjenee have to 
d^jt^rmine betweek conflicting and icontradictory evidence, where the one set of 
witnesses or the other must he perjured, for the story of both was p^rfdrdtly irte- 
donctleahle. And iu another respect it was unlike these cases for it WaiS hardly sue* 
ceptible of being arranged under dilTerent heads, nor was it perhaps Of any im«» 
portance that he should so arrange it, as there was one main question upon which 
he considered it would depend and by which it must be decided^ and it wag this^, 
did the pTisone:? nt the bar on the 8tli of April, the ^7th of Choittro and three days' 
before the swinging ol^the Churruck Poojah,^tSnter the house of Amies and forci- 
bly carry him away ] The dofence was an utter denial of that fact and the Chief 
Justice considered he could show that it was«sie cess ary the Jury should be satisfied 
that it was tlie 8th of April and to that they should apply all their attention. 

On the part of the prosecution a great many witnesses had been produced and he 
thought he would be unuecesssirily occupying the attention of the jury# if he were 
to read overall their evidence ; be would however call thair attention to the diflferent 
classes as they had appeared ; recapitulate their evidence as to this particular fact j 
comment upon the nature of it ; shew what contradictions or discrepancies . there 
might be, and then leave it to the jury to say, what degree of credence it wai 
entitled to I . . ' 

The first class of witnesses were the members of the family of Aimes and his dpi»^ 
mestie servants, and the first was Knllah Anund who had lived with him 8 yeaik» 
Sbo spoke of his having gone out that raorming for the purpose of setUing shmb 
disputes with Yonge; she did not exactly say it was on the ^Tih of ChoiltrO hd| 
she and all the witnesses agreed, that it was three days before the swinging of. th<t 
l^oojah, and hlg Lordship felt called upon to tell the jury that they wore bound 00 
enquire whether it was the 8th April or not, for that was the day fixed Upon beforio 
the Magistrate, ami where the prosecutors had it in their power io produce such .k 
host of w^itnessea, that question should not be left open to doubt. It was not iteoesaf%y 
in law to dx tl^e dtft/ on which the transaction took place j but it becsfne V^y, 
lerent When it was a mfitter of importance to the prisoner ; he (the Chief Jh^ticeJ 
did not impute neglect to any one, but upon the evidente befpirs them ilite* jui^ 
would first have to determine whether that was the day Aimes fras>umHfid uway«Yif 
farrmd away, by Yonge and bis retainers.

These his Lotdship said were the persons from the family who spoke to the 
transaction, and they Lad the fullest opportunity of knowing Mr. Yonge ; one said 
she h«<i seen him at the house frequently ; the others were s(^near ai to be almost 
in contact with him, and all spoke to *is identity most positively. 

'I he next class of witnesses said his Lordships are the servants, who were either 
domestics in the family of Aimes or eid|)loyeii in the Factory, and although not in 
the house at the time of the attack, were sufficiently near, plainly to see all that 
passed.

The next class of witnesses, his Lordship said, were six trillagers resident in 
AtOory; the first of whom did not speak to the person of the prisoner, but stated

*— and he saw four persons with the party who he knew to be in Yonge's service, 
ilthough he did not know the prisoner. The second of those witnesses knew the 
prisoner and identified him, and the third would it seems make out that Kha was a 
European which could be accounted for perhaps from his being a Portuguese and 
wearing the European dress. The two next witnesses confirmed each other, and there 
was another who was not in the village so did not see the attack on the house, but said 
that white in bis field of sugar cone be saw the party returning, hating a man in their 
l^ossession whom they were drugging along.

•ppea? extraordinary that this witness did not see them going to Dick's bouse but 
fhkt might be accounted for by the fact, that be had driven cattle away from his fields 
duribg which interval they might have passed ; however, such was his statement, he 
aaw them' returning but could not distinguish their faces.

the members of his family who spoke to it positively and consistently ; next, of the 
servants who gave thsir evidence clearly and without hesitation ns to tlie violence 
which bad takcqi place and consistently with the others, and in addition, that of the 
villagers who were alasmed early enough to ryitness part of the transaction ; soma 
more, some less. Two saw what went on, in 6ie house ; they were near but not SO 
close, as the others, and one saw the party returning from Aimes’ house. ,The Chow- 
kedars w^te'examined, who saw the house in couiVision, the distress of bU family^ 
and Mr. Shaw and Mr. Thompson, who, though they could not fix it upon Yonge, yet 
materially added to the probability of Aimes’ having been carried ofiT as described* 
Aqd then the Jury had the evidence of the other witnesses, servants of the prisoner, 
who, if they are to be credited, and unless they have committed foul and deliberate 
perjury and have entered into a base and horrible conspiracy to deprive an innocent 
man of life, saw what they represented themselves to have witnessed. 

His Lordship said that it was now his duty to observe upon the transaction itself 
and be would first remark, that there -was no supposition tliat it was untrue, but ,to 
make the evidence false it must he met by one of two cases ; first if thU aflfair did 
take place at all, it may, have been in consequence of the wild and turbulent chsi'*.

The defenpe would seem to suggest that this was a drama got up and acted by ctr^ 
tain parties and that Dick, who perhaps is at this moment alive, has been removed toy, 
tlie purpose of the dark and dreadful design oi bringing this charge. These |vere the 
only suppositions with which the case could be met, but, said bis Itordship, these 
are cases which in our own country would be considered improbable, or impossible, 
but lie would not undertake to say that here they wtue absolutely ibapo^sible where 
Europeans were so imperfectly acquainted with the state^f the counbry ; but he ;Vi?‘aa 
bound to say it was improbable, for it took place in a village in the |i|Cteuoe of^hun- 
dreds where mi investigatioti took place so soon after. On the other nand there was 
a great improbability, that any man should be guilty of so foul a crime. It was not 
^pTmitted.hiB Lordship said, that previous character should be given in evidience, 
because it might be found disadvantageous to the prisoner, and the l^w of England 
charitably supposed every man innocent until found guilty, and if it lip the cause 
of this trial, it was irregular and should he laid aside ; not, that act ©xis^ 

previous quarrels with Dick, for that was legitimate, but the Jury hmAt have the 
strongest possible evidence, and give it the fullest consideratiosi^hejHif they reflected 
upon the great improbability of the commission of so foul a crime vbutat the lame time 
hia Lordship was sorry to say, that it was not improWble that there were frequent 
i^narrela between Indigo Planters and Indigo Planters* Assistants, attended with much 
violence, but nevertheless, the Jury had still to get over the improbability of the petv 
petration of so horrible and barbarous a murder. * :

But his Lordehi[p 
was also to tell the Jury, that 'J'Uoiusoii had* not been aubpoeuaed ; he wasaaid tm 
have been coming down but he had not since arrived, apd when uu a fonutor occasion 
this trial was adjourned, the Judges intiinatea that it would be well to have him pud 
one or two of the managers Of these Factories, but none had come and the case kap 
therefore left less satisfactory^ ' 7 

The neaef poin^ of the case, his Lordship said, which was in fayor of the PrUoncr^ 
was his voldntCry spmnder. The day following that on which this transaction w:as

Tbaro ward two or tUre« points to be oonsidered in Uiat eridenee ; tbe pijirts iti 
ft ,weot to eootradict tbe case for the prosecution Were, that he heard no noise 
y, tbd F|U^to<ry on the niitht in q estion nor any thing of this transaction when he left 
the yiHage nextday. These we rt» the only two points in^which there existed any 
witit those (or the prosecution, and his Lordship did not consider that they 
f mounted to codtradictions ; for it was not impossible to aupposei that a man who bad 
been traVaUing about the country all day, as this man had, snoula l^e slept so sound 
as nol to have been aroused, aud from the other evidence it did dot^^ppear impossible 
that he ahoul^ have gone away without hearing a word about it. In this way his Lord^ 
ahtp said, the evidence on both sides might agree and no one could say there was any 
high degree of i:ii probability attaohed to it, but if tbe Jury considered that he made 
a mistake as to tbe date and that it was the night of the 7th and not of the 8th he slept 
tiiere, then thoevidence on both sides was perfectly reconcilable. ^ 

Tbe next witness for the defence wqre the two Gomeses, and the evidence on jbo^ 
aides agreed, that for some reason or other they clandestinely left the house Aimot 
but it differs as to the time. ^ 

Hit Lordihip here recapitulated the evidence cf these witnesses. 

In that evidence, said his Lordship, except for tbe p|rticular time, there m nocon^ 
tradiedoo of tbe case for the prosecution, out it U rather conhrmatory of it. Both 
Vitnesses agree that they were at the house of Aimes the night previous to that on 
Miich this occurrence is stated to have taken place ; then, the only point in which 
|h«y contradict the other witnesses is, that they left it on the night of the Sth of 
April. I'his hie Lordship said was a direct contradiction, for according to their ev|* 
neuce it was impossible the transaction could have taken place On that night t on 
that point the whole case turned, and to it, the jury should give their best attention* 
If it wos Really, as tbe women had said, the night of the 7tb that they left Dick's 
house, then all the witnesses agreed, and there was ;io contradiction on this point, 
)but if the Gomeses spoke tfuly and if it was in reality tbe night of the 8th then the 
whole case for the prosecution was gone. But bis Lordship said there were two 
jways in whicliftbe effect of this might be taken aw'ay. First, that the Gomeses were 
mistaken in ih® night, or secondly that they spoke falsely and he thought that if they 
|iad Only turned their minds to the date sometime after, they might have been mis- 
|aken , but their attention was drawn to it within a few days and they appeared in* 
teiiigeng persons and competent to judge ; so he thought he must put it to t^e Jury 
whether they had spoken falsely or not t and there W'ere circumstances which attoohi- 
ed Sttspirifvn to their evidence. There* existed no doubt some difference between 
them and Dick, and then it appeared tllat the elder Gomes passed five houses with a 
large body of armed men in the Avoory Factory of whom he stated he was so muon 
afraid ; these circumstances Vere suspicious. J t was true he said be was told to stop 
Writh them but evep that was not reconcilable with tbe direeiiona he stated he reoeiv- 
dd from Dick, to order these wen to conceal their arms and disperse themselves) 
higfear of this very body of men, with whom he chose to remain five hours, was 
4ihe (reason he assigned for leaving Dick's Factory.

’this, it necesasry to view their evidence witli greater caution, that they

The father stated that he came from Avoory in one day, addl 
Xhat hjS did not^rst go to Nawab Gunge ; the son on the contrary said that it toolt 
Ihem 3 or 4 dt^S'lmd that they went to Nawab Gunge before they came to Avoory* 
When th^y got tp ^voory on their return they stated that the village was ineonfa*

this most extraordiary fact, that when he got to Kishnaghur he dropped Ms intention 
of claiming hia clothes, "though he stated, that the recovery of his property was lha 
principal motive ^ his going there.# Ar Johanes' the Father Said be only saw Yongo 
Obee, the Son said Tie iiad seen him there frequently and that his Father present. 
There was also a contradiction as to the time of their leaving Kishnaghi^^'Shd the jur^ 
must hare observed the anxiety of both to conceal the fact of their coxlifeotion with 
Yonge in coming down to Calcutta; but it w'as an extraorcinory ooincidenoe that 
these persons, who had lived for months at Kishnaghur and were uuconnectM with 
Vonge, 8hould4iave fixed upon that precise time for their departure and should bavd 
irrived in Calcutta wiWiia a day of each other a and there was this, said bis Lordship^ 
l^hicli shews, if it is faUe. how falsehood deocdves itself, they said that tiutil afieiS 
they came to Calcutta they had not been Subpoenaed by Yonge. ]Now if they werd 
'Irt'the Factory on the night in question, and he (Yonge) sftw them at Kiahnaghur^ 
how was it possible to suppose by any inference that be did not use a due regard to 
bis own interests in providinif for their attendance here, where their evidence could 
be of such importance to him. but should have allowed them to go: God knowf 
where ? Then, his Lordship would say, it was most likely they were ordered to 
come down to Calcutta by Yonge direct, and however it defeated its own purpose y 
however foolish it was to deny the truth, they did so, and what confidence could the 
Jury, place on these persons’ stat^m^tsl The Consummah, reluctantly ackiiowlegett 
that he had seen the Gomeses at all, but be confessed that they came down tl>« River 
at the same time, though iu a diierent Boat. Thia did not agree with the other wit^ 
nesses, and hia Lordship would say with respect to the Gomeses, that they w^re iu a 
dilemma ; if it was false that they were not called upon to come down by Vopgei 
then it affected their statement ; if not, it required explanattoD. His Lordship wap 
atroqgly inclined to infer that he did ask them to come down, then if 4t were so, an4 
tirom folly or a worse motive tliey denied it, how could the Court or »he Jury bcaktis«* 
ffed that it waaon the night of the Bth April they alept at the Katlamarree Fadtory l , 

The next evidence which his Lordship would claas with that, was the testimony 
the three Ryot$t and they stated positively that it was on Thursday the 8th thef 
l^ent to the Katlamarree Factory and stopped there during the night* 

His hardship here recapitulated the evidence of these three witnesses and remarked that ana 
af then had sUstedf that he had a com^ersation with Yonse at his text } the idhers said tto 
they saw him in his tent, but were pi evented from communicaling with thenA ,^, 

How, upon thia said his Lordship, I have to state, that with the exception of time 
there is no contradiction of the evidence for the prosecution, and that there is no im« 
probability that all they say, except as to the precise day, may be true ; hia Lordship 
saw no improbability that they met the Gomesses at the Katlamariree Factory, and 
that they slept there, but it was most important to this view of th^^c, whether or 
not they were there on the 8th April, for if it were true, it would at dncc i>pt end 
Ip the case for the prosecution, but if it was, as the women had said, on the 7th of 
April that the Gomesses left Dick’s, then the evidence was odnsistept and perfeed^ 
areconcileable. 

It did appear extraordinary to his Lordship, that three uniostructed Hindoos, should 
be uuabled to define the precise day with such exactness, when it was not until a loii]|g 
lime after that their attentiou was drawn to it ; one called it a Tbunday, the others 
said tliat it was three days be tore the awtngiog of tbe Cburruck; then, let us said fids 
Lordship, see what was to make these persons more competent than others of ihp 
tame class, to fix the exact day. 

‘ With respect to the first witness, he said that he had heard the Naseer^s ooadfilt 
but it was some months before be endeavoured to ascertain the day on which be was 
it the Factory. He slated tUht he had got it written down in his haiu chUta, pii4;had 
got it read over to him befite ne came down to Calcutta. That w^ not Iqgdl dyidplbe^

they haye pr have not a decided interest in the issue of this trial. 1 here was further, 
bis lordship said, that* in the evidence of the thirj witness, which appeared very 
eifraordinary.; that though he Uveff ^Uhin half n cosa and wm constantiy sending 
plant to the factory, he Should neeer haVe heard of Ifonge's heing takeO into custody 
nor of any change in the managers of thp factory^ and ii was extraordinary that he 
never since should have gone, with his plant to that factory but have trusted it to 
two children and the (rhomasta who was now in custody. His Lordship said, he 
ealled these facta to the attention of the Jury, for on the truth 0 / each of these 
witnesses the case must mainly depend, and be would tel) them again, and again, if 
they believed these persons slept at the Katiamaree Factory on the night of ihe 8th 
of April, then the case for the prosecution was destroyed ; if not, and they believedi 
U was on theT'tb ofthe months though it might be truth that they ail slept there, it 
Old not affect the case in the least* t 

We now said hisLordiship, come to the evidence of 2 witnesses which ia extreme* 
ly important and whatever we may suppose of the Gomesses and others, as to their 
evidence;, being reooucileable with the evidence for the proaecutiou, there can ba 
none here ; they are the Consumma and the Cbokedar and if they apeak the truth, 
5 of the witnesses for the prosecution must speak false it is admitted that they were 
ntthe factory at the time, ao no doubt can give evidence as to this matter.

It ia! necessary said his Lordship to Observe that both these witnesses are in t|io 
tWice dfthe prisoner and it is open to an^ observation that they may be implicated 
In this matter, so may have au interest in the issue of this trial ; hut what throws ih« 
Kteateat doubt upon the evidence is tliis, that one of them was in the habit of gmug 
ia JBhorbaria village and he says he never heard of Aimes having being taken away 
ta^UdaysafcWtChetranaaCUoa occurred while the other witness states ilmtitwaa 
litothriousaU ever the Country in a day or so after it occurred j that was an improba- 
bb'i jf ty' whioh affected the evidence of the former.

the other case (t must be lett to the Jury to decide that. The rule bis Lotdshijp 
tnought was not such as to prevent the Jury from dnding a verdict but tha i|»esiloE 
ofactual death was one which required their best consideration. They must bp sa* 
tished that Dick is deadf for no esient of outrage, if he escaped with wOnlA war- 
rant them in finding a verdict of Uuilty, in most cases it would he mpkt aatiiiiaiotory 
that the body should be found, but he would again tell them that tllby might find a

With reference tonhe hair, his Lord- 
aliip was fsTr^om thinking that it had been proved to be even of the same colour aa 
that ofAitb#^^ and before it was considered it was worthy of observation that ithad 
been very tmsatisfa^toniy brought before the Court, from tiie time it was dog up it 
|ia«sed th rough peveral hands, and at least for 2 days, if there was any evil intention 
It might hSve been changed. These conspiracies had been darkly hinted at, it waa 
tberefoi^ neoessary to eijamine every circumstance with mii^te attention ; a horse 
bad bean previously dug up, and at firwt he supposed by accident or design some of 
jits hair might have been brought there and he therefore received that part of the 
evidence With caution, but it was for elfe jury to say whether or not it was humad 
hair.

< His Lordship said hebad now gone so minutely through the whole of the evidtinca 
fliat he thought, he would only bo perplexing the attention of the Jury if he added a<* 
py thing more ; both atoziea oould not^be true and if the evidence for die prosecution 
was false, all had sworn falsely and a base conspiracy must have been got up by soma 
unknown panic^. ^ 

Be had oomAiented upon, the evidence fi>r the defence ; both tales were irreconoile* 
il^e, any perjtiry of the blackeat kind must attach to the one set of the witnesses or 
jku the eth^r, the Jury would have the dreadful task of deciding which set of witnes* 
isit Speke the truth. His Lordship reminded the Jury that if they found the prisoner

At tlie meetinff of tbe 3d July, Mr. Wliite, Assitunt Sargvott* Boinbftf Sei^iee 
—and Dr* D. M’Leod, Aasistaut Surgeou, Bangal Service, Wjpra elected Menj^beift 
—and Dr, La Fontane, of Parie, was elected a Correa poadiug Member.; Mr. Spry'ii 
case of Lithotomy, Mr. Cbartrea’ paper on Cohca Pictonum, Mr. Kaleiglt^a case Of 
Medullary Sarcoma, and Mr. Twinine’s account of ezperimenta with 
Extract ofHyosciwus, were then i%au and cliscusaed by tbe meetmg* , 

Mr. Spry'e case was that of an Indo- Briton boy. The operation peffom* 
ed saocessfully-^the patient being discharged well on the ^Isi day afteirwardB. 

CoHca Pictonum^ — or that form of Colic called painters' or white lead^ Origina- 
ting from the presence of that mineral in the system, is-a disease that doea. aot of- 
ten fall within the range of the common routine of Indian practice. The circum- 
stances attending tbO^asea detailed by Dr. ^artres, rendered tbe natur* of th# 
complaint, until a fuller developement of the symptoms, rather obscure. It wa* 
reported to him on his arrival at the Station, salter a abort absence, J;hat two Sowars 
of Cavalry, who had been his patients for a wholly different complaint a few mcmths 
before, were suffering from pain in the bowels, attended with obstinate constipa- 
tion. At this time no particular symptoms presented themselves differing from 
those of a common attack of Colie. They obtained no relief, however, from the 
usual remedies, and ;t was not till two or three days after Dr. Chartres saw thern^ 
that tbe disease assumed an unequivocal form. The symptoms that now super- 
vened, were, cutting pain at the pit of the stomach, extending laterally and to the 
nnbiiicus — and which was decidedly increased on pressure— great weakness and: 
pain in tbe extremities— and a peculiar expression of countenance indicatiug an- 
xiety and distrees. The tongue was perfectly clean and moist --'there was no thirsl, 
r-the skin was cool— the pulse not at all affeoted~<-occssional nausea wi^ iVretoh^ 
ing, and bowels obstinately bound. Suapecting, at length, from the natur^qf the 
symptoms, that these were occasioned by some preparation of lead or other |i>bisoa 
•*>Mthe men were questioned minutely whether they bad received any medicine, or 
taken any thing else peculiar during Dr. Chartres' absence. They then confessed 
that they had applied to a Fakeer, who had given them some white powders- 
This person was sought after, and being found, very readily answered that he bad 
prescribed, as be had often done before in other cases— a nostrum oompoaed |>r'tu«^ 
cipally of litharge. The quantity of this drug swallowed within two hr three days 
was enormous, being about an ounce to each individuaU Tbe trefttm^^l’ ^hich 
appears to have been of a very active and judicious kind, consisted fn the steady 
exhibition of strong purgatives — with occasional opiates as indiosted by nircum- 
stances. Very decided relief was produced by bleeding* 

Mr. Raleigh's case was peculiarly interesting, as affording an instance of recovery 
from that formidable disease Lock Jaw. ‘ Tbe subject was a Native hpj of thirteen 
M,the son of a Brabman — who came from his village in the country to Calcutta for 
advice. On enquiry, it appeared that tbe boy had enjoyed perfect health until 
bis tenth year, when he became Mind of tbe right eye. In process of time the 
organ enlarged, protruded beyond its natural limits— and continoed to increasa, 
alowly in sixe, although with bat little pain. Some three months, however, beforq 
bdmlssion, tbe growth had been rapid, accompanied with excruciating pain of 
)iead, face and back^with loss of appetite and getierally declining health* pro* 
tenting bimself to Mr. R. the boy appeared considerably emaoiated'^titd aufftrtd 
much pain of the right half of tbe face, head, and dorsal spine. He appeared a^ersH' 
to moving his bead— and constantly cried and moaned ; hfs piilse was amtlfi 
ncft, and rather quick. The sjnne was well shaped, and there wtaa no indication of 
Visceral disease. I 

The fungous disease sppesAd in the form of a tumour eeCeptag from the ofbft^ 
of considerable dimeuBioos,^akL carrying before it the palpebrm, detach ingftbrd^ 
JunctiVa from thStr inner xur faces, and elongating it into a covering for.cbf sirhbll 
mass* The tumour desoended down tha cheek as loir aa lhe littt in thillpdl M

^lied wifb a hard mass adapting itaelf to the former. Aa nothing but the removal 
uf thia aaroomatoua fungus offered a chance of reapits from misery and speedy deaths 
Blir Ealaigh determined upon the operation. ^ 

It ivas performed accordingly in the usual wSy, on the lOtb ^October last - tba 
tumour being excised aa far hack as possible from its connection vrttfa the optio 
nerve^ by means of a pair of curved scissora— the cavitv being with some trouble 
cleared Of fts contents as far down as the optic foramen. I'he hoemorrage waa com- 
paratively Slight. The patient, on the lltb, had a quiet night. On the IStb, be 
also rested well, but complained of soreness of the orbit and side ol^ihe face— pulse 
soft but rather quick* From this d^nte to the 19th Octolmr— matters continued 
going on as well as could be expeotea. During the night of the l9th, however, he 
audered much pain in the back partodhis heid and down the spine — with stiffness 
of the muscles of the javr-^iopapacity of opening the mouth beyond half its exten- 
•ien. The mnscles of the Xight side of the neck and trunk were frequently seised 
with spasm, and he could not bear the aUgbteat motfon of the head, which be kept 
nearly in contact with the elevated shoulder, pulse quick and small— and eounte- 
fiance anxious. In the evening, the jaws were completely locked, and the mastica- 
tory muscles, with those of the baclt and side of the neck, felt rigid and tense, and 
there were frequent setere spasms of the muscles of the right half of the neck and 
trunk* A blister was applied over the head and along the whole length of the 
gpine— and a oombtuation of belladonna, camphor, and quinine ordered every three 
hours* 

s . On the l^Oth, he passed a restless night— but the jaws were not so firmly clench- 
ed as the prarious day— admmtUiog of being opened sufiieieiuly to admit a com- 
mon black lead pencil to entei; between the teetb. The spaama, too, were lese 
freqoent, and the interior of the orbit looked well— pulse small -soft— and rather 
quick.

ASIATIC SOCICTY^-PHYSlCAt COMMITTEE. 


At the meetings af the Committee held on Thuredey^ the 19tli Augoet^ tli» 
President, Sir Edt^atd Styan, in t)te Chair— a re|>ori of tlie progreee of the Hor» 
ing in the Fort, was presented by Messrs. Strong end Hoss, which being read^ 
it was Hnsolved— that ftiS-ub-Committee of the following gentlemen he appointed 
to invesrigate end report upon the Boring now going on in Fort William, and that 
they meet there aAthree o’clock on Tuesday next— vie. Mr* James Prinsep 
-*Mr. Kyd — Mr. Hurry — Mr- Calder— and Captain Forbes. 

A series of stalagmitic balls, with some animal remains, were presentedhy Mar. 
Swinton, on the part of Mr. Scott — with a short notice of the same. These sta* 
iagmitic balls vrere found in the care in the CossysU hills already alluded to at 
a former Meeting. • 

A letter was reed from the Secretarv, statilg his inability, from the pressure of 
public business, to attend to the duties of ^he ofllce. and begging to be allowed 
to'resign. This request was acceded to, and the thanks of the Meeting wera 
Totttd to Mr. Hoss, for his past conduct in the ofhce of Secretary. It Was then 
moved and unanimously carried, that Mr. James Prinsep be feque8ted*to accept 
the ofiice for the future. Mr. Prinsep being present — expressed his acceptanca 
of the same. 

Mr, Hardie’s paper, forming a supplement to bis Sketch of the Geology of 
Central India, was then read. In a practical point of view, the Author deems it 
oonvenient, in the hist place, to separate the old^r rocks of Ceotrallndia into three 
distinct classes — viz- - the granite senes— the miosceous schist series, and tho 
argillaceous achist series— Tho’ it must be confessed that the rocks of this diis* 
trict are frequently associated together in such a manner as to set all rules of 
classification at defiance, still when we view the subject on an extended scaled 
we shall not fail to ol'sorve disunri indications of the three successive series shoV'Si 
enumerated.’* Into the details of the super«position of these, and the varietteX 
included in them, we cannot enter. Undef one or other of the above three heads^ 
however, he arranges all of the more important of the primordial rocks of Central 
India. 'I'he three series lepose on cat'h other, in the order enumerated, though^ 
in as far as the individual members of aucb series are concerned, there does not 
appear to be any very uriiforiii or regular order of super^position. 

The .absence of deposits of «a/€ and gypsum, througfrout extensive sand« 
stone tracts of Central India, is a fact which ought«t)Ot to be loat sight of. I 
have not heard even of a single specimen of selenite having b^en met with in 
Shis portion of the country, and the sal ui« elfioresoences which Sre frequently 
observed at the surface of the soil, together with the great beds of all uvium« which 
are found to be impregnated with chloride of sodium, and from which salt i« 
manufactured for domestic use, afiord hut very doubtful evidence on this head* 
Deposits of rock salt, we are aivare, occur to the north-west of Ajmere, &c. and 
the saline soils above alluded to, do not seem to be confided to tracts Where th# 
sandstones under consideration are obseived, hut appears to h« most extenaive* 
ly distributed throughout lliiidostan, without reference either to the sub^jacenl op. 
neighbouring strata. Such soils might have been transported from adistiince.** 

*^Iri constructing a Geological Map of this portion of India, it would ' reqdlr# 
microscopic minuteness to markout the diferent belts of rock as they fuo^eed SXSA 
Other, and if neglecting these minuter divisions, we were to lay doWil^Xiiy parti* 
cular portion of country , as a formati-on of grantUi or of gnem for example, we ihottld^ 
in the great majority of msianyes, convey an incorrect idea of its geology. Iw

B-on is abuttdant in alino.st all the varieties, 
and ii» frequently associated with mangauese. Lead is also said to occur at the 
village o( Savar, in Meiw'nr— copper has not yet been found in any great abundance 
in Central India — and silver, tl'ough the Natives mention that it was formerly 
mined to great advantage in Meiwar, has only been found associated in very 
€inall quantities, with the galenas of Ajmere. In a statistical point of view, tba 
mnrbles of course are the moat important of the rock formations of this district. 
These, generally speaking, are coarse granular, hut slabs of a very fine texture 
and pure alahailer white, are also quarried in some situations. There are various 
geological facts and inteiMStiiig speculations founded upon them in Mr. Ilardie’s 
paper, which our circumscribed limits prevent our submitting to our readers..-*

This Meeting being a special one to receive the report of the Agricultural Com* 
tnittee on the subject^f an experimental farm, to be recommended to Government 
til terms of Mr. Ofiiciating Secretary Macu%hten*s letter to the Society of the 
18th May last. g 

Read a report presented by the Secretary of the Agricultural Committee, re* 
eommending for this purposes portion of the lands of Akrah or old Powder Mills^ 
8 miles below Calcutta, which Lad been offered to the Society by Mr. Myers, at 
Rs. per biggah ; and also an estimate of the probable expeuce of insututing 
Und carrying on such an establishment. 

Resolved that the Report and estimates be approved of, and that a letter be 
addressed to Government in terms of this resolution. 

Read a letter from George A. Prinsep, Esq. forwardings parcel of Cuba and 
Guatamala Indigo Seed ; the thanks of the Society were voted to Mr. Prinsep, 
and the Secretary was requested to distribute the seed to such Members aH 
applied for it. 

Read a letter from ble.ssrs, Smithson and Holdswortb, forwarding samples o£ 
Bowed and Demerara Cotton and also some of the seed. 

The thanks of tb© Meeting were voted to these gentlemen, and it was resolved 
to retain the seed for experiment by ihe Society, 

Read a letrer from Mr. Officiating Secretary Macnagbten intimating that a 
further supply of Tenasereem Cotton seed had been received by Government 
and placed at the disposal of the Society. • • 

Read letters from Mr. Sheppard, of Liverpool, intimating the dispatch of the 
Society’s indent of garden seeds on the ship Calcutta, and a further supply of 
grafted fruit trees, on the Frances Anne. 

The Secretary informed the Meeting that the seeds had been received from the 
ship apparently in good order, but that he had not yet been able to procure delive* 
ry of all the boxes of fruit trees by the Frances Anne, 

Resolved that the seeds and fruit trees be placed at the disposal of the Gar* 
den Committee in terms of previous resolutions. 

Read a letter from Mr. Newman of the Royal Botanical Garden of the MauritiuK 
expressing a wish to open a correspondence with this Society, 

Resolved, that the Secretary be requested to write to Mr. Newmstn, exprea* 
sing the satisfaction of this Society of the proposal, and endeavoar to asceriam 
in wbat manner the two Instj^tions can best assist each other. 

Read a letter from Mr. Nelve, of Sheerghatty, dated l7ili July lasL pointin|^ 
out that district as very favirable for the cultivation of toreign Fruit trees, and 
olffering to bestow bis perwnM .attention on any imported or other trees^ with 
Which the Society might be pleased to supply him. Also applying ier a^emall 
portioa of the foreign Cotton Seed| to be oaltivated under hie inaptetion* 
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The T«quMted to «#nd Mr- Noato a aupply of tho Cotton Soad ; 

and tho matttr of the anppl^ing Mr* Neare, with imported i'mt trees was referred 
to the Garden Committee. 

Head a paper by Rajah Kaleekrisben Babaddoor on the Cultivation of Susrar 
and Silk* 

I'heee were referred to the Agricultural Committee, and the thanks of the Meet* 
ing were voted to the Rajah.— Hurk. ^ 


At the meeting held within the Town on the 8th SepfiTiRmher, the Pteei* 

dent. Sir Edward Ryan, in the chair, — Mr. Hoyd, of Kisbnaghtir, and Mr. Bag- 
ehaw, of ('alciuta, were elected Members, Letters were read from the Secretaries 
of the Royal Society of Edinburgh, of the Horucultural Society oi London, of tho 
Geological 'Society of London, end of the Royal Asiatic Society, acknowledging 
receipt of the first Volume of the Traneactions. A letter was rend from H. 11. 
Wilson, Esq, Secretary to the Asiati^t Society, referring to*'the Agricuhural and 
Horticulturul Society a letter on the rearing of silk worms, and a s])ef‘imeu of silk, 
which bad been transmitted to that Sofcietv, bv “ A Fjhfiri to hidusti at Kamp- 
tee, near Nagpore ; and also one from a Lady to the Secretaiy of the Agricultural 
and Horticultural Society, giving her real name, and stating h< rself to be the 
** Fiiend to industrv ’.— and soliciting a pecuniary loan, and a donation of silk 
worms. A comraunicatiou, it was determined, should be sent to the writer, stat- 
ing, that some silk worms should be sent, but expressing the inability of the So- 
ciety to make any pecuniary advances. A letter was read from R. S. Graeme, Esq. 
Hesident at Nagpore, recommending Nagpore as a fit place for the rearing of 
fruit trees and exotics, and offering to bestow attention on any whicb the Society 
Snight be willing to send there, for cultivation. Also requesting a supply of Ameri- 
can cotton and tobacco seeds. The Secretary was requested to reply to Mr. Grmme, 
and to express tho anxiety of the Society to comply with his wishes. The Secre- 
taiv submitted a list of applications for garden seeds, whicli had been complied 
with, including packa<t,es, sent by the Society, on a large scale, to DinaporSi 
Poosah, Sabarunpore, Nipal, Almorab, Simlah, Sylliet, and Moulmien, amounting 
to ninety- three packages, and nearly exhausting the Rtock in band, A letter was 
yead from Mr. Calder, offering to the Society, at prime cost, a quantity of Garden 
end flower seeds, also Of marrow-fat peas, grapes, and oats, just arrived from Aber- 
deen, and supplied by Mr. Gibbon, formerly an Indigo Planter at Tirhoot-^ResoY- 
Ted. that the s^edsbe taken on the terms proposed, and that they be made over to 
the Garden Cnmmittee, with instructions to dispose of the flower seeds, grapes, 
nod oats, and to retain the |arden seeds for further distribution to Members of tbs 
Society and KafiVe M allies. The following donation of hooks was received from 
Mr. Robison ; Deewan Puaind, a treatise an Agriculture, translated by Mr. Lewis 
Costa; a Treatise on the cultivation of Sugar, Indigo, &c. by Mr. Fitxmaurice ; 
jlinericsn Gardener’s Calendar, by Bernard MacMahon; Speedily on the Vineland 
the Fine-apple; Ditto on Rural Economy. A letter was read from Rajah Kales 
Kissen Bahadur^ submitting a treatise by him on the cuUivation of tobacco. A 
letter Itead from Mr. Hill, of Madras, transmitting a smell quantitv of the 
seeds ef the ufiihrella tree, which had lately been introduced there. Sir Robert 
Colqnbonm informed the meeting, that Mr. Patullo, of Pinang, had just brought 
with hipa from that place, and presented to the Society’s Garden, a number of 
Mangos teen trees, Orange^ Dooreuns. Nam Nam, and variegated Pine-apple Plants. 
Mr. Abbot presented six boxes of Virginian tobacco, grown in the Society’s Gar- 
den, and yffkde up after the fashion of Havannah Segars; by Mr. Van Zaudvk, of 
Chinsurab, The Secretary was requested to transmit four of those boxes to tbs 
Honorable the Court of Directors, with a letter, eS^planatory of their history. It 
Was resolved^ that Mr. Patrick be invited to makepial of tbe Cotton Saw Gin at 
Glo'ster Works for a month, and be requested torspJtl result of the trial to ths 
fecretary. A list was submitted by the Seorstary ofaji^hty-fivs applicants for ths 
Ajiistloan ^oUon and tobacco seeds, lately furnished by Government, shewing ds« 
snd tmsuMnisiiinn lo slmsAt every pwt of thjii Piesidenoy, 
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With reference to Mr. Graeme's letter, the several peculiarities of Nag^pore, as 
to temperature, &ce. are advened to. From, about the middle of June to the middle 
of October, the weather is rainy or cloudy, and the temp*»ratme moderate-r-from 
that period to the end of February, it is cold j March, April, Mtiv,anil the middla 
of June, are exceedingly dr? and hot months. At a distance of seventy-five milsA 
north of Nagpore, Sindwund, above the Deogurh mouniHins, in an elevation about 
one thousand feet higby, or^ two thousand above the level of the sea— an<l in a 
well cultivated country - presents even a more favourable climate than Nasrpore 
for European products, and they might also be introduced, it is sngirested, into Fooh- 
murree, which is about sixty miles from Chindwiua, and the table laud about one 
thousand miles bifdier. It is not didficuit of access, but not well peopled, and horti- 
culture iniglit notiidvanco very rapidly, nnless fioro its SHliibrity u became to be 
• station for Europeans *, but in ^^ugpore itself, the orange, the peach, the cabbage 
and the cnuhfiower thrive well, and the apple [>romises favourably with a little care. 
The orange in particular is cel^^brated. It wa'S iniroducpd from Auruiigahad, and is 
supposed tohtyre come originally from China. It is called alwaysthe Cintra br Eu- 
ropeans. and Sriutra Isy the Natives, and the jame kind is thought to be in Porlugal. 

'J'he Lady who signed lierseH “ a Fnent|to Industry’* — uotwithstanding that 
•he had no previous instruction respecting^he care of them, or experience of their 
habits, appears to have taken a very great interest in observing the manufacturing^ 
labours. &c. of those diligent insects — silk worms. She was, however very limitied 
in her means of keeping theixf, and found that they bad many enemies to contend 
tvith, particularly ants. VVitlia little assistance, she seems to indulge sanguine hopes 
of exteruPing the pursuit, and making it a very profitable one. A specimen of the 
•ilk produced, accompanied her communication. 

In his observation on the culture of tobacco, Kajah Kallee Kishen remarks, that 
it apjiears from a nroclamatiou of the Emperor Jehangeer, iliat the plant was intro- 
duced by Europeans into India, either in his own reign, ( the beginning of tlie 17th 
century ) or during that of his father Akher. From that period it has gradually 
extended over India. Its culture has succeeded more in the northern than tba 
•outhern quarters of Bengal. The Zillahs which produce the largest quantity, am 
those of Nudd^a, Burdwan, Dacca, Bhughulpore, Diringepore ami llungpoor# 
After the conclu-'ion of the rains, or in th»> month of September, October and 
Noveuiher, tobacco is cultivated to a considerubU extent ou the low and loamy 
•oils. Previous to its cultivation, a small piece of ground must be repeatedly 
ploughed to pulveiize the clods, and destroy the large quantify of weeds, wbici 
nsuHlly spring up aiier the rains, and are extremely injurious to the young plants if 
allowed to remain- when tlie land is properly plnnijh^'d, cU-ared, manured, and 
borrowed, the seeds of the plant, (which are reddish,) aie carefully scattered over 
the prepared soil. The husbandman has next tolahouj: incessantl|r, from morning 
till evening, ill gently watering the seed, in shading the young {plants when they 
first appear, and in clearing it from weeds. Small frogs frequently come in large 
numbers from adjacent places, and destroy the seeds, to prevent which the hus- 
bandman pours hooka, or tobacco-water on the balk, or border which surrounds 
the field. The seeds spiing up in the beginning of December, and great care must 
then be taken. The young plants, when they become large enough, are to bff 
transplanted m rows to another field, which is also to be well ploughed and manar* 
•d* When these plants begin to grow after being tnmsjdanted, great care is re- 
quired in loosening the soil near the roots and applying at some little distance aU 
round the plant a quantity of Kole,* to inciease its growth. Tobacco plants grow 
generally two cubits in height, and their leaves are one cubit in breadth, but thosO 
which are of the best qualify, rise to no less than three cubits in height, with leave# 
nearly two cubits in breadth. At the end of December, when they ^attain their 
greatest height, they begin to flower, and on their leaves are seen innumerable shci^lt 
•pots. When the flowers aj^ar, they must be [ducked off, as otherwise the 
strength of the plant will b/ much diminished. About this time it is generalW 
understood that the plant is rJie, and the leaves only are cut. This method difi!bi|l 
a little from what is practise^ in the northern parts Of Bengal. There the 
bsndman generally cuts th^leaves together with the stalke, and leaves tO 

* Kole, oil Gi^e made of the refuse of mufttsrd, when th^ oil is espreilie4« 
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dried itt tlie fljdil* Afterirerds they ere kept for eome time in water^ in order tfaal 
they may have a etronigt scent. At length they ere tied, *e in other part# of the 
country, inemtalll hundigs. The Tobacco in the northern districts of Bengal, is of 
B superior cjiialtty, It is used by the Natives as mediotne, and ia called by the 
name of Ducats, or Ingly."' 


At a special meeting of the Society, held on the 13th September, Sir Edward 
Ryan in the Chair • Mr. W. Hickey, of Tirhoot, pnd Mr. Hehley, were elected mem- 
bers. A letter was read from the Secretaries to the Royal Society, and to th# 
Einnean Society of London, acknowledging receipt of the first 7ol. of the Society’# 
Transaction#. 

A letter rras read from Mr. W. H. Macnaghten, Deputy Secretary to Govern- 
ment, dated'fth September, acknowledging receipt of the Secretaries letter of the 
August, and stating that, under the circumstances therein mentioned, the 
Governor General in Council approved of the suggestions of the Society, reapecU 
ihg an experimental plantation to be conducted by the Society — and authorised the 
acceptance of Mr. Myers' offer of 500 oiggabs of land at Akrah, at the rate of Rs* 
3-8 per biggah, for three years, — the Society reserving the light of continuing 
to occupy the ground from year to year thereafter, <on the same terms ; and that 
Government had further sanctioned, for the same period, an annual disbursement 
of 10,000 Rupees for all charges of cultivation and sin perintendence, togethe? 
with the sum of 4.500 Rupees for the erection of buildings and the provision of 
atock suitable to eacli farm. It was resolved, that the Society be requested to 
reply to the letter of Mr. Macnaghten to the Society, and express their grateful 
acknowledgment of the liberality with which Government have complied with 
their suggestion s-~and to assure the Right Honorable the Governor General in 
Council ol tha earnest and anxious desire of the Society, by every means in their 
pbwer, to further the objects in view, and for which Government have assisted 
them in making experiments in the cultivation of cotton and other articles of rair 
produce, 

A letter was read from Mr, SmouU, forwarding an account of the sxpens# 
incurred by him, since last December, in forming a cotton and tobacco plantuM9tt 
at Akrab, of betweeu 60 and fO higgahs, (amounting to 566 rupees, includiiig 
yeut) ^•.^and which plantatiou he was willing to hand over to the Society, as, it 
now stood, upon being reimbursed his outlay : also offering for the acceptance of 
the Society a machine for cleaning cottqn^ sent to him from the Die of France by 
Mr. Te|fier.^a specimen of Mr. SmouU'a* tobacco was submitted. It wai resolvaOt 
that as the abovementioned plantation forms a portion of the ground which the 
Society wislied tb rent from Mr. Myers, Mr. SmouU’s offer he accepted on the 
larnis stated by him — the management of the plantation to be placed in the bands 
Olftilie Committee. Resolved, that Mr. C« F. Hunter be added to the Agricultural 
Committee, 

A Mr. Biecoe, of Chuprub, presenting three varieties of 

peats, reared ^t the station, and varying from 25^ sicca weight to 12, and measur- 
ing ^ 1^0 of thjtltn ifli inches in circumfereooe. 

A lettey w#l fpaa from Mr. Blacquire, presenting a sample of Nankeen 
eottppi and a,,^|«ce of doth made from it, of a beautiful texture and great 
itrengtlL A fhW years ago. Dr. Wallich supplied Mr. Blacquire with a few 
plants, among whitch ivas one said to be the plant which produced the cotton 
from Which Nimleen had its origin. The plant is the gossypium religiosum 
of Hoi^^ugh. In ^ due time it produced pods in a considerable number^ 
and cdttdo lU a fair quantity with reference their sine. At length, from 
Repeated sowings the cotton accumulated to a^ufiicient quantity to encou** 
an expeJrimeut of manufacturing it. ,lt was |pun into the thread of dif- 
ferent degrees of finenSiS, out of which piece# Xaf doth of different widths 
, ^ere wove, whioh looked like dark Nawkestt- Font* o4 tUq pieces of clpth hayp 
^r^^and found to he durable and pleasant, and to vstain the odlour under 

repasts^ 
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At the inAAting of 4t1) Septoiober» Sir* Gilbert Blane waa eleoted an Honorary 
Member of tbe Soeietr, A letter was read from Mr. Eojle^ submitting an acooubt 
of the Senna produced at*the Sabarunpore gardens, as well as a specimen of the 
plant. A letter was read from the Secretary to the Physical Committee of the 
Asiatic Society, acoompah’ying a specimen of the Morung poison, and recjnesting 
that its properties should be investigated. Mr. Hutchinson’s paper on AWtne 
Sures of the native^ of Hiudoostau, was then read and discussed. From the oom« 
mencement of the year till June, the number end severity of the diseases in Native 
Hospitals, Mr. Hutchinson states, to be few and unimportant. From July to the 
end of the year, however, there is a great increase of disease, consisting principally^ 
in the early part^of that time, of remittent fevers ; while from Septem^r to the end 
of the year, bowel complaints prevail with increased frequency and severity, atten* 
ded with a proponionats mortality. The Auxdt of the Natives are in many instant 
ces, ascHbed to imperfect convalescence, after the fevers, at the early period of thiP 
rainli.' The au^W states his experience of the remote evils arising from Che 
qeeut use of mercury, and the unfavourable state in which the constitution remains 
after free use of it, which produces a tendency to the worst and most protracted 
forms of Alvins dux. Numerous observatiom on the subject induced him to.adopt 
another method, which was so generally successful, that he strongly recommends 
It* His treatment of the fevers of the Natives is upon an Emeto*€athsrtic plan, foU 
lowed, when necessary, by a light tonic. These remedies, however, are inadmis* 
sible, while determinatious exist to particulat organs — when the chief reliance is to 
be placed in bloodletting, by means of leeches or the lancet. I'he author thea 
points out five diferent species of Alvine flux. The first is the simple diarrheas, 
by the severe and protracted form of which, the patient is often esbsusted and sinks* 
The second is the true dysentery. The third is indicated by a suUsn pasty coon* 
teoance, and slight sivelling of the abdomen* The fburth species runs a very rapid 
course, and there are indications of considerable putrefactive action. 1'fae fiflia 
species happens in patients with livid cachetic oounienances ; they have slight fe-i 
ver, with some tumefaction of the abdomen. This form of the disease is supposed 
tube connected with splenic cachexia. The nature of the subject procludUs ouf 
entering into the details of each variety. The author acknowledges, that, the data 
on which some of these species are founded, are too slight to he absolutely depen« 
ded upon, f peoSCuanha is the principal remedy on which he reties for the Cute of 
these bowel com p^^ts, and this medicine ie modified gSnd combined in various^ 
ways, in flammato% action is to be obviated in some cases by ^eohes and ven-* 
esection.*..Opium, ha generally disapproves of, although under soma, circumstances* 
recourse to it oocasidhslly cannot be avoided. Calomel, ha considers ohjectiqna*' 
ble, as a general remedy, especially at the oloae of the raiua and oommencemeat 
af fhe cold season.

iSipst msdi^ll works of Hindoostan. Dr. K. Ty tier’s case of Fungus Hsmatodt s 
-^Dr« Mackipnon’s medical and surgical cases — Dr. Gilmore’s case of Traumatic 
Tetantis — and Mr. Boyle’s letter cooeeraing the Senna grown at the H. C. Gar* 
dsPi SahafnPpore, were then read and discussed by the Meeting. 

Dr. TytWs case of Fungus Hmmatodes, was the first of that formidable disease 
iia bad witnessed in this country in a Native. The payent was a Gowallab, and 
leama to Dr. Tytler to implore bis professional assistance. The tumour bad all the 
ohttrgeters of the genuine Fungus Htematode8-**<and was as large as a child’s head, 
being apparently attached by a narrow base to the integuments and cellular suh- 
ptancB covering the Biceps muscle of the right arm. lire e^rescence was first 
noticed by the patient about a twelve month previous to bis presenting himself to 
Dr. Tytler, At first, it was about the size of an ordinary gram seed, unaccompa* 
xiied with pain, and arose without any obvious cauee. gradually incTeasing to the 
size menUotted. The man was about thirty years of age, and, with the exception 
of the tumour^ in good health. As the only chance of relief, Dr. i'ytier lost no time 
in performing the necessary operation for the removal of othe tumour, which was 
epeedily and happily effected — aud^lhe case was going on well at the data of Dr. 
Tytler^s writing. ,• 

Dr* Mackinnon*8 oases include one of faoture of the fibula — dislocation of the 
•boulder joint — encysted tumours of the scalp — traupiatic tetanus, &o. The tumors 
of the scalp were removed by operatiUb—and the patient did well. Tlie traumatic 
tetanus followed s wound in the neck received by a Native in an affray. There 
was no lockjaw — but general spagms came on over the whole body. Latterly, 
bowever, the complaint was confined to the back, and back of the neck. The 
treatment consisted of opiates with occasional purgatives. 

Dr. Gilmore’s case of traumatic tetanus occurred in a well formed muscular na* 
five of middle age, who bad received a severe swbrd-cut down to the bone, about 
four inches above the right knee. He first began to complain of stiffness in the 
neck, pain in the throat, and difficulty of swallowing. These symptoms yielded to 
calomel and opium, &g. but in two or three days afterwards Dr. Gilmore found 
bis patient labouring under violent spasms, affecting principally the wounded thigh, 
the abdomen, and the chest, during the paroxysm of which the man was, as it were, 
doubled up, sitting forward and grasping the bedstead convulsively with his hands, 
bathed th a profuse cold sweaWthe pulse being quick, small, and frequent — an au- 
tispasmodic draught was immediately administered, and a vein opened in the arm, 
whence the blood was allowed to fiow freely, antil the spasms were somewhat alle- 
Yiated, and the man became faint. The draught was repeated, and active purga- 
tives afterwards administered. Next day, though the cathartics had acted well, the 
spasms of the mjiscles of the trunk, and right thigh, remained unabated. Calomel, 
#pium,.an(l camphor were administered In combination, and die thigh was envelop* 
•d 11^ % large cataplasm. Next day the bowels and stomach were actively moved 
by lan^U^tic mixture-*andfrom this time the case assumed a more favourable as- 
on the same evening, the man was decidedly better—and he gradually 
besi^ bsinralesoent. 

Dy^!&eyle's 04^^ referred to a small box of dried Senna leaves, grown 

nt tPs Sahirdnpdl^ Gardens, (partly from some seed derived from the Calcutta Bo- 
tanic Gurden^but chiefly from seed picked out of the Senna sold in the Sabarunpore 
bas^) dispatched to the Medical Board, and described as perfectly dry, and of a 
find light gtssn oalonr*MGovsrnment GazetCs. 


ENGLISH PROTESTANT NUNNERIES. 


Onr having been drawn to a lata report of dhu Agricoltural and Hortionl* 
iyM9n^ty, which s^itsd that a Miss Dsvy had submitted a plan for a Protestant 
mit to ht iuppoihi^ by iho coltivaiioa of tho Mulberry Trsa and rearing the 
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Silk-worm, wo Applied to the Seoretarf, and obtained a sight of Mias Par^^i pfaii, 
which had been rejected by the Society as not coming within the obope of its 
means or objects. 

We do not pretend to have considered Miss Davy’s plan with v^ery minute at ten** 
tion, but it apfiearato us, from a curaory.consuieration of the Subject, that with a 
little patronage and enoouragement from a few Ladies of rank and iitdueoce in tliia 
community, her suggesAoos might he acted upon with a fair prospect of the most 
desirable results. The funds requisite in the first instance for the establishment 
of a Silk Factory and an^Asylum for the employment of females in distress, might 
we think, very speedily be^ raised^ if a proper appeal were made to the Indian 
Public, which therb is no reason to suppose would be backward in contributing to- 
such a purpose. We have no doubt, there are numbers of English and British 
Indian females in this country who are living in a state of penury and dependence, 
exposed to alt those miseries and temptations,, which so fearfully assail the gentler 
sex iu the hour of distress, who would grasp at any means of gaming a respectably 
livelihood, arid*wbo w^uid fly to such a refuge as that now proposed, with eager* 
ness and gratitude. 

We shall not here enter into any minute {yirtioulars as to the general manage* 
ment and the various regulations of such an Establishment, but we may observe- 
en jyassant that the employment of the females need not be wholly condoed to the 
silk factory. For instance, yoftiig Ladies might be boarded and educated in the 
same institution upon a plan aud in a manner that would be both creditable and 
advauta-geous to all concerned. 


Under the severe system of retrenchment that now pervades eaery department 
of Government, we could not expect that much effective pecuniary aid would be 
granted to the institution, but a small annual donation from the P ub I io Treasury^, 
and the expressed sanction of the Ruling Powers, oould very possibly he procursd 
by any influential patron. We have heard indeed, that one Lady, who is still 
more distinguished for her humanity aud condescension than her exalted rank,"^ 
has expressed her concurrence in Miss Davy’s wishes, though she has some doubte 
of the practicability of her plan, chiefly, we believe, on account of the probable 
diiflouUy of raising sutflcieiu funds for the purpose. As however, very small 
sums, from a great number of individuals, would answer the purpose, and tbs na- 
ture of the appeal would come home to the bosoms of the whole community, we 
should hardly anticipate failure on pecuniary grounds. 

The first difficulty Would be to convince the public of the necessity ot pircpriety 
of the proposed asylum, for there may be many of our countrymen in India, psrtw 
cularly in the Mofuisil, who, having but seldom met wi^h lostauoe^of female de* 
stitutioQ in this country, may be slow to credit the existence of that e^teasive^ 
distress among the gentler sex which would warrant their support of such an insti- 
tution. Others again might doubt whether respectable females accustomed to au 
Indian life, would not soon grow weary of the proposed employments; Hod the 
rigid regularity of a secluded nunnery-like establishment the result of which 
'might be quarrels among themselves or with those placed in authority over them. 

These points should be perspicuously explained,, and Miss Davy, from her ta» 
lents and good sense, we should suppose well qualified to enter into a more atabor* 
ate statement and consideration of her plans, their prospective advantages, gud 
possible obstacles than she has yet offered^ 

From her letter to the President of the Horticultural Society, we' extract tbfli> 
following paragiaphs illustrative of her views, and to these we have annexed am 
article on the subject of Protestant Nunneries, from a London Periodical, which, 
should be read by those who take any interest in Miss Davy’s proposiuous#*** 
Bengal Hurkuru, Oct. 19. 

[extracts from miss daw’s letter.} 

I have the honor to transmit herewith two treatises — one oo the Chinese 
another on the French method o£ rearing the Silk worm. The latter in, t utider* 
stflnd, the only one in the country, and is in the hahds of thi 
IkgefttS in the M'Ofaisil. ^ ' 
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It ittttirt ' ^ to tho moiit «iKporilct«l morion, tbat Uie Fr«tieh h rttllj 

iiiffrrioi^lo xiioth04« wliteb in ttioro onologouft to tb« soil, tud cUmato 

of Indio ioatoaoe ; the Mnlborry* troo in France^ ia of oa« bundrad yoara^ 
dnratjon ; itf l4dia, they are peat service in three, in the wny they are maneiy- 
ed *f icfd tho di^otiona for feeding, and rearing the silk worm, are very vague, 
and im$>erfeet, whereas, the Chineae, deacribea the most minute details, and 
ttifna evefy thing to account. i 

Hy motive for laying the treatise before the Society, is with the hope of obtain* 
ingeupport for myself, and other destitute females, of the better classes of So* 
oiety 1^ the establishment of a Puotesvant ^^UNNERY. <l'he outline of my plan 
X have now the honor to forward to you,* and you will ther€6y perceive that I 
have adapted the regulations, to the state of Society in India. 

As there are no Ladles of fortune in India, who would by spending a large in* 
eome, insuoh dn imylum, enable the managers, to rereive those persons who 
oould not pay, I propose annexing an extensive Silk Factory to, the establish* 
ment, for rehttng the Silk worm, and out of the prohts otV the Silk, to allow to 
each Lady, so employed, a small m^tbly payment* 

Kearing the Silk worm, has been tho occupation of the Chinese Ladies, from the 
earliest records of their history, and might with great advantage be introduced 
in India ; it would he the means of giving assistaifce to numbers, who are at this 
time, langnishing in obscurity and want. 

Doubtless it would be very difficult by individual exertion to raise funds for 
such an undertaking, but a wise government, extends its justicp, audita beneiits, 
alike, to all descriptions of people; surely the Widows and Orphans, of the 
natural bom subjects of Great Britain, whose Fathers, and relatives, have ren- 
dered good service to the state, have soma claims upon the sympathies of English- 
men, and the protecting care of the British Government. While Colleges are 
erected, and enckised, and Schools established, for the population, and for those of 
the Chinese and Malay, no funds can be found for the shelter, and protection^ 
of the destitute females of British parentage, who, when their Fathers or Hus- 
bands have departed this life, their Widows and Children, if without fortune, 
are left in a state of earthly purgatory, without the possibility, from the state 
of Indian Soaiety, of being able to earn an honourable support for themselves* 
'I'heir wants and miseries, so far from meeting with commiaserstion, are re- 
pelled with insult and contempt, by a new set of public functionaries, and past ser- 
vices are forgotten. 1 speak from sorrowful experience. If the Government, would 
give its sanction, to a lottery on the same principle as that for th# improvement of 
Calcutta, saffi(\ient fands lytght be raised, in three successive years, to furnish the 
means of carryiijg so desirable an object into execution. 

: Xt is not Charity I am soliciting, on my own behalf, and that of other distres- 
sed iedmk, who would be thankful in being allowed to earn a subsistence for them- 
seltep, if ^ means we: e within their power to obtain it. We have a stronger 
oMm tin the Government. The Portuguese, our predecessors in the East, although 
theikMiqnStttSf Wdfe madein a semi barbarous age, have aet us a noble example of 
imblioinstitnunlei; in their confraternity Of the Misericordia, which has been ex- 
tended tO all ihdir Colonies, and is exempt from the law of mortmain j they erect 
hbepit^ for sick, they bury the dead, and relieve the widow and orphan: 
in the Uj^enf years, they have saved thousands of Chinese infants from des- 
irndtionV Their services, are extended alike to the marioere of all nations. Not 
Idng dince an English country ship was wrecked in the Chinese seas ; the crew, 
With ala4}li ^he wife of an officer of the ship, were picked up in an open boat, by 
a Chinese Innek, bonnd for Canton, where the British factory, those digni^Bed 
personages, living under the influence of the ClUestial Empire, being elevated 
"above the omsmon lUlings of bnmam^, did not think proper, to give bertha 
protection of a British subject ; the Chinese Manoerin was in consequenoe, Ob- 
^g^^^Uverhar over to the Portuguese, with aphqp to the senate in MdoaOi, 
% vi^Odi^she was hosnitabiy en iertainad, and Hotbed notil her return to Bom* 
ai^flupporied the frencliman, ifho had the (oqd Imtune Jo 
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Mnf iaurd«r#d, on board the Cfein Joiwfc, »^d onabWd Uitn to 
the destroyers of his couQtrfmen, when such a terrible instance of GlhineSa Jw**' 
tice, wft» ^iren to the European nations. They likewise assist youn|5 ^en, with 
money on respondentia, for commercial adventure; they have an' tnstitutidn fot 
merchant’s daughters, and others, whose Fathers, have held respectable statione 
in their settlements, and likewise convents; for those who are religiously disposed^ 
The Portuguese power ai^ dominion in the East, has now past away, but their 
institutions, having permanent funds for their support, have survived the wreck 
of their fortunes, and afford the means of subsistence, to their impoverished des- 
cendants. 

. The English, with all the power alid wealth of India at command, have not a 
single institution established on a permanent basis ; they are all supported by an- 
nual voluntary subscripiion, excepting the Upper Military Orphan Scb<»ol, for the 
support of which, the pay of the officers, is deducted by the pay master of the 
forces, but by tbe existing regulations numbers of Officer’s daughters, are with- 
out the means *of support. , A Government and community, purely commerciaf, 
such as British India, must be subject to gre'it vicissitudes of fortune, and indi- 
viduals, who are in affiuence, and splendoil to day, may be involved in utter 
ruinr to-morrow ; the general distress which present prevails from tbe exten- 
sive bankruptcies, that have taken place, has involved numbers of Widows and 
Orphans in one general rutn« and as the numbers of cases of distress, have 
increased tenfold, the means of aifording relief, has decreased in the same pro- 
portion ; which would not be the case, if there were established funds, to support 
public institutions*

In the wholesale extirpation of monastic institutions, the nunneries were swept 
away. The good which would have resulted from converting them into Protestant 
establishments is so obvious, that few persons can have regarded the present state 
of society in these kingdoms as it affects women, without regretting that an opportu- 
nity for alleviatiug so much evil should have been neglected. 

Women in the lower classes take their full share of occupation, and there is always 
occupation for them. Butin all the intermediate stages between low and high life 
they feel the effects of a crowded population far more severely than tl>| other sex, and 
more in England than in any other countries, for many reasons. Great part of the 
shop business on the continent is earned on by women, in England very little ; partly 
because the spirit wherewith trade is carried on requires, in most branches, an ex- 
ertion of strength and activity which they are not ahlq to sustain ; partly idsa 
because men have intruded themselves into those braucues in whicb women might 
more fittingly be emjployed. In no other country lb the general clftracter of society 
so ambitious as lu this, or the general habits so expensive. They have become so 
during the present reign in consequence of the extraordinary impulse communicated 
to industry and enterprise by the calls which the state has made upon them, and by 
.t)ie improvements in machinery. As the value of money lessened and the demand 
for it increased owing to the exigencies of the state, it was bojthla heartless and a 
hopeless attempt for individuals to accommodate their manner of liying to the altered 
circumstances of the age by retrenchment ; the severest economit was insufficient for 
this. The whole pressure of tbe times fell upon those who had no other resourep, 
persons who had retired from business with what had been a fair oon^petepce wheu 
they withdrew ; widows and single wmmen who had no opportunity of improving 
their limited means, the most suffering bur always the most uncomplaining part of 
the community* Upon tbe stirring and active members of society who had hope to 
eld them, the effect was like that ot task-work upon the willing labourer f every man 
increased his exertions, widened his views, and extended his concerosl The natural 
consequence of tliis was a libet^if or rather a profuse expenditure. Frugality is tho 
virtue of a quiet age, when in«i^n are contented with small and regular gains. Specu- 
lation bads to extravagance, and when expensive habits become prevalent, and the 
rank which individuals hold in society is ohiefiy determined by the appearance 
they make, many persons fi^m policy as well as frotn pride, think it neceSeoted 
make an appearance beyond their means. In this state of things throUgHnut tfbrallf 
and lower chases Off society, trluldren have been educated for a stage

m which they were born. And now when the peace which we hare won $o hrnvelr 
has put an end to our extraordinary exertions, aa well ns to the dreadful expenditure 
of human lifd, tlie evil of a redundant population in the educated classes becomes 
every year more and more apparent and the consequences more and more distressing ; 
every profession and every way of business is overstocked, nor can there be any 
other remedy than colonization. But modern goverumenta have not been accustomed 
to consider colonization as a necessary part of their economy ; and it cannot be ex* 
peeled that the best means of relieving the country from lU Bur*charge should be de- 
vised at once, noi that the public feeling should accommodate itseU immediately to 
regular migrations of this kind, which are absolutely indispensable i^or the general 
good. 

All these changes have had an unfavourable e^eot upon the cemdition of women. 
They ai&o, tlirougiiout the intermediate classes, have been educated for refined life# 
Bun it is in refined life that the moral checks to population operate with full force— 
■with such force indeed as to make celibacy the lotot far the greater number of (emaiea 
■w^ho have liule or no fortune. Foreigners used to say ot Kngiand that it was the 
paradise of women and the imll of horses. It is mure the hell of horses at this time 
tnau it could possibly have been before mail-coaches were invented, and it is less the 
paradise ot women. For though domciAlic happiness is both higher in kind and greater 
in degree tlian it possibly can be in countries -where morals are at a lower standard, 
mijimers more frivolous, and iniruls leas 'cultivated, that happiness is comparatively 
tije lot ot few j and ihe condition of unprotected women is perhaps tlie greatest evil 
in our preaent system of society. The man w’ho is^cast upon tne woild has many 
chances ; he can bestir himself to better his fortunes, or, at the worst, Omne iotiim 
/(irtijmtJta, tlie world IS all before him where to chuse ; if he fail of in success his 
own couutry, other couatrit'S are open which want inhabitants, where he may find 
sure subsistence foi himself, and reasonably hope to form an establishment for a fa* 
mjl>. Hut how many daughters of the clergy, of military aud naval officers, of that 
numerous class who derive their support from hfe-incomes, and of those whom the 
vicissitudes w'lnch are always occurring in commercial countries have reduced from 
nffiucuce to distress, are yvmrly left with a scanty provision, or with none I All the 
OTrj0*'i instances and all the prejudices of society ore against tliem. Of the few employ- 
ments which are left for them, there is not one to which they can betake themselves 
without a certain degree of degradation, and all are overstocked. 'I'hey are fallen 
from the rank m winch they have grown up, and they wither on the stalk, not in 
single blessedness, but in forlorn desertion ; with no other joys than wbjtt religion 
cun bestow, and no hope in this life except tlie prospect of the next, and the belief 
that iiii all- wise and almigiity Creator, who has made none of his creatures to be mi- 
serable, will regard them in a better world for the privations and trials which are 
their portion in this ! 

As a remedy for this evil, though it was far less in his days than in ours, Richard- 
son suggested the esiahlisbmeut of Frotestant Nunneries in every country, “in 
which single worfen of small, Or no fortunes might live with all manner of freedom, 
under such teguUtjpus as it would be a disgrace for a modest or good woman not to 
comply w ith. wei*e she absolutely on her own hands ; and to be allowed to quit when- 
ever they pleased. The governesses,” he would have had, to be women of family, 
of unhlameable characters Irom infancy, and noted equally for their prudence, good 
nature, and gentleness of mannerB, The attendants for the slighter services ^ould 
be the hopeful female children of the honest poor. ** Do you not imagine,” he con- 
tinues, that 0uch^4 society as tins, all women of unblemished reputation, employ- 
ing theinaelveaajl^i^,h .^consul ting her own genius) at her admission shall undertake 
to employ herself,' Httd supported genteelly, some at more some at less expence to 
the foundation, according to their circumstances, might become a national good ; 
and particularly a seminary for good wives, and the institution a stand for virtue in 
an age given up to luxury, extravagance, and amusements little less than riotous V* 


Kichardcon’a scheme proceeded no farther tlian this suggestion ; but even this, as 
coming from^ man of such deserved celebrity, is interesting. Among the attempts 
which have been made to institute something like u Protestant nunnery, Mr. Fosbrook 
mentions the curious establishment of the Ferrar fasuly at Little Gidding, He is 
mistaken m culling it s nunnery, because it contained persons of both sexes j and hs 
is hi^taken also in saying that “ this Protestant nunnery was no other than the old 
'"•Ijwines.”— The bouse at Little O^dding bore no resemblance whatever to a begui- 
-rAmoreplaosible scheme was proposed in JLdWl,tfor ** an academy, orcol- 
,%erei)a/ says the programma, ** young ladies uiay, atavery moderate expence, 
llliF$,1batriuitbdintha true Protestant xaligloni and in all yirtuous qaalities that 
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may adorn tliat sex ; also bl carefully preserved and secured till the day of their 
marriage, under the tuition of a lady governess, and grave society of widows and vir- 
gins, who have resolved to lead the rest of their lives in a single, retired, religious 
way, according to the pattern of some i^rote!»unt colleges in Germany.’^ 

A similar establishment was instituted in 1B16. under the sanction of her late Ma- 
jesty ; nor has there ever been onyinstuuuoa more worthy of the stienuon and the 
libeial patronage of the public* 

In the spring of 1815, tlfe Dowager Duchess of Buccleugh, Lady Carysfoot, Lady 
Anson, Lady Willoughby, and Lady Cionbrook, having taken into consirieriUiou the 
plan of an institution calculated to adord the comforts of life at a muaet ate 
to ladies of respectability and ainall fortunes, agreed lo form an assomutiou idr the 
purpose of promotii^ establishmeuttf oi that nature. l<udv Uabf 11a King is tiie per- 
son to whom the merit of having originated this association is due, and the siill 
higher merit of having hitherto superinreuded the institution which by her means 
was formed. Tlie most trequeni objections which she had heard advaucetl against 
her iuvourite object were, that a society or women — Kiigtinh women, belonging to the 
church of Kuglai^d, could never be expected to live together in peace. With the 
fervent hope of proviugothat these redexions on her sex, her country, and her reli- 
gion were uniounded, Lady Isabella quitted! a hie more cougemal with her taste 
and inclinations, and engaged in this undertakmg. 

The general object of the plan as first proposed, was the promotion of societies 
80 regulated that the larger payments of one part of the community thrown into a 
joint stock, should reduce the payments of the remainder to a couventent liiuu, 
without subjecting them to any unpleasant feeling ot pecuniary obligation; and 
that all should engage themselves, as far as their situation w'ould admit, lu be- 
nevolent and useful occupation ; their agreements in such pursuits serving as a bond 
of union. It was thought, however, upon fuither coubideiation, that no iiibtitutiou 
ought to rest wholly for support on an arrangement which would expose u to great 
inconvenience, perhaps total failure, on tho removal of the richer members. It 
was agreed, therefore, that a sum ot from ten to fifteen thousand pounds should be 
raised by the association as an endowment for the primary establishment ; mid that, 
as an additional support, a limited number of apartments should be allotted to such 
ladies, friends of ine undertaking, as would agree to reside there, paying a high 
yearly rent for their rooms to the funds of the establishment, and conforming equal- 
ly with the other inmates to the rules of the institution. The Queen contributed 
and signified bet* intention of subscribing ^TOO annually. Iho late Princess Char- 
lotte, and the other Princesses, contributed each. But notwithstanding this 
disdiiguished patronage, the whole sum which could be collected in the course of a 
year Uli considerably short of five thousand pounds, whereas it had been hoped that 
from ten to fifteen thousand pounds might be raised, and lass could not sn^ce for 
putting the institution upon a permanent establishment. Anxious, however, that 
the institution should be no longer delayed, and hoping that when us practicability 
should have been tried and proved, the good would be. so manifejft as to ensure 
success in a future appeal for public support. Lady Isanella Kiue ofiered to take 
upon herseh whatever risk or responsibility might attend it, and proposed to give 
a year for a furnished house in Derbyshire. Lady Willoughby was of opi- 
nion tliat it would be better to have the institution in the immediate vioinity of 
Bath, and offered to pay the difference of rent which this arrangement would oc- 
casion. Accordingly a lease of Braybrook House near that cuyi Was taken for 
three years, at a rent ot ^^400 a year. 

It had originally been designed that for each ^50 accruing ^eat*ly to the insti- 
tution from the interest of the collected fund* one lady should foe admitted, paying 
on her part ^5o annually for her apartment and board. But the first step taken 
by the residing managers was to make known their determination of not drawing 
upon the fund, but leaving it to accumulate for thiee years, during whfch time 
the society engaged to defray every expence of the establishment, rent and taxes 
included. • 

The tliree years devoted to th^ experiment have elapsed. To those who consider 
the formation of such institutions as desirable, it will be gratifying to learn that all 
who are personally concerned in promoting this undertaking, all who have actually 
visited the establishment and made themselves thoroughly acquainted with itd ar^ 
rangements, are cordially d^irpus of its continuance. The experiment was fairly 
tried, and it succeeded perfectly.* No lady quitted the society who was elected 
after the first year that ia after the principles of the fioeiety were geifsraUf 
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wd it» regular f^4, retired bahita fully uuderltood. It has been pwed 
such h society of ladies may live in barHJOuyj that they can consider them* 
Helves fiW mrnh bound by m> vowS ; and be contenjed and happy m their retire- 
ment though not upon compulsion. The late excellent Queen inspected the es* 
SSuiment In person during the last year of her hfe. She expressed ^e most^ 
imaualihed approbation of its principles and regulatidns, and emphatieaUy pronoun- 
k “ a blessed asvlum.’* Though nothing was drawn from the fund, eight lady 
associates had been received on the original plan . The e^taWiahment ^s enabled 
toaffewd this by the ladies president and vice-president resting in it a* consider^ 
hlft exuence; but it is observed that such a mode of upholding it cannot be rested

Ail Khan, will be finally and formally confirmed in the office of Minister, and that 
Agha Meer will be released ; or otherwise.

1 he King is stated to have written to the Resident, proposing a particular day 
for the formal investiture (in bis pi.seiice) of Mebdi Ah Khan with the Kobe and 
other insignia of the oflSce of Minister.

Lucknow.— •T he compleKion of aBTairsin ibis quarter appears unaltered, A ierji* 
ous diderenoe is mentioned as existing between the King and the Resident, ^ 
consequence of the letter of coRiuUint addressed by the former to the Gove rnot 
General, The writer o^tbis letter Mousbi Sahib Ali (as stated in our last notion 
of Lucbnow news,) had been confined by the King. It was reported to His Majes- 
ty tfaxt the writers iu the Resideiicv Persian Office bad openly repeated the tenorof 
an order received from Calcutta, viz. " That whenever the individual who had 
** created the diffTei^nce and >11 wilt between the Resident and the King was ex- 

pelted from the Court of the latter, the intercourse between the Resident and 

the King would be resumed : otherwise there was no necessity for the same,’* 

Mebdi AH Khan is euderatood to be the Individual here glanced at. The News- 
writer accordin^rly observes, that this individual was singularly unfortunate. “ Th« 
Kincr is displeased wigh him on account of the relaxatiou of securities in resoect to 
Aga Meer and the approaching release of thatv^erson ; while the Resident apparent- 
ly is offended by a remonstrance on this subject addressed by the King to the Go- 
vernor General. True it is, that that iVlehdt Ah Khan had come verv inopportune- 
ly. 'I’he Resident had required from the King the surrender of the English Writer 
of Mehdi AH Khan, au Earop%an, and had dismissed him after the contiiuement u£ 
two dava. 'rh« ground of ins arre^it and detentiou are not stated. 

Sonaultaii, and the otlier eight Jlircarrabs of the Residency who were imprisoned

Great progress had been made towards the liquidation of the long arrears due to 
tbe servants of the State and the relations of the king. For this purpose the Nawab 
had raised a large sum on Jus persorialrcredit. fie had also undertaken for the punc* 
fual collection of the public revenues for five years at a considerable advance. 
From this arrangement which appears to have occasioned general satisfaction, ex- 
tensive benefit was anticipated. It placed tbe public receipts on a secure footing, 
and at the same time relieved the agricultural population from the oppressive ex- 
actions of numerous and constantly changing independant Arails. It appears to ba 
Understood that the arrangement now made with the Nawah is a preliminary to th« 
general introduction of a direct settlement with the individual Zemiudars and 
occupants of the soil,— * Bengal Hurharu, Oct. 15. .

In the cnee of the Will of General Martin, the three suite consolidated in 1819, 
came ou for bearing this day upon further direction. 

We do not pretr^d to give at leflgrb the arguments of the learned Counsel in 
this case, they would notin full be generally interesting to our readers, they would 
be far beyond what our limits could afford, and we shall therefore confine ourselves 
to a general view of the points upon which they rested their clients* interests 
and the arguments urged in support of them. 

The Advocate Geneeal, after Mr. Cochrane had opened the case, said, that not- 
withstanding its importance be trusted he should not he compelled to go at length 
into jhe entire case, stating its different del|irs, but that it would be sufficient for 
him in the first iustance, to address himself to the principal points, for he would 
be followed by his learned friends for the City of Lyons, whose intereBts were 
nearly connected with his oifn, and they would fill up any omissions which he 
might make. 

The Advocate General first addressed his remake, to the domicile of the testa* 
tor, urging that it was English, or at least such as rendered it impossible, that 
Ilia properly and effects, could pnder the will, be otherwise distributed than by 
KtigJisb law. Tbe next point he took was as to the residue, which with the 
exception of four lacs and half, he might perhaps feel it bis duty to claim od, 
behalf of tbe Crown, he considered shOj|iMi|^b» distributed according to the 
will of tbe testator, or his meaning as it could be collected from it, and 
go amongst the different chanties mentioned in that will. With reference to tbn 
first point, tbe domicile, he would look to the evidence which bad been giveh 
before the Master on the reference and from that he collected ; that General 
Martin was a Erencbman and had come out to Pondicherry at an early age in the 
service Of his country ; that he subsequently entered the service of the United 
Ctimpany asa Cadet and rose through its different gradations tillhe ayiir^d at the 
rank of a Major General ; that be lived for some time at Lucknow wbete he died 
and now lies buried, and then urging such arguments as he cOuld advance, leave 
it open to the Court to determine, where bis domicile was, but he wohld contend, 
that from tbe time of bis first being a Cadet till the period of hU^death, he was 
under tbe controul, and enure political controiil, of (he tJ^nit«d Company; re- 
ceiving, though for a number of years in the service of a foreign state then in al- 
liance with it, bis half-pay, all be was entitled to under existing regulations; 
that he took no office though in tbe service of that country, except by consent 
already obtained, and was appointed to his command there af, tho yecommqpdft)^ 
tiun of the United Company. ' , ; > * 

In proof of these facts, the Advocate General first referre^^id/the evidence ol 
Col. Imlack, who stated, that tbe testator had lived at Luoknow and commandedl 
the Vizier's troops in the Mysore ; that be continued in bis service till his deaths 
and could only have taken that command by consent of tbe British Government* 

The next evidence to which tbe Advocate General referred, was a letter from 
Government m January 1786, which shewed that General Martin then wept into 
the servioe of Oude, on an application from the Vixter to the .Britfah Govern^ 
ment, to have a proper officer appointed to tbe superin tendance Of his arsenal, nmi 
only by the consent or rather the appointment of the British Gpverpmept* r' ; 

Tbe next was a letter to the Resident at the Vizier*s Court acquainting 
with the appointment of Captain Martin, and then a letter o( subsequent ^atp 
to tbe Eesi dent from Lor«k (A)rpwaliis, requesting him personally to tb 

Col. Martin, in answer to his remonstrance, that according to uMpulatign, nf coulil

eUtiag the tt(>IJ>oinl;tueikt of the testator to the command of the Viaier^s troops 
in tieldj dated in December, 1798, a fetr months before his demise, toge- 
ther with the consent of government that he should assume that command, (and 
then foUaws the material part) from his known zeal and activity in the service of 
the Uni$0d Compann. 

The Advocate General did not know that, in the first instance be would he re- 
quired to show, that the testator had an English domicile, but be considered that 
his taking office in the service of the British Government was sufficient to prove 
that; in this opinion the Chief Justice agreed, and the* Advocate General cited 
the case of an Alderman of the Mayor’s Court C'^lcutta a German, to show that 
a foreigner having ever taken upon himself the legal character of an Englishman, 
«ould not plead that he was a foreigner ; find also, the rase of Bruce and Bruce, 
where it Was decided, that a Scotchman, when he was in the Company’s service 
in India, had actjmred an English domicile, though he bad remitted home funds to 
the country of hia birth, and stated, that it was his intention to reside there, and 
that his property and effects should be administered according to the English law, 
and stated tliat it was supposed th^ testator had died at sea, yet the place of 
demise formed no part of the coiisideratiou in d>>rermining that case. 

The Chief Justice remaiked that there could be no doubt,, that in the Mofus- 
eil a Scotchman was subject to English laws, hut Ijo believed foreigners were not 
considered in the same light as Englishmen, unless resident in Calcutta. In the 
Upper Provinces a Scotchman would no doubt have the same rights as an EugUsh 
■or an Irishman, & Frenchman he thought would not. 

The Advocate General thought that, this di.stiiiction, in the present case, had 
■been done away with, in consequence of he tesiaior’s having entered the mili- 
tary service of the United Company, which has been decided to give an Engh<;h 
domicile; and therefore, thoug^'^^^iight be a foreigner, he would be still sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction of this C^rr, then if General Martin had by such ser- 
vice acquired an English domicile, he contended that such was his domicile 
when he died, for, from the cases which he cited it appeared, that no person 
could abandon an old domicile till he had regularly acquired a new one ; that 
the original domicile continued in this intance was plain indeed, for he never 
divested himself of the controul of the British government, up to the time of his 
death he received half-pay as an officer from the East India Company, and never 
assumed command in any other service, except by their consent first had ; for these 
reasons coutended the testator had acquired an Indian domicile, which was 
in effect the same as an English. India for that purpose being considered within 
Canterbury, and not such a domicile as would affect the distribution of his pro- 
perty acco'rdin«^ to bis wilf under the English law... 

The Advocate ^General next referred to the evidence of a Mussulman taken 
before the Master, from which it appeared, that the testator according to the 
B^abomedan law could have had no domicile, under the circumstances, in a 
Mahomedau country, and further that after his death his will should be carried 
into effect, pot according to the laws of that country but bis own, for he says, 
a Mustameexi hitc^jpaiders not to be a subject; he can leave the country when 
be likes, and where he pleases ; if he dies, his property will go to his chnstian 
I'platiyes, and if sent to a Christian country , will bo divided according to the law of 
that country ; hut if those relatives went into the Mussulman country, it would be 
divided.according to Mahomedan law ; but in case it got into the hands of persona 
residing in Calcutta, it was bis opinion it would be divided according to the laws 
valent ihere« unless the Court wished it to he divided according to the Mussul- 
man law. *This witness considered an officer lent to the Prince of a Mussulmaa 
country, where he resided, to be a Mustameen and not a subject. 

The Chief Justice here remarked, that the only point upon which he felt any 
doubt, for he was surwtfae Company hid taken care to place their officers above 
the native dr any MahOmedan laws, was as to the manner of disposing of the pro- 
|ierty of foreigners who died in the Mofussit. # * • 

/In the of an Armenian he was sure the property would be distributed by 
Ihe iProtincisI CouttSi acoordihg to the Armcniau law, and then putting the case 
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ef a Frenebman not a Britlali subject, boir would it be dilpoged of and wbat, 
was the usage ? on this point bie Lordship appeared to think it would he nacea** 
ary to have a reference. . , 

The Advocate General feared that nothing satisfactory could be obtained from 
such a reference* as to the practice of the Mofussil Courte; but the Chief Justica 
remarked that the Master had not informed the Court whether any cases of that 
kind bad been brought b^ore tt, and if so what had been tha practice and all this 
he could have ascertained by exnuinting the Kcclesiastical Register, and then the 
Court could, if the case were earned further, be able to furnish the authorities at 
home with all information in their power, as to what bad hitherto been the prac* 
tioe in such cases in this country, • 

The Advocate OAieral felt so strongly the weight of the cases be had cited, 
and be knew it would be so ranch to the beneht of Ins frienila tor that next of kin 
to press that investigation that he should not he disposed to occupy further 
their Lordships* attention upon it. but he would submit that unless it were uninter- 
rupted usage recognized by law, it would be of little weight. 

The Advocate Genital next came to the question of the residue, and be was 
informed that his learned- friends for the next ^f km would claim that part of it un- 
appropriated under the will, but this be contended could not have been the intea* 
Won of the testator, for charity seemed to have been the object continually in bis 
view abd from bis own words it might bo collected, that be wished to be remem- 
bered by his charity in the world as the great benefactor of man. The Advo- 
cate General read sections from the wiH to show’, that he bad directed certain 
funds to be invested, and Indigo Factories to be carried on, and when the profits 
increased above a certain sum they were to go to the benefit of chanties andcould 
it at the same time he oonteiuled. that he intended to leave these sums to those to 
whom he had bequeathed certain specific legacies ; then if such was not the 
intention of the testator and that any of these proposed charities or pstablisbments 
could not be carried into effect, their I^^fl^ips would appropriate the Funds 
to the credit of those charities in such a wat as would, as nearly, as possible 
come within the intention of the testator, and he, the Advocate General, would 
contend that they should be distributed between the other chanties. 

Mr. Advocate General concluded by stating, that be did not abandon, but might 
perhaps feel it bis duty to lay claim on behalf of the Crown, to the real estate in 
Calcutta and its proceeds, amounting in all to four lacks and a‘balf of rupees, on 
the ground of General Martin having been an alien. 

Mr. Cochrane followed and went into a lengthened history of the proceedings in 
the case, fiom the death of General Martin to the consoUdation of the three suits 
in 1819, and subsequently from that year to the present time, and stated that 
some unaccountable delay marked the entire proceediuj^s. He coitended that the 
question of domicile had already been decided ^ it was arguett on exceptions 
to the Master’s report and determined, and against that decree the parties in- 
terested had not appealed or taken any further proceedings, and he therefore con- 
sidered that they were now bound by it and that the Court could not alter it if 
there was to be any consistency in judicial investigations, and if the public had 
any right to see their Lordships* decrees supported, and what;^ he asked would bo 
the consequence if the doctrine was to be now raised, that the Court was not 
to be bound by these decrees, and that the domicile of the testator should ho 
found to be in Oude 't why that all the money which had been expended under tl^o 
will was illegally paid out, for the testator was a Mussulman. 

Mr. Cochrane next applied his arguments to the residue and contended that tho 
great principle, throughout the different clauses of the will, wgs cbairity, ia 
the testator’s own words “ that the donor might be known after «hia death^^ 
for he ordered the funds for tike charitable bequests and pensions to be set said# 
from the best part of his fortune and deposited in the safest possible gecurity. 

The Learned Geutlpiuan here cited cases to show that the Court wgs empowex* 
ed, where they coult not give full effect to a charity mentioned in the will, tp 
carry the testator’s iutentifn^ii^o operation in some manner, as nearly as ppsgihls 
approaching to hts expressed wishes. That charity was his grand object he con- 
tended from Tsriotts parts of the will upon which he reliedi to if the pontt could 
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Lvekaowobwitr. it wsuM noi'ffiT* (ka tani* •pnremf. 
sttdto tK«t, . t6 th« Bcn of kin, ftjr lueb eould. not bar* bean bis intintiOT

On the Chief Justice taking bis seat this day, he observed, with reference to the 
jirst point which he thought yesterday evening would require further inveatieation. 
JiiaUaking into consideration the fact, that at the time of the teetator^s death, Kng. 
landwasat war with France, in which country a system of government and laws exisi- 
eci to which the testator owed no allegiance, and which were never recoffniaed hr 
^ngland. or any rule, other than that of the exiled King, the only protection the 
Ooverument could hold out to the testator was the English law and that coupled 
land he considered sufficient to show hit domicile to be in Eng- 

firsf ^ ^***®^*® wished his friendlf^^foS^ the City of Lyons to address the Court 

Mr. Prinsep had no objection, and after what had fallen from the Court in the 
eourse of yesterday . the remarks he should have to offer would not ocoupv much of 
their Lordships’ attention. What he should first observe, was, that he had not 
be«mmstructetl to oppose theinterests of the next of kin, but rather the contrary 
however, ht 0e same time he should not neglect the interests ol those he repre- 
sented. Upon the question of domicile, Mr. Prinsep would have little to ssy after 
the intimation which had be«n|riveii by the Court, but would first draw their Lord- 
Jhips attention to the treaties which Kutopeans were permitted to reside in 
Ptinsep hlludsd was the treaty hetateen the Viaier 
Shore on the part of the United Company, dated Slat Februarv 1?!^ 
M|1he fifteenth crause of which the terms were provided in these words' '•* I'ho 
haudut All Khan engages and promlies, that he will not entertain any Ku.

Mr. Prinsep oonsiderod that in this country there extwtod no power, for th# 
crown could not delegato it, to naturalize foreign subjects, though it might to, a 
certain extent make a 4#itizen, and he apprehended the court would not. from the 
circumstances, look at denizens here in the same light as in other places, for 
this country was acquired hy conquest, and then it was an adtaiued principle, 
that ill all such cases, the old law must prerail unless new ones ere introduced, 
now in the JVfofussil no law of escheat existed but Magistrates tried aU eases of 
escheats under the Mahomedan law, and if it were so, then in thi# onsa all pro« 
party went as directed by the will, and didnpt revert to the crown, hut to his rela- 
tives in bis native country, If the Mahomedan law of escheats prerailed in tliia 
case, it would go far to settle the question, for then all property went under tb« 
will, which the^urt had declared to be good and sujlhcient, and put at once an end 
to any claim on the ptrt of the crown for these provinces had been conquered, 
and the government have no rights, but wbat^ad been given by the Mahomedan 
law, and for this reason it was important to 4ocide the question, by what law cbo 
real property in Calcutta was to be distributed ; it would come to the point, does 
property grsnted to aliens revert to the crown after their death 1 this was of great 
importance, for nothing could fie more dangerous than the principle contended for 
when BO much land was held by foreigners in this country. 

Mr. Frinsep next remarked, that he had been given to understand, the next kin 
dnimed the unapplied residue and the legacy Inft for the establishment of the 
Lucknow charity, because it could not be carried into eflfeot. To such claims be 
was uot instructed to offer any opposition, but he should imagine their Lord- 
ahips were not inclined to raise any new cha^ies, and would therefore divide 
these sums amongst those already in existeqile, mr to bis relations, the testator 
left specific legacies, while the absolute sum to chanties could not be well sscer- 
tained as it wos to go on increasiiif and being applied to the enlargement of 
them, aud this showed that such chanty was the obect, principally kept in view by 
the testator and for this reason the residue ought to he divided between the 
Calcntta and City of Lyons Charities. > , 

Mr. Frinsep said it had been referred to the Master to enquire as to d^be will of 
Louis Martin, with a view to ascertaining the residue, and beyond this;, Sf Hti the 
exception of the practice in the Mofussil of distributing the property of, foreign- 
ers, there appeared nothing to be referred back and be thought thst the Court 
was in such a situation, as to determine most of the points and settle whether all 
the property was to pass under the will or i part was tb revert toftho Cnmipany 
as the delegated {Sovereigns of the country. If the testator had h ftgh^ to hold 
land in the Mofussil by deed, he might pass h to another, by will to hts Trustee, 
as was meant to he done in this case, and it had heed deolded, by the Court in 
a former instance, that in the case of an alien holding Lands in Caientta, the widow 
whs entitled to her dower, so that the son of an alien, he being horn in Calcutta, 
might inherit. 

The Chief Justice remarked that it had been also deoided* tliat an alien the son 
of an alien could not inherit, 

Mr. Clelaud followed Mr. Prinsep on the same side, and he contended for twh 
points : first, that the testator at the time of his death had an Kngliab dopiioilo $ 
secondly, that the residue, as the Lucknow ehatity could not beefifeetedi must goto 
the other charities aud that the doctrine of eypre did not apply to it. Upon tha 
first point the cate of Bruce and Bruce was strong, as he held a commiadion in th# 
Company’s Service,andthecas6 of Munro and Douglas was also worthy of mneli 
atreuiftoifc ^ m that case the testator died in Scotland. Mrs. Munro claimed 
hi* domietle was Scotch, which if she eonld maintain, by the law of that opnnirf 
she would he entitled to half his property and she founded her claim npo* tlii 
pmeiple of Scotch law, tbtt%rl|*B a man has acquired anaw domicil# pud loses 
tt, he IS censidared to belong to his domicile in origin ; in England h# IboonSider? 
od to holoAg to; Ih* seooad tiilh# ha* rtgidsriy aoqnixed a new mi ia 
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ttiat (ss(ft It vai dteiiled, that Manro, holding ■ oonhiisBion, had acquirnd an 
46i»icUe and where be died did not signifyo The csae ef ibe Indian 
Chief abovfed tb«t a Joreigner residing within any of the Factories of the Fast, 
WH% subject the British law ; and that an Indian domicile was in fact an Eoglisb 
onSt the oasaof Bfuce and Bruce was an express authority. 

Mt. Jpleland contended^ that the Court would not consider this as a case of 
inteatjl^y^, where the testator bad put himself under the piptection of the British 
law and, wished, as was eiridenc from his will, his domicile to be considered as Eng- 
lish ^ and, thisbaoonsidered took it out of the oases of inteaticy. It appeared 
from the WiH> (part of which he here read at length) that tjie intention of the testa- 
tor WHS, that the residue should be kept ull et amounted to ten lacks, and then 
he distributed aniongst the Calcutta and Lyons chanty, oiicf' as that in Oud« 
could uot be established, it must reirert to the other two mentioned. The 
court could only appropriate the fund for Lucknow in the way slated in the wilL 
for tbough'the.general rule was as laid down by Mr, Boper, that where a charita- 
ble bequest could not be gireri effect to in the way stated in the will, the doctrine 
ft/prs applied and the funds, should be appropriated as neaMy as possible in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of the testator ; but there was an exception to this where 
a specific not a general charily was th^ intention, as in the case before the court, 
where the clear object was to gratify hie ambition by the establishments and sup- 
port of particular institutions. 

Mr, Cleland cited several oases to shew first ibst, where a bequest was left 
for a speciBe charitable purpose, that to apply it to any other was a bad bequest ; 
secondly, that where a chanty was left for a particular purpose, it could not be 
given to the poor at large ; thirdly, that if it was the intention of the testator to 
give charity generally, the rule was the Court could apply it, but not unless it ap- 
peared so clearly from the jwill, so that, the Lucknow charity having been given for 
the estabiishment of a College, the Court could apply it in no other way, but the 
funds must go with the residue other charities, as they appeared from the 

will to be the great objects of the testator's care. With reference to the lauded 
property in Oude, under the Musselman Law, ha had a right to distribute that 
under his will, , 

Mr. Mtnohin begun by stating to the Court, on the part of one of the next 
of km, who had sent out a power of Attorney to Mr. Abbou with directions to 
bring liisinteresU forward, his right, on the authority of a ca>e w England, to be 
allowed to come in now, though at a late period, consenting to be bound by the 
decree. : 

The Chief J^^tice remarked that he might, but it should be brought forward by 
asoecific mn^oit'and it might, he thought, be done after the hearing. 

, The Chit^f Ji Slice enquired who was the attorney for the city of Lyons and was 
Informed, that" Abbott had a power of Attorney for both the City of Lyons and 
the next pi hih, and that Mesirs. Ronald and Master were the Attormea in both cases, 
MV , Mr. began by stating, that if General Martin had not bean a Christian, 

reitiding ih^lthe kingdom of Quda,he should have held that he l^^d, at the time of 
bis dea^h, ^ Mahl^tiaedan domicile, but he felt the weight of tha^Tact, and would 
not presa apply hia arguments to the charities. 

' MW Minoli^iidTite remarks, took four different points, upon which be argued 
with great talent ; the hrst was, that where the charity was to be established out of 
the Jurisdiction of the Court, in a foreign country, the Court bad no power over the 
funds to distribute them, and be cited in support, the cose of the Provost of £din- 
boroittgU Aubry, by which it appeared, that where a bequest was made in 
^England for the establisbiuent of a charity in Scotland, the Court of Chancery bad 
Ha power % 4iatn bote it, hut must pay it over to the Scottish Court to be by 
Ihem applied. • 

The Chief Justice remarked, that this was a Christian charity, and asked if its 
distribution was to be left to the Mahomedau Govefament of Oude, and was Con* 
jtantia House to be kept up for no purpose! 

Mr, Miuchin observed, that he was for that reaeob consider it void, and even 
felt itself bound to keep up the House where the testator lies hurled, 
l^tts were void > he next eame to (he eeoond part of his argmaant which 
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wu; that th«ra a parAcular mode of diatribution pointed out by tie will of 
the leatator^, which formed the essence of the bequest; that it couUl not bo distri- 
buted in anj other war than that pointed out, or the bequest was void. The testa- 
tor in his will, St great length pointed out, the manner in which the building was 
lobe carried on, and it could hardly be denied that the great object and essenco 
was the establishment of a College for Christian education within the walls of 
Constantia, and the releaw of prisoners ; from the Report of the Master, it appeared 
that edTect could be given to neither of the objects, those were therefore void; 
but beyond this, there was the fact of their being in a foreign country, and their 
Lordships bad therefore no jurisdiction over the funds to distribute them* 

Tbe Chief Justice remarked, tbst^there was no hnding in the report of the Mas- 
ter, that the House of Constantia could not be kept up, and the Court might still 
appropriate funds for that purpose, but was not some beneficial use to be m&de 
of it ? 

Mr. Minchin contended, that if the charity could not be carried fully into effect^ 
in 'all particular, that being void in part, it was void in all ; but the doctrine of 
cypre or the argumeift that their Lordships could apply it m any Other way was 
of no weight in the case before the Court ; there was no doubt they would when 
the charity was given for a general purpose ,#and if there were no trustees, the 
King as parens patriae could distribute the funds in any chanty be pleased. He 
cited the case of Maurice versus the Bishop of Durham, and contended that the 
Court had no power to distribute tbe funds in a foreign country, and provided 
the bequest failed by the law of that country, it was void, and then went to the 
third point ; that where there was a bequest whidh could not be carried into effect, 
it goes to the ne&t of kin and not into the residue. This Mr. Minchin contended 
he would show from the will itself, and for this purpose be read the first clausa 
by which it appeared the testator bad applied a specific sum to it, and tbe last to 
show that be bad not provided font in the Myidusry clause, as he never contem- 
plated a failure of tbe charity, and cited jaffash where the testator directed, that 
after tbe payment of all debts and legacies; the residue should be given so and $a, 
but one of the sons dying it was decided that bis legacy should be divided be- 
tween tbe neat of kin, and not go into the general residue. 

Mr. Minchin came lastly to the point ; where hythe residuary clause, it was pro- 
vided, that the residue, if it amounted to ten lacks was to be divided, if the t^ril of 
that sum, in conaequenoe of the inability of tne Court to give affect to tbe XiUbknow 
charity, be carried to tbe credit of the others, that would be a residue upon a residue 
and must therefore go to the next of km, and this he supported upon a ease cited 
from first Swanson. Mr. Minchin also claimed the legacy which left by 
the testator to Fere Martin, and there was no doubt that it bad"ili|fa^d^ he died 
in the life time of the testator, and this amounted to foaty tbousatid rupw With 
interest. With reference to the question whether or not the geilsital redidue had 
been disposed of by the will, he had felt tbe force of it very atronglyi and he 
should not press it, but he claimed on behalf of the neat of kin/ the entire 
amount of the bequest to the Lucknow charity, which could not he carried into 
effect; the sum which was to be invested, suffioient to realiko four thousand 
rupees a year, to be paid for the release of prisoners in Oude^ whioli eoii|d not be 
done ; the third of the residue of ten lacks which was to gd tO Uie LuckfiOW 
charity, and the lapsed legacy of Fere Martin.

LUCKNOW, 

Lucknow u a larj^o, irrpgular, dirry^ town, eitonding: along- tha south isido of a 
small stream called from its serpentine roursfe, the Goooitie orMeander, and deco-* 
rated with a number of bv»utiful gardens laid out on its hanita# The Palace of ths 
King-, lies towards the eastward of the town, on the river side and f!i*ontirig it. It 
consists of six principal Coprts— the first is an area called Put^h Myblfth for bis 
Majestv’s equipage and attendants. The eutraoce to this place is through two 
loftv gateways, over the first is a roam called the Nowbut Kb&nH qjr t Orchestra for 
martial music, whi^h plays morning and evening. The second the state apart- 
ments encompassing a square garden, together with an external enclosure for 
smaller rooms. This is called PowUe, from a large well within it, which includes 
a stair case and smaller recesses, with openings in the well from top to bottom. 
These rooms calculated for cool retirement during the hot weather — the aper- 
tures through the wall^of the well, and the dripping of water renders the air quit® 
refreshing. Ai the corner opposite the Jlowhe^is an arcaded chamber with a piazza 
for sleeping in during the solstitial months, 4he dimension of it are about 18 feet 
square, with a boarded floor— 'purdas, (falling curtains) of khus khus and crimson 
velvet superbly embroidered fi\J up the arcades. All round the piazza are fountains 
fading into a car^^ed marble bason from whence servants continually Sprinkle the 
khus- khus purdahs. 

Parallel to the second Court, and to the eastward of it, is a handsouie edifice raised 
on oiu arched terrace, entitely of stone. This building called Sungee Dalaua (or 
Sioiit* Court) comprises a grand hall, surrounded with a double arcade crowned 
with four cupolas at the Corners and one at the principal front, covered with silver 
doubly gilt, at the extremity of the terrace are two wings for morning and evening 
resort. From both fronts extends a longgftower garden beautifully laid out, and 
divided into parterres by walks and fountains-' along the side wuUj|runs a corridori 
forming one continued arbour of vines, which shades its whole ropr. Tq this garden 
there are four entrances, one on the North side, through a covered passage for the 
access of the ladies, two others through spacious gateways on tbAeaat and west; 
and a fourth on the south. Within the precincts ot this garden i|li small mosqun 
with gilt meeriars, commodious oflices, and swings for ladies exercUeV 

To the north of the Sutigee Ualaun is another garden Court cMtaiuing publie 
offices erected by Shuj a Dowlah c-alled Mutchee Hbowan, remark^e fornothing 
further than being the liist structure of the Subahs of LunkiiQWi^.^n a line with 
Mutchee llhowau and to tlie west of it lies the Zuuanah, tbii^;;heavy pilcL^ of 
unshapely houses called Slieesh Muhul, Khoord Muhul.aitd Eupg MqhnL the walls 
thereof being high, with fevv windows, and those small and nothing of 

course can be discerned within them, v 

Separated from the pfd^e by a street only is a flower garden called riooain Bang 
bordering on the river, aUd enclosed with a brick wall covered with vjines. In its 
front stands three stone bastions, the two corner ones supporting;^ arches, two 
oval fluted cupolas coverad with silver, gilt. ,1^.;'' 

On the centre bastion stands an octagon summer house with a flat roof, and with* 
in the Garden are parterres,, ^Ihuntains, baths and dressing rooms. Before all tho 
gateways of the palace and Zunanahs, are sareens, or small walls^ which conceal 
the entrances. 

On the summit of almost all the roofs of the palace (particularly the Zuna* 
nahs) are bred flocks of pigeons, to the number of about an hundred in each flock. 
They are selected for the beauty of their plumage and those of sittflUr colour 
(such as white with black bead^, black with white tails, all brown, all mottled 
occ.) are kept together. Boys are employed to feed and teach them variety of 
flights. When on the wing they keep iu a cluster, and at a whistle fly either away« 
ascend, descend, or return home according to the signal. 

, During the wMe day an«h nsgjjt elephants, camels, and horses, all accoutred, iritli 
palkees, guards, and all sorts of attendants ready attired, remain in cdhstanhwait’' 
tng before the gates of palscst Boats are ^ways in tho Mme zesudisii^too at 
the water side.

There has been hitherto hat little encouragement given to ladies, who have esta- 
blished Schools in India; all who have the means, send their children to England 
for education, while those, who place them in Seminaries here, pay so irregularly^ 
and there are so many children left, in a state of destitntion on the hands of the 
Ladies who have estahlislilitients of the kind, that it is not in their pOwer, to^pay 
assistants, properly qualified for the task of tuition. From tbeinformition I havo 
Received, for the last twenty years, there h5|<^e been only two Ladies, who have 
engaged in the Scholastic line, that have remised a competency to J^ire bn. FroUi 
the re french meats, that have taken place, iu every departmenti^dnd' the agents 
not being disposed to make advances, as heretofore, anew order qif tbingf, must 
take place, which will oblige parents to educate their female chihk^d'dtl^SASt, in 
the country.

We baVe blraa^lf 
expressed our gaubral sMprohaiion of her scheme, though we suggested iba probabiv 
lity Of any thing like monat^^ic^saclusion or severs manual exercise bejihg oobsid^* 
ed an insupergble objection to females in this country, accustometl to 'fn iadolaai 
tnd easy Ufe« as far as corporeal exertioua ara eoacera^« Tbia poim 
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JMisa Davy has satisfactorilv explained. No emplovraAitof a rryin"^ nature would 
be required, and the retirefuent wouM by no means be r nid, as for tour months the 
management of the Silk Fiu tory attached to the estahhsbment, and which would 
be the principal labour, would he almost suspended, and during this period the 
ladies might occupv ilieir time as th>*v pleased, m visits to iheir fro^nds or homo 
occupations and anm-^njents. 'I'he piouosal of attaching a school to the Asylum for 
the education of ciuldren is one th.n has our hearty approhlirion, form no way rouhl 
necessitous ladies inoie L^racefully and usefullv employ tbemselres than in teacli- 
ing the "young idea how to shoot/” 'J'he time is last approaching, we fear when 
many of our countrymen, who in happier dava would nevor have thought of edu- 
cating their children anv where hut in England, will he corap(|kUed by the narrow- 
ness of iheir means to e<lucate them in this country. 

It n therefore highly desirable, that schools should he established on a footing 
at once rei^souahle and respectable, and if the proposed asylum should be earned 
into we have every reason to suppose that a solioUsUc instimtion connec- 

ted with It, might be the means of increasing the fund of |the general estuhlisli- 
m^nt, and adding to the comforts of the females, nt the vSame time rliat manv^ of- 
ficers and others in limited circumstincea might be enabled to rcvir thoir childvoa 
ii» a decent and creditable manner at a Imall expense. 

We recommend Misa Davy to make her plan somewhat more decisive and ex- 
plicit, and distrilniic printed co.ues of it with applications for pairouago and 
support. — Bengal ihirk, and Chroii. A'oy. 6. 


ASIATIC SOCIETY-PHYSICAL COMMITTEE. 

At the meeting of the Committee, held on Wednesday evening, the S7th Oc* 
tober, J 830— the following communications were read : 

A letter from the Pwesiderit at Nag|oor, requesting information on the subject 
of the experiment of boring for water, 

A letter from the Russian Resident Minister at Ilaiaburgh, Baron Struve, com* 
mumcated through Mr. H. Velihousen, presenting to the Society a selection of rar® 
Norwegian Minerals, and requesting in return a series of Oriental Bpecimeiis from 
the Society's Cabinet. 

A letter from the Secretary to the Royal Society, acknowledging tlie receipt of 
the First part of the Asiatic Kps^iarcheb, Physical Class, for 1829. 

A letter from Dr. Cieraid, ofSoobathoo, transferred from the General Secretary, 
descriptive of some fossil remains of shells, discovered by him in the llimmalavau 
range. ^ 

The lofty posnion in wfiich the Doctor so unexpectedly encountered an exten- 
nive tract of shell formations, was ascertained by .himself to hav(- an elevation of 
15,000 feet above the sea. One of the larger blocks, compost'd of a multitude of 
whells of different size-s. imhedd*-*! in a matrix of calcareous tula, was broken off 
from a solid mass of 150 cubic feet, apparently all of the same structure. 

Upon an examination of these fossils, four classes of shell formation fvere dis* 
tinguishod. 

IsT. A bivalve, varying in size from a qu'trter of an inch to two inches, very 
closely resembling the Lino, a fresh water shell which exists in great abuudanco 
in tho plains, at the foot of the lower hills, and throughout the Dooah. 

2ncl, ' Varieties of the Cardium ; the matrix in which these are imbedded dif- 
fers from the former in being more calcareous. Many of the shells are lined with 
crystals of carbonate of lime. 

3rd, Varieties of the Ammonite, Nautilus, and Gryphite genera. Most of 
them mineralized by iron, clay and pvrites , some enclosing calcareous crystals. 

4th. Belemnites and Orihoceratittjs, minernlizefl by the same material as the 
Aiumorutes. Of the two laite; classes of fossils, Dr. Gerard had, on a former occii'» 
aioti, presented a rich asjsorimeut to the Society. T^eir abundance in the beds 
of various ^xountainoua torrents especially the C^unduk, had been long known, ae 
ttieytorm an indispensable article in tlie Sacra of the Hindu Thakoorawaree,

Tbe subject of Mr. Burnard^s operution on tbe hip joint, was a Native boy about 
twelve years of age, vrho, by a tall from u tree, bad sustained a very sf'vere com- 
pound fracture of tlie right thigh bone, some tvi o inches below its neck. When cal- 
led to tbe boy, Mr. btirnard found that the limb up to the fracture, was in a state 
of mortification. Above the fracture, there u as a small extension of mortification 
— but there appeared no disposition of it to soread higher, and nearly the whole of 
the parts affected could be included in the incisions foiming the flap. ’J’he hop® 
of safety lo this vase was ot course very faiur, but even this Mr. B. consider* d it 
Ills dutv not to abuudon, and lie performed the operation accordingly. The whole 
liocmorrliage did not exc'^ed three or four ounce*!, i be operation and dressing 
occupied about twenty minutes. '1 be. bov bore it well, and was returned lo his bed 
very little exhausted. Symptoms ov Tetanus, bow es ©r, supervened — and bis life 
Yras three days afterwards terminated by the disease. 

Mr. Thomson's (of Malacca) case of wound of the abdomen was that of a young 
Malavan, who was reported to have been stabbed tlirough the body with a spear 
on tbe of April, lU.'hL Mr. Tli(>mson was called to si-e tbe man next day. 
He found him laying on bis right side with hib legs drawn up, complaining of vio- 
lent pain in bis bowels, with urgent thirst and vomiting. LountenaiiCB anxious, 
skin clammy, respiration difficult, and puUe small and weak It is unnecessary 
111 this place to pariiciilaily describe tbe wound — suffice it, that it was apparently 
of a very serio^us nature, was carefully and judiciously treated, and that tbe 
man was quite^well again by tbe I4ib June. 

Mr. llutcbinsou's ca&e was on© of post im^rtem examination, for judicial inves- 
tigation. A Nativti have been beaten and kick*-d about the B'omacli, breast, &cr. 
An irregular jagged rent or hole was found in on© of the small intestines, which 
at once pointed out the cause of death. 

Rajah Kaleekissen*8 letter stated tbai Oocata, Ingly, or Tobacco, is used by 
tl)© Natives as a Narcotic in Tootbach. It is so used in Catarrh, and in both 
instances in the form of cigar. In cases of hoarseness, a litrl© ot tbe leaf is ad- 
ministered in a puiat, or in conibination ivitb Betel. Accordingly, Native singera 
use it on tbia account. It is also taken as a .*^teriiutatory, in the form of powdef 
r— and III doses of three or four grams is given as a purgative. 

Mr. LifidsHy’s operation of Lithotomy was performed on a Brahmin bov six 
years old. Mr. Lindsay proceeded upon tbe principle of wbal ia called the C®1* 
aiaa operatioa— and the boy did well .
